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CONSTITUTION 



AMERICAN EDUCATION SOCIETY. 



The object of this Society is to educate pious young men for the 
gospel ministry. 

Article I. Any person who shall subscribe and shall pay into the 
Treasury at one time, one hundred dollars, and if a clergyman, forty 
dollars, shall be an honorary member ; and shall have a right to sit 
and deliberate in all meetings of the Society. But all members here- 
after added to the Society, who shall be entitled to vote, shall be 
chosen by ballot at an annual meeting. 

Art. II. A permanent fund, consisting of bequests, legacies, and 
donations^ given fi>r this special purpose, shall be formed by the 
Directors. 

Art. III. There shall annually be chosen, by ballot, a President, 
Vice President, Treasurer, and Secretary, who shall also be Clerk, 
and such other officers as may be found necessary ; who shall continue 
in office till others shall be chosen in their stead. 

Art. IV. This Society shall, from time to time, by ballot, elect 
such a number of honorary Vice Presidents as they may judge 
expedient. 

Art. V. The Society shall annually appoint, by ballot, eleven 
Directors; who, together with the President and Vice President of 
the Society, shall constitute a Board of Directors, five of whom shall 
constitute a quorum at any meeting regularly convened. It shall be 
the duty of this Board to increase the funds of the Society, by soli- 
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citing themselves, and by appointing and instructing agents to solicit, 
the aid requisite to achieve the object in view. This Board shall have 
the power of appropriating all monies for the support of beneficiaries ; 
of examining and selecting candidates for patronage ; of appointing 
committees to examine and recommend its applicants living in distant 
parts; and, generally, of transacting all business necessary for the 
furtherance of the objects of this Society, not otherwise herein provided 
for. The Directors shall also keep a fair record of their proceedings, 
and annually make report of their transactions to the Society. 

Art. VI. Qualified candidates may be aided, in each stage of 
preparatory education for the ministry; but, except in very singular 
cases, no applicant shall be assisted, even in the first stage, who shall 
not produce, from serious and respectable characters, nnequivocal 
testimonials of hopeful piety, promising talents, and real indigence ; 
nor shall any person be continued on this foundation, whose instructor 
or instructors, except in very special cases, shall not annually exhibit 
to the Directors, satisfactory evidence, that in point of genius, diligence, 
literary progress, morals, and piety, he is a proper character to receive 
aid from these sacred funds ; in addition to which, each beneficiary, 
after his admission into any college, shall annually exhibit to the 
Directors, a written declaration, that it continues to be his serious 
purpose to devote his life to the gospel ministry. 

Art. VII. Any person who has been assisted by this Society, 
and whose name shall be stricken from the list of beneficiaries, be- 
cause of misconduct, or other deficiency in regard to the qualifications 
required by the Constitution, and the Rules of the Directors ; or, who 
shall have concluded not to devote himself to the gospel ministry, shall, 
within a reasonable time, refund the sum expended for his education, 
with lawful interest, whenever required by the Directors. 

Art. VIII. The President, and in his absence, the Vice Presi- 
dent, in concurrence with three of the Directors, shall have power to 
call special meetings of the Society. 

Art. IX. The Treasurer shall be bound with two suretieg, in a 
reasonable sum, to be determined by the Directors, to the faithful dis- 
charge of his duty. He shall vest the property of the Society in the 
safest and most productive forms; make payments and advances of 
money, from time to time, agreeably to the orders of the Directors; 
and annually render to the Society a written account of all receipts 
and expenditures within the year, of the amount of its funds, and of 
the manner in which they are vested : — this account to be previously 
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examined and approved, in writing, by a Committee of tbe Society, 
annaally chosen for tbe purpose. He shall also give to the Directors, 
whenever they request it, a particular account of the state of the 
Treasury. 

Art. X. The Society shall meet annaally at such time and place 
as the Directors shall appoint, to elect officers, to hear the report of 
the Directors and of the Treasurer, and to transact other peocwaary 

business. 

Art. XI. At all meetings of the Society, twenty members shall be 
requisite to constitute a quorum ; and every meeting of the Society, 
and of the Directors, shall be opened with prayer. 

Art. XII. The Presidents of all Societies, auxiliary to this, 
which shall pay annually one thousand dollars into the Treasury 
of this Society, shall be, ex officio, honorary Vice Presidents of this 
Society. 

Art. XIII. Whenever a Society shall be formed, by the inhabit- 
aots of any State or district, which shall adopt the essential principles 
of this constitution, especially the provisions of the sixth article, as the 
basis of its own, such Society, upon the due notice of its existence, 
and desire of union, may be received, by a vote of the Directors, as a 
constituent Branch of the American Society. 

Every such Branch Society shall possess the right of appointing itM 
own officers, including a Board of Directors and a Treasurer; and 
also the right of appropriating its own funds for the assistance of 
beaeficiaries, who shall have, in all respects, the requisite qualifications. 
Every candidate for such assistance shall be examined by a committee 
of three competent men, two of whom shall be appointed by the Di- 
rectors of said Branch Society, and one, by the Directors of this So- 
ciety ; and, if approved, may prosecute his studies, preparatory to the 
ministry, under the immediate superintendence of the Directors of said 
Branch Society ; or, if they shall deem it expedient, such candidate 
may be committed to the charge of the Directors of this Society. All 
monies of any Branch Society, not appropriated as above, shall be 
transmitted to the general treasury; and whenever the exigencies of 
such Society shall exceed its own resources, it may apply for assistance 
to the Directors of this Society. 

Art. XIV. Presidents of Branch Societies shall be, ex officio, 
members of this Society, and also honorary members of the Board of 
Directors. 
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Art. XV. The Directors shall have power to supply any vacancies 
that may occur in their own Board, or in the officers of the Society, 
till the next annual meeting. 

» Art. XVI. No alteration of this Constitution shall be made, except 
on recommendation of the Directors, and by vote of three-fourths of 
the members present, at an annual meeting ; or unless the proposed 
alteration shall have been submitted to the Society, in writing, at a 
previous meeting.

CHAPTER L 

OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 

1. It is the duty of the Board of Directors to superin- i>ati«f. 
tend and to manage the prndential and executive business 

of the Society ; and, especially, to see that the Constitution 
and Rules of the Society are faithfully observed. 

2. The Board shall meet quarterly for the transaction of Time of meetinf. 
business, on the second Wednesday of January ^ Aprils - 

July and October, Special meetings may be called by the 
Secretary, at the written request of three Directors. 

3. Two Standing Committees shall be appointed by the standing Com- 
Board — a Financial Committee whose duty it shall be to 

attend to the funds, and to advise with the Treasurer con- 
cerning the investment of funds in the safest and most 
productive forms; and an Executive Committee whose 
duty it shall be to examine and to discuss subjects of im- 
portance, and to report on the same to the Board ; to afford 
the Secretary counsel whenever he shall request it; and to 
perform any business during the recess of the Board, which, 
in their judgment, the interests of the Society may require. 
They shall keep a record of all their proceedings, which 
record shall be read to the Board at their regular, or other 
meetings, for their approval.

CHAPTER II. 

OF THE SECRETARY.

ness of the Society.

of Examining Committees in different parts of the country, 
to examine and recommend candidates ibr patronage, 
as the convenience of applicants, and the interests of the 
Society, may require. But, as the duties to be performed 
are of a highly sacred and responsible nature, the undue 
multiplication of such Committees is to be studiously 
avoided. Where no special reasons exist for a larger 
number, each Committee shall consist of three persons. 
Mtion.^^ •""*■ 2. When a candidate for patronage applies for examina- 
tion, it shall be the duty of the Examining Committee, to 
whom the application is made, to institute a personal and 
faithful inquiry respecting his testimonials, his studies, his 
religious character ; his motives in seeking an education 
for the Christian ministry, and his willingness to conform 
to the Rules of the American Education Society. If, after 
serious and full examination, the Committee shall be satis* 
fied that the applicant possesses the character and qualifi* 
cations required of beneficiaries by the Constitution and 
Rules of the Society, it shall be their duty to recommend 
him for patronage to the Board of Directors of the Parent 
Society, or of one of its Branches if the applicant reside 
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within the limits of a Branch Society. In their recom- 
mendation, the Committee shall state very particularly, 
the namCf age, residence, occupation, place of education, 
church connection, and other important facts connected 
with the history or character of the applicant, together 
with an account of the testimonials furnished, and the 
names of the persons by whom they were furnished. 

3. If, after examining a candidate, the Committee shall D^nbtfoi <»>«. 
have doubts respecting his character and qualifications, 

while yet they are so far satisfied as to be unwilling to 
reject the application, they may state the grounds of their 
doubts, and recommend the applicant on condition of 
re-examination after a suitable period.

It is recommended 
that every examination of candidates be introduced and 
closed with prayer.

CHAPTER V. 

OP BENEFICIARIES.

and who has not attained to fourteen years of age. 

2. No person shall be patronized who does not furnish 
satisfactory evidence of promising talents, and decided 
piety, and who is not in the way of obtaining a thorough 
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classical and theological education, that is, either pre- 
paring to enter College ; or a member of some regularly 
constituted College, where a thorough classical course is 
pursued ; or engaged in theological studies with the 
design of taking a regular three years' course. Though 
a public course of instruction is preferred, yet a private 
course is not prohibited. It is understood, however, that 
a beneficiary will not place himself under a private in- 
structor unless he first obtain the approbation of the Board 
of Directors, 
steps to be taken 3. When a voung man wishes to apply for patronage,

obtaining patron- he must pursue the followmg steps. Tjrst, He must 
obtain unequivocal testimonials from three or more serious 
and respectable persons best acquainted with him and his 
circumstances, (e. g.) his minister, instructor, a magis- 
trate, or some other principal man in the vicinity, stating 
his age, place of residence, indigence, moral and religions 
character, including his church connection, talents, pre- 
vious education, and serious desire to devote his life to the 
Christian ministry. These testimonials should be sealed 
papers, that the writers of them may speak freely, con- 
cerning the character of the applicants. Secondly, Hav- 
ing obtained these testimonials, the applicant must present 
his request for examination and recommendation to some 
Examining Committee in his neighborhood, or within the 
portion of the country to which he belongs. If no such 
Committee is known to have been appointed, the applicant 
or his friends may write, for information, to the Secretary 
of the Parent Society ; or if he resides within the limits 
of a Branch Society, to the Secretary of that Branch.

5. Every young man admitted on trial, or regularly re- 
aeived in the manner hereinafter mentioned, shall renew 
his application, and make his returns to the Board guar' 
terly\ in season for each quarterly meeting, unless for 
special reasons a longer period shall have been granted by 
the Board of the Parent Society, and he shall do the same, 
with scrupulous exactness, according to the following form 
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or schedule — which shall be regularly and punctually returned by all 
under the patronage of the Society, or of its Branches, in every stage 
of their education.

14. Beneficiaries of other Education Societies, applying 
for patronage to this Society, must exhibit satisfactory 
evidence of previous good standing in the Societies with 
which they have been connected, and must furnish an 
Examining Committee of this Society with satisfactory 
evidence of their attainments and piety, and be recom- 
mended by them to its patronage, before they can be 
received either upon trial, or regularly admitted. 

15. It is desired and expected of all under patronage, 
that a portion of every day will be employed, as there may 
be opportunity, in useful exercise and in productive labor, 
with a view of promoting vigorous health, and of enabling 
them to do something towards defraying the expenses of 
their education. 

16. Every beneficiary of this Society should regard it 
as an object of primary importance to grow continually 
in a spirit of enlightened devotion, and of fervent piety, 
deeply impressed with the sentiment, that without this, all 
his other acquisitions will be comparatively of little worth, 
either to himself, or to the Church of Christ. It is, there- 
fore, affectionately and earnestly recommended to every 
beneficiary, that he daily spend a portion of time in de«

TWENTY-SIXTH ANNUAL MEETING 



AMERICAN EDUCATION SOCIETY. 



The American Education Society held its Twentj-Sixth Annual 
Meeting at the Rooms of the Central American Education Societj, in 
the City of New York, May 12, 1842, at half past 4 o'clock, P. M. 

The Rev. Ebenbzer Chbbver, of Newark, N. J. was called to the 
chair, and the Rev. John J. Owbn, of New York, was appointed 
Clerk. 

The meeting was opened with prayer by the Rev. Ansel D. Edpt, 
of Newark, N. J. 

The Minutes of the last Annual Meeting were read by the Secretary. 

It being found that there was not a constitutional quorum of the 
members present, 

Voted, That the meeting be adjourned to the time of the public services 
to be held in the Tabernacle in the evening, at half past 7 o'clock. 

The Society met according to adjournment, and the Hon. Theodore 
Frelinghuysen, LL D. Chancellor of the New York University, pre- 
sided on the occasion. 

The services were commenced with prayer by Rev. Baxter Dick* 
iNSON, D. D. of Auburn Theological Seminary. 

The Report of the Treasurer, he not being present, was read by 
William A. Booth, Esq. Treasurer of the Central American Educa- 
tion Society. 

An abstract of the Report of the Directors was read by Rev. Sam- 
uel H. Riddel, Secretary. 

On motion of Rev. Joseph Alden, D. D. of Williams College, 

BtBolvedL, That the Reports which have now been presented be accepted, 
and adopted, and be printed under the direction of the ESzecutive Com- 
mittee.

Eeaolvedy That it is the duty of the church to select and educate her 
noblest sons in greater numbers than heretofore for the Christian ministry. 

On motion of Rev. Leonard Bacon, of New Haven, Ct, seconded 
by Rev. Thomas H. Skinner, D. D., of New York, 

Resolved^ That in view of the great moral conflicts of the present and 
the coming age, the friends of spiritual Christianity are called to increased 
eflbrts in the work of raising up an educated ministry, for the defence of 
the Gospel at home, and for its extension abroad. 

Addresses were delivered by Rev. Messrs. Alden, Holt, Stearns, 
and Bacon. 

The paUic services were closed with the benediction by Rev. John 
Codman, D. D., of Dorchester, Ms. 

The Officers of the Society for the ensuing year were then chosen, 
and the meeting adjourned. 



TWENTY-SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT 



DIRECTORS. 



With the present Anniversary, the American Education 
Society is brought to the close of the twenty-sixth year of its 
operations. 

The last year has been one of much trial and solicitude on the 
part of the Directors ; and of much necessary privation and effort 
on the part of the young men, whom the Society is endeavoring 
to sustain in their course of preparation for the ministry. The 
design of entering into the work of the ministry, when once delib- 
erately and prayerfully entertained, by a youth who is in faeart 
sincerely devoted to the cause of the Redeemer, is not oftea 
relinquished, even under the pressure of the most adverse circum- 
stances, without an earnest and protracted stru:^gle to realize its 
accomplishment. It is not uncommon to Gnd examples, where a 
purpose of this kind has been adhered to, and the effort for its 
accomplishment persisted in, almost beyond what would be thought 
possible to human energy and endurance. 

That no valuable benefit will result from these providential trials 
and embarrassments, is what the Directors feel neither disposed 
nor constrained to believe. If the means of probation and disci- 
pline, which the Society employs, are rendered in some measure 
difficult of application when its operations are greatly extended;^ 
then, in one respect, the necessity of curtailment may do much to 
assist that precision and vigor of action which this important part of 
the system requires. If numerous individuals in the community at 
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large^ on whose discreet and faithful co-operation the Board must 
depend, in the matter of the selection and recommendation of 
candidates, are liable, during a period of prosperity, to grow for- 
getful of the consequences depending upon the Grst steps taken in 
this work; then an important advantage may be expected from 
that solicitude and reflection, and that quickened sense of individual 
responsibility, which a period of difficulty and discouragement must 
excite. If, in consequence of tlie long continued and regular dis- 
tribution of its benefactions, the Society may have come to be 
regarded, by any of the young men who are looking to this source 
for assistance, in the light of a financial, rather than a benevolent 
institution; then an interruption of its prosperity will serve to 
revive a more intimate feeling of dependence on God, in those 
whose circumstances and prospects must be so deeply affected 
thereby. 

There is also reason to expect that, as the unavoidable result 
of the existing depression upon this department of Christian effort 
shall appear more manifest to the friends of evangelical religion, in 
a dearth of ministers and a famine of the word of life at home and 
abroad, a revival of interest and zeal in the cause of the Education 
Society will begin to be realized. The deepest convictions of the 
mind, which statements and arguments can produce in anticipatioa 
of such an event, are weak in comparison with those which the 
event itself must produce. 

But while the Directors suggest such grounds for the hope that 
ultimate good may be educed from present evil, they do nevertbe* 
less most earnestly deprecate the evil itself. Let fervent and 
continued prayer be offered, and timely efforts used, that the 
numerous infant churches of our land, and the missions springing 
up on every heathen shore, may never be left to suffer disaster of 
this kind. 

Although the Directors cannot report a year of great prosperity^ 
yet they would speak with thankfulness of the measure of good 
which God has enabled the Society to accomplish. 

Number assisted. 

The number of beneficiaries assisted during the year, in different 
stages of their education, is 615. Of these 396 are connected 
with the Parent Board, and 219 with the Central American 
Education Society. In the last mentioned number are included 
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46 coDnected with the Education Society of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church; and 31 connected with the Board of Education 
of the German Reformed Church. 

The Western American Education Society at Cincinnati, having 
become an independent society, no account of its beneBciaries is 
included in this Report. This fact is to be taken into the account 
in comparing the numbers of the last year with those of the pre- 
ceding. Slaking allowance for this difference, it appears that the 
number assisted during the last year has fallen short of that given 
in the Report of the previous year, 116, 

The whole number received to the patronage of the Society 
during the year is only 67. The number received is doubtless 
smaller than it would otherwise have been, in consequence of a 
change in the Rule of the Board adopted during the year, respect- 
ing the terms of admission ; extending the time of study previous 
to an application for patronage. There has been however a con- 
siderable decline in this respect every year, for several years past« 
In 1838, the number received was 203; in 1839, 160; in 1840, 
138; in 1841, 121 ; and this year, as above stated, 67. The 
Directors would ask the serious attention of the Christian com- 
munity to the facts here staled. Whatever may be said in regard 
to the present supply of ministers in this country, there can be no 
doubt that there will soon begin to be a very alarming decrease in 
the number entering into the ministry from year to year; — a 
decrease which, though it will be painfully felt, cannot be speedily 
arrested. 

Receipts and Expenditures. 

Some of the Branches not having made their pecuniary returns 
previous to the auditing of the Treasurer's Report, it does not 
€3^hibit a full statement of the Receipts and Expenditures for the 
year. The amount of receipts into the Treasury of the Society 
and its Branches during the year is $32,352 15. Exclusive 
of a large legacy which was included in the last Report of the 
Treasurer, the income of the present year does not vary mate- 
nally from that of the year preceding. The expenditures for the 
year have been $34,491 72, exceeding the amount of the receipts 
by $2,139 57. 

The amount refunded by beneficiaries during the year is 
♦4,724 78. 
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Earnings cf the Beneficiaries. 

It has been usual to state in tte Annual Report the gross 
amount of the earnings of the beneficiaries during the year ; that it 
may be seen to what extent they have been enabled to procure 
means for their own support. Those who send their returns to 
the Parent Board, have earned, during the last year, by teaching, 
$9,636 ; by labor and services of various kinds, $6,682 ; Total, 
$16,318. The earnings of those who send their returns to the 
Board of the Central American Education Society, have amounted 
to $2,650, making the whole amount $18,968. 

Appropriations mthheld. 

Early in the year the Directors came to the determination that 
it was no longer their duty to suffer the debt of the Society to be 
increased, by allowing the expenditures to exceed the annual 
receipts. Having regard to this rule, they have been obliged to 
withhold two quarterly appropriations, from the whole number of 
the beneficiaries who receive their payments from the Treasury of 
the Parent Society. This curtailment would have brought the 
expenditures of the year within the receipts, had it not been for 
the necessity of paying $1,962 towards the last appropriation of 
the previous year, and also a donation of $1,000 to the Western 
American Education Society, which had been voted, but was not 
paid, before the close of that year. 

The amount of the Society's debt was stated in the Treasurer's 
Report last year at $25,772 74. In the Treasurer's account, 
heretofore, a balance has not been included, which has been for 
some years accruing on account of the American Quarterly 
Register ; and which, although advanced from the Treasury to 
defray the cost of the publication, from year to year, it was 
expected would have been liquidated from the proceeds of the 
work, consisting partly in balances due from subscribers. This 
sum which had accumulated to $7,627 50, has been now trans- 
ferred to the general account, and goes, together with the excess 
of expenditures for the year now closed, to make the actual debt, 
at the present time, $35,539 81. 
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Pertnanent Fundi. 

A part of the permanent funds of the Society, especially of 
those constituting the Scholarship Fund, consists of bonds, given 
by the donors ; on which the interest is paid annually into the 
Treasury. The reverses to which individuals have been subject 
in their affairs, during a number of years past, together with the 
depreciation of property in several instances, have occasioned a 
diminution in the value of these funds ; the amount of which had 
Dot, before the last year, been de6nitely ascertained. These losses 
are now stated in the Treasurer's Report at $10,834 72 ; leaving 
the whole Permanent Fund, which is at present a source of income 
to the Treasury, to stand at $75,148 08. 

It should here be stated, in regard to these bonds, given for the 
endowment of permanent Scholarships, that they were given under 
the mutual agreement that they might remain on interest if the 
donors should think proper, until after their decease. They must 
be necessarily subject, therefore, in respect to the final payment, to 
the providential contingencies above referred to. 

Organization of the Society. 

The American Education Society, from the nature of the duties 
devolved upon it, requires a well arranged and efficient system of 
organization. Accuracy and success in the prosecution of its main 
object can be secured only by great minuteness of attention and 
detail in several departments of labor. The collection and distri* 
bution of funds is but a part, and not by any means the most 
essential part, of the design contemplated in the relations between 
the Society and its Branches. The Parent Board, of itself, per- 
fonns all the functions of the Society within the State of Massa- 
chusetts ; this being the State where its centre of operations is 
located. Id each of the other New England States, except Rhode 
Island, there is a thoroughly organized Branch. The North 
Western Branch, however, embracing Vermont, has been modified 
in some of its features on account of local considerations. Beyond 
the bounds of New England, there are Branches, immediately 
communicating with the Parent Board, in the Western Reserve, 
Ohio, and in the State of Michigan. 

The Central American Education Society, whose seat of ope- 
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rations is the city of New York, by reason of its central position 
in reference to several other organizations, has been connected 
with them in the relation of a parent society. Thus the Young 
Men's Education Society of New York City, the Philadelphia 
Education Society, the Western Education Society, at Auburn, 
N. Y., the Utica Agency, the Education Society of the German 
Lutheran Church, and the Board of Education of the German 
Reformed Church, communicate directly with the Central Ameri- 
can Education Society, at New York ; and through this with the 
Parent Society, This connection however, as it respects the New 
York Young Men's Society, as also the Lutheran and the German 
Reformed, is little more than nominal. And the Central Ameri- 
can Education Society itself, in its relations with the Parent Board, 
is constituted with certain independent powers which cause it to 
differ materially from a Branch, in the ordinary acceptation of the 
term. The votes of its " Executive Authority upon all applica- 
tions for patronage, for dismission, or for cancelling obligations of 
bene6ciaries within its limits, and upon all matters relating to the 
standing of young men under its patronage" are final. 

The Western American Education Society, at Cincinnati, which 
was until the last year, connected with the Central American, in 
the same manner as the latter is connected with the Parent Board, 
hais become wholly an independent society. No statement, there- 
fore, respecting its operations, or the number of its beneficiaries, is 
included in this Report. 

The Illinois Branch, which about five years ago became con- 
nected with the Society at Cincinnati, has, during the last year, 
ceased to exist as a Branch, either of that or the Parent Society ; 
having been merged in an " Illinois College Education Society," 
the design of which is to provide means for paying the tuition of 
indigent students in that Institution, and not confining its patronage 
to such as are preparing for the ministry. 

Of minor Auxiliaries, instituted for the purpose of promoting an 
interest in the object among the churches, and assisting in the 
collection of funds, it is not necessary to speak ; further than to 
remark, that, wherever their operations have been conducted with 
energy, they constitute a very important instrumentality in the 
work. There are some of this class of associations which had an 
earlier origin than the American Education Society itself; and 
which, after its incorporation becoming tributaries to it, have been 
unwearied in their efforts in support of the cause. 
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Resignaiioru in the Board. 

Two of the members of the Board of Directors, Rev. William 
Jenlcs, D. D., of Boston, and Rev. William Patton, D. D., of 
New York, finding it inconvenient longer to give that attention to 
the duties of their trust, which, in different situations they would 
gladly have continued to do, respectively tendered their resigna- 
tions at the last quarterly meeting of the Board. Each of these 
gentlemen have served the Society acceptably and faithfully for a 
number of years ; and their services are gratefully appreciated by 
those who have been happily associated with them in counsel and 
in effort. 

Agencies. 

The Parent Board has employed two Genera! Agents in the 
New England States, during the greater part of the year. The 
Rev. Joseph Emerson has been engaged in this service for above 
five years, and continues to devote his exertions indefatigably to 
the promotion of the cause. His principal field of labor is Mas- 
sachusetts ; for which, in 1840, he was appointed General Agent. 

The Rev. Ansel Nash, who has formerly labored as an Agent 
of this Society, received and accepted an appointment, in Septem«> 
her last, as General Agent for the States of Maine, New Hamp- 
shire and Vermont. Circumstances rendered it expedient for him 
to employ his time, during the winter, in Connecticut ; but he is 
expected soon to enter the field for which it was the intention of 
the Directors to make provision by this appointment. 

The Rev. Brown Emerson, who, at the commencement of the 
year, had been employed as an Agent about nine months, soon 
afterwards relinquished the agency, and accepted an invitation to a 
pastoral charge m Torringford, Connecticut. Mr. Emerson was 
highly acceptable and successful as an agent. 

The Rev. Silas McKean, now settled as pastor of the church 
ia Bradford, Vt., received a commission in December last, to per- 
form a temporary agency in the State of Maine, where he was 
then residing. He labored with energy and encouraging success 
for about three months. 

The Rev. Daniel C. Blood, who had sustained the offices of 
Secretary and Agent of the Western Reserve Branch for more 
6 
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than two years, resigned his situation in March last. There is 
now no Agent in that important part of the field. The pecuniary 
embarrassments at the West have so depressed the cause in that 
region, that the expediency of making special efforts at present, 
seems to be doubted even by the most sanguine of its friends. 
The Rev. Samuel Bissell, of Twinsburg, Ohio, has been appointed 
Secretary of the Western Reserve Branch. 

Special Objects which the Board have had in view the past year. 

The state of public sentiment in regard to this object, has been 
a matter of inquiry to which the Directors have given their special 
attention during the year. They can feel no inducement to be in 
any mistake or uncertainty on this point. They have no interest 
to maintain, as managers of the trust committed to them, separate 
from the interest which the churches have at stake in the same 
object. The Education Society was raised up at the call of the 
religious portion of the people of this country. It has been long 
and liberally sustained by them in years past. It is earnestly 
laboring for the benefit of the whole people, in a department 
which is second to no other in the number and variety of its rela* 
tions to the public good. The Institution belongs to the Christian 
public J and whatever causes of a different kind, may at any time 
affect its prosperity, it must necessarily flourish or decline in pro* 
portion as it shares the confidence of the ministers and members 
of the body of evangelical churches. 

The Directors, have, therefore, noticed with concern, evidences 
of hesitation and misgiving in the minds of some good men in 
reference to the duty of extending a continued support to the 
Education Society. Not often, indeed, has the Society been 
openly spoken against ; much less has the great object to which 
it is devoted been called in question. But an indefinite impres- 
sion seems to have sprung up and extended itself in portions of 
the community, that the importance of this Society, as an auxiliary 
in promoting the cause of the Redeemer, may not perhaps be so 
manifest now as it was thought to be in former years. The ques- 
tion has been sometimes asked. Is the Education Society any 
longer needed i — Has it not done its work ? A feeling of indiffer- 
ence respecting its prosperity would naturally appear in connection 
with doubts concerning the wisdom of its plan ; and the effect has 
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been, so far as this state of feeling has extended, that important 
resources, on which dependence was placed, for enabling the Board 
to fulfil its engagements with the beneficiaries, have been materially 
diminished, and in some instances entirely cut off. 

Upon this aspect of the cause, the Directors baVe desired to 
look with the utmost candor and openness of mind. They have 
wished to learn the exact nature and ground of the dissatisfaction 
which seemed to be manifesting itself^ and to inquire how far it 
might have arisen from any developments respecting the influence 
of the system in the community abroad, which, from their posi- 
tion, would not, perhaps, be perfectly obvious to themselves* 
They have been not only willing, but anxious to discover any 
oversight in the discharge of their own difficult duties, if such 
might exist, which could possibly have proved an occasion of com- 
plaint. They have, also, wished to ascertain how far any of these 
unfavorable impressions had grown out of such a misapprehension 
of facts as would ultimately be removed, when better opportuni- 
ties of information and reflection should be enjoyed. 

The Directors are happy to state, as the result of all the in- 
quiries they have been able to make on this subject, that they find 
DO evidence of a disposition among pastors or people, to any con- 
siderable extent, to abandon the object to which the Education 
Society is devoted. They believe that there are few intelligent 
Christians who are prepared to express it as their actual belief, 
that a competent supply of educated ministers will be raised up, 
in the present state of the world, without the application of some 
system of charitable effort. The objections which have been 
made against the Society, have been objections, not so much to 
any of its principles and rules, as to the liability of a failure in 
their practical applications. And when it is understood that this 
liability is not less a subject of solicitude with the Directors and 
the Executive officers of the Society, than with any portion of 
the Christian public, the difficulty is not generally deemed suffi- 
cient to be insisted on as a ground of refusal to cooperate in its 
support. 

In regard to the present state of public sentiment in relation to 
this object, the Directors believe that they may offer the following 
testimony, furnished by their Agents in New England, as in gene- 
ral accordance with the truth. 

The General Agent for Massachoaetts, iti one of his communi-. 
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cations, arter alluding to the liability of the Board to be sometimes 
disappointed in the character of its beneficiaries, says :— 

"Owing to the acknowledged existence of this liability, and of one 
or two other unavoidable evils of much less importance, some good 
men have been almost inclined to the belief that it would be better to 
dispense with the Society altogether, and leave the supply of ministers 
to be taken care of in some other way. And, as an Agent of the So- 
ciety must necessarily feel the pressure of this difficulty in its full ex* 
tent, I have never been unwilling to see evidence, if it could be made 
to appear, taking all things into the account, that it would be wise, or 
even safe to resort to such an alternative. But after long inquiry and 
reflection, I am unable to see how the great work can be done in any 
other way, without equal and even greater disadvantages. I have con- 
versed extensively with the most experienced clergymen of New £ng« 
land, in regard to this point, and the reply of many of the oldest and 
wisest has been, * We cannot dispense with the American Education 
Society.' 

'* During the last five years, the whole number of candidates for the 
ministry has declined, probably, about one quarter part. At this rate^ 
there will soon be a very inadequate number of young men preparing 
for the ministry in the United States. But this rate of decrease will 
not continue. It has come to this principally through an impression 
prevailing in some parts of New England, that there is a surplus of 
ministers. But now the Christian community must see that a great 
number must be raised up speedily, to carry on the work of God in the 
earth which is offered to our hands, and the same spirit which has fur* 
nished the money to send forth preachers, will find means to raise them 
up." 

The General Agent for Maine, New Hampshire and Vermont, 
in his first communication after entering upon his agency writes t 

" After some statements which I had heard respecting the Education 
Society, I have been rather agreeably disappointed to find it retaining 
so strong a hold on the sympathies and the confidence of an enlight- 
ened. Christian community. The opinion that this Institution has 
accomplished the end for which it was organized, and that there is 
little if any further need of its operations, I have found to be regarded 
by the most intelligent as wholly without foundation. By persons most 
actively employed in efforts for the enlargement of Zion, I have heard 
it asserted at every turn, that there is need of every instrumentality in 
full operation, to increase the number of pious, well instructed minis- 
ters of the gospel; and fiirther, that viewing things in prospect. 
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there never was greater need of this than at present. The prediction 
is often uttered, that for the church to suspend, or even to relax its 
efforts for this end, must at no distant day be attended by the most dis* 
astrotts consequences. It is obvious that our Education Societies can- 
not be suffered to languish, from the false impression that they are no 
longer needed, nor indeed from any other cause, without the most dis- 
astrous results. I have often heard it asserted with much emphasis, 
This thing must not be. The church can by no means afford to lay 
aside or to neglect this instrumentality, so plainly fundamental to all 
other means of spiritual good" 

From Maine an Agent writes :— 

'* It gives me great pleasure to state, that all the churches which I 
visited, on being addressed, appeared heartily to approve of the designs 
and measures of your Society ; and to show by their looks, words, 
prayers, and contributions, that they considered it one which ought 
to be, and which must be sustained. The pastors, too, of all the 
churches which I visited, tc^ether with their wives, I found, in regard 
to this, as well as every other good cause, to be faithful and true. 
These brethren aided me as they could. A considerable number of 
them had themselves been beneficiaries of this Society, and their tes- 
timony in its favor was weighty. The longer I continued in this agency, 
the more thoroughly was I convinced that this Society is one which has 
taken a strong hold, or which, on being duly presented, will take a 
strong hold upon the judgment and affections of the friends of Christ's 
cause ; and which will not, if proper means are used, fail to receive its 
due proportion of charitable assistance." 

It may be proper to adduce a single expression of opinion, 
from an influential source, in no way connected with the Board* 
The editors of a religious Journal in Boston, in their paper of 
Dec. 16, 1841, after referring to some of the common topics of 
objection to the Education Society in explanation of the difficul- 
ties it has had to encounter, remark as follows : 

" But whatever influences, if any, the above mentioned causes have 
had in producing the result, there is another, more latent, which must 
be taken into the account. It is a morbid indifference to the Society 
itself, which has widely obtained in the community ; and which its 
possessors have imperceptibly imbibed ; and the reasons of which they 
have never attempted to analyze or remove. That there are some good 
men who feel that indifference, and who would be glad to see the So- 
ciety cease ite operations; that there are some who believe the great 
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mission of the Society has already been accomplished, and that it has 
no further work to do for the Church, we suppose is true. But we are 
not prepared to take that ground. We belieye such a course would be 
highly injurious to the interests of the Church. We deem ourselves 
called upon, as public Journalists, to exert what influence we have, in 
favor of the Society ; in favor of its reform, indeed ; but against that 
want of discrimination and that recklessness which would work its 
destruction. We believe that the religious press ought to exert its best 
energies, to rectify the mistaken opinions which are afloat in society, in 
relation to this subject. The object should be reform, not destruction. 
The Church cannot aflbrd to spare this important agency for the con- 
version of the world. The interests of our Primary Schools--K>f our 
Colleges and Theological Seminaries— of our Benevolent Societies of 
every name — and of our Missions, domestic and foreign, cannot spare 
it." 

Another point of inquiry to which the special attention of the 
Board has been directed during the year, is the present practical 
operation of the several parts of the system adopted by the Society. 
In a long course of years, popular influences may have grown up in 
the religious world, and causes come into action, which require an 
appropriate modification of means, to some extent, in all our ef- 
forts to do good. No species of benevolent eflfort is more likely 
to feel the effect of changes in the condition and habits of the re- 
ligious community than this, which depends so much for its suc- 
cess on the developments of character in young men, — in young 
men, too, at a peculiarly critical stage of their mental and moral 
discipline. It has been the aim of the Directors in former years, 
to avail themselves of the lessons which time and experience have 
yielded in improving the system of Rules by which the operations 
of the Society are governed. The wise provisions of the system, 
in regard to the amount of pecuniary aid to be granted, and the 
conditions under which it is received, were brought into their 
present shape by several successive improvements, which the re- 
sults of experience had suggested. This department of the sub- 
ject seems to have been so thoroughly scanned, and its operations 
so happily adjusted, in reference to the various objects and interests 
which it is intended to combine, that a general verdict of appro- 
bation, although difficult to be secured in a matter of this kind, 
has been almost uniformly expressed in regard to it. 

In respect to the measures necessary to be taken, in order to 
maintain a high standard of Christian character and literary quali- 
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fications in those to whom patronage may be extended, the Board 
have been satisfied, after a careful consideration of the subject, 
that some further provisions virere called for. They have thought 
that the time heretofore required to be spent in classical study, be- 
fore a young man could be received to patronage, was not suffi- 
ciently long to answer the purpose for which it was prescribed. 
Six months, which was the time of study required before exami- 
nation, seemed insufficient, in ordinary cases, to test the youthful 
student's powers of acquisition ; and furnish to those who are 
asked to recommend him to the Examining Committee, a proper 
basis for the judgment which they are called upon to express. So 
short a time seemed insufficient, too, for a satisfactory trial of the 
sincerity of a Christian profession, and especially of those peculiar 
features, of soundness and decision, activity and persevering de- 
votedness, which are justly regarded as essential attributes of the 
piety of every candidate for the sacred office. 

At the Quarterly Meeting of the Directors in November, the 
Rule of the Society on this subject was changed, so as to require 
that all young men, making application to be examined for admis- 
sion to the patronage of the Society, should furnish testimonials, 
certifying that they have been members of the Church of Christ 
for one year, and that they have been engaged in the study of 
Latin, or of Latin and Greek, for at least an equal term of time. 

One year's application to classical study will furnish a much 
more decisive test of scholarship than the term before required ; 
not only because it will carry the student forward to a more ad- 
vanced stage of his progress, where his powers of invention and 
acquisition, as well as his industry, will begin to be severely task- 
ed ; but, also, because it will give time for the novelty and romance 
of the undertaking to pass away from bis feelings; so that the 
young man himself can better judge whether it is wise or practi- 
cable for him to persevere. A period of trial as great as this is 
necessary, in order to prove with greater certainty the strength of 
the intellectual constitution, and develope its capacity for high 
improvement. 

Another benefit to be expected from this extension of the time 
of probation previous to admission, is in the relief which it will 
bring to Examining Committees and to those who are called upon 
to recommend young men to the patronage of the Society. It 
has sometimes been objected against the rules of the Board in re- 
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latbn to the testimonials which applicants are required to bring, 
that they place ministers, teachers and others who are called upon 
for such testimonials^ in a situation of trying responsibility. This 
responsibility is indeed a most important one, as these persons in 
connection with the Examining Committees stand at the door of 
admission. And it is one which it seems impossible to dispense 
with. The pastors of churches, the instructors of youth, citizens 
of respectability to whom the young men and their connections 
are known in private life, are the only persons on whose judgment 
in this matter it can be suitable to place reliance. And it is im- 
portant that their judgment should be given in the most discrimi- 
nating and impartial manner. But whatever difficulty or embar- 
rassment attend the faithful discharge of this duty, the Directors 
feel assured that the change of the Rule now under consideration, 
will diminish it in no inconsiderable degree. It will make the du- 
ties of individuals, who are called upon to recommend and examine, 
more definite, and at the same time give them increased facilities 
for the free and intelligent exercise of their judgment. 

It has been suggested by some of the friends of the cause, that 
it might be advisable to carry this limitation in respect to the ad- 
mission of applicants, still fui'ther, and to receive none until they 
are prepared to enter College. The Directors have been disposed 
to give a candid consideration to this idea, for the same reasons 
which led them to adopt the change already made. They pre- 
ferred, however, for the present, to stop at the intermediate point. 
The objections which were urged against withholding all assistance 
from indigent young men until they are prepared to enter College, 
were such as these: The amount of study required in fitting for. 
College is now so great, that it is perhaps more than would be 
found practicable for a large class of indigent young men, whom it 
is desirable that this Society should encQurage, to accomplish it 
entirely without assistance. So arduous an undertaking, at the 
period of life to which young men of this class will have generally- 
arrived, before the question respecting their devotion to this work 
comes up for their decision, it was feared might deter many, even of 
the most worthy, from entering at all upon a course of study for 
the ministry. Another unfavorable operation of the measure would 
be the inducement it would create, beyond what already exists, 
for a hurried and imperfect attention to the preparatory course* 
One of the most serious disadvantages under which the benefici- 
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aries of this Society labor, arises firom this cause* Eidier OQ ao- 
couDt of indigence, or the late commencement of their studies, or 
an eagerness to press forward and enter the field of usefulness, 
or from all these motives together, they are induced to abridge 
the time of their preparatory studies, and endeavor to obtain ad« 
mittance to College on the lowest possible terms. The conse- 
quence is, in too many instances, that they are unable to do jus- 
tice to themselves as scholars, or obtain the highest benefit from 
their privileges in College, without an intenseness of application 
which much too severely tasks, and sometimes entirely prostrates, 
the energies of the pbysicstl constitution. These are some of the 
reasons which influenced the Directors to decide in favor of con- 
tinuing to receive beneficiaries after a year*s study, and to aid them 
during a part of their preparatory course. Whether these reasons 
will appear to be sufficient to authorize an adherence to the Rule 
of the Board as it now stands, is a question which the Directors 
regard as still open for inquiry. 

Importance of maintaining a high standard of character^ talent 
and scholarship. 

This Society holds a solemn relation to the Christian ministry. 
It is not too much to say, that the true honor and influence of the 
sacred office in this country are concerned in the judicious appli- 
cation of the ^eans which are intrusted to its disposal. It is due 
to the Christian ministry, therefore, which ought never to be com- 
mitted to any but ^' able and faithful men," that the Society should 
endeavor to maintain kn elevated standard of spiritual and intel- 
lectual qualifications among the body of its beneficiaries. Its 
instrumentality can never be acceptable to the American churches, 
except the ministers whom it brings into the field shall prove to 
be, as a body, eminently capable, devoted and efficient men. As- 
sociations or institutions of any kind, which are intended to give 
charitable aid to youth preparing for the ministry of the gospel, 
are, to say the least, not less solemnly bound to be choice in their 
selection of subjects for their patronage, than an individual would 
be in applying his own means, in a private way, to the same ob- 
ject. The great end for which these sacred funds are contributed, 
is the extension and increase of the enlightening and saving in- 
fluence of the gospel, through the blessing of God upon the labors 
of the ministry. It is the duty of those to whom their distribution 
6 
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is intrusted, to make tbem answer this end in the highest possible 
degree. And it is the dutj of all others who have any part to 
perform, especially of those on whom it devolves to give the first 
bias to the thoughts of young men on this subject, carefully to re- 
gard the same ultimate design. Let none be encouraged to seek 
the aid of these sacred funds in obtaining an education for the 
ministry, but such as are possessed of decided piety, and of good 
native talents ; and, unless in instances of uncommon personal 
merit, of the fruits of good early training in the family and in the 
primary school. Serious deficiencies in early education often 
prove like faults in the foundation of a building, hopelessly ruinous 
to the symmetry and safety of any superstructure which can be 
raised upon it. 

In order to accomplish the important object for which the 
American Education Society was established, it is necessary that 
it should not fail to maintain a respectable standard of literary at- 
tainments. Aptness to teach, which is an indispensable requisite 
in a minister of the gospel, will rarely be acquired by such as 
were never apt to learn. In an age Kke this, no measure of zeal 
in a public teacher will supply the place of a well disciplined 
and well furnished mind. The ^arly ministry of this country pos- 
sessed, in an eminent degree^ the power to do good which is con- 
ferred by the union of piety with superior intelligence and sound 
learning. With the lessons of their example and success before 
us, joined with the instructions of the Word of God, let it never 
be said that, by any efibrts to supply numbers for the ministry, we 
have impaired its high pre-eminence in this respect. 

Impressed with the force of these considerations, the Directors 
have inquired whether any thing more needed to be done to guard 
the Society against the danger of contributing, contrary to its in- 
tention, to a result of this kind. Much must always depend on 
the care with which the excellent system of Rules now in ex- 
istence shall be applied by those who administer under them ; and 
it was thought that their exertions might be rendered more deter- 
minate and effective by one additional direction. The following 
Preamble and Resolutions, adopted by the Board at their Quar- 
terly Meeting in April, contains, in the first Resolution, the pro- 
vision to which reference is here made : 

" Whereas the American Education Society recognizes the impor- 
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Cance of securing, in those who are preparing for the work of the min- 
istry, the possession of such intellectual talents and gifts, and such at<* 
tainments in classical and sacred learning, as may prepare them, un- 
der the influence of devoted piety, to fulfil the duties of this holy call- 
ing with edification and profit to the church of Christ; and, whereas 
it is especially incumbent upon the of&cers of this Society to exercise 
a careful discrimination in the selection of those who are to be assisted 
by the funds intrusted to their disposal : Therefore, 

" Resolved, That it shaH be the duty of the Secretary to ascertain 
the scholarship of each beneiiciary at the close of his first year in Col- 
lege, as determined by the character of his daily recitations during the 
year ; and that the Society cease to make appropriations, unless in ex* 
traordinary cases, to any who may not, at that period, hold a standing 
equal to 'that of the average of the class. 

*' Resolved, That it ought to be impressed upon those who are setting 
out Xo obtain an education for the ministry by the aid of this Society, 
as a point of great importance, that they should not be induced, either 
on account of the narrowness of their means, or the length of time re- 
quired in the classical course, to pass over their preparatory studies in 
such a hurried and superficial manner, as to incur the disadvantage of 
being imperfectly fitted to enter College." 

Benejieiaries dropped. 

Twelve young men during the year have been discpntinued from 
receiving patronage ; nine on account of insufScient scholarship, 
and three for moral delinquency. 

The Deserving have a Claim to be Sustained. 

The great body of the young men who are preparing for the 
ministry by the help of this Society, are in all respects deserving 
of the support which they receive. It was with deep regret that 
the Directors were obliged to omit two of the quarterly appropria- 
tions during the year ; thus cutting them, off from one half tlifi 
amount of aid which they had reason to expect. Such a priva«- 
tion must have occasioned very serious embarrassment, and much 
perplexity of mind. How many of the beneficiaries will find the 
means of continuing their studies, it is impossible to conjecturee 
Numbers of them, doubtless, if the embarrassments of the Sor 
ciety continue, must give up the effort in despair. But have not 
these young men a strong claim upon the Christian community to 
sustain them in the pursuit of their sacred object? For this o\^ 
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ject ihtj have givea up all the secular plans and enterprises which 
once invited them to profitable esLertion. In obedience to what 
they were taught to regard as a call of Providence, and in conse- 
quence, especially, of the encouragement held out to them by the 
churches through the medium of the Education Society, they have 
solemnly devoted their lives to the service of Christ in the minis- 
try, and have entered upon an arduous course of preparatory study. 
Their whole souls have become absorbed in this comprehensive 
purpose ; and the desire to see it accomplished is, with many of 
them doubtless, as strong almost as the love of life itself. Now if 
these beloved young men are left to struggle against the difficult 
ties of their course, without the aid which they were encouraged 
to expect, and finally fail of reaching their object, will they not 
have some reason to feel that they have been hardly dealt with ? 
It ought to be more deeply realized, that the churches cannot af- 
ford to spare from the ministry even one of these young men. 
That this fact is soon ' to be felt, it is scarcely possible to doubt. 
From present appearances it is clear that the want of a sufficient 
supply of ministers is to be one of the greatest moral wants of 
our country for many years to come. What eflforts, then, should 
those who love the cause of Zibn make, to enable this Society 
not only to sustain all its present beneficiaries, but to hold out 
every suitable encouragement to others, who by the blessing of 
the Spirit of God are preparing to become such in future. 

Do any say that all who are really fit to be educated for the 
ministry, will find means themselves to obtain an education ? 
There is no danger, perhaps, that this doctrine will find extensive 
credit ; but the feeling is to be deprecated, which the idea, in- 
sinuated and half believed, among those who are willing enough to 
be excused from giving to benevolent objects, is likely to produce 
between the churches and a class of excellent young men. It was 
never true, in any age or country, since the time of the Apostles, 
that all who ought to have been educated for the ministry, could 
have educated themselves. Nor is it true that provisions for the 
gratuitous assistance of indigent young men preparing for the 
ministry are peculiar to the period of Education Societies, even in 
this cotmtry. Long before the plan of operating by the means of 
such associations for the promotion of any Christian enterprise 
was taken up among us, the necessity of charitable funds and In«- 
stitutionsi to fisicilitate education for the ministryi was felt and acted 
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upon. Special exertions and contributions for tbb object sub- 
stantially, are of earlier date, probably, in this country, than any 
other form of religious charity. There is nothing, therefore, to 
sustain the idea that no young men are warranted in seeking an 
education for the ministry except such as are able by their own 
means or exertions, to sustain all the expenses to be incurred* 
Nor is it kiod or just to intimate that all who have received a 
measure of assistance in this arduous undertaking, have been want* 
ing to themselves in energy of character, or in high Christian prin- 
ciple. There are extremes on this subject ; and it is the great 
recommendation of the system of the American Education Society, 
when carried into careful application, that it is well adapted to 
avoid such extremes. It assists the indigent youth in such measure 
and on such conditions, as may leave him, notwithstanding, under 
every personal burden and responsibility which it belongs to faim 
as a man, or as a Christian, to sustain. 

Prospects of the Society. 

The Directors are still encouraged, notwithstanding present 
trials, to persevere in the good work in which they are engaged. 
The Society they believe will be enabled to go forward, and, io 
some good degree accomplish its design as an instrumentality for 
promoting the kingdom of Christ. It does not necessarily follow 
that a temporary limitation of its means, or even a more permanent 
reduction in the number of its beneficiaries, as the state of the 
country now is, will ultimately interfere with its sound prosperity. 
The pecuniary embarrassments of the whole country are still 
severe. Many benevolent objects demand support. The demands 
of colleges especially, and of all other objects which have refe- 
rence to education, by a natural association of ideas, withdraw a 
much larger proportion from the patronage of this Society than 
from that of any other. The history of the past has shown that 
many of the benevolent do regard what they contribute for institu- 
tions of learning, and, sometimes, what they expend for the 
education of their own children, as morally answering the claims 
of the Education Society. An awakened interest however is 
manifesting itself throughout the community in behalf of this cause. 
The Directors are assured by many unequivocal indications that 
their labors are gratefully appreciated ; and that, in proportion to 
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the ability which God giveth, there will be an increase in the con- 
tributions of the churches for the support of this object. The 
importance of the instrumentality which this Institution is intended 
to exert, in the promotion of every essential interest of religion 
and learning in our country, is certainly not less at the present 
time than at any former period since its establishment. The 
facts which must enforce this consideration upon the minds of 
Christians at large, though for a season partially obscured, are 
again coming out to their view with impressive distinctness. The 
objection, so often met with a year ago, that a, surplus of ministers 
existed in the older parts of the country, is much less frequently 
repeated in any quarter now 5 and has, probably, very little weight 
in the mind of any man whose attention has been turned minutely 
to the subject. In New England itself there are still many 
spiritual desolations. Many churches, located among a sparse, 
though an increasing population, in portions of Maine, New 
Hampshire and Vermont, are destitute of the stated preaching of 
the word. In one sense only, and that the lowest sense, is the 
demand for ministers in any measure supplied in New England. 
A large proportion of the churches, which remain unsupplied, are 
perhaps too feeble to sustain the means of grace, even with the 
assistance which they might expect from the Home Missionary 
Society ; so that, at present, they cannot indeed make a positive 
deniand for laborers ; inasmuch as they are unable to provide the 
necessary means of their subsistence. There is, however, another 
and a higher sense, in which these feeble churches do create a 
demand for ministers. Their spiritual wants in this particular 
roust be supplied. No Christian can admit the thought that, with 
a population filling up around them, they are to be permitted to 
remain as perpetual desplations. There is at this moment, there- 
fore, a demand, of the most solemn nature, that competent labor- 
ers should be raised up as soon as possible, and sent into these long 
neglected fields. The Education and the Home Missionary So- 
cieties must earnestly co-operate in their respective spheres, to 
give a spiritual teacher to every one of these destitute churches. 
Our efforts to supply the destitute, in every part of our country, 
must be in a measure voluntary and aggressive efforts. It will 
not satisfy the claims of our divine Master, who of his own love 
for a perishing worM came unsolicited to its redemption, that his 
disciples, with a commission to preach the gospel to every creature 
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io their hands, should wait until a positive demand for their labors 
comes from those who are perishing in ignorance of their own 
spiritual wants. The demand itself must be created. And it 
will be created, and increased, so as to be always in advance of 
the ability of the churches to furnish the necessary supply. 

Supply of Ministers for the West, 

The efforts of this Society must be considered in reference to 
the wants of the whole country. The appalling destitution of minis- 
ters in the Western States, and, indeed, the urgent demand for them 
there, is increasing every year. Some of the most affecting state- 
ments and appeals on this subject have come to our ears, from that 
wide 6eld of spiritual destitution, during the past year. A minis- 
ter in Illinois, who has been twelve years on the ground, not long 
since sent an earnest appeal to the ministers of Connecticut, his 
native State, in which he says, writing from Galena : 

*' I might stand on a mound in full view, and, with the aid which Moses 
enjoyed when he climbed to Pisgah's top, I might count eight contigu- 
ous counties, in which there is no minister but myself to look after the 
scattered sheep and to supply the churches already formed, of our denom- 
ination, (i. e. Presbyterian and Congregational.) These counties con- 
tain 20,000 souls ; and the number will be multiplied to 40,000 in five 
years. * ♦ * Compare, then, the fields in Connecticut, where a minis- 
ter has charge of 1 ,0C0 souls, and is cheered by fellow-laborers within 
six miles on each side, with this field, where there are no ministers 
within forty miles north, fifly miles south, twenty miles east, and one 
hundred west ; within which the population is increasing at least 4,000 
annually ; and where the churches already formed are wasted by Mor- 
monism, Perfectionism, and every other ism^ " We plead for help — 
for strong men, men that can endure hardness — valiant for the truth and 
wise to win souls. Do you say that you have none to spare ? Then 
surely the call is loud and imperative to pray the prayer the Saviour 
has taught us — that the Lord would send forth more laborers ; and to 
accompany the prayer with a simultaneous effort to arouse the churches^ 
and prevail on parents to consecrate their sons to the ministry. We 
have spread this cause before God and before his people ; and we have 
several young men who have the ministry in view ; and two are now 
preaching, who were mining eight years since." 

An intelligent writer in the New York Evangelist for March 17, 
1842^ in the conclusion of an able article on the Qualifications 
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requisite in Western ministers, speaks as follows of the existing 
destitution of ministers in those States, and of the insufficiency of 
the means in operation for raising up a supply. 

*' In a single Synod," he observes, ** in the best supplied of the 
Western States, one hundred and fifty ministers are wanted now ; 
in another, one hundred; in four States, ybur hundred and thirty^ and 
that immediately » Let it be remembered," he says, '* that this is only 
the proportion which the Constitutional Presbyterian Church is bound 
to furnish ; and further, that the four hundred and thirty ministers are 
needed only for four States ; whilst Kentucky, Missouri, Arkansas, 
Iowa and Wisconsin are equally, and indeed, more destitute." 

On the subject of a supply of ministers for these desolations, be 
remarks : 

*' Taking the aggregate of all the Senior classes in the Western 
Constitutional Theological Seminaries, there are not more than thirty-- 
six who, at the close of the present year, may be relied on for this 
work. The experience of the last few years shows that the majority 
of those who will this year graduate at Andover, Auburn and New 
York Theological Seminaries, will settle down at the East ; so that we 
cannot rely on more than sixty new laborers for the Western Valley. 
This will be only twice as many as are necessary to supply the mere 
increase of population in four States and Territories, and the demand 
for laborers already here. 

" In view of this," the writer continues, " what is to be donel The 
reply is made, * Raise up ministers, and send them forth to reap the 
perishing harvest.' Very true. But let it be remembered, that if all 
the members of Western Theological Seminaries, and all the pious 
members of Western Colleges were now qualified to enter the work, 
there would not be enough by a great deal to supply the destitution. 
But it is a grievous consideration, that many of those now receiving 
education, professedly pious, and of talents adapted to this work, are 
turning aside to other professions ; and many of those who are deter- 
mined to preach, are obliged to study for years before they can become 
qualified. 

" Finally," his concluding remark is, '^ should the church come up 
to its duty in the enterprise of fitting ministers, and exert all its powers 
in thrusting forth laborers, yet it will take many years for the destitu- 
tion to be supplied." 

It should be known and considered, while we are doing so little 
for the evangelization of the West, that a sleepless and indefatiga- 
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ble enemy is at work, sowing the seeds of a deadly delusion over 
the length and breadth of that vast field. By statistical documenta 
of the Romanist church, it appears that there were, in 1841, not less 
than three hundred priests, in the ten dioceses of that church west 
of the Alleghany mountains. The Papists have Seminaries also^ 
scattered throughout this whole region, in which there are no less 
than ninety clerical students. On a comparison of this statement 
with that of the writer quoted above, in respect to the number of 
Theological students in the Presbyterian Seminaries at the West, 
it will be seen that the Papists alone have nearly as many clerical 
students coming into the field in that region as the Protestants 
have. 

The importance of the American Education Society to the sal- 
vation of the West is deeply felt by many of the inhabitants of 
the great Valley. An appeal to the Parent Board from the West- 
ern American Education Society at Cincinnati, which was pub- 
lished in the Journal for November last, has done much, it is be- 
lieved, to produce a more just impression on this subject than had 
for some time previously existed. It is certainly the duty of New 
England, which is blessed with so many flourishing Institutions of 
learning, to educate many more of her youth for the ministry than 
are needed to supply the churches within her own borders. Her 
responsibility in this respect, in view of the wants of our common 
country, is as solemn as it is honorable. There are moreover, 
young men in the Institutions at the West, in a course of prepara- 
tion for the ministry, who, as the Christian public have been as- 
sured in the appeal above referred to, cannot be efficiently sus- 
tained without an increased amount of assistance froni this Society. 

The importance of furnishing an educated and able ministry for 
the West, need not here be dwelt upon. It is a conviction which 
rests upon the minds of all intelligent Christians, that if that in- 
teresting portion of our country is to be saved from error, fanati- 
cism and misrule, it must be effected by the blessing of God upon 
the labors of sound, enlightened, and devoted men in this sacred 
work. Let every thing be done, which it will be possible to ac- 
complish in the period of this generation, and there must still re- 
main a fearful proportion of error, ignorance, infidelity and cor- 
ruption, to send its blighting influence throughout all the relations 
of society. Of what incalculable value now is the presence even 
of a single laborer in that field, who is qualified to appreciate, and

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to sustain in an able and faithful manner all the responsibilities of 
his lot ! 

The heathen world, also, has its claims upon the Education So- 
ciety. Many of those who are now under its patronage will in 
due time respond to the cry of those who are perishing for lack of 
vision $ as many have done in past years. No class of young men, 
it is believed, are more prompt to answer this affecting call than 
the bene6ciaries of this Society. And it is among the most in- 
teresting considerations which the Directors are permitted to look 
back upon in a review of the past, that such a large proportion of 
those who have gone to proclaim the gospel of Christ in heathen/ 
lands, have been chosen from among the number of its beneficia- 
ries. How greatly has the work of missions increased beyond 
what it could have done if no such effort for the supply of laborers 
had hitherto accompanied it. May a desire of the same blessed 
co-operation in the work of a world's conversion to God, continue 
to animate the zeal of the friends of this cause ! 

In concluding this Report, the Directors may be permitted to 
say, in a word, that they feel deeply the responsibility of their own 
peculiar duties at the present juncture. Under such a feeling 
they have aimed, as far as the opportunity would allow, to submit 
their views respecting the principles on which the Society should 
be conducted, and the means of its greatest prosperity and useful- 
ness. While these suggestions shall be approved they will con- 
tinue to be acted upon in the administration of its affairs. May it 
be their supreme desire, and that of all who put their hands in any 
manner to this work, to possess the approbation and perform the 
will of Him whose exaltation and glory among men this Society 
was intended to promote.

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DIRECTIONS 
TO THOSE WHO APPLY FOR ASSISTANCE 

FROM THE 

AMERICAN EDUCATION SOCIETY. 



1. Every applicant must have reached the ag^e of fourteen years, and 
have been a professor of religion at least six months, and have studied th« 
laogiiages the same length of time. 

2. Let him then apply to his minister, or the principal officer of the 
cbarch, for a letter of recommendation. This letter should mention his 
piety, or describe his moral and religious character, his church membership, 
bis native place, the place of his present residence, his age, his indigence, 
and in what employments he has been engaged. This letter should be 
signed by the minister, and by one or more other persons, either a deacon 
of the church, or some respectable individual who knows him. [If there be 
00 minister in the parish, some principal man in the church may be applied 
to.] Then let him ask his instructor, or the gentleman with whom he has 
studied the languages, for a letter of recommendation, stating what his 
talents, and prospects for acquiring knowledge are. The more full these 
papers are, the better. The points which are indispensable are, piety, 
talents, and indigence. The recommendatory papers should, in all cases, 
be sealed, so that the entire character of the applicant may be given. 

3. Then let him take these letters to the Chairman of the Examining 
Committee, who resides nearest to him. For the list of the Chairmen of 
the Examining Committees, see page 61, of this Report. 

4. He should make application to the Chairman of the Committee as 
early as the second week in June, September, December, and March. The 
Boston Examining Committee meet on the afternoon of the Tuesday im- 
mediately preceding the second Wednesday of January, April, July, and 
October. 

5. If the Committee are satisfied with the character and qualifications of 
the applicant, they will immediately present his case to the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Parent Society, or of the Branch within whose boands they 
are. 

' 6. If the Board receive him, the Secretary, soon after the meeting, will 
write, informing him that he is admitted on trial, that the usual appropria- 
tion is voted to him, and will direct where the money can be obtained. At 
the same time a copy of the Rules will be sent to him. 

7. When he receives the appropriation, he must give his note for the 
amount, and a note, likewise, must be given for every future appropriation, 
when he receives it. A blank form will be handed to him for the purpose, 
by the Agent, or the person who pays him the grant. 

8. In no case is it necessary to write to the Secretary of the Society, to 
ascertain whether aid can be furnished. If the individual in question, pos- 
sesses the proper qualifications, his application will probably be successfuK 

9. After he has received the appropriation, let him procure a small blank 
book, and begin to keep an accurate account of his expenses, and pecuniary 
concerns. 
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10. It is of great importance that this habit of keeping fall accoants 
should be commenced at the beginning, and should be steadily persevered 

n. Near the close of the quarter, the various items should be added 
together, and the sums placed in the proper columns, on a schedule, or 
blank form, similar to the one printed on page 13 of this Report All these 
statements should be made in their proper places, and be written in a fair 
hand. 

12. If a young man wishes to make particular explanations about his own 
case, let him write to the Secretary. 

13. If a young man expects to be absent at the time the schedule is to 
be circulated, he should by all means leave his account with a friend, and 
authorize him to place it on the schedule. 

14. In all other cases, the individual should write his name, and place his 
accounts on the schedule with his own hand. 

15. £very individual, assisted by the Society, is expected to connect 
himself with some regularly established institution of learning, either a 
public grammar school, an academy, college, or theological seminary. 

16. Whenever a young man removes from the Parent Society to a 
Branch Society, as from Massachusetts to Connecticut, or from one Branch 
to another, as from Maine to New Hampshire, or from one seminary to 
another, in the same State, he should carry with him the letter which 
notified him as being received by the American Education Society ; and« 
also, a letter of dismission and recommendation from his former instructor, 
to the one to whom he is going. In case he neglects to procure a dismis- 
sion from his instructor, he must procure the approbation of the Board of 
Directors of the Parent Society, or if he be within the limits of a Branch, 
of the Directors of that Branch. 

17. Whenever a young man fails to report himself, by returning a regular 
schedule, twice in succession, without giving proper explanation of the 
omission, he shall be liable to be re-examined, according to the discretion 
of the Directors. 

18. Whenever a young roan intends to leave his studies for any length 
of time, he should give notice of it to the Directors of the Parent Societyi 
or of a Branch, if he lives within the limits of a Branch. 

19. Whenever a note is given, all the preceding notes in the hands of the 
Agent should be taken up, and brought into one. 

20. Whenever the time for transmitting the schedule, or making returns, 
occurs in the interval between leaving one institution and joining another, 
as from a college to a theological seminary, three things are to be observed: 

First A schedule, or statement of receipts and expenses, and a request 
for another grant for the quarter thus intervening, should be lefl with the 
Agent, or instructor of the institution, which the young man leaves. 

Secondly, It should be mentioned against the name of each applicant, 
yjhere he wishes to have the expected appropriation sent, or deposited. 

Thv'dly* In case the appropriation is to be placed in the hands of the 
former Agent, the young man should give his note for the anticipated 
appropriation before he leaves the institution, and receive from the Agent 
his certificate that the note has been given ; this certificate must be handed 
to the Agent of the new institution, and to be mentioned by him on the 
next schedule. He must, in all cases, take with him a certificate of his note 
for his last grant. 

31. Whenever a young man wishes for a regular dismission from the 
Society, he should transmit his request to the Secretary, having first given 
one note for all which he owes to the Society.

CONSTITUTION 



AMERICAN EDUCATION SOCIETY. 



The object of this Society is to educate pious young men for the 
gospel ministry. 

Article I. Any person who shall subscribe and shall pay into the 
Treasury at one time, one hundred dollars, and if a clergyman, forty 
dollars, shall be an honorary member; and shall have a right to sit 
and deliberate in all meetings of the Society. But all members here- 
after added to the Society, who shall be entitled to vote, shall be 
chosen by ballot at an annual meeting. 

Art. II. .^ permanent fund, consisting of bequests, legacies, and 
donations, given for this special purpose, shall be formed by the 
Directors. 

Art. III. There shall annually be chosen, by ballot, a President, 
Vice President, Treasurer, and Secretary, who shall also be Clerk, 
and such other officers as may be found necessary ; who shall continue 
in office till others shall be chosen in their stead. 

Art. IV. This Society shall, from time to time, by ballot, elect 
such a number of honorary Vice Presidents as they may judge 
expedient. 

Art. V. The Society shall annually appoint, by ballot, eleven 
Directors; who, together with the President and Vice President of 
the Society, shall constitute a Board of Directors, five of whom shall 
constitute a quorum at any meeting regularly convened. It shall be 
the duty of this Board to increase the funds of the Society, by soli- 
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citing themselves, and by appointing and instructing agents to solicit^ 
the aid requisite to achieve the object in view. This Board shall have 
the power of appropriating all monies for the support of beneficiaries; 
of examining and selecting candidates for patronage ; of appointing 
committees to examine and recommend its applicants living in distant 
parts ; and, generally, of transacting all business necessary lor the 
furtherance of the objects of this Society, not otherwise herein provided 
for. The Directors shall also keep a fair record of their proceedings, 
and annually make report of their transactions to the Society. 

Art. VI. Qualified candidates may be aided, in each stage of 
preparatory education for the ministry ; but, except in very singular 
cases, no applicant shall be assisted, even in the first stage, who shall 
not produce, from serious and respectable characters, unequivocal 
testimonials of hopeful piety, promising talents, and real indigence ; 
nor shall any person be continued on this foundation, whose instructor 
or instructors, except in very special cases, shall not annually exhibit 
to the Directors, satisfactory evidence, that in point of genius, diligence, 
literary progress, morals, and piety, he is a proper character to receive 
aid from these sacred funds ; in addition to which, each beneficiary, 
after his admission into any college, shall annually exhibit to the 
Directors, a written declaration, that it continues to be his serious 
purpose to devote his life to the gospel ministry. 

Art. VII. Any person who has been assisted by this Society, 
and whose nanle shall be stricken from the list of beneficiaries, be- 
cause of misconduct, or other deficiency in regard to the qualifications 
required by the Constitution, and the Rules of the Directors; or, who 
shall have concluded not to devote himself to the gospel ministry, shall, 
M^ithin a reasonable time, refund the sum expended for his education, 
with lawful interest, whenever required by the Directors. 

Art. VIII. The President, and in his absence, the Vice Presi* 
dent, in concurrence with three of the Directors^ shall have power to 
call special meetings of the Society. 

Art. IX. The Treasurer shall be bound with two sureties, in a 
reasonable sum, to be determined by the Directors, to the faithful dis- 
charge of his duty. He shall vest the property of the Society in the 
safest and most productive forms ; make payments and advances of 
money, from time to time, agreeably to the orders of the Directors; 
and annually render to the Society a written account of all receipts 
and expenditures within the year, of the amount of its funds, and of 
the manner in which they are vested :— this account to be pre? iousiy 
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examined and approved, in writing, by a Committee of the Society, 
annually chosen for the purpose. He shall also give to the Directors, 
whenever they request it, a particular account of the state of the 
Treasury. 

Art. X. The Society shall meet annually at such time and place 
as the Directors shall appoint, to elect officers, to hear the report of 
the Directors and of the Treasurer, and to transact other necessary 
business. 

Art. XI. At all meetings of the Society, twenty members shall be 
requisite to constitute a quorum ; and every meeting of the Society, 
and of the Directors, shall be opened with prayer. 

Art. XII. The Presidents of . all Societies, auxiliary to this, 
which shall pay annually one thousand dollars into the Treasury 
of this Society, shall be, ex officio, honorary Vice Presidents of this 
Society. 

Art. XIII. Whenever a Society shall be formed, by the inhabit- 
ants of any State or district, which shall adopt the essential principles 
of this constitution, especially the provisions of the sixth article, as the 
basis of its own, such Society, upon the due notice of its existence, 
and desire of union, may be received, by a vote of the Directors, as a 
constituent Branch of the American Society. 

Every such Branch Society shall possess the right of appointing its 
own officers, including a Board of Directors and a Treasurer; and 
also the right of appropriating its own funds for the assistance of 
beneficiaries, who shall have, in all respects, the requisite qualifications. 
Every candidate for such assistance shall be examined by a committee 
of three competent men, two of whom shall be appointed by the Di- 
rectors of said Branch Society, and one, by the Directors of this So- 
ciety; and, if approved, may prosecute his studies, preparatory to the 
ministry, under the immediate superintendence of the Directors of said 
Branch Society ; or, if they shall deem it expedient, such candidate 
may be committed to the charge of the Directors of this Society. All 
monies of any Branch Society, not appropriated as above, shall be 
transmitted to the general treasury; and whenever the exigencies of 
such Society shall exceed its own resources, it may apply for assistance 
to the Directors of this Society. 

Art. XIV. Presidents of Branch Societies shall be, ex officio, 
members of this Society, and also honorary members of the Board of 
Directors. 
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Art. XV. The Directors shall have power to supply any Tacancies 
that may occur in their own Board, or in the officers of the Society, 
till the next annual meeting. 

Art. XVI. No alteration of this Constitution shall be made, except 
on recommendation of the Directors, and by Tote of three-fourths of 
the members present, at an annual meeting; or unless the proposed 
alteration shall have been submitted to the Society, in writing, at a 
previous meeting. 



ANNUAL MEETING. 



The American Education Society held its Twenty-Seyenth AddusI 
Meeting in the vestry of Park Street Church, Boston, May 29, 1843, at half 
past 3 o'clock, P. M. 

Hon. Samuei. T. Armstrong, Vice President of the Society, in the 
chair. 

The meeting was opened with prayer by Rev. Leonard Bacon, D. D., 
of New Haven, Ct. 

Rev. William L. Mather, of Wiscasset, Me., was appointed Clerk. 

The Minutes of the last Annual Meeting, and the Minutes of a Special 
Meeting of the Society, held October 19, 1842, were read by the Secretary. 

The Treasurer submitted his Report, which was accepted, and adopted, 
and ordered to be printed. 

The reading of the Report of the Directors was deferred, to be read at 
the public meeting to be held in the evening. 

A letter from Hon. Samuel Hubbard, LL. D., President of the Society, 
declining a re-election, on account of the pressing demands upon his time 
fix>m other public duties, was read by the Secretary. 

The Secretary read a letter from Rev. Francis Watland, D. D., Presi- 
dent of Brown University, resigning his place as a Corporate Member of 
the Society. 

The Secretary also stated that the Hon. Plint Cutler had requested to 
be excused from longer serving as Auditor. 

The Rev. Heman Humphrey, D. D., chairman of the committee ap- 
pointed at the Special Meeting in October, to revise the Rules of the 
Society, read an elaborate Report ; in which the committee recommended 
the adoption of a number of Resolutions, intended to effect certain changes 
in the Constitution and Rules. 

Voted, To consider each of the Resolutions separately. 

The first Resolution being under consideration, which was in the fol- 
lowing words, viz : 

Resolved, That no aid be given to any candidate for assistance, before the com- 
inencement of the college course, or before ihe candidate has completed two years 
of classical study ; and that no aid be given to any, after the college course : — 

It was moved to amend the Resolution by striking out the words, *^ and 
that no aid be given to any, after the college coui'se." 

Pending the discussion of this motion, the time for adjournment having 
nearly arrived, it was 

Voted, That when the Society adjourn alter the public exercises this evening, it 
be to meet at half past eight o'clock to-morrow morning in the Lecture Room of 
the Central Church, in Winter Street 

The officers of the Society for the ensuing year, were then chosen. 
Adjourned to attend the public exercises of the Anniversary in Park 
Street meeting-house at half past 7 oMock. 
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Met accord iDg to adjournment 

The President of the Society, Hon. Samuel T. ARMSTRONGy presided on 
the occasion. 

The services were opened with prayer by Rev. Dr. Pond, of Bangor 
Theological Seminary. 

An Abstract of the Annual Report of the Directors was read by the 
Secretary. 

On motion of the Rev. Willard Child, of Norwich, Ct., which was 
seconded, 

Resolved, That the Report, an Abstract of which has now been read, be accepted 
and adopted, and be printed under the direction of the Ezecutive Commitee. 

On motion of Rev. Nehehiah Adams, of Boston, seconded by Rev. 
Thomas Swell, D. D., of North Brookfield, 

Resolved, That the present state of opinion and feeling in the Christian public 
on the subject of charitable education for the Christian ministry, demands oar 
prayerful attention and our solemn inquiry with respect to the will of Gtod and 
our individual duty in relation to this cause. 

This Resolution was supported in an address by Rev. Mr. Adams. 

Addresses were also made by Rev. Heman Uumphret, D. D., President 
of Amherst College, and Rev. Leonard Bacon, D. D., of New Haven, Ct. 

After singing the Christian Doxology, the Benediction was pronounced 
by Rev. Dr. Woods, of Andover, and the Society adjourned to meet at half 
{last 8 o'clock, to-morrow morning. 

Tuesday^ May 30. Met according to adjournment 

The President took the chair. 

Prayer was offered by Rev. Dr. Emerson, of Andover. 

After the reading of the Resolutions reported by the Committee, the 
question recurred on the motion to amend the first Resolution. 

A motion was made and seconded to lay the whole subject of the Report 
of the Committee on the table. 

This motion, after discussion, was rejected. 

The question on the amendment, as above, then returned ; and, after 
further discussion, was decided in the affirmative. Yeas 32, nays 3. 

The Resolution as amended, was then adopted unanimously. 

The other Resolutions reported by the Committee were then taken up, 
one by one, and passed unanimously. 

The Report of the Committee with the Resolutions entire, as amended, 
was adopted and ordered to be printed. 

On motion of Rev. Dr. Pond, the meeting united with Rev. President 
Hopkins, of Williams College, in an offering of prayer and thanksgiving to 
God, for the harmonious and happy result to which the business had Iwen 
brought. 

Votes of thanks were then passed to the Hon. Samuel Hubbard, LL. D., 
late President of the Society, for his services many years in discharging 
the duties of that office ; to Hon. Pliny Cutler for his attention to the 
duties of Auditor; to the members of the Special Committee for their 
labors in preparing the Report which had just been adopted; to the 
speakers at the Public Anniversary last evening; and to the choir of 
singers who assisted in the services of that occasion. 

Afler the Benediction by Rev. Dr. Woods, the Society adjourned. 
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DIRECTORS. 



Ddrinci the year wbich has elapsed since the last annual meet* 
ing of this Society, it has pleased God to remove one of the 
members of the Board of Directors by death. The Rev. Daniel 
Crosby, late of Cbarlestown, who was elected a Director at the 
Annual Meeting in May, 1841, and subsequently, by the Board, a 
member of their Executive Committee, died on the 28th February, 
1843. Mr. Crosby was in the midst of life when the summons 
from the Master came ; and, although his impaired health had 
compelled him about a year before to resign a pastoral charge 
in wbich his labors bad been abundantly blessed, yet in a different 
sphere he was still in the midst of his usefulness. The Directors 
would duly recognise this solemn admonition from the voice of 
Providence. If a spirit of sincere and untiring devotedness to the 
great objects of the Christian ministry and an earnest co-operation 
in the benevolent enterprises of the church could avail to detain 
the servants of Christ on earth, we might not have expected this 
early removal of him whose loss we now lament. His early depar- 
ture is fitted to give impression to the words of inspired instruc- 
tion : " Whatsoever thy hand findeth to do, do it with thy might." 

The past year has been one of uncommon solicitude to the 
Directors. They entered upon it with a deeper sense of respon- 
sibility, perhaps, than ever before, under a conviction that, in all 
probability, it must embrace one of the most critical periods in the 
history of this important enterprise. It bad been obvious for 
2 
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several years that the cause bad been laboring against increasing 
obstacles ; oris;inating partly in some of the arrangements belong- 
ing to its own system of operations, and partly in the altered 
circumstances and sentiments of many in the religious community, 
on whose favor and co-operation its advancement must in a con- 
siderable measure depend. Some things in the state of the public 
mind which operated unfavorably to the prosperity of the Society, 
the Directors were at no loss to perceive and understand ; and 
they have generally had the conGdence to anticipate, that time and 
the silent developments of Providence would bring an antidote to 
their influence. They had also great reliance on the intrinsic 
excellence of the object in all its great features ; and on its real 
adaptation to meet an essential want, created by the circumstances 
of the churches in our country, as well as by the Christian enter- 
prises for the salvation of the world in which these churches are 
engaged. They had great reliance on these considerations, as 
having power to establish themselves more clearly than ever in 
the convictions of the intelligent friends of religion when the 
present peculiar crisis should have passed by. Still, however, the 
Directors were deeply sensible that the consequences of existing 
evils must for the present be disastrous in a lamentable degree ; 
and if they should be prolonged and aggravated, that they might 
be even fatal to the Society itself. They were aware that it was 
not impossible that their best efforts to sustain the cause might be 
obstructed by other difficulties in the state of the public mind, 
than those of which they had been clearly apprised. There 
seemed to be some undefinable ground of distrust. The appeals 
which were once effectual seemed with many to have lost their 
power. Nor was it always easy, considering how nobly the 
churches had come to the rescue of other objects, to account for 
the feebleness of the response when the exigencies of this were 
spread before them. Not a few had discontinued their annual 
contributions ; and the income from this important source was so 
much diminished, that it was with difficulty the Board could Gnd 
means for paying appropriations to young men of half the usual 
amount. 

In these circumstances of trying responsibility, the Directors, 
when at length they perceived that many of the friends of religion, 
and those interested in other benevolent objects not less than in 
this, began to participate in the anxious solicitude with which they 
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bad been exercised, decided that the occasion was urgent and the 
opportunity favorable for submitting ^the whole subject to the con- 
sideration of the Society, at a meeting to be called for that special 
object. The season of the Annual Meeting as hitherto arranged, 
allows but little time for such deliberations. It was therefore de- 
termined to call a Special Meeting of the Society, embracing the 
Corporate and Honorary members, to meet in Boston on the 19th 
October, 1842. This meeting was held agreeably to appointment, 
and was attended by a highly respectable representation from dif- 
ferent parts of New England, from the Middle States, and from 
some of the Western States. Clergymen present who were not 
members of the Society were invited to give their aid, and they 
participated freely in the discussions of the meeting. Letters were 
also read, which had been addressed to the Secretary by a consid- 
erable number who were unable to be present, in which the views 
of the writers were freely expressed, and in some cases elaborately 
drawn out. At this meeting the thoughts of many hearts were 
revealed ; an extensive interchange of views in regard to the cause 
of ministerial education was promoted ; and nhe Directors, who, 
after submitting a statement of the reasons for calling the meeting, 
with a few leading points of inquiry which seemed to demand 
attention, remained for the most part in the position of listeners 
and learners, were assisted to comprehend somewhat more clearly 
the nature of the difficulties which had proved a hindrance to their 
more recent efforts. 

It was no part of the object of the Directors in calling this 
Special Meeting, to force up at all events a new demonstration of 
interest in the Society ; nor to embody and send out an expression 
of opinion in its favor, which might by the mere weight of 
authority overawe and control the judgment of individual ministers 
and Christians. Tbey rather sought to bring out from every 
legitimate source a fair and full expression of individual sentiments, 
to give opportunity for a full discussion of doubts and difficulties, as 
they might be found to present themselves to the minds of Chris- 
tians at large, in reference to any of the practical features of the 
system. After such a revelation and comparison of views as might 
thus be had, with due discussion and deliberation, accompanied 
with prayer for the divine direction, it was believed that substan- 
tial unanimity would be attained upon solid grounds ; and that the 
result would ultimately shape itself aright in the haqds of tbos^ on 
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whose cordial and steady support the cause must depend for its 
prosperity. The general approbation with which the proposal was 
received, and the lively interest taken in the subject by the meet- 
ing when assembled, have con6rmed the Board in the belief that 
the measure was wise in its design, and will be useful in its 
influence. 

The discussions at the Special Meeting were continued through 
three entire days. An official account of the proceedings, accom- 
panied by the Statement submitted by the Board of Directors, was 
published and distributed through the medium of the Society's 
Quarterly Journal ; and a sketch of the discussions on all the 
most important points was widely circulated through the columns 
of the religious papers. In speaking of the results of the meeting, 
therefore, only a brief reference to the particulars which have 
been spread before the public will be requbite in this place. 

The three great questions which came up for consideration 
were : First, Whether the principle on which the Society is founded 
— viz., that of furnishing assistance to indigent young men pre- 
paring for the ministry, is a correct principle ; Second, Whether it 
is expedient to maintain a general organization, like those of our 
great benevolent societies, for the promotion of this object ; and 
Third, Whether the system on which the American Education 
Society is at present organized, considered in its practical details, 
is the best that in the circumstances can be devised. 

The two first points of inquiry, after every suggestion which 
seemed worthy to receive attention had been patiently canvassed, 
were decided with great unanimity in the affirmative. In a brief 
Address to the Public, adopted and sent forth by the meeting, this 
part of their deliberations and the conclusion to which they came 
is referred to in the following emphatic terms. 

'* This Society was intended to meet an existing want ;— to call 
forth, under the pressing exigencies of the church, further aid for the 
accomplishment of those great designs which Providence has so plainly 
set before us. 

** Has that want ceased? Have the exigencies which gave rise to the So- 
ciety passed away ? To this question we have first directed our attention, 
with all the interest which so momentous a subject is fitted to create. 
The result has been a growing conviction on every mind, that the 
causes which led to the formation of this Society, continue to exist in 
their full extent. Though a few of our settlements have a larger sup- 
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ply of ministers than at a former period, we find abundant evidence in 
the constant and rapid growth of our country, the increasing demand 
in our new settlements, for a more enlightened ministry, and the 
widening extent of the missionary field abroad, that the period is far 
distant at which our churches can dispense with such an organ as the 
American Education Society, without a sacrifice of some of their 
highest duties to God and to man." 

The third point, relating to the details of the system as at pre- 
sent pursued by the Society, engaged the attention of the meeting, 
in one way and another, during no inconsiderable part of the time 
they were in session. This branch of the discussion, it was very 
natural to expect, would elicit a greater diversity of views than 
that which related to the fundamental principles of the Institution. 
Nor was it found to be at all practicable to come to a satisfactory 
conclusion in respect to it, without more time, and a more minute 
attention to facts and circumstances than it was competent for the 
meeting in its embodied capacity to give. After having clearly 
come to the conclusion, therefore, that the present system of Rules 
ought to be revised, it was decided to place that whole subject in 
the bands of an able Committee, which should be so constituted as 
fairly to represent the different views and preferences expressed in 
the meeting ; by them to be matured and again presented for the 
consideration of the Society at their Annual Meeting. On this 
point, the Address before referred to thus speaks : 

''How far is the system on which this Society is conducted, of a 
nature to secure the end for which it was framed 7 — To this point we 
have given an attentive land prolonged consideration, and have listened 
to every suggestion that could be made for its improvement. The 
system has of course been experimental from the first ; and has been 
changed from time to time, as circumstances seemed to require. AAer 
a^ long and serious consideration, we have seen reason to recommend 
a revision of the standing Rules and Regulations ; with a view to 
relieve all concerned from any embarrassment attending the present 
system; to encourage those who receive aid in their efibrts for increased 
improvement; and to give new assurances to the public, that assistance 
shall be extended only to those who, by their talents, their diligence, 
and their consistent piety, give promise of being eflScient laborers in 
the cause of Christ. To aid in this revision, we have appointed a 
large Committee, whose labors will be continued during the approach- 
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ing winter, and who will report the result of their inquiries at the next 
Annual Meeting of the Society. 

** We are firmly persuaded, as the result of our deliberations, that the 
system can be so modified as to secure these objects ; and that if these 
objects are secured, the Society will enjoy the confidence of the Chris- 
tian public The ends which it proposes commend themselves to every 
heart which loves the Redeemer and the souls of men; and we close 
our session with the fullest confidence that this end can be attained, to 
a most animating extent, by the future labors of the American Edu- 
cation Society." 

The persons appointed on the above named committee were the 
following: Rev. Heman Humphrey, D. D., Rev. Justin Edwards, 
D. D., Rev. Richard S. Storrs, D. D., Rev. Rufus Anderson, 
D. D., Rev. Leonard Bacon, D. D., Rev. Nebemiah Adams, 
Rev. Edward Beecher, D. D., Rev. Ansel D. Eddy, Rev. William 
M. Rogers, Hon. William B; Banister, Hon. Alfred D. Foster, 
Henry Hill, Esq., and Charles Stoddard, Esq. 

In the hands of this Committee all the papers of the Special 
Meeting were placed. Among them was an able Report- on the 
Fundamental Principle of the Society, and on its value in a general 
view as a distinct organization, drawn up by a separate Committee, 
and submitted in the course of the meeting. This document, it is 
presumed, will ultimately be given to the public. . 

The Committee on the Rules and Regulations of the Society 
have had two sessions during the winter; at the first of which, a 
session prolonged through four days, every member was present 
except one, who was prevented from attending by sickness. It 
will be seen that a deep interest has been taken by them in the 
subject, and great pains bestowed upon its investigation. It is un- 
derstood that the Committee are prepared to present their Report 
at this meeting. 

In the position in which the affairs of the Society now stand, 
the Directors have not considered it as either suitable or expedient 
for them, in their present Report, to go into any extended discus- 
sion of the merits of the Institution, or of its claims to the con- 
tinued support of the churches. As they could not anticipate the 
Report of the Committee which is expected at this time, nor the 
action which will be had upon it by the Society, they would be 
under insuperable embarrassment in attempting to present any 
features of the subject which must necessarily be affected by the 
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issues thus instantly pending. Nothing further therefpre is )m>- 
posed by the Directors in what remains of the present communica- 
tion, than a brief survey of the operations of the year, with such 
general suggestions respecting the interests of the cause, as their 
acquaintance with it enables them to make. 

Receipts. 

The receipts into the Treasury of the Parent Society and of 
all the Branch Societies, excepting those connected with the Cen- 
tral American Education Society, at New York, during the year 
ending April 30th, have been $21,609 96. To this is to be ad* 
ded $2,352, the amount of appropriations made by the Central 
American Education Society, and reported to the Parent Board ; 
for which it has been usual for the Treasurer to include an equal 
sum in the aggregate of the Society's receipts, as exhibited in his 
Annual Report. The amount of receipts as there stated will then 
stand at $23,961 96. 

From the accounts of the Treasurer of the Central American 
Education Society, embracing, besides what is paid in at New York^ 
the receipts of the Philadelphia Education Society ; the Western 
Education Society at Auburn, the Utica Agency, and the Education 
Society of the Evangelical Lutheran Church, at Gettysburg, Pa., 
it appears that their receipts have been $12,179 37. Adding 
this amount to the receipts of the Parent Society, and making al- 
lowance for the above-mentioned sum of $2,352 — so that it shall 
not be twice reckoned — it appears that the total amount of con* 
tributions to this cause during the year, together with the income 
from permanent funds, is $33,789 33. 

It is proper here to remark, that while the receipts, from various 
causes, are liable to fluctuate from year to year, the fairest crite-* 
rion of the amount of pecuniary patronage given to the object, in 
comparing one year with another, is seen in that proportion of the 
annual income which accrues from the regular contributions of the 
churches. Judging frona this standard, it appears that the Educa- 
tion Society has gained ground in New England during the year 
which has now closed ; inasmuch as its income from the contribu- 
tions of the churches has exceeded that of the previous year more 
than a thousand dollars, or about eight and a half per cent. This 
fact, though a small consideration in itself will appear the xaor^ 
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encouraging when it is stated, that, with a single exception, the 
contributions of every year since 1836, until the present year, 
have been continually falling short of those of the year before. 
The entire decrease from that time to the present, even with the 
small improvement of the past year to relieve the statement, has 
exceeded Ofty per cent. It may be hoped that the long ebbing 
tide has reached its lowest mark, and is beginning again to return. 
It is gratifying to the Directors in this connection to state, 
at a probable indication of the favorable influence of the Spe- 
cial Meeting, that the greatest ratio of advancement in the 
funds, comparing the corresponding portions of the present year 
and the one before it, has been realized during the last six 
months. 

Expenditures. 

The expenditures of the Parent Society during the year have 
• amounted to $17,186 17. 

To this the sum of $2,352 (making a total of $19,538 17) is 
added in the Treasurer's account, for appropriations granted to 
young men by the Central American Education Society, and paid 
from their Treasury ; because this part of the expenditure of that 
Society is recognized in the transactions of the Parent Board. 
But this should be considered as distinct from the expenditures of 
the Parent Society, except for the purpose of showing the cor- 
respondence of the present statement with the Treasurer's Re- 
port. 

The expenditures of the Central American Education Society, 
and of the Organizations connected with it, as appears from their 
Treasurer's statement, have amounted to $12,104 37 ; being $75 
less than the receipts of that Society. The whole aggregate of 
expenditures, therefore, for the year is $29,290 54. 

Returning now to the Parent Society : If we deduct the ex- 
penditures from the receipts, there remains a balance jof $4,423 79. 

Of this sum, $633 82 has been appropriated towards the pay- 
ment of the debt ; being the whole amount of refunded money 
received since the Quarterly meeting of the Board in January ; 
which by a vote of the Board passed at that meeting was di- 
rected to be so applied, together with all sums to be refunded 
hereafter until the debt is extinguished. 
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The balance, $3,789 97, remains in the Treasury ; it being 
the intention of the Directors, on account of the necessities of the 
young men now depending upon the Society for assistance, to 
apply it to current use, rather than to the immediate reduction of 
the debt. 

But according to the customary mode of exhibiting the finan- 
cesy the present debt of the Society stands, as stated in the 
Treasurer's Report, at $31,116 02; being a reduction from last 
year of $4,423 79 ; which is the excess of the income above the 
disbursements for the year. 

The Directors have felt themselves imperiously called upon, on 
account of the inadequacy of the Society's income to meet the 
necessities of the young men who are depending upon it for as- 
sistance, to cut off every expenditure incurred for the support of 
the establishment which could by any possibility be dispensed 
with, consistently with the efforts immediately necessary for the 
collection of funds and the most efficient management of its con* 
cerns. In order to accommodate themselves to their circuni* 
stances, and to the peculiar state of the times, they may possibly 
have gone further in this process of curtailment than a large view 
of the progress of the Society, in times of high pecuniary pros- 
perity, might seem to require. The most rigid economy, however, 
compatible with an energetic prosecution of the great design of 
the Institution, they would deem it their duty alike in all cir- 
cumstances to study and pursue. On this principle it has been 
that one curtailment after another has been made within the lasC 
two years, to the effect of reducing the annual expenses of the 
Society, in the particulars above referred to, more than three 
thousand dollars. 

Permanent Funds. 

The permanent funds, as stated in the Treasurer's Report, 
amount to $73,006 31. This is a reduction from the amount as 
it stood last year of $2,141 77 ; which has been occa5$ioned by a 
deficiency in the sum realized during the year from the sale of 
property bequeathed, compared with the estimated value whea 
received by the Society several years since. 
3 
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dumber Assisted. 

The number of young men assisted by the Society during the 
year is 468. 

Of this number 304 are connected with the Parent Society ; 
109 with the Central American Education Society; twenty-four 
with the Education Society of the Evangelical Lutheran Church ; 
and thirty-one with the Board of Education of the German Re- 
formed Church. 

The whole number who have been under the patronage of 
the Society from the beginning is 3,482. 

dumber Received. 

Only twenty-six young men have been received during the year; 
seventeen by the Parent Board, and nine by the Board at New 
York. 

It will be seen by this statement that the number of new ap- 
plicants for aid from this source in preparing for the sacred min- 
istry is at present very small. It would be interesting, in view 
of this fact, to know whether the number of pious young men in 
other connections, who are commencing a course of preparation 
for the ministry, and who will be sustained without the aid which 
this Institution was intended to impart, is equal to what it has for- 
merly been. Unless, indeed, it should not only equal, but very 
much exceed the ratio of former years, there must soon be real- 
ized a very great falling off in the number of young men pre- 
paring for the ministry. In view of all which has been said and 
written of late on the subject of a superabundant supply of min- 
isters, it will not appear strange that an impression should have 
been produced on the minds of young men, and of their parents 
and advisers, unfavorable to the entertaining of such a purpose. 
The Directors would express the belief that there are very serious 
grounds for the apprehension that the number of pious young men 
of every class who have taken up the design of preparing for the 
ministry, within a year or two past, will prove in the aggregate to be 
much diminished, in comparison with the number in former years ; 
and that it will be found to be very unequal to the demands which 
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in due time the Theological Seminaries of this country will be 
called upon to supply, in order to meet the exigencies of the 
spiritual harvest both at home and abroad. 



Patronage Withheld. 

Patronage has been withheld from six young men in the course 
of the past year, whose scholarship, or whose general intellectual 
promise has not appeared to be sufficient to authorise a decided 
expectation of their usefulness in the high calling of the Christian 
ministry. 

Young Men Deceased. 

• 

The Directors lament to state that eight of the young men 
under patronage, in different stages of their course, have during 
the past year been removed by death. Probably no other year 
in the history of the Society has witnessed a greater mortality in 
proportion to the number pursuing their course of study. Not 
only the relatives, and companions in study of those so premature- 
ly taken away, but the churches of Christ, also, as being pecu- 
liarly interested in them, are called upon by these providences to 
remember that their affliction and disappointment did not spring 
irom the dust ; but from an All-wise and Righteous Hand, which 
would thus administer some needed lesson of chastisement or in- 
struction. 

It is not irrelevant to state in this connection, that the number 
of deaths of ministers in the United States, as recorded in the 
American Quarterly Register, for the year now closed, has been 
one hundred and twenty-seven ; which places the year, with the 
two years immediately preceding, among the few in which the 
records of mortality among ministers, preserved in that publica- 
tion, have risen above one hundred. 

The number of young men assisted by the Parent Society, who 
have been spared to complete their course of study and enter upon 
the work of the ministry, during the year, is thirty-one. This 
is about the same number as finished their course the year 
before. 
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Amount Refunded. 

This has been considerably less the last year than for several 
years previous. The amount is 1^2,157 05. It has all been ap- 
plied to current use excepting the small sum of $633 82, which 
has been received since the vote of the Board, in January, setting 
apart the income from this source toward the payment of the debt. 
The great difficulty of obtaining money at present, is doubtless the 
principal reason why so little has been returned to the Treasury 
by those from whom it has become due. 

The propriety of devoting whatever income there may be from 
this source to the reduction of the debt, is manifest from the fact 
that the debt was chiefly contracted in past years to sustain the 
men who have finished their course of study. 

Appropriations. 

These have been continued regularly through the year, tt half 
the usual amount ; i. e. $10 each quarter, or $40 for the year. 
It was thought that the limited amount which the Society would 
probably be able to grant during the year, would be more service- 
able to the young men if distributed quarterly, and promptly paid, 
than if paid at more distant and uncertain intervals fur the sake 
of dealing it out in full appropriations. The distribution quarter- 
ly, at the periods fixed by the Rules of the Board, is best adjust- 
ed to meet the periodical wants of the young men at their several 
Institutions. 

It is painful to be compelled thus to deal with an interesting and 
devoted band of youth ; especially after most of them had been 
encouraged to expect the full amount of assistance, and had set 
-out in their undertaking depending on this encouragement. Some 
have fainted by the way ; others are holding on at a sacrifice of 
health and of a portion of their literary advantages ; and few, as 
has before been stated, are coming forward to supply the ranks 
for future years. But the Directors will not dwell on this point. 
So far as often reiterated statements could do it, it has bf«Q fully 
set before the Christian public. 
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American Quarterly Register. 

Tbb work, which has been published by the Society for sixteen 
years, and which with the number for the present month, com- 
pletes a series of fifteen volumes, has been discontinued for want 
of sufficient pecuniary patronage. The publication has been 
highly valued by clergymen generally, and by a select portion of 
the literary public. It has been sustained by the most diligent 
and persevering efforts on the part of those on whom the respon- 
sibility of conducting it has successively devolved. Although a 
large portion of tl)e proper materials which were most easily acces- 
sible must have been gathered into its ample pages, still other 
fields are continually opening to the eye of historical and statis- 
tical research ; and no greater difficulty might have been found, 
perhaps, than heretofore, if adequate pecuniary nieans had been 
afforded, in still securing to the work the reputatioa it has ob- 
tained of being the richest depository of ecclesiastical and educa- 
tional statistics in the world. 

But the expense and labor attending its publication, on a care- 
ful balancing of accounts with subscribers, and after every possi- 
ble curtailment, appearing to be more than the Society could de- 
fray without appropriating other funds for the object, the Board 
reluctantly came to the conclusion that it ought not to be con- 
tinue. The subscription list might doubtless have been repleji- 
ished by the employment of suitable Agencies. But neither did 
the Directors see their way clear to incur the risk attending an 
operation of this kind. This could better be accomplished by in- 
dividual enterprise ; and the Directors are happy to say, that 
there is now some prospect that the publication will be taken up 
by an individual, who will have peculiar qualifications and facilities 
for the undertaking. 

The Quarterly Journal, which has been printed with the Ameri- 
can Quarterly Register, and also in a separate form, and which 
is the appropriate vehicle of information respecting the opera- 
tions of the Society, will continue to be published for gratuitous 
circulation. 
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Agenciet* 

The Rev. Ansel Nash, and the Rev. Joseph Emeraon, have 
contiDued to labor in their respective fields as agents of the Parent 
Society. Their efforts have been unwearied in the cause, and 
they have met with a greater measure of success than the times 
and other circumstances had encouraged the Directors to antici- 
pate at the commencement of the year. The Board are well 
satisfied that it would have been quite impossible to do anything 
like justice to the claims of this object, without employing the ser- 
vices of two agents at least, in the New England States. It is 
not contemplated to enlarge the number; and it is hoped that 
with such additional aid in this way, as the Secretary, being less 
occupied than heretofore with editorial duties, may be able to af- 
ford, and through the increased facilities which the completed 
results of the Special Meeting will secure in the co-operation of 
pastors and others, their labors will suffice to accomplish whatever 
is needed through the instrumentality of agencies, upon this im« 
portant section of the field. 

The Western Reserve Branch, with the concurrence of the 
Parent Board, have appointed the Rev. Harvey Blodget, of Eu- 
clid, Ohio, an agent to labor within their limits, and also in the 
contiguous portions of Ohio, Michigan, and Northern Indiana. 
Mr. Blodget has accepted the appointment. 

An arrangement has been made by the Central American Edu- 
cation Society, by which the Rev. Daniel Clark, Jr., Secretary of 
the Utica Agency, N. Y., will extend his labors over the whole 
field embraced by that Agency and by the Western Education 
Society, which makes Auburn its centre of operations. 

The above are all the subjects of information which the Direc- 
tors have at this time to communicate. In view of all the way in 
which the Lord has led them, during the year which is now 
closed, they feel that they are placed under special obligations of 
gratitude for his auspiciously disposing Providence, and for the 
kind and harmonizing influences of his Spirit. That the measures 
which were suggested by the Board, should have been responded 
to with so much cordiality by the Society at the Special Meeting; 
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that, Dotwithstanding the state of uncertainty and suspense, in some 
respects, into which the public mind was brought by the attitude 
in which a variety of important questions were left at the close of 
that meeting, there should have existed so general an expectation 
of a right result, attended by many new and practical demonstra- 
tions of attachment to the cause ; and 6na]ly, that the members of 
the Committee appointed to revise the Rules, should have taken 
so deep an interest, and labored so assiduously in the discharge of 
their responsible duty ; are considerations to- which the Directors 
cannot advert without a clear conviction that the hand of God has 
been with the Society in the events and developments of the 
year. These are matters of much greater moment than any de- 
gree of success in the collection and distribution of funds, with 
which their efforts might for the present have been crowned. 
And yet, in this respect, also, the Society has reason for thankful- 
ness and encouragement in view of the indications of the year. 
An earnest, at least, has been given by the contributors to this 
cause, that in proportion as their ability shall be increased, and as 
their minds shall be more entirely relieved from the apprehension 
that the Society is unduly multiplying the number of ministers in 
the land, they will come again to its support with their cheerful 
and liberal benefactions. It may almost be said that it has been 
enough of itself to account for all the recent obstructions to this 
cause in the affections of the people, that conspiring with the pe- 
cuniary embarrassments of the times and the increasing demands 
for other important objects, their should be so many circumstances 
to produce a suspicion that already a greater supply of ministers 
had been created than cculd be employed and supported in their 
proper work. 

An impression of this kind, gaining a hold upon the popular 
mind, meets our enterprise directly in the face. This subject, 
however, has excited much discussion in the columns of the reli- 
gious papers, and is beginning to be better understood than it was 
a year ago. Probably it will not long continue to be viewed as an 
evil of anything more than temporary existence, and that within 
the most limited extent. Already a new impulse has been given 
to the zeal of ministers, and of those preparing for the ministry in 
our Theological Schools, to go out and 6nd employment in the 
more destitute portions of the country, especially in the great Val- 
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ley of the West, where the laborers are indeed Tew, and the har- 
vest perishing. It is impossible, unless the Spirit of God should 
utterly forsake the churches of the Pilgrims, that they should not 
call loudly upon their consecrated sons, to give themselves in 
greater numbers, and with all the requisite attainments, to this 
mighty work, until the gospel in its purity shall pervade the most 
distant borders of the land. The genius of New England cao 
never be willing to sit supinely under her own vine, and behold 
ignorance and error rushing in like a flood over the vast domaia 
which Providence has inclosed within the same natural and civil 
boundaries with herself, and with the moral destiny of which her 
own must ultimately be united. Truth, piety, benevolence, the 
ties of consanguinity, the impulses of self protection, all lift up their 
voices and forbid the thought of such dereliction of her ancient 
principles or present duty. 

Nor can she be callous to the imploring cry, which, with every 
breeze, come to her shores from Pagan and from Papal nations. 
These churches have taken a leading part in the glorious effort to 
extend the light of the gospel through the world. A noble begin- 
ning, by the blessing of Heaven, has been made ; — and it is only a 
beginning. Let it not be said that the spirit of missions, like the 
superficial and fitful zeal of the enthusiast, will grow weary and 
expire. Its origin is divine ; and grace from above will be im* 
parted to sustain it, till the purposes of divine mercy for a lost 
world shall be accomplished. As very much remains to be done 
before the world is evangelized, many laborers must yet be sup- 
plied for the work. Among them must be found many of the 
young men to be brought into the ministry by this Society, who, 
as in years past, will doubtless covet their full share of the labors^ 
the sacrifices, the honors and the rewards of such an employment. 

It will be the earnest endeavor of the Directors to employ 
every means in their power for the attainment ^f the true objects 
of this Society. The recent expressions of opinion by its mem- 
bers, and by so many who are entitled to their highest confidence 
throughout the Christian community, have certainly placed them 
under new obligations to strive to do this. From the same cause, 
also, a renewed stimulus of encouragement has been felt, which 
cannot fail of exerting an animating influence upon their efibrts. 

They do no^ however, regard tbem3^1ves as respODsiblei at 
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present, for special exertions rapidly to enlarge the number of 
young raen receiving aid from the funds of the Society ; especially 
while those funds shall continue to be so greatly inadequate to the 
proper support of such as have already received the pledges of the 
Board. Those now under patronage ought not longer to be put 
off with half appropriations. The disadvantages, in various ways, 
to which they are subjected in consequence of such a material 
limitation in their pecuniary means, even where it does not inter- 
pose an absolute impediment to their progress, are still in many 
cases operatiog to impair their literary qualifications, and to bring 
a cloud upon their early hopes of eminent usefulness in the minis- 
try. It will be the first endeavor of the Board, and of its agents, 
to obtain the means by which this evil shall be avoided. Nor is 
it unreasonable now to expect that the churches will more gener- 
ally come to their help, in a duty which, when freed from extra- 
neous difficulties, commends itself strongly to the judgment and to 
the heart of every Christian. Although, at present, it may be ne- 
cessary to admit that too slight a conviction of the importance of 
this cause exists, yet, from facts and circumstances before referred 
to, the Directorsnnust anticipate a gradual change in its favor; and 
they will study so to direct all their proceedings, that ultimately 
they may receive the approbation of the wise and good. Above 
all, they desire to look up to Him to whom the church, the minis- 
try, and the salvation of the world are unchangeably and supremely 
dear, as their teacher and helper in all the labors and responsibili- 
ties peculiar to such a work. 
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APPENDIX. 



The following documents are referred to in the Annaal Report of 
the Directors, and in the Minutes of the Proceedings of the Annual 
Meeting. The first is the Report of a Committee appointed at the 
Special Meeting in October last, on the Principle of Gratuitous Aid in 
educating young men for the ministry, and the expediency of some 
General Organization for the purpose of furnishing such aid. This 
Report was submitted to the Society at the Special Meeting, and Tir* 
tually adopted ; but finally lefl in the hands of the Special Committee. 

The second of these documents is the Report of the Committee to 
whom the subject of revising the Rules of the Society was referred at 
the Special Meeting in October, as submitted by the Committee, and 
afler amendment adopted, at the Annual Meeting. 



REPORT ON GRATUITOUS AID, &c. 

The Committee appointed to consider the Principle of gratuitous 
aid in educating young men for the ministry, and the expediency of 
some General Organization for the purpose, beg leave to report. 

Your Committee consider the plan of affording to indigent and pious 
young men assistance in some sense and in some degree gratuitous, in 
preparing for the ministry, as having resulted not from speculation, 
but from sober experience. It was found to be a fact, that an ade- 
quate supply of ministers for the Missionary field, and for the Home 
service, could not be had from those who possessed the means of edu- 
cating themselves. It was indeed true, that many young men who 
were in indigent circumstances, attempted to prepare themselves for 
the ministry. But for the most part those who were left without gra- 
tuitous aid, were compelled either to relinquish the object entirely, or 
to enter the ministry with a very partial education. Many even of 
those who had some degree of assistance from benevolent individuals. 
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felt it necessary to leave their studies at College, and their theological 
studies in the midst of a regular course. Such was the general fact 
before the plan was in good earnest adopted, of affording gratuitous 
aid to those who were indigent. And on the solid ground of past ex- 
perience, we are convinced that should gratuitous aid be now witl>- 
held, a large portion of those who are in a course of training for the 
ministry, would pursue other vocations, and another portion would 
seek admission into the sacred office with a very inadequate and su- 
perficial preparation. And so the design of having an able and learned 
as well as pious ministry, eould not be carried into effect. 

The effort to train up indigent young men of proper qualifications 
for the service of the church, has been generally regarded as essential 
to the success of all our other benevolent enterprises. And our delib- 
erate opinion is, that that is a just view of the matter. And if this 
species of charity should be suspended for only a few years, the ex- 
periment we think would lead to results which good men would most 
heartily deplore. The present want of well qualified missionaries for 
the foreign field and for our own country, would unquestionably be 
more than doubled, and a very large part of the usual supply of minis- 
ters for our churches would be cut off. It seems to us evident, that if, 
through the operation of any causes whatever, the efforts of the be- 
nevolent to educate indigent young men for the ministry should cease, 
even for a few years, we should be involved in unspeakable difficulty 
and distress, in regard to all the interests of Christianity ; and an injury 
would be inflicted on the cause of the church, which could not be 
easily repaired. 

It must be admitted then, that gratuitous aid of some kind, in edu- 
cating men for the sacred office, is indispensable. But the question 
remains, whether a general organization is necessary; or whether 
such a sacred charity may not be applied to greater advantage in some 
other way. It may be thought that this concern can be safely intrust- 
ed to spontaneous individual generosity,-— or to the charity of the 
churches, or to the guardians of each Academy, College, and Semi- 
nary, or to the smaller clerical bodies, as Associations, Conferences, or 
Presbyteries. We say, the smaller clerical bodies. For if a large 
ecclesiastical body undertakes this work, it must shape itself for this 
very purpose, and must appoint a Board of Managers, Agents, and 
other officers ; and so must fully assume the character of a general or- 
ganization. A general organization will equally exist, whether it be 
found in a large voluntary association of men formed for the very pur- 
pose, or whether it be engrailed on a large ecclesiastical body which 
previously existed, for other purposes ; and in both cases the organiza- 
tion would be equally voluntary, so far as relates to the education of 
ministers. 
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The question before us is^ whether any general arganizatian is 
called for. 

And your Committee are persuaded that an organization of the 
general character referred to is, in various respects decidedly prefera- 
ble to any other way of accomplishing the object. First, it is prefera- 
ble in respect to a judicious selection and education of those young 
men who shall be trained up for the ministry. How can it be ex- 
pected as a general thing, that merchants, farmers, mechanics, or other 
benevolent individuals, or that churches whether larger or smaller, will 
be as able to judge of the intellectual and moral qualifications of those 
youth who shall be the objects of their pious charities, as a body of 
men whom they can appoint for the purpose ? And how can it be ex- 
pected that such individuals or churches will be able to devote the 
time and attention which will be necessary to a safe appropriation of 
their pious bounty ? 

One of the circumstances which first led to a general organization, 
was found in this very matter. Benevolent men said to ministers of 
the gospel : " We are ready to furnish the funds necesary to educate 
pious young men for the ministry, but we cannot be burdened with the 
business of distributing the funds to suitable individuals, or with the 
care of their education. Form a society for that purpose, and we will 
supply the means of accomplishing the object.'' And if the business 
were now thrown upon individuals or churches, they would, after a 
short trial and even a partial acquaintance with the difficulties of the 
undertaking, come undoubtedly to the same result ; and would insist 
upon committing the whole concern to well qualified trust worthy men, 
who should act for them in executing their pious designs. 

Secondly. A general organization would have the advantage over 
other modes of operation, in respect to the raising of funds. We have 
been taught by experience, repeated in various ways, that the public 
at large will contribute to a general Society, in which they have confi- 
dence, an amount of funds which will exceed four-fold all that could 
be secured in a more private way. Wherever Mr. Evarts and Dr. 
Cornelius, and other agents of benevolence went, they found that they 
could make a favorable impression on the community, and could secure 
funds in proportion as they were able to hold up before them one great 
and worthy object. It was on this principle, which was more and 
more confirmed by experience, that an efibrt was made to unite vari- 
ous smaller organizations, previously existing, into one general orgoni' 
zation. The happy results of this proceeding more than answered our 
expectations. And it is our serious apprehension, that dispensing with 
a general organization, and leaving this concern to miscellaneous in- 
dividual charity, would at once reduce, in a fearful degree^ the amount 
of fiuds which would be contributed. 
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And finally, the existence and influence of a general organization 
will conduce to the permanence of this species of Christian charity, far 
above any other mode of accomplishing the same design. For it is 
manifest that benevolent men will continue to contribute, and will con- 
tribute with readiness and pleasure, to the promotion of any object, in 
proportion as that object is presented before them, with a unity and 
magnitude that will excite strong emotions. And no one can doubt 
that a large general organization has in this respect vast advantage 
over all private or more limited movements. 

And we think a general organization, properly regulated, has mani- 
fest advantage over all the other methods above mentioned, of applying 
charitable aid to indigent young men designed for the ministry.

REPORT ON REVISING THE RULES. 

Whereas it was resolved at a Special Meeting of the American 
Education Society, held in the city of Boston, on the 19th of October 
last, that in the opinion of said meeting, the Constitution and Regula- 
tions of the Society need revision, and that to this end the whole sub- 
ject be referred to a Special Committee of thirteen, to consider and 
report thereon, at the next Annual Meeting of the Society in May : • 
The Committee which was then and there appointed, having attended 
to the duty assigned them, ask leave to present the following as their 

REPORT. 

Your Committee met early in December, under a deep sense of 
their responsibility to the Society, to the Church, and above all, to the 
Oreat Head of the Church, and spent several days in the service de- 
volved upon them by the foregoing. Resolution. Asking wisdom of God, 
of which they felt special need in all their deliberations, they care- 
fully reviewed the history of the Society through every stage of its pro- 
gress — freely canvassed the fundamental principles on which it was 
founded — minutely examined its Constitution and Rules — considered 
and weighed, as well as they were able, all the objections which they 
had heard urged against its present organization — endeavored as far 
as they could, to ascertain the causes of its recent unpopularity and 
decline, and particularly inquired what modifications, if any, either in 
its plan or administration are called for. 

A rapid glance at the origin and progress of the American Educa- 
tion Society, will prepare the way for a more concise statement than 
5 
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would otherwise be made, of the views, ar^irumeots and conclosions, 
which your Committee think it their duty to submit to the eolightened 
judgment and deliberate action of the Society. 

This Institution had its origin in the acknowledged and alarming 
deficiency of well educated ministers of the gospel, and the rapidly in- 
creasing demand for such ministers, in the new States and territories of 
this great country. The Society was formed in the month of August, 
1815, and -having now been in operation more than twenty-seven years, 
it has had ample time for a fair trial. What then has it accomplished ? 
Has its success equalled the reasonable expectations of its pious found- 
ers and patrons, or has it been a failure ? Let its history speak for 
itself. 

The first year it received and aided swen beneficiaries. The second 
year it aided a hundred and thirty-eight. In 1828, the number had 
increased to three hundred; and so fast did it continue to increase for 
the next ten years, that in 1838, no less than eleven hundred and forty- 
one, were aided from its treasury. Since then, there has been a grad- 
ual falling off, and for the last year or two the decline has been rapid. 

The whole number who have at any time received any aid from the 
Society since it was formed, is 3,482. Of these, about 1,600 are now 
ordained Pastors, Foreign Missionaries, Secretaries and Agents of Be- 
nevolent Societies, and Candidates for the Ministry. The whole num- 
ber of Foreign Missionaries whom it has helped to educate is seventy- 
four ; of Domestic Missionaries a much larger number ; and there are 
DOW under its patronage 468. These the Committee regard, as great 
and glorious results, iii which millions will rejoice forever. 

Whatever diversity of sentiment may prevail among the pious and 
enlightened friends of the American Education Society, with regard to 
the future, we believe there can be but one opinion with respect to its 
having been called for, by the exigencies of our country and of the 
world, when it was formed. On other points, it is to be expected 
that even good men will differ. Some few may think the Society has 
" fulfilled its mission," and that having done its appropriate work, it 
should now give place to other and better instrumentalities ; but it 
seems to your Committee impossible, that any one who duly appreciates 
the importance of a well educated ministry, can wish that the Society 
had never existed. Who, afler making every abatement, can deny, 
that it has accomplished a vast amount of good ; that its salutary influ- 
ence is felt and will be felt in the four quarters of the globe, down to 
the end of time ? Who would venture, were such a retrograde move- 
ment possible, to silence its fifleen hundred preachers at home, and 
recall the Missionaries by whom it is represented abroad, and send 
them all back to their fields and their shops? How would ** the ways 
of Zion mourn ! " How would Lebanon and Carmel languish 1 
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Has the Society then finished the work for which it was organized ? 
Is its aid, in educating poor young men of promising talents and deci- 
ded piety for the ministry, no longer needed ? If it is no longer wanted, 
if it can be spared, the Committee would say with one voice, Let it be 
given up. Bright as this star has shone in the new and glorious con- 
stellation of the nineteenth century, let us not mourn to see it stricken 
out, if the world no longer needs its light. The church cannot afford 
to sustain any benevolent institution, for the good it has done. It 
must still be wanted, and be able to rest its claims for continued pa- 
tronage upon its prospective usefulness. A society may spring up in 
some great emergency, and accomplish the ends for which it was 
established in a few years. In such a case, its having scattered ever 
so many blessings over the land or the world, affords no sufficient rea- 
son for prolonging its existence. The friends of any great benevolent 
institution must be able to show that there is still more good for it to 
do, which can be accomplished as well, at least, by its agency as by any 
other, or they cannot reasonably ask for the continuance of public pa- 
tronage. Has the American Education Society then, the Committee 
again ask, done up its great work ? Is the religious condition of the 
country and of the world so essentially changed for the better, that its 
further aid can now be dispensed with, and the funds which would be 
necessary to support it, more advantageously laid out for the same ob- 
ject, in some other way. 

If the Society is no longer wanted, it must be either because the sa- 
cred profession is already full — or because there are no more poor 
young men of piety and talents to be educated — or because the demand 
itself will ensure an adequate supply without the help of charity-— or be- 
cause there are wiser and better methods of affording the needful aid, 
than the Society employs. We can do but little more than glance at 
these suppositions in our present report. 

Is the sacred profession then full ? Are there laborers enough now 
in the Lord's vineyard ? We have been told, that there are, and even 
more than can find employment. '* The supply of ministers,'' it is 
said, ** is greater than the demand— many excellent men are obliged to 
stand all the day idle, and it would be a waste of money to increase the 
number." In looking over the great field, and listening to the urgent 
calls for more men to break up the fallow ground and reap the har- 
vest, your Committee are constrained to come to a very different con- 
clusion. That the population of New England, and to some extent out 
of New England, is better supplied with able pastors than it was a 
quarter of a century ago, and that some good men who would be glad 
to preach are unemployed, is true ; but that there is a surplus, or any- 
thing like an adequate supply of well educated preachers, will not be 
insisted on for a moment^ by any one who has made himself at all fa- 
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miliar with the religious statistics of the United States and Territories, 
and with the wants of the heathen world. He must be deaf indeed, 
who does not hear the Macedonian cry waxing louder and louder from 
year to year, as it comes over the great mountains and lakes and 
rivers of the boundless West, and is borne upon the winds of every 
ocean. 

Men always reason deceptively about surpluses, when they confine 
their views to the most favored districts. To judge correctly, we must 
take in the whole territory which needs the supply, and consider how it 
would be, if the article, or the instruction, were equally and properly dis- 
tributed. As there might be a large surplus of wheat at the West, and 
of domestic manufactures at the East, and yet not be enough of either 
to supply the whole country ; just so in the immediate vicinity of our 
Colleges and Theological Seminaries, where most of the preachers are 
educated, they may, at a given time, appear to jostle one another, when 
if they could be dispersed and set down where their labors are wanted, 
it might emphatically be asked, in view of the multitudes still uupro- 
vjded for, " What are these among so many ? " 

Upon the basis of calculations which have been a hundred times re- 
peated and never disproved, the Committee feel warranted in saying, 
that if every preacher of competent talents and learning, who is unem- 
ployed and able to labor, could have his field, (and a large one too,) 
assigned him to-morrow, thousands, yes, literally thousands of other 
fields in this broad land, to go no further, must lie waste for want of 
cultivators. It would be very much within the truth to assert, that 
four millions of our people are living without adequate religious in- 
struction. And then, what is to become of the five or six hundred 
thousand souls, added every year to the population of these United 
States, without a much greater annual supply of ministers than our 
best efforts have yet been able to furnish. What of a hundred pagan 
nations ? They must hear the gospel or perish ; but ** how shall they 
hear without a preacher, and how shall they preach, except they be 
sent ? " ** As it is written. How beautiful upon the mountains are the 
feet of him that bringeth good tidings, that publisheth peace, that 
bringeth good tidings of good, that publisheth salvation, that saith unto 
Zion, thy God reigneth." 

. Can this be the time then, the Committee would respectfully but 
earnestly ask, for .the church to relax her efforts to increase the num- 
ber of efficient pastors and missionaries by aiding those young men of 
the right stamp, who cannot be educated without her assistance? Is^ 
this a time to disband her societies, or to starve them out, by with- 
holding her contributions ; and to send back the sons whom the Lord 
hath given her to their secular employments, when there is such a 
** famine of hearing the word of the Lord" over half the land, and 
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utmost all the world besides, and when that famine is every day spread- 
ing wider and wider ? If, in the highest prosperity of the American 
Education Society, when a thousand beneficiaries were annually aided 
from its treasury, the supply of educated ministers from every source 
was nearly all swallowed up in the vacancies occasioned by death and 
the failure of health in the sacred profession, what, the Committee 
would anxiously ask, now, when the supply is yearly falling off, what 
is to become of that great population which has never been reached, 
and of the thirty or forty congregations, which are added every month, 
by the well known and rapidly accelerated rate of increase ? Where 
are the thousands of pastors and evangelists to come from, who are 
wanted to fill up the mighty void ? It is as clear to the minds of your 
Committee as any moral demonstration whatever, that unless the an- 
nual quota of well educated religious teachers can in some way be 
greatly increased, the period is near at hand, when a vast majority of 
the immortal millions between the Atlantic and the Rocky Mountains 
will have no competent pastoral care or instruction ; and when Infi- 
delity, Romanism, and other fatal errors, will roll their all-devouring 
surges over the most fertile portions of this our great and goodly heri- 
tage. There is no benign and saving influence on earth, likelthat of 
an enlightened, laborious and godly ministry ; and there is, there can 
be, no substitute for it. Give to every thousand souls in any country, a 
sound and faithful pastor — give them through him, the gospel with all 
its countless blessings, and you make them rich indeed. ** Happy is 
that people which is in such a case, yea, happy is that people whose 
God is the Lord." 

And with such a mighty work upon her hands, scarcely yet half ac- 
complished, will the church listen for a momept to the paralyzing sug- 
gestion, from whatever quarter it may come, that she has already tran- 
scended the measure of her duty — that she has educated more minis- 
ters than are wanted — or will she try to comfort her heart and quiet 
her conscience with the thought, that God can take care of his own 
cause, and will not fail, if more spiritual laborers are needed, of rais- 
ing them up in his own time and way ? Let her not be deceived. 
*' God is not mocked." He has given her the means of doing what- 
ever may be necessary to aid those whom it may please him to call 
into the ministry from the humblest circumstances, till he himself shall 
say, ** it is enough ; " and he will most assuredly hold her responsible. 
A dispensation of the gospel is in this way committed to her, and 
wo unto her if she be found unfaithful. 

On this point, the Committee speak earnestly , because they feel 
strongly. Be it that there are just now a few supernumeraries, hover- 
ing about the quiet and sunny enclosures of Zion. It is natural and 
amiable for even good men to love the spot which gave them birth^ 
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more than any other spot in the world, and to linger by tbd graves of 
their fathers as long as they can. And who will blame them for it, 
provided they at the same time love their Master and his service, more 
than father, or mother— than home or country ? It is bare Christian 
charity to believe, that the unemployed ministers in New-England and 
elsewhere, whose peculiar position multiplies them ten fold in the eye 
of the public, are willing to go and labor in any part of the great 
vineyard, where *' the Lord hath need of them." Most of them, how- 
ever, it is well known, are too poor to go " at their own charges *' — 
too poor to reach those distant fields, whether at home or abroad, 
where the good seed must be sown and the harvest gathered. Let 
the churches in the older States do their duty ; let them *' pay the 
fare" of those candidates who are charged with want of zeal and en- 
terprise, because they do not launch out into the great western praries 
and wildernesses where they are needed — let the churches rich in 
goods, in beloved pastors and spiritual gills, pledge to all the unem- 
ployed preachers they can find, food and raiment and fervent prayers 
for the blessing of God upon their labors, and see if they will not be 
ready to set out to-morrow. But should all who can possibly be 
spared go, still the supply would be inadequate. There would be a 
great and rapidly increasing demand for ministers. There is therefore 
more room than ever, for the American Education Society to labor in 
its appropriate field of Christian benevolence, if young men enough of 
the right stamp can be found to educate. And the Committee are 
happy to believe, that on this score, there will be no obstruction to its 
charities. 

When we recollect bow richly and gloriously the churches have re- 
cently been blessed with revivals, we cannot doubt, that many hun- 
dreds have been converted, who, if the Spirit of God moves them in 
that direction, ought to be educated for pastors and missionaries; but 
who have not the means of educating themselves. Or however in- 
adequate the number of suitable persons to be taken up as beneficia- 
ries may now be, no one can doubt, that He, with whom '' is the resi- 
due of the Spirit," who is ** able of the stones to raise up children to 
Abraham," can, with infinite ease, bring in as many hundreds, or 
thousands as are wanted. When the fields are white, and the reapers 
few, there is always one resource which cannot fail. It is prayer ; 
fervent, believing, persevering prayer, offered up to the Lord of the 
harvest. Let the American Education Society then be sustained by 
the prayers and contributions of the churches ; let it increase its ef^ 
forte to build up the waste places of Zion through the instrumentality 
of a pious, learned and efiicient ministry, and with a single eye to the 
glory of God ; and the Committee feel assured it will find ite hands full 
of work for a great while to come, unless the demand for such a min- 
istry should of itself create the supply. 
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And is there any hope of this ? Can we rely on the maxims of Po- 
litical Economy, to take care of the religious interests of the country ? 
When there is a demand for more cotton or wheat, that is, when more 
of either of these great staples is wanted than is produced, there will 
soon be a corresponding increase to meet the demand. No other 
stimulus or agency is necessary. The market will regulate and take 
care of itself 

Not so in the case before us. It is some five or six thousand years 
too late, for any body to be at the trouble of proving that men take 
infinitely better care of their temporal, than of their spiritual interests — 
of their bodies than of their souls. The experience of all ages shows 
that the demand^ meaning by it the needy of moral and religious in- 
struction, will not create the supply. So far is this from being the 
case, that the more the people of any destitute region need the gospel, 
that is, the more ignorant and depraved they are, the less will they de- 
sire the blessing, and the greater efforts must be made to bestow it 
upon them. When we say there is at this moment a demand for 
some thousands more of well educated ministers within our own ter- 
ritorial limits and in foreign lands, our meaning is that perishing mil- 
lions need them ; and it requires more than all the education and mis- 
sionary societies in the world can do to keep pace with the ever grow« 
ing demand. There are not pious young men enough, whose parents 
are able and disposed to educate them, to meet it. Hundreds and 
thousands must receive pecuniary aid from some quarter to make up 
the deficiency, or we are lost. 

The only remaining question, as it appears to the Committee, is, 
whether there are wiser and better methods of affording aid than the 
American Education Society does or can employ. If there are, then 
its further agency may and ought to be dispensed with. The Com- 
mittee are aware, that in some of the Academies, many of the Col- 
leges, and most if not all of the Theological Seminaries, there are 
funds specially appropriated to reduce the expenses of indigent young 
men, who are studying for the ministry. Not a kvr are assisted by 
the churches, of which they are members ; and some are helped by 
benevolent individuals. Now all this is well, as far as it goes ; and the 
time may come, when no other aid will be necessary, or when a bet- 
ter general system than the American Education Society, will be de- 
vised to take its place. When that day shall arrive, let the Society 
by all means retire from the field, and leave the work to more skilful 
hands. But how can the destitute churches and congregations, in 
almost every section of the United States ; how can the hundreds 
of thousands added every year to our population ; how can the hun- 
dreds of millions of perishing heathen wait for it? Till a substitute 
can be brought into fuU and successful operation^ the Society must 
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be safitained. In the present state of the country and of the world^ 
its agency cannot be dispensed with. 

Can it then be so modified, as to free it from the embarrassments 
which now impede its progress, and start it upon a fresh career of pub- 
lic usefulness ? The Committee entertain sanguine hopes that it can ; 
and after long and mature deliberation, they have unanimously adopt- 
ed the opinion expressed in the Tote of the Society under which they 
were appointed^ that to this end the Constitution and Rules need re- 
vision. 

In coming to this conclusion, however, the Committee find no occa- 
sion for calling in question the wisdom of the venerable founders of 
the American Education Society, nor of the Directors, wjio for more 
than a quarter of a century, have devoted so much of their time to the 
carrying out of its benevolent plan. We are not sure that a better 
Constitution could have been framed ; that any system for bringing 
pious indigent young men into the ministry, could have been adopted, 
under which the Society could have done more good than it has 
actually accomplished. But no system of man's devising, is or ever 
can be perfect. No system, however well it may answer any given 
end at the time of its adoption, can be raised above the disturbing 
influences of ever shifting circumstances. Mutability as well as im- 
perfection, is inscribed on all human institutions. It is seen in all the 
various forms of civil governments. It is seen in our seminaries of 
learning. It is seen everywhere. Nothing is exactly in the same 
state to-day, as it was yesterday. As years and ages roll on, circum- 
stances and relations will change, so that what is wisest and best at 
one time, may be rendered entirely inappropriate at another. 

Besides, it is not in human wisdom to foresee just how any compli- 
cated system will work. It must be tried. Seldom, if ever, has the 
world seen a wiser body of men, than the framers of the Federal Con- 
stitution ; and yet, the experience of sixty years has developed imper- 
fections and tendencies in the compact which those great men never 
dreamed of. The only safe way, in the management of our benevolent 
institutions, is to watch the progress of things, and from time to time 
to make such alterations and amendments, as the unfoldings of Provi- 
dence may suggest and require. 

Changes, moreover, are sometimes needful, to remove obstructions 
which have been long accumulating, so that the machine may move on 
freely for another indefinite period as before. Some regard, also, is 
due to the well-known impulse of novelty. Such is the constitution of 
the human mind, that men become tired of treading year afler year in 
the same beaten path — of pursuing the same object in the same way. 
Change of means and measures refreshes the mind, just as change of 
position does the body. A new or modified system of action often 
gives a new and effective impulse, in the same general direction.

Your Committee, in recommending as they do, a careful revision of 
the Constitution and Regulations of the American Education Society, 
are by no means confident that it may not be found expedient, in 
future revisions, to restore some of the very features, which having 
** waxed old are now ready to vanish away." Public sentiment may 
demand it, and if so, let them by all means be restored. The great 
thing to be steadily aimed at by the friends of charitable education is, 
to bring the best talents and the most ardent piety that can be found 
in humble circumstances, into the ministry, till the whole country is 
supplied with able and well educated pastors and missionaries. 

The Committee will now briefly advert to the several changes, 
which they are prepared to recommend for the adoption of the Society, 
The first is, that no aid be given to students before the commence- 
ment of their college course, or before they have completed two years 
of classical study. This would be merely returning to the original 
design and practice of the founders. Till 1828, twelve years after the 
Society went into operation, no assistance was given to beneficiaries in 
their preparatory studies. The revival of this restriction, your Com- 
mittee believe is now called for. It is needed as a test of character and 
abilities. You want to know what a young man is, before you take him 
up and bestow upon him the hard earned contributions of his neighbors 
and acquaintances, who are as poor as himself. You want to know 
whether he is worth educating, before you receive him as a beneficiary. 
Try him then. Put him upon his probation. Tell him that if he can 
by his own efforts, and the aid of friends prepare for College, you will 
help him through ; but that he must prove himself a man, before he 
can be aided from your treasury. Almost aay young man of ordinary 
health and respectable talents, can struggle along through his prepara- 
tory studies, without looking to the American Education Society for 
assistance. Those who want the courage and perseverance to surmount 
difficulties in the outset, are not in general the men ever after to '* en- 
dure hardness as good soldiers of Jesus Christ." 

Such eflforts as a poor young man is obliged to make, who is thrown 
mainly upon his own resources in the commencement of his education, 
are just the discipline which he needs to give energy and independence 
to his character. Those pious young men who are able and willing to 
work their own way up from the plow and the shop into the public 
seminary, are the men to move *' right on" through the whole course, 
and to make the most enterprising and useful ministers. 

The Committee are aware that withholding aid in the preparatory 
course, may now and then deter a good young man of fair promise 
firom attempting to obtain a public education, and thus the church may 
be deprived of talents and services which she cannot afford to lose. 
But these will be only rare exceptions to an important general rule. 
6 
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In regard to the anMuni of pecuniary aid to Beneficiaries, the Com- 
mittee are of opinion that it should in no case be sufficient to defray 
all their necessary expenses. It is better, for obvious reasons, that 
poor young men of piety and talent should be helped into the ministry, 
than that they should be borne all the way upon other men's shoulders. 

Much has been said for and against the present loaning system ; 
and a reference to the Reports and Records of the Society will show, 
that no question has received more attention, or been found more 
difficult to settle than this. During the first/our years, the aid afforded 
was wholly gratuitous, and was intended to be sufficient to meet all 
necessary expenses. But as the tendency of this was found in the 
judgment of the Directors to ** favor indolence, idleness and extrava- 
gance," they, at their quarterly meeting in Oct. 1819, limited the ap- 
propriations to a definite sum, and thus threw the beneficiaries in some 
measure upon their own resources and efforts. The next year, Oct. 
1820, the loaning system was introduced in part. Notes were taken 
for one half of each appropriation, till July, 1826, when the system 
was fully introduced, and obligations to refund the whole with interest, 
afler a reasonable time, were required. Under this arrangement which 
has been acted upon ever since, considerable sums have been refunded, 
and it has till lately, as your Committee believe, been regarded with 
favor, by the great body of contributors to the funds of the Society. 

In proposing a change, which will leave it optional with each bene- 
ficiary either to receive his appropriations as a gratuity, or to give his 
notes, the Committee are by no means sure that experience may not 
ere long demand a return to the loaning system, as it now exists, or in 
some modified form. They think, however, that the experiment ought 
to be tried, with the expectation that some will still prefer to borrow, 
and the hope, that those who do not will feel themselves bound, if 
practicable, to replace what tliey receive from the treasury at an early 
day, that others in their turn may enjoy the benefit of it. The Com- 
mittee flatter themselves, that even more may be refunded in this way 
than upon the present system, and with infinitely less friction. 

In regard to oversight, and the distribution of the quarterly appro- 
priations, while your Committee would by all means have the Directors 
retain the general supervision of the beneficiaries, and the same power 
to receive and reject which they now have, we think, that the more 
immediate care of the young men and the giving out of the money 
may with advantage be confided to standing Committees, at or near the 
respective Institutions ; that these Committees should examine all appli 
Cants for the patronage of the Society ; that they should require such 
testimonials as fully to satisfy themselves of the piety, talents and 
necessities of those whom they recommend to the Directors ; and that 
suitable inquiries in regard to the worthiness of the beneficiaries, ought 
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to be made the ground of each appropriation. To carry out this part 
of the system, in the best and most satisfactory manner, we think that 
in ail ordinary cases, one individual at least, not concerned in the 
government and instruction of the Institution, ought to be placed on each 
local Committee. 

Such b a brief outline of the changes, which in the opinion of your 
Committee are called for in the Constitution and Rules of the Ameri- 
can Education Society ; and which they respectfully recommend for its 
adoption, in the following 

V 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Resolved, 1. That no aid be given to any candidate for assistance before 
the commeDcement of the College course, or before the candidate has com- 
pleted two years of classical study. 

2. That aid be given only to those students, who, being in other respects 
qualified, are proved by the testimony of their instructors to be making 
good proficiency in their studies. 

3. That the immediate supervision of those students in each College or 
Theological Seminary, who are aided by the Society, and the distribution 
among them of the funds voted by the Directors for their use, be entrusted 
to a Committee, at or near the College or Theological Seminary, who shall 
be appointed by the Directors. 

4. That the Appropriating Committee, at or near each College or Theo- 
logical Seminary, be thQ Examining Committee. 

5. That the Appropriating Committee at or near each College or Theo- 
logical Seminary, before recommending any candidate to the patronage of 
the Society, shall satisfy themselves both by personal examination and by 
suitable testimony, respecting his need, his piety, his proficiency, in his 
studies and his promise of usefulness generally, and shall report the par- 
ticulars, and make return of the testimony to the Directors, upon whom in 
all cases shall devolve the responsibility of making the appointments. 

6. That the Appropriating Committee for each College or Theological 
Seminary, shall renew their inquiries respecting each individual before 
each successive appropriation, and shall particularly ascertain fi-om his 
teacher his diligence and proficiency as a scholar and his unexceptionable 
deportment. 

7. That aid given to each student be proportioned to his wants — the 
average not to exceed eighty dollars annually, and the maximum not to ex- 
ceed one hundred dollars annually. 

8. That it be discretionary with the local Committees, in consultation 
with the beneficiaries, to determine whether in each case the aid afforded 
be in the form of gratuity or loan ; that the sums gratuitously given shall 
be considered as an encouragement, and an expression of the interest of 
Christian friends ; and that loans be made on condition of payment before 
settlement in the ministry. 

9. That each recipient of aid shall subscribe an obligation, to refund to 
the Society whatever he may have received from its treasury, if he shall 
voluntarily fail to enter upon the work of the ministry. 

10. That the Directors be requested to inquire whether the expenses of 
conducting the business of the Society may not be materially reduced. 
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In conclusion, the Committee would ferrentlj iuToke the continued 
smiles of Heaven upon the Society, upon its Directors, upon its Officers, 
upon its Beneficiaries, and upon all its Patrons. They have a great 
work yet to do. May their hands be strengthened, may their hearts be 
encouraged. The whole land is before them. The field is the world. 
The temple of the Lord must go up, and let each do his part till the 
top stone is brought forth with shoutings, Grace, grace unto it

VoUdf That when the Society adjoarn, after the ezeroiaes of the Poblie Aoni- 
Teraary this evening, it be to meet in Boston, in connection with the Anniversary 
Meeting to be held by the Society In that City, on Monday, the S7th instant, at 
that time to elect the officers for the ensuing year, and to transact any other boai- 
I of the Annaal Meeting. 



Voted, That the Society now adjourn to meet in the Central Presbyterian 
Church at half past seven o'clock this evening, and attend the exercises of the 
Twenty-eighth Anniversary. 

Met according to adjournment. 

The Rev. Elisha Yale, D. D., of Eingsboro', N. Y., presided. 
Prayer was offered by the Rev. John Todd, of Pittsfield, Mass. 
The Secretary read au Abstract of the Annual Report 
The following Resolution was then offered and supported in an Addrem 
by the Rev. Joseph P. Thompson, of New Haven, Ct. : 

Resolved^ That as the world is to be evangelised mainly by the preaching of the 
gospel, the great duty of the Church is to train up a ministry for the world. 

The Rev. George W. Blaqden, of Boston, Ms., offered the following 
Resolution, and supported it in an Address : 

Reaolved, That the determination of the American Education Society to bring 
into the ministry the most competent men, and the demand which exists for such 
a ministry in the present state of the world, calls for the energetic support of the 
eh arches. 

The Rev. George S. Boardman, of Rome, N. Y., offered the following 
Resolution, which he supported in an Address. 

Resehedf That all judicious measures to supply our country and the world with 
a pious and learned ministry, should be prosecuted with increased energy. 

After the Benediction, by Rev. Dr. Yale, the Society adjourned to meet 
in Boston on the 27th of May, instant

The Secretary read the Minutes of the last Annual Meeting held in 
Boston, May 29, 1843 : also the Record of the Organization of the Annual 
Meeting, called for 1844 in New York, of which the present meeting was 
an adjournment. 

•The Annual Report of the Treasurer was read, accepted and ordered to 
be printed. 

The Secretary presented the Annual Report of the Directors: Where-

Letters were read by the Secretary from Hon. Samuel T. Arhstroncf, 
President of the Society, and from Hon. Alfred D. Foster, Vice Presi- 
dent, respectively declining a reelection.

Samusl T. Armstrong for the faithful and efficient services which he has ren- 
dered in promotion of its interests during a period of fifteen years as a member 
of the Board of Directors, and during the past year, as its presiding officer. 

The officers of the Society, for the ensuing year, were then chosen. 

The Secretary submitted a proposal in writing, to alter the eleventh 
Article of the Constitution which prescribes the number requisite to con- 
stitute a quorum of the Society for the transaction of business, by substi- 
tuting the number twelve for twenty; which lies upon the table to be acted 
upon at the next meeting. 

The Society then adjourned to attend the public Anniversary to be held 
in Park Street Meeting house, at half past 7 o'clock. 

At half past 7 o'clock the chair was taken by the Vice President, John 
Tappan, Esq. 

The public services were opened with prayer, by Rev. Ansel D. Eddt, 
of Newark, N. J. 

Extracts from the Annual Report of the Directors were read by the 
Secretary. Afler which the following Resolution, moved by Rev. Jona- 
than F. Stearns, of Newburyport, was adopted. 

Resolvedy That the Report, an abstract of which has now been read, be accepted 
and adopted, and be printed under the direction of the Executive Committee. 

The following Resolution, offered by Rev. Calvin E. Stowe, D. D., of 
Lane Seminary, Cincinnati, and seconded by Rev. Francis L. Robbins, 
of Enfield, Ct., was adopted: — 

Resolvedf That the charitable education of indigent young men for the gospel 
ministry, han always been a necessary work in the Christian Church, and that this 
necessity still exists. 

The following Resolution was moved by Rev. Swann L. Pomrot, of 
Bangor, Me., and seconded by Rev. President Pierce, of Western Re- 
serve College, and adopted : — 

Resdvedf That our country and the world greatly need just such a ministry as 
the American Education Society is endeavoring to raise up. 

Rev. Messrs. Stearns, Stowe and Pomrot made addresses in support 
of the Resolutions which they offered respectively ; which were listened 
to with interest by a crowded assembly. 

Afler singing the Christian Doxology, the Benediction was pronounced 
by Rev. Mr. Rob bins, and the public services were closed. 

Voted, That the thanks of the Society be given, to the speakers who have addres- 
sed the meeting this evening, and to the Park street choir of singers for their very 
acceptable performance. 

The Society then adjourned. 



TWENTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT 



DIRECTORS 



In presenting their Twenty-Eighth Annual Report, the Di- 
rectors would begin with a devout expression of gratitude to 
God for the more recent and clear indications of his favor 
towards the work in which they are engaged. In no year, 
since the late pecuniary reverses of our country commenced, 
have the operations of this Society been sustained with such a 
measure of encouraging approval and co-operation from the 
pastors and churches on whose support, under God, its pros- 
perity depends, as during the year which closes with this 
anniversary. These renewed encouragements the Directors 
would ascribe especially to the Divine blessing. Anxious and 
untiring efforts have indeed been used j efforts which more and 
more appear to have been wisely adapted to their end. But it 
cannot be necessary to say that without the light and direction 
obtained in answer to prayer, these measures themselves had 
proved neither judicious in their conception, nor successful in 
their execution. That they have been successful to a grati- 
fying extent, is a clear evidence,. as the subject may now be 
viewed, that God, in his favor to the interests of this important 
object, was for a time suffering the Society to experience a 
serious depression for the purpose of bringing about lasting and 
vsduable improvements in the scheme of its operations, and thus 
establishing the cause more firmly than ever in the confidence 
of the religious community. 
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As one evidence, among many of a less palpable and distinc- 
tive character, showing the favorable decision to which the 
minds of influential persons have been brought in relation to 
this cause, the Directors would refer, with grateful £icknowledge- 
ments, to the numerous Totes and Resolutions passed by clerical 
and ecclesiastical bodies during the year, and published by their 
direction in the columns of the religious papers. These ex- 
pressions of opinion and of interest are the more valuable to 
the cause, inasmuch as they have not, so far as is known, been 
the fruit of any special urgency on the part of the agents of the 
Society. They have sprung from evident conviction in the 
minds of those who have acted in adopting them ; and have 
often been accompanied with much earnestness of argument 
and appeal, in support of the propositions they contain. 



Operations of the Society during the Year. 

The number of young men who have received assistance 
from the funds of the Society during the year^ is 388. Of this 
number, 230 were connected with the Parent Society and its 
Branches in New England, and in the Western Reserve, Ohio ; 
and 158 with the Central American Education Society, at New 
York, embracing the Philadelphia Education Society with the 
Branches in Western New York, and at Lane Seminary, Ohio ; 
and also the Education Society of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church. From the Board of Education of the German Re- 
formed Church, no report has been received. 

The following are the several Institutions in which the young 
men connected with the Society, (excepting those of the iSer- 
man Reformed and Lutheran connections,) heiye been pursuing 
their studies during the year. The number at each Institution 
is annexed.

Prom a comparison of the different departments of study in 
which the young men at this time connected with the Society 
are found, leaving out of view the preparatory department, 
which, since the changes in the Rules, furnishes no criterion, it 
appears that the largest proportion are considerably advanced 
towards the end of their course of study. 

Ntmber Received. 

The number of young men who have made application to 
the Society during the year, and have been received, is sixty -^ 
eight : — ^by the Parent Society thirty-nine, and by the Central 
American Education Society, New York, twenty-nine. This is 
more than double the number received during the previous year. 

The whole number on the lists of the Society from the be- 
ginning, is 3,539. 

Finances. 

By an arrangement between the Parent Society and the Cen- 
tral Ameneaa Edueatioa Society at New York, the accouate of 
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each treasury are presented entirely distinct from each other. 
Hitherto the amount granted by that Society to the young men 
under their care, and an equal amount of their annual receipts 
to balance, has been embraced in the general statement of 
receipts and expenditures exhibited by the Treasurer of the 
Parent Society. This difference in the mode of making up the 
Treasurer's account should be borne in mind, in making com- 
parisons between the finances of this year and the last. 

Meceipts. 

The receipts into the Treasury of the Parent Society during 
the year, have amounted to $21,745 95. 

The amount acknowledged by the Treasurer of the Central 
American Education Society, embracing, besides what is paid 
in at New York, the receipts of the Philadelphia Education So- 
ciety, the Western Education Society, at Auburn, New York, 
the Utica Agency, and the Evangelical Lutheran Education 
Society, together with $347 26 received for the Parent Society, 
and transmitted, is $13,065 72. 

Thus the whole amount of receipts for the year, allowing for 
the last named item, included in both accounts, stands at 
$34,811 67. This is an increase above the receipts of last year 
of $1,022 34. 

Disbursements. 

The disbursements from the Treasury of the Parent Society 
during the year, for paying the grants to students, interest 
on the debt, and expenses of conducting the operations of the 
Board, have amounted to $15,941 64. Besides this, the sum of 
$6,907 44 has been applied to reduce the principal of the Socie- 
ty's debt ; making the whole disbursements during the year, 
$22,849 08. 

To meet this outlay, the sum of $1,103 13 was required, be- 
yond the actual receipts of the year. This excess the Directors 
have been able to supply from the balance on hand at the be- 
ginning of the year, and to leave a balance still in the Treasury 
of $2,686 84 

The disbursements from the Treasury of the Central Ameri- 
can Education Society, and of the other Societies which' trans- 
mit their accounts to New^ York, amouiit to $11,681 35. ' 
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Adding this sum to the disbursements of the Parent Society, 
gives the total amount of disbursements for the year at $34,- 
530 43. 

Economy in Expenses. 

In conducting the operations of the Society, the Directors 
hav^ studied economy to the utmost extent consistent with the 
Qieans and ag^ieies necessary for carrying on the work. Early 
io the year, this subject, so far as relates to the Parent Society, 
was given into the hands of a Special Committee, who subjected 
every thing pertaining to it, to a patient and careful examina- 
tion. This Committee reported that they could find nothing 
which, would admit of further curtailment, without impairing 
what seemed essential as the main supports of the system. In 
their opinion the Board had already during the previous yeaxi 
carried the process of retrenchment as far as it could be done 
with pruderKe. The cost of maintaining the operations of the 
Parent Society during the year now ending, (including the 
salaries of the Secretary, the Treasurer and two General 
Agents, all of whom devote their whole time to the work ; also 
the travelling expenses of the Secretary and Agents, the cost 
of the Quarterly Journal, and other incidental expenses, such 
as office rent, fuel, postage, &c.,) has been $4,950 12 ; this is a 
little more than one-fifth of the whole amount paid out of the 
Treasury. The other four-fifths has been applied to the pay- 
ment of grants to the young men, and of debts contracted in 
making similar payments in former years. 

The expectation is entertained, that by the return of the 
churches generally to their former habit of contributing reguiart 
ly to this object, the ratio of expenditure will at length be re^ 
duced much lower. The agencies now employed, although 
they are the least in amount which could have been relied oHj in 
any circumstances, especially in those of the last few years, to 
cfiurry on the work with efficiency, may, with the advantage of 
such co-operaticHi from the pastora as was once rendered to this 
object, be instrumental in securing three times the present 
amount of annual income. To such an improved condition of 
the finances the Directors are now encouraged to look forward 
It is a result which may be deemed certain, though its consum* 
mation may stitt be somewhat retarded* 
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Appropriations. 

The first quarterly appropriation to students by the Parent 
Society, was made upon the limited scale of the year before ; 
that is to say, at ten dollars, (or half the stipulated sum,) to 
each of the young men. The second was increased to twelve 
dollars ; and the third and fourth to fifteen dollars. 

The appropriations made by the Organizations which send 
their returns to the Central American Education Society, have 
differed variously from the above ; some having paid twelve 
dollars quarterly during the year, and others a larger amount. 

Loans Refunded. 

The amount refunded to the Treasury of the Parent Society 
during the year, by those who have formerly received assis- 
tance, is $3,51404. The entire proceeds of this source of 
income, according to a vote of the Directors, mentioned in the 
last Armual Report, are now regarded as a sinking fund for the 
liquidation of the debt. The above amount makes about one 
half of what has been applied to that object during the year ; 
the other moiety having been derived from the legacies given 
for the general purposes of the Society. 

The debt of the Parent Society, which, on the 30th of April, 
1843, stood at $34,906 99, has been reduced during the year, 
to $27,998 65. 

Agencies, 

The Rev. Ansel Nash has continued to labor during the 
year, with the exception of a few weeks, as General Agent in 
the States of Maine, New Hampshire and Vermont. He has 
given an encouraging account of the results of his exertions, 
which have been laborious and persevering. 

The Rev. Joseph Emerson, General Agent for the southern 
sectiop of New England, has prosecuted the work of his agency 
during the year, with unabated energy and success. The cause 
in New England has been greatly indebted, for a series of yearSi 
to the services of these able and faithful men. No other agen- 
cy has been employed upon this field the last year. 

The Rev. Daniel Clarke, Jr., has continued his labors as 
General Agent of the Central American Education Society 
within the bounds of the Utica Agency, and of the Westera 
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Edacation Society which has its centre of operations at Au- 
burn, New York. His labors have been instrumental in awak* 
ening an increased interest in the cause in this important section 
of the field, and of securing an encouraging advance in the pe- 
cuniary receipts. 

The efiforts of the Western Reserve Branch, Ohio, to procure 
an Agent, since the resignation of the Rev. Harvey Blodgett, 
which took place early in the year, have not yet proved success- 
ful. Scarcely anything has been contributed to the funds of 
the Education Society, by the churches in that region, for two 
or three years past. Appropriations are regularly forwarded by 
the Parent Board to students in the College and Theological 
Seminary at Hudson ; and by the Board at New York, to stu- 
dents in Lane Seminary. 

Changes in the Rules. 

At the last annual meeting, the Committee appointed at the 
Special Meeting of the Society, October, 1842, to revise the 
Rules of the Board, submitted an elaborate Report; which| 
after being fully discussed, and in one or two points amended| 
was unanimously adopted. By this action of the Society, taken 
up and carried through as it was with prolonged deliberation, 
and an extensive comparison of the results of experience, almost 
entire unanimity of views was obtained in reference to several 
points of much practical importance in the administration of the 
system. 

On the basis of a number of Resolutions embraced in the 
Report of the Special Committee, the Directors proceeded to 
modify the system of Rules, so as to secure in the most effect- 
ual manner each of the contemplated improvements. The 
system, as thus modified, has, in the course of the year, been 
carried into practical operation in all the relations of the Socie- 
ty ; and, so far as the Directors are informed, has given general 
satisfaction to those who are most immediately concerned in its 
various applications, whether as the almoners or the recipients 
of this useful Christian bounty. 

Admission of Candidates. 
The first of these changes relates to the period of study at 
which young men are to be received and aided by the Society. 
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By the Rules of the Boatd previous to 1841, appHcnts wece 
received after six months' study of the classics. By an altem- 
tion which the Board adopted during that year, this time of 
previous study was extended to twice that number of months* 
It was thought that the voice of experience clearly indicated, 
that a longer time than six months was requi^te, as a trial of 
the capacity and success of young men in the pursuit of study, 
before the Board conid hav6 sufficient means of judging in re- 
spect to their claims to be assisted in obtaining an education for 
the ministry. 

This view of the subject commended itself so .strongly to 
the Society at the Special Meeting, and to the Committee on 
the revision of the Rules, that the further change which the 
Committee recommended, requiring the young men to be fully 
prepared to enter College, or, at least, to have completed two 
years of classical study, before they can be regarded as candi- 
dates for assistance, was adopted with almost entire unanimity. 
This, therefore, is the existing Rule of the Board. Its applica- 
tion must be expected very considerably to reduce the number 
of applicants for aid ; and the great advantage to be anticipated 
is, that this reduction will be not so much from the number 
who would otherwise go forward and enter the ministry, as 
from the proportion of young men on the lists of the Society 
at an early stage, who, from the want of ability or perseverancci 
never would have reached the end of the course. It may rea« 
sonably be hoped, that if the candidates are not received until 
they are prepared to enter college, and at that stage are able de- 
cidedly to approve themselves as deserving of assistance, there 
will afterwards be comparatively few cases of failure, or even 
of questionable success. Certificates of recommendation, on 
which, of course, it is necessary at first to place soma reliance, 
will be rendered doubly valuable by this extension of the time 
of previous study. So also will the decisions of Examining 
Committees ; from the fact, that the scholarship of the appli- 
cants, at that stage of their progress, may be estimated with 
tolerable justice, in the result of a faithful examination. 

Examining Committees. 
Another of the recent changes in the system, fixes the locali- 
ty of all the Examining Committees at the Colleges and The»- 
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logicid Semmaries; instead of pemutting them as liatelofors, 1^ 
be distributed widely over the country. It also requires them 
to be constituted partly of the Faculty of the respective insti-* 
tutions, and partly of other persons not connected with them in 
the business of government or instruction. This arrangement 
is rendered practicable and convenient by the change already 
noticed ; whereas formerly, when the young men were taken 
up early in the preparatory course, it could not have been adopt- 
ed. It is evidently an improvement in the system, because it 
throws this important responsibility into the hands of men who 
are not only in the best manner qualified by their habits and 
employments for such a service, but are always known to the 
Directors or Officers of the Society, and are in relations of con-* 
stant intercourse with them. With the assistance of Examining 
Committees thus constituted, it would seem that it cannot be 
difficult for the Board to assure themselves of something like 
thoroughness in this department of the work. 

Supervision by the dnnmiitees. 

Still another, and a newer feature of the system, as now 
modified, appears in the investiture of these Examining Com* 
mittees at the various Institutions, with the additional responsi- 
bility of exercising, in concurrence with the Officers of the 
Board, such a parental supervision over the young men as their 
early consecration to the ministry and their consequent relations 
to this Society seem to render desirable and proper. This duty, 
on the kind and judicious discharge of which much of the 
success of the system in its practical details depends, has been 
hitherto devolved on the Secretary alone ; who, from the impossi- 
bility of maintaining anything like an intimacy of acquaintance 
with so many young men, distributed in so many Institutions 
through the land, must ever find it a difficult as well as a 
most delicate duty to discharge. The distribution of this ser- 
vice in the manner eflFected by the change now under consider- 
ation, seems calculated to accomplish the true object of the 
regulation more effectually, and at the same time more accepta- 
bly, than upon the plan originally devised. With every re- 
turning quarter, the Committee at each Institution are to renew 
their inquiries respecting the deportment of the young men, and 
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their proficiency in study ; and are to recommend their eontimi* 
ance in connection with the Society, or not, as they may think 
proper. 

Loan and Oratmiy. 

Another essential change in the system, pertains to the prin- 
ciple on which pecuniary aid is granted. This part of the plan 
of the Society has undiergone several modifications from the 
beginning. At first, the necessary expenses of the young men 
were paid, without limiting them to a prescribed amount ; and 
the whole was given to them as a gratuity. Next, the quarterly 
appropriations were limited to a certain sum ;* which sum has 
been twice altered since it was first established. Afterwards, 
the Loaning system began to be introduced, by making the half 
of each appropriation a loan.f From this, another step was 
taken, and the whole was made a loan, payable by instalments 
in one, two, and three years, after the young men should come 
into the ministry.^ Then the conditions of payment were 
further relaxed, by extending the credit on the whole amount to 
five years from the conclusion of the course of study ; and still 
further, by ofiering a discount of twelve per cent, per annum, 
on all sums refunded before the expiration of the five years, ac- 
cording to the part of the time anticipated by the payment. [| 

On this footing the appropriations continued to be granted 
until the recent change was adopted. By this change, after 
having made a full experiment both of the gratuitous and of 
the loaning system under various modifications, the attempt 
has been made to retain the advantages of both, by keeping 
them more distinct, rather than by virtually amalgamating 
them as on the former plan ; and by giving to the young men 
their choice, influenced by such advice in view of their peculiar 
circumstances as they may obtain from judicious friends and 
from the officers of the Board, whether to receive assistance as 
a gratuity or as a loan. 

The loans, though without interest during the term of credit, 
are to be treated more strictly as a debt than heretofore, being 
required to be refunded in full by tlie young men before their 
settlement in the ministry ; or within two years after they

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rii&Il have finished their stadies, if they do not settle within 
that time. 

The assistance a£forded as a gratuity, will of course be 
regarded in no other light from the first ; and the young men 
will be saved from the temptation and embarrassment of prom- 
ising to refund when they have little expectation of ever being 
able to fulfil the engagement. 

The Society also will escape a difficulty which, under the 
system of exclusive loans, was liable to become accumulated 
almost to an insuperable amount, arising from a long standing 
indebtedness to its funds, on the part of ministers who might 
find themselves unable to redeem theii obligations. 

Variable Amount of Appropriations. 

There is still another modification of the system^ which, 
when briefly noticed, will complete the enumeration of the 
recent changes. It is a discretionary power lodged in the 
hands of the Committees at the Institutions, allowing them 
within certain limits to vary the amount of the quarterly appro- 
priations to individuals from the stipulated sum granted by the 
Board, in order more exactly to adapt the supply to the differ- 
ent circumstances and necessities of the students. 

The limitations to the exercise of this discretion are two- 
fold : First, that the aggregate amount granted by the Board 
to the young men at any institution, is never to be more than 
will be required to give them all, on an average, appropriations 
of twenty dollars each : And second, that no young man shall 
receive an addition of more than five dollars quarterly to this 
amount. 

It is not probable that occasions will often arise when it will 
be thought advisable or needful to exercise the discrimination 
allowed by this rule. The wants of the young men generally 
are so far from being wholly relieved by the appropriations at 
their full amount, that it will seldom be thought expedient to 
increase the stipend to one by subtracting from that of another. 
Yet as it is possible that cases may occur where this will be 
not only a reasonable but a desirable application of the rule, 
and where the young men themselves will be entirely willing 
to concur in it, it has been thought expedient to place a dis- 
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ecstion of this kind ia the hands of the CiommiittM at the 
Institutions ; who are in a situation, if need be, to oMreiae iC 
without injustice to the young men, and at the same tinxe 
without bringing any additional responsibility upon the Boaid. 

These are the most important of the recent changes in the 
plan of the Society. They have all been carried into opeiar 
tion since the last annual meeting. 

While the Directors feel assured that increased advantages 
have thus been put into their hands for executing successfully 
their important work, they are not insensible of the increased 
weight of obligation which accompanies thrai. The renewed 
confidence which exists in the community concerning the 
practical operation and result of the system under these modifi- 
cations, involves the expectation that their spirit and design 
will be understood and faithfully carried out, by those to whom 
the details of the management shall be intrusted. Unless this 
is done, no plan nor theory, however excellent, can answer its 
intended effect. 

But while the Directors are justly made responsible for a 
judicious and careful administration of the rules, it may be 
mentioned as an increased ground of confidence in their suc- 
cess, that they are enabled now to depend, in no small degree, 
upon the cooperation and aid of the able Committees established 
at the several Institutions. The duties which have been 
intrusted to these Committees have been already described. 
Supposing them to be carefully attended to, they will bring the 
relations between the Board of Directors and the young men 
assisted by the Society within a much more convenient com- 
pass than formerly ; and will greatly contribute to the precision 
and certainty with which every thing in this department will 
be carried on. 

Hindrances which mnp remain. 

The chief impediment now existing to prevent the Society's 
accomplishing the full amount of good which an enlarged and 
prospective view of the wants of Zion call for at its hands, is 
the impression, in many of the older and more wealthy por- 
tions of the country, that there are more ministers already than 
are able to obtain employment. 
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Doubtless it is far better understood than at first, when the 
number of unemployed ministers began to excite attention, 
that, while the fact must be admitted to a certain extent, there 
18 at the same time an actual and extensive demand for minis* 
terial labor, both in our own and in other lands ; which, for 
various causes, will never be supplied by those who, from year 
to year, are waiting for eligible opportunities of settlement, such 
as from their health or other circumstances, they are obliged to 
prefer. It begins to be perceived, too, that an error was com- 
mitted years ago, by persons yielding to the urgent plea for 
l2dl>orers and pressing into the ministry without some of the 
necessary mental gifts and qualifications ,* the effect of which is 
now experienced in something of an inconvenient accumula- 
tion, especially near the sources of sup|dy, of those whom God 
did not call into this work, and whom the churches do not. 
The explanation of the reason, moreover, why this impression 
of surplus ministers has been very much exaggerated, as being 
referable in part to the more unsettled state of the ministry, 
and to the miserable policy of parishes in hearing so many can- 
didates, has been taken hold of and appreciated by the more 
reflecting portion of the people. 

Yet, notwithstanding these abatements, the hindrance from 
this source to the efforts of the Education Society, is by no 
means inconsiderable. It is natural and unavoidable that it 
should be so, and should so continue in a degree, until certain 
evils and disorders in our religious community shall be more 
thoroughly corrected. The Directors do not desire to extend 
their responsibilities one whit beyond their proper measure. 
They will only endeavor to accomplish, in the best manner 
their means will allow, the service which by the clear intima- 
tions of the divine Will they are called upon to perform, in 
cooperation with other branches of Christian enterprise. Special 
efforts to increase the number of young men who may be per- 
suaded to devote themselves to the ministry, efforts at all times 
of a very critical issue in the hands of imperfect men, ought 
chiefly to be left to the direction of parental and pastoral 
wisdom. 

Conspiring with the causes of hindrance above alluded to, 
there is one other, occasioned partly by the multiplied and 
3 
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pressing claims of other objects, which is of considerable 
extent, and will not be easily overcome. At the time whea 
the pecuniary embarrassments of the country were most severely 
felt, and when a degree of uncertainty respecting the demand 
for this form of benevolent effort had affected the minds of 
many, not a few of the churches were induced to suspend their 
regular annual contributions to this cause. Others, by a very 
natural kind of sympathy, declined greatly in their measure of 
liberality towards it. This unfavorable tendency was enhanced 
and rendered more difficult of counteraction, by the ui^ent 
necessities of the Missionary Societies, which could not cur- 
tail their operations without occasioning immediate distress. 
In the mean time new objects have been brought before the 
churches, claiming a considerable share of the patronage of the 
benevolent, and possessing some peculiar interest from their 
freshness, as well as from their intrinsic merit. In the face of 
these disadvantages it will require time and labor to bring up 
the annual contributions for this cause to their just amount. 
This fact carries a loud appeal to all such ministers and Chris- 
tians as are beginning anew to appreciate the importance of the 
object, urging them, in their own practice, at once to restore it 
to its proper place and proportion among the benevolent enter- 
prises of the day. 

Another disadvantage under which the Society labors, is the 
burden of its debt. This, it is true, is now in a process of 
reduction by the application of. all the refunded money which 
may be received. It is clearly right that whatever this source 
of income yields, should be devoted to the liquidation of the 
debt. But the diminution will be slow unless other means are 
applied. And it is a grievous discouragement to be obliged to 
retain a part of the current receipts, through a course of years, 
for the purpose of paying the interest, and slowly wearing 
away the principal, on so large a debt. This discouragement 
would be even greater than it is, however, were it not con- 
templated by the Directors as the last of the kind which they 
expect to encounter. Let the consequence be what it may, 
they will not hold themselves bound to furnish a single dollar 
for disbursement beyond the certain annual income of the 
Society. 
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Standard of Ministerial Qualifications. 

The coDvictioa has been gaining streogth during the last 
few years, in the minds of intelligent Christians generally, that 
it is not numbers in the ministry so much as character and 
qualifications, upon which the efficacy of this sacred instrumen- 
tality depends. A sufficient number indeed must be provided ; 
but not by overlooking the high qualifications and attainments 
which ministers of the gospel will require for the accomplish- 
ment of their appropriate work. The basis of these qualifica- 
tions lies in a sincere and active piety ; sound sense and native 
force of intellect ; facility of mental acquisition and execution ; 
with pleasing powers of utterance and address. These endow- 
ments of course will be found very variously combined in the 
persons of uneducated youth ; and, through much imperfection 
even in our best means of education, they will often fail of 
being developed in full proportions by any training to which 
they may be subjected. They ought, however, each of them, 
to be plainly discernible in the character of those who are 
selected to be educated for the ministry. The absence, or the 
obvious defect, of either of these fundamental qualities of heart, 
of mind, or of person, ought to be decisive against the proposal 
of a young man to enter upon a course of preparation for this 
work. The Head of the church has conferred appropriate 
gifts on all those whom he designs to call into the sacred 
office ; and when the responsibility of judging in regard to the 
reality of such a divine call comes upon men, they are 
solemnly bound, in the fear of God, to exercise their best dis- 
cretion in scanning the qualifications of the candidate, as a 
most essential part of the evidence before them. It is certain 
that God does not call into the ministry any whom he has not 
fitted by nature, as well as by grace, to be successful in such 
cultivation and employment of their powers. Let the peculiar 
nature of the work be carefully considered ; and let no one be 
directed to it who does not appear promising to possess decided 
qualifications for such a sphere of labor and influence. Let no 
forced and artificial process be applied to thrust young men into 
a place they were never intended to be in. It is not now as 
though there were only a very limited number from which a 
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selection could be made. The right kind of moral and intel- 
lectual material exists in great abundance in the bosom of the 
churches, and of Christian families. The problem is, to find 
out more certainly the n^ans for calling it into requisition, in 
preference to such as has less capability of being filled for the 
Master's use. 

In confirmation of these views it will be pertinent here to 
refer to the sentiments held on this point by some of the earli; 
est projectors of the scheme of charitable education for the 
ministry. In a '< Model" foe such an Association, drawn up in 
1648, by those wise and venerated men of God, Matthew 
Poole and Richard Baxter, entitled, << A Model for the maintain- 
ing of students of choice abilities at the university ; and prin- > 
cipally in order to the ministry ; " the following passages in 
explanation of the design occur : 

^< And as the means instituted by Christ for the good of souls 
is the erection and maintenance of his church, and the supply- 
ing of it with an able and pious ministry ; so it hath been in 
all ages the care of those whose hearts have been touched 
with a sense of God's honor and a fervent desire of the 
church's enlargement, to a£ford such liberal supplies and 
encouragement as might both prepare men for and support 
them in the work of the ministry. And these are the ends 
which have been principally aimed at by all ; but all have not 
used the same means to those ends, nor are all means equally 
effectual. It is therefore our desire in this Model to make 
choice of such ways as to us seem most useful for the fore- 
mentioned purposes. And because the foundation of the work 
lies in the excellency of the natural parts of such as are de- 
signed that way (a few such being more worth than a far 
greater proportion of other men) it is therefore of great use, 
and we shall endeavor that it ' may be oiur great care, to single 
out such persons whom God hath given the most high and 
promising abilities : Who, if they be placed under the most 
learned and godly tutors we can find; and obliged, as far as 
possibly we can, to a diligent and eminent improvement in 
knowledge of all sorts, and solid piety, we conceive it will be 
no arrogance humbly to expect a more than ordinary advan- 
tage to the poor church, which now, if ever, calls for teachers 
of exquisite abilities." 
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The writer goes oq to »peak of other services besides those 
of preaching, which the necessities of the church demand from 
ministers, and which require that there should be some men of 
distinguished talents and learning among them. But to show 
that in this Education scheme, or "Model," the wants of the 
more destitute and humble portions of the church were not 
overlooked, another extract in this immediate connection may 
be given. It will be noticed that the writer stiU keeps in 
view the importance of good native abilities in the ordinary as 
well as in the more eminent ranks of the sacred calling* ' 
Referring to the objects above mentioned, he says : 

<^And these are the chief intendments of the following 
Model. Yet forasmuch as there may be divers towardly 
youths, of competent parts, (though short of the eminency that 
some others attain to,) and mean condition, who may be of 
good use in the ministerial work; and seeing the ordinary 
necessities of the church are not to be neglected, especially the 
condition of Ireland and Wales and some dark parts of Eng- 
land, being so doleful and dismal, we hope it will be an accep- 
table work to lay in provision in this Model, whereby fit per* 
sons may be sent into those places, which, by reason of their 
distance, many cannot, and others do not, go into." * 

The American Education Society has held but one language 
from the beginning, in relation to this important point. In all 
its Reports and publications, a strict adherence to an elevated 
standard in the qualifications of the Christian ministry has been 
urgently insisted upon. 

* This " Model," of an Education Society in the seventeenth century, may be 
found at length in the American Quarterly Register, Vol. iii, p. 145 ; to which if 
was transferred from an ancient pamphlet in the Library of the Massachusetts 
Historical Society. The whole is a document of a most interesting and instructive 
character. Among the Trustees and Patrons of the establishment are found the 
names of Poole, Baxter, Bates, Calamy, Manton, Cudworth and Stillingfleet. — The 
following recent notice of the plan is from Sir J. B. Williams's " Letters on Puri- 
tanism and Nonconformity," published at London in 1843. 

** The Rev. Matthew Poole, compiler of the * Synopsis Criticorum ' originated a 
plan, of which he published his * Model ' in a 4to. pamphlet in 1658, for maintain- 
ing young men of ability, studiousness and piety at the Universities in the study of 
divinity. Such was the zeal ci this good man in the prosecution of the object, that 
about £900 a year was procured for the purpose. Dr. Sherlock, Dean of St Paul's* 
was one of those who were educated on this foundation. But the design, admira- 
ble aa it was, was quashed at the Restoration.'* 
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The press of nombers, howeiror, at some periods, into the 
list of applicants for assistance, which, in view of the exten- 
sive spiritual destitution and the importunate cry for an increase 
of laborers, the Society did not venture to refuse, must hare 
tendered it difficult fully to maintain in practice the high pod* 
tion which was theoretically assumed. 

The time is more favorable now for a determined and suc- 
cessful endeavor to carry out the principles of the institution in 
this important particular. The ministry which the age de- 
mands must be a {hous, talented and learned ministry. What- 
ever it may be expedient to do in other ways, to some extent, 
to encourage persons to come into the ministry with limited 
qualifications; it can hardly be pretended that this should be 
any part of the business of an Education Society. This 
institution was raised up to save the country, as far as possible, 
in the unexampled rapidity of its increase, from being supplied 
to a great extent with an incompetent ministry. So far as its 
labors are skilfully shaped to this end, it will be adapted to 
accomplish the true object of its commission ; and will com- 
mend itself to the steady support of all who honor and love 
the Saviour's chosen instrumentality for the salvation of men. 

Conclusion. 

There are many considerations pressing upon the minds of the 
Directors, which might be dwelt upon as motives to perseverance 
and increased activity in the work which lies before them. 
They will not, however, enlarge upon them in this place, as it 
is their desire to avoid making these documents unnecessarily 
prolix. They will only add in conclusion, that, from the 
point of view in which they are permitted to look out upon 
the great field of the world, the deep and solemn conviction is 
continually forced upon them, that it will not be without 
steady, patient and increasing efforts in the appropriate sphere 
of this Society's labors that the friends of Zion can ever 
realize the fulfilment of their animating hopes respecting the 
spread of the gospel. The Lord from heaven has given the 
Word ; but how small a portion of the inhabitants of the world 
are yet instructed to understand its blessed truths ! Great must 
be the company of the preachers to carry these glad tidings to 
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the nations yet uneirangelized, were it sim^dy to announcs 
to them the doctrines of Ufe and immortality. Still greater is 
the demand for this essential instrumentality in order to secois 
to the. whole human family all the varied and permanent benefits 
of Christianity. It is not sufficiently understood, much less 
considered and pondered, how great a work yet remains to be 
accomplished before it can be said that the last command of the 
Lord Jesus Christ has been obeyed. It is impossible to look 
upon the state of the 'world at the present time, whether we 
contemplate the unevangelized or the more enlightened por- 
tions of it, without the most painful solicitude. What is to 
become of the millions in this and future generations who shall 
inhabit pagan lands? What, in the lands inhabited by those 
who have embraced the corrupted forms of Christianity, is to 
be the issue of the present conflict between light and dark* 
ness ? What in the rising States of our own beloved country 
is to be the matured and lasting impress enstamped upon our 
religious and social institutions ? These questions, to human 
view, seem now to be involved in more uncertainty than at 
some former periods since the benevolent enterprises of modem 
times were commenced. It has been the prevailing hope of 
the church, during the last thirty or forty years, that the 
Saviour would at this time, in the sense of his gracious prom* 
ises, begin to restore the kingdom unto Israel. This hope is 
yet supported by many visible encouragements. But it must 
not be concealed that there are disheartening circumstances at 
the present time, both within and without the precincts of the 
church, which are fitted to awaken concern in the hearts of 
those who have long been waiting for Israel's consolation. 
The number of efficient laborers, who are ready to come up to 
the help of the Lord against the mighty, is yet very far behind 
the moral demands of this great work. And there is reason to 
fear that this deficiency will be increased. The heart of the 
church seems almost to be growing faint, and her hands weary, 
before she has become fairly enlisted in the glorious enterprise 
to which the providence of God has so remarkably opened the 
way before her. The people of God seem too much inclined 
to shrink before the face of the difficulties with which so grelst 
an undertaking must be attended. On these accounts there is 
reason for apprehension lest even the ground which has been 



gained should in part be lost again. This is certainly no time 
for the churches to relax their efforts in any department of be* 
nevoleat exertion. It is no time for the watchmen upon the 
walls of Zion Co suffer their attention to be withdrawn from 
the state of this great spiritual conflict between the powers of 
light and darkness, to local and temporary questions about 
modes and forms with which the grand adversary is at present 
80 industriously seeking to engross every mind. Let an earnest 
zeal for the salvation of men, influenced by existing and 
increasing knowledge respecting their spiritual destitution and 
ruin, and appreciating the divinely appointed means of their 
deliverance, carry the devoted disciples of Christ cheerfully 
through every labor and sacrifice demanded for the spread of 
the gospel. Let there be no backwardness in bringing forward 
the men who are required personally to enlist in the service, 
and no pusillanimous self-seeking on the part of those who shall 
consent to be thus designated. Let all delight to do the will 
of Christ in this heavenly work, and be emulous only to be set 
forth as examples of the most heroic devotedness, in the midst 
of toils and sacrifices for its advancement. 

The great leading plans of associated action for the spread 
of the gospel in which the churches of our land are engaged, 
sue one in their spirit and design. They are various and dis- 
tinct only as sustaining different departments of the great 
work. Their harmony and mutual cooperation is essential to 
the entire scheme of our benevolent enterprises ; and beautiful 
in the efficiency which it gives to the appliances by which 
they are sustained. Their tendency, taken together, is most 
direct and powerful, when prosected with vigor and in due 
proportion, to bring in the fulfilment of the great promise which 
assures our faith, that the earth shall be full of the knowledge 
of the Lord, as the waters cover the sea. Furnished with 
such means for giving a wise and efiicient direction to our 
Christian charities, we are bound as a Christian people to be 
actuated by a zeal for the cause of Christ, which, if our labors 
could be continued here, would not rest until the will of God 
should be done on earth as it is done in heaven. The spirit 
of the gospel acknowledges no limitations narrower than the 
habitable globe. With the deepest interest the Christian 
dwells upon the thought, that the salvation in which the people 
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of God rejoice is soon to break forth on every side and extend 
its blessings to the whole &mily of man. It is especially in 
this aspect of aggression and enlargement, that it becomes 
American Christians to contemplate the kingdom of Christ as 
an object of their active zeal. As churches which the Pilg^ms 
planted, we must acknowledge a peculiar obligation to be de« 
voted to the spread of the gospel. Our American Zion is a city 
set on a hill, to be a light to the old world and to the new. 
Let the distinguished relations to the kingdcan of Christ in 
which God has placed the churches of this land, be owned and 
honored in all their generations by a disinterested and deter- 
mined fulfilment of the great mission which brought them to 
these shores, here to do and to suffer all things for the purity 
and enlai^ement of the word of God. Let their language be 
that of the Evangelical Prophet: For Zion's iakb will I

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CONSTITUTION 



AMERICAN EDUCATION SOCIETY. 



The object of this Society is to educate pious young men for the 
gospel ministry. 

Article I.* Any person who shall subscribe and shall pay into the 
Treasury at one time, one hundred dollars, and if a clergyman, finty 
dollars, shall be an honorary member ; and shall haye a right to sit 
and deliberate in all meetings of the Society. But all members here- 
after added to the Society, who shall be entitled to Yote, shall be 
chosen by ballot at an annual meeting. 

Art. II. A permanent fund, consisting of bequests, legacies, and 
donations, given for this special purpose, shall be formed by the 
Directors. 

Art. III. There shall annually be chosen, by ballot, a President, 
Vice President, Treasurer, and Secretary, who shall also be Clerk, 
and such other officers as may be found necessary; who shall continue 
in office till others shall be chosen in their stead. 

Art. IV. This Society shall, from time to time, by ballot, elect 
such a number of honorary Vice Presidents as they may judge 
expedient. 

Art. V. The Society shall annually appoint, by ballot, eleven 
Directors; who, together with the President and Vice President of 
the Society, shall constitute a Board of Directors, five of whom shall 
constitute a quorum at any meeting regularly convened. It shall be 
* the duty of this Board to increase the funds of the Society, by soli- 
citing themselves, and by appointing and instructing agents to solicit, 
the aid requisite to achieve the object in view. This Board shall have 
the power of appropriating all monies for the support of beneficiaries ; 
of examining and selecting candidates for patronage ; of appointing 
committees to examine and recommend its applicants living in distant

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ptrts; and, genenilly, of transtetltig all Imsitiess necessary for the 
fttitfaerance of the objects of this Society, not otherwise herein provided 
for. The Directors »hall dso keep a fair record of their proceedings, 
and aaoually make report of their transactions to the Society. 

Akt. VI. dualified candidates may be aided, in each stage of 
preparatory education for the ministry; bat, etcept in very singular 
cases, no applicant shall be assisted, even in the first stage, who shall 
not produce, from serious and respectable characters, unequivocal 
testimonials of hopeful piety, promising talents, and real indigence ; 
nor shall any person be continued on this foundation, whose instructor 
or iDStmctors, except in very special cases, shall not annually exhibit 
to the Directors, aatisfactory evidence, that in point of genius, diligence, 
literary progress, morals, and piety, he is a proper character to receive 
aid from these sacred funds ; in addition to which, each beneficiary^ 
after his admission into any college, shall annually exhibit to the 
Directors, a written declaration, that it continues to be his serious 
purpose to devote his life to the gospel ministry. 

Art« YII. Any person who has been assisted by this Society, 
and whose name shall be stricken from the list of beneficiaries, be- 
cause of misconduct, or other deficiency in regard to the qualifications 
required by the Constitution, and the Rules of the Directors; or, who 
shall have concluded not to devote himself to the gospel ministry, shall, 
within a reasonable time, refund the sum expended for his education, 
with lawful interest, whenever required by the Directors. 

Art. Vlil. The President, and in his absence, the Vice Presl* 
dent, in concurrence with three of the Directors, shall have power to 
call special meetings of the Society. 

Art. IX. The Treasurer shall be bound with two sureties, in a 
reasonable sum, to be determined by the Directors, to the faithftil dis- 
charge of his duty. He shall vest the property of the Society in the 
safest and most productive forms; make payments and advances of 
money, from time to time, agreeably to the orders of the Directors; 
and annually render to the Society a written account of all receipts 
and expenditures within the year, of the amount of its funds, and of 
the manner in which they are vested :— ^his account to be prevkxisly 
examined and approved, in writing, by a Committee of the Society, 
annoally chosen for the purpose. He shall also give to the Directors, 
whenever they request it, a particular account of the state of the 
Treasury. 

Art. X. The Society shall meet annually at such time and place 
as the Directors shall appoint, to elect officers, to hear the report of 
the Directors and of the Treasurer, and to transact other necessary 
business. 

5 
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. Art. XI. At all meetiiigB of the Sooiety^ twenty memben shaU be 
requisite to coostitote a quorum ; and every meeting of the SoGiety, 
and of the Directors, shall be opened with prayer. 

Art. XII. The Presidents of all Societies, auxiliary to this^ 
which shall pay annually one thousand dollars into the Treasury 
of thi» Society, shall be, ex officio, honorary Vice Presidents of this 
Society. 

' Art. XIII. Whenever a Society shall be formed, by the inhabit 
ants of any State or district, which shall adopt the essential principles 
of this constitution, especially the provisions of the sixth article, as the 
basis of its own, such Society, upon the due notice of its existence, 
and desire of union, may be received, by a vote of the Directors, as a 
constituenrBranch of the American Society. 

Every such Branch Society shall possess the right of appointing its 
own officers, including a Board of Directors and a Treasurer; and 
also the right of appropriating its own funds for the assistance of 
beneficiaries, who shall have, in all respects, the requisite qualifications. 
Every candidate for such assistance shall be examined by a committee 
of three competent men, two of whom shall be appointed by the Di» 
rectors of said Branch Society, and one, by the Directors of this So- 
ciety ; and, if approved, may prosecute his studies, preparatory to the 
ministry, under the immediate suplBrintendeuce of the Directors of said 
Branch Society ; or, if they shall deem it expedient, such candidate 
may be committed to the charge of the Directors of this Society. All 
monies of any Branch Society, not appropriated as above, shall be 
transmitted to the general treasury; and whenever the exigencies of 
such Society shall exceed its own resources, it may apply for assistance 
to the Directors of this Society. 

. Art. XIV. Presidents of Branch Societies shaU be, ex officio, 
members of this Society, and also honorary members of the Board of 
Directors. 

Art. XV. The Directors shall have power to supply ai»y Tacaocicfl 
that may. occur in their own Board, or in the officers of Uie Society, 
till the next annual meeting. 

Art. XVI. No alteration of this Constitution shall be made, except 
on recommendation of the Directors, and by vote of three-fourths of 
the members present, at an annual meeting; or unless the proposed 
alteration shall have been submitted to the Society, in writing, at a 
previous meeting.

If, a|ler 
serious and full examinationi the Coawittee ahall be satisr 
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fied that the a^eaot posseoses the efaara€«er and qudifr 
catioiis required of beneficiaries by the ConstitutaoD aad 
Rules of the Society, it shall be their duty to recommend 
him for patronage to the Board of Directors of the Patent 
Society, or of one of its Branches if the applicant reside 
within the limits of a Branch Society. In their recom- 
mendation, the Committee shall state very particularly, 
the name, age, residence, occupation, place of education, 
church connection, and other important facts connected 
with the history or character of the applicant, together 
with an account of the testimonials furnished, and the 
names and residence of the persons by whom they were fur- 
nished.

It is understood, how* 
ever, that a beneficiary will not place himself under a 
private instructor unless he first obtain the approbataon of 
the Board of Directors.

CHAPTER VII. 

SCHOLARSHIPS.

A Temporary scholarship shall consist 
of an annuity, or subscription of serenty^five dollars a 
year, continued for a period of seven years.

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TWENTI-NINTH ANNUA! MEETING. 



Thk American Education Society held its Twenty-Niotb Annual 
Meeting in the vestry of Park Street Meeting-house, Boston, May 96, 1845, 
at 4 o'clock, P. M. 

John Taffan, Esq., Vice President of the Society, took the chair. 

The meeting was opened with prayer by Rev. Williah Jenks, D. D., 
of Boston. 

Rev. Austin Phelfs, of Boston, was appointed Clerk of the meeting. 

The Minutes of the last Annual Meeting were read by the Secretary. 

A proposition to alter the eleventh Artide of the Constitution, which was 
submitted last year, and laid upon the table for action at this meeting, came 
up for consideration. Whereupon 

Voted, That the Eleventh Article of the Conttitntion, relating to a (^aorum for 
the transaction of businegs in meetings of the Society, be altered by sabstitaUng the 
number twelve for twenty. 

The Treasurer submitted his Report, which was accepted and ordered 
to be printed. 

The Twenty-Ninth Annual Report of the Directors was presented by 
the Secretary, and on motion it was 

Voted f That the reading of the Annual Report of the Director! be now dispensed 
with ; and that extracts from it be read at the public meeting this evening. 

The Secretary stated that the Treasurer, Harot Ropes, Esq., who had 
served the Society in that ofSce for a period of fifteen years, being desirous 
of entering into other engagements, had declined being again a candidate 
for election. 

The officers of the Society for the ensuing year were then chosen. 

Mr. Julius A. Palmer, of Boston, was also elected a Corporate Member 
of the Society. 

The business being finished, prayer was offered by Rev. Silas Aiken, of 
Boston, and the Society adjourned, to attend the public services of the 
Anniversary, in Park Street Meeting-house, at half past seven o'clock this 
evening. 

Met according to adjournment. 

The Vice President of the Society, John Taffan, Esq., presided. 

The services were opened with prayer by Rev. Brown Emerson, D. D., 
of Salem. 

An Abstract of the Annual Report of the Directors was read by the Sec- 
retary. 

On motion of Rev. Orin Fowler, of Fall River, Ms. 

Resolvedf That the Report, an abstract of which has now been read, be accepted, 
and adopted, and be printed under the direction of the Ezecative Committee. 

This Resolution was supported in a brief address by Mr. Fowler. 
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On motion of Rev. DxtnmL L. Caeeoix, D. D. of New York, 

RMolved, Thut an enlightened, pious ministry of the gospel, is demanded, not 
only u an indispensable agency or spiritual life, bat as a controlling power on the 
pecnliarities of mind, and a conservative element in the social and pobtieal institu- 
tions of this country. 

Dr. Carroll supported this resolution in an address. 
On motion of Rev. Ltman Bekohkr, D. D., of Lane Seminary, Cincin- 
nati, 

Resolved^ That the extensive field of the West ; the rapid increase of population ; 
the multiplication of destructive errors ; and the conspiracies of the Church and 
State Union of the Catholic governments of Europe to substitute despotism for re- 
publicanism, and popery for liberty of conscience and true religion ; demand the 
immediate and utmost efforts of the Education Society to supply a holy, learned 
and evangelical ministry. 

Dr. Beioher addressed the assembly in support of this Resolution. 

Afler singing the Christian Doxology, the Benediction was pronounced 
by Rev. Dr. Jenks. 

A vote of thanks was then passed to the speakers who had addressed the 
meeting, and to the choir of singers who had assisted in the services of the 
, evening. 

The Society then adjourned. 



TWENTY-NINTH ANNUAL REPORT 



DIEECTORS. 



To those engaged in conducting the affairs of any of our 
Benevolent Societies, the close of a year of their labors is a 
period full of serious interest. The results of an important part 
of their instrumentality, in a work connected with the most 
cherished interests of the church of Christ, are then, as far as 
may be, to be formally reviewed ; and to be set forth somewhat 
distinctly to the notice of those in whose behalf they have 
been intrusted with so great responsibilities. 

To another of these periods of observation and reflection the 
Directors of the American Education Society are now brought,* 
more deeply than ever impressed with a sense of their insuffi- 
ciency, without the special guidance of heavenly wisdom, to 
labor in the fulfilment of an agency involving duties so various 
and difficult as that which has been committed to their hands. 
But while impressed with this thought, they would at the same 
time be doing violence to their own most lively feelings, were 
they not, with special emphasis, to recognize the hand of a 
favoring Providence, by which their plans and operations, 
during the year now ending, have not only been sustained 
according to their hopes, but crowned with more encouraging 
success than they ventured at its beginning to anticipate. Not 
only has the returning harmony of public sentiment in favor of 
the cause, which called for the grateful notice *of the Directors 
in their last Annual Report, been steadily increasing through 
the year, as has been testified by many pleasant fruits ; but, as 
will appear from some of the details to be given, peculiar proofs 
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of the divine blessing have been vouchsafed ; proofs of a care 
on the part of a forecasting Providence to relieve the burdens 
of the Society, and to remove, in a great measure, the chief 
discouragement which remained at the commencement of the 
year to give solicitude to the Directors. 

In view of every testimony of the divine favor, the Directors 
would feel their obligations to devote themselves with increasing 
assiduity to the great object before them, and would be excited 
to make it their habitual prayer to Him who not only in their 
prosperity, but also in their seasons of temporary trial, appears 
to have designed the real welfare of the Society : — " Let the 
beauty of the Lord our God be upon us ; and establish thou 
the work of our hands upon us ; yea, the work of our hands 
establish thou it." 

Number of young men assisted during the year. 

The number of young men in different stages of their coiirae 
of preparation for the ministry, whom the Society has assisted 
from its funds during the year, is three hundred and forty-froe. 
Of these, two hundred and eighteen hare been contiected more 
directly with the Parent Society, being lesident at the CoUegcs 
and Theological Senunaries in New England and in the West- 
ern Reserve, Ohio ; and one hundred and twenty^eeten with 
the Central American Education Society at New York, emr 
bracing those at the Institutions in New York, and the Middle 
States, and at Lane Seminary, Ohio. In this number are in* 
eluded also thirty^two young men who are sustained by the 
Education Society of the Evangelical Lutheran Church. 

Number received. 

The number of new applicants received during the year has 
been forty-eight, of whom twenty-nine were received by the 
Parent Society, and nineteen by the Society at New York. 
This is twenty less than were received last year. 

The entire number entered in the books of the Society from 
the first, amounts to three thousand Jive hundred and eighty- 
eeven. 

The following are the Institutions at which the young mee 
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connected more difectly with the Feront Society have been 
pursuing their etudies during the year ; mrith the number iu 
each institution respectively.

Financial Department 

In exhibiting a statement of the operations of the year, in 
the financial department, the accounts of the Parent Society, 
and of the Society at New York, will be first presented in 
separate paragraphs, and the aggregate afterwards giren, the 
better to correspond with the form in which the Reports of the 
respective Treasurers are now published. Each of these Re- 
ports will be found with their usual details, following the 
Report of the Directors. 

Receipts. 

The amount received from all sources during the year, for current use, 

into the Treasury of the Parent Society, is, $34,842 46 

The balance in the Treasury at the beginning of the year was 2,686 84 

Making the disposable funds of the Board for the year $37,529 30 

The receipts show an increase of ^13,096 61 beyond the 
receipts of the previous year. This encouraging increase in the 
amount of the annual receipts, has been derived principally 
from the unusual amount of legacies paid into the Treasury 
during the year. The amount realized from this source has 
been $15,470 69; which is an advance upon the previous year, 
in this branch of the income alone, of $11,326 67 ; and which, 
with the exception of the years 1836 and 1841, is a greater 
amount than has been received from legacies in one year since 
the Society was founded. 
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It is gratifying also to state, with regard to the interest in 
Che cause manifested by the Hying, that the contributions of 
the churches received into the treasury of the Parent Society 
are somewhat more than iwo thousand dollars in advance of 
the amount received the last year. 

The amount acknowledged by the Treasurer of the Central 
American Education Society, embracing the receipts of the 
Philadelphia Education Society, Evangelical Lutheran, &^c., is 
$16,377 09, Thus the whole amount of receipts for the year, 
stands at $61,219 65. This is an advance of $16,407 88 or 
nearly fifty per cent upon the receipts of last year. 

Loans Refunded. 

The amount refunded to the Parent Society the past year by 
those who have formerly received assistance, is $3,212 23. 
These returns to the treasury of the Society have been made 
with the utmost cheerfulness ; and there can be no doubt that 
a considerable sum will continue to be received from this 
source for years to come. 

Disbursements. 

The disbursements from the treasury of the Parent Society, 
for paying appropriations to students, expenses of conducting 
the operations of the Board, interest on the debt, together with 
a part of the principal, have amounted to $35,420 68. This 
sum taken from the disposable means of the Board, leaves a 
balance in the Treasury of $2,108 62. 

The Society's debt at the beginning of the year was only 
one dollar and forty-five cents short of twenty-eight thousand 
dollars. The amount applied to its reduction has been 
$20,368 44, bringing down the indebtedness of the Board at 
the present time to $7,630 11. Though the Directors cannot 
anticipate such extraordinary means of meeting their liabilities 
for the year to come, as have been granted them the past year ; 
yet they trust it is not presuming improperly ufwn the interest 
which this cause possesses in the favor of Heaven, and in the 
hearts of the people of God, to express the confident hope, 
seeing that the sum now required to bring up their arrears is 
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only about one third as great as they have been enabled the 
past year to apply for this purpose, that after one year more 
shall have elapsed, the Treasurer's Report will not again be en- 
cumbered with a "statement of the debt of the Society," or 
with the item of "interest on money hired" for its use. 

The appropriations to students have been paid with punctu- 
ality at the rate of fifteen dollars quarterly, through the year ; 
which has given them sixty dollars each, or three fourths of 
the amount contemplated in the rules of the Society, as requi- 
site to meet that part of their annual expenses which they can- 
not be expected in other ways to supply. This curtailment of 
the narrow stipend for which the young men are looking to 
the Society, has been unquestionably a source of very serious 
embarrassment, and even of hindrance to many of them ; and 
the Directors lament that they cannot at this time hold out the 
assurance that it will be in their power in the course of the 
year on which they have entered, to raise their appropriations 
to the full amount. A comprehensive regard, however, to the 
best interests of the object, and ultimately also of the young 
men themselves, has determined the Board, until their debt 
shall be paid off, to continue to pursue a medium course be- 
tween the policy which would encourage any considerable in- 
crease of numbers, and court a temporary popularity to the 
cause at the risk of permanently crippling the Society itself, 
and that, on the other hand, which, for the sake of obtaining a 
more speedy relief from the burdens which for a time must 
bear heavily upon their own operations, would so stint the 
young men as unavoidably to endanger their success in obtain- 
ing the object before them. It is thought by the* Directors, 
that, in the circumstances in which the Society has been 
placed, this medium has been hit upon with tolerable correct- 
ness, by such a limitation of the appropriations as the one ad- 
hered to for some time past. It is confidently believed, how- 
ever, that no necessity for any such limitation whatever will 
again arise, when once the debt shall have been wholly paid. 

The cost tp the current funds of carrying on the operations 
of the Parent Society during the year, for salaries and travel- 
ling expenses of the Secretary, Treasurer and Agents, for the 
publication of the Quarterly Journal, for postage, rent, fuel, 
&c., has, by careful economy, and by employing only one 
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agent for a great part of the time, been brought down to 
^4,120 38, which is but a little more than one-ninth part of 
the entire amount apphed to the general objects of the Society. 

Prom the accounts of the Treasurer at New York, it appears 
that the disbursements of the Central Board, and of the other 
Societies which transmit their accounts to them, have amount- 
ed to $14,423 39; which, added to those of the Parent Board, 
makes the Society's whole expenditure for the year, $49,844 07. 

The appropriations to students by that Board, and by the 
other organizations connected with it, have varied from twelve 
to nineteen dollars quarterly. 

Agencies. 

Since the first of June last, when Rev. Mr. Nash resigned 
his agency to enter into an engagement to supply a parish in 
the vicinity of Burlington, Vt., the Society has employed only 
one agent in New England. The Rev. Joseph Eoierson has 
continued as General Agent, to labor with good success in Mas- 
sachusetts, Connecticut and Rhode Island. The Directors are 
happy to learn from Mr. Emerson's statements, that his efforts 
have been cordially received and responded to wherever he has 
gone, by the Pastors and by the people ; and that he meets 
with few or no objections at the present time, to such a system 
of agencies as our principal benevdfbnt Societies are employing 
for the purpose of diffusing information and collecting funds. 

With the exception of about a month's labor, which Mr. 
Nash performed before his engagement with the Society ceased, 
and the visits of Mr. Emerson to two or three places in New 
Hampshire, there has been no agent employed the past year in 
the three Northern States of New England. It must also be 
added that the amount of receipts into the Treasury from that' 
part of the field has been exceedingly small. 

The Rev. Daniel Clark, Jr., continues to act as General 
Agent of the Central American Education Society, laboring 
within the bounds of the Utica Agency, and also of the West- 
ern Education Society, which has its centre of operations at 
Auburn, N. Y. His labors have been well received by the 
churches, f^nd have been successful in promoting an increasing 
interest in the cause. 
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Loan and Graimty. 

The plan on which the Society now affords assistance tof 
young men preparing for the ministry, embraces each of these 
principles or methods. The student is permitted, with such 
counsel as he may obtain from his friends, from the Examining 
Committees, or the Secretary of the Society, to make his elec- 
tion of the method, which, in his particular situation, he may 
on the whole prefer to adopt. He may at any time change 
from one mode to the other, if iii the progress of his studies he 
finds it necessary, or deems it judicious to make such change. 
This system has been in operation for about two years, and ap- 
pears to have met with a favorable reception, both on the part 
of the Christian public, and of those more immediately con- 
cerned in its bearing upon their individual circumstances and 
interests. There are various considerations affecting the deci- 
sion of a question of this kind in practice, which make it clear- 
ly inexpedient for the Society to confine young men to one ab- 
solute rule, whether it be that of loans or of gratuitous appro- 
priations. Some are found who are unwilling, especially at 
first, to ask for aid unless they can receive it as a loan, and 
who would be deterred altogether from entering upon a course 
of study if they might not obtain it in this form. Some there 
iBire who are so situated as absolutely to require the assistance of 
the Society ; and yet, their own good judgment, and that of anr 
Examining Committee, duly informed in respect to their pecu- 
liar situation, clearly concur in the opinion that they ought to 
take it as a loan. Another class, and that undoubtedly the 
largest, ought not to be expected to refund the money which 
.they receive from the Society; certainly not the whole of it; 
and it is surely better that they should not be required to 
pledge themselves beforehand to do what they have no reason- 
tible prospect of being able to do. The present modification of 
the system, therefore, has strongly commended itself to the 
judgment of the Directors ; and they discover nothing, thus far, 
in its practical applications, which would lead them to distrust 
its beneficial influence. Under a discreet management, it is 
th'eir belief that it will be found to operate both safely for the 
credit and welfare of the Society, and kindly as it concerns the 
feelings, the interests and the highest usefulness of the young 
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men brought forwaid by this means into the ministry. So far 
as has been ascertained, it may be stated that, since the option 
of loans or gratuitous appropriations has been offered, from one 
quarter to one third of the young men whose returns have 
passed under the inspection of the Parent Board, have preferred 
the loan. There is reason to believe that ail, whether taking 
the loan or the gratuity, have endeavored to make their election 
conscientiously, and so as to secure the approbation of those 
who are authorized to advise with them on this point. 



General operation of the system. 

The Directors do not by any means limit their views of the 
increased advantages of the system under which the Society 
now conducts its operations, to the single point above specified. 
The main principles, and also the most important details of the 
plan, are now so generally understood that it seems unneces- 
sary to enter into any extended exposition of them here ; more 
especially, as this was attempted in relation to several of its 
newer features in the last Annual Report. 

Much benefit is reasonably expected from the requisition that 
the young men applying for aid to the Society, should be pre* 
viously prepared to enter college. This, it is true, will occa- 
sion a considerable reduction in the number of applicants, but 
chiefly by keeping away that class of young men who, either 
from lack of intellectual force, or from instability of Christian 
purpose, would be unable to endure the test of so thorough an 
ordeal ; or who, under the mental and moral developments of 
the trial, will not have created a sufficient confidence in their 
prospect of success to warrant their ever being sent with une- 
quivocal testimonials to the Examining Committees. The 
probability is strong, that a very large proportion, if not the en- 
tire body of those who can come well recommended after such 
an effectual experiment, will hold out to Aie end of their course ; 
and, so far as character, scholarship, and natural endowments 
are concerned, will not fail of meeting the just expectations of 
the Christian community. Thus, from a given number of 
young men assisted, and with a corresponding amount of ex- 
penditure, the Society may hope to bring a larger number into 
the ministry, and those with higher average qualifications, than 



before assistance was iicnited to students in the collcigiate a&cb 

theological departments. 

A decided ad\rantage has been gained, as it is felt in practice,^ 
through the important responsibility now thrown upon the. Ejc« 
amining Committees at the Colleges and Theological Semi* 
naries. These Committees, in all cases have acted in the most 
entire concurrence with the rules of the Society, and with the 
views of the Directors ; and their faithful co-operation with the 
oiGcers of the Board, is a valuable element of strength and 
precision in the exercise of their several functions. There 
ought to be, as indeed there really is, but one interest and one 
sentiment in all things pertaining to this matter, between the 
Directors of this Society and those who have at heart the 
best interests of the Colleges and Theological Seminaries. 
That policy on the part of the Faculty of any such insti- 
tution, which should incline them, for the sake of securing 
a larger number of students, to recommend to the Education 
Society to sustain young men in their classes, who, when they 
were to come into the ministry, should fail intellectually to sus- 
tain themselves in their profession, must be sure to re-act un- 
&vorably upon such institution, almost as much as upon the 
Society itself. The true policy of the Colleges and Seminariea 
must be to avail themselves of the assistance of the Education 
Society in keeping up a high standard of character, talent and 
attainment, among those whom they may send out as educated 
men, into any sphere of public life. They would have much 
reason to complain of this Society, if, by any influence it 
might possess, it should practically counteract the efforts of in- 
structors to secure the higher benefits of learning, as far as pos-. 
sible, to that superior order of minds for which Providence has 
intended them. The Directors have strong confidence that an 
enlightened unanimity of views will continue to render this a 
well balanced; convenient and efficient arrangement for all the 
necessary purposes of intercourse between the Board and the 
young men. There is now no duty in this department, entail- 
ing a serious train of consequences upon the Society, which is 
laid upon persons who can have scarcely any visible responsi- 
bility for their acts. The system, in this most essential part, 
feels distinctly all the supports on which it rests; and, so far 
as can now be foreseen, it need not be specially liable to weak-! 
ness or fluctuation. 
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While waiving any more extended discussion of the points 
involved in the practical rules of the Society, it may not be 
out of place to remarlf, that the information obtained from the 
instructors at the several Colleges under the Rule requiring the 
Secretary to ascertain the standing of young men at the end of 
their Freshman year, has in no instance been such as to call 
for the discontinuance of appropriations on account of the 
individual's falling below the average rank of scholarship. On 
the contrary, in a large majority of instances, the young men 
are found to have established at this stage a standing much 
above mediocrity. Concferning many of them much stronger 
language even than this is employed by their teachers, guided 
as they are in these answers, not by favoritism, nor by mere 
general impressions ; but simply by the average of each young 
man's recitations during the year, as marked at the time they 
are heard, according to the system now generally pursued in 
the Colleges. If students, under the disadvantages which most 
of our young men are obliged to encounter, are enabled in their 
first year in College to gain a standing clearly above medi- 
ocrity, they may commonly be expected to rise to a still more 
respectable rank before they finish their course. Such are 
therefore entitled to receive continued assistance, at least for a 
time, with the expectation that they will soon reach the degree 
of excellence which the Society regards as essential. With 
respect to those who may fall decidedly below the medium 
standard of scholarship at the end of the first year in College, 
the Directors virtually declare by the rule which they have 
adopted, that they do not think it incumbent on a Society like 
this, possessing but limited means, in proportion to the demands 
upon it, and relying for its existence and usefulness on the 
ready commendation of all its principles and measures before 
the tribunal of popular opinion, to take the risk of applying its 
funds to their support in the further prosecution of their sttidies. 
This is not denying that some of them would ultimately sue- 
ceed, and perhaps become eminently useful in the ministry; 
but only that such a result in ordinary cases can now appear 
to be sufficiently probable, to justify a Society like this in 
appropriating its means to their support, while there are others, 
with better native endowments, who might be substituted ih 
^tlieir placet 'The quaUtyof the young men whom it shall be 
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the business of this Society to call out from the bosom of the 
churches, and assist in training for the Master'^ use, will 
depend much on the general understanding which is establish- 
ed in the public mind respecting the grade of intellect required 
as a sufficient warrant for the encouragement afforded. Let 
but an elevated and sound public sentiment on this subject 
prevail in every quarter, and those assisted, the number being 
the same, may be selected from a superior, as easily as from a 
more ordinary class of minds. 

Improvement steadily to be sought 

The Directors are deeply impressed with the conviction that 
the aim of an institution like this should be constantly to seek 
after the means of securing the most elevated spirit of piety, 
and the highest average measure of intellectual cultivation and 
strength, in those to whom its advantages may be extended. 
Owing to the existence of many difficulties in the way of 
realizing all which would be thought desirable in this respect, 
it must be impossible to attain even tolerable success, unless a 
very high standard of excellence is steadily kept in view. 
The Society acts upon this principle in requiring a thorough 
course of education ; and it is not often the case now, so far as 
the time devoted to study is concerned, that the intent of the 
system in this point fails of being literally fulfilled. It admits 
of a question, indeed, whether any amount of literary acquire^ 
ment short of that which is embraced in a regular collegiate 
course, ought to be accepted, even in rare instances, as an equi- 
valent for such a course, in the case of those who propose to 
enter upon the study of Theology. But even with regard to 
those who pass creditably through College, it has often been 
remarked that hasty and imperfect preparation to enter,— -one 
of the disadvantages incident to their deficiency of pecuniary 
means, — is liable to prevent their doing as fnll justice to them- 
selves and to the object which they have in view, as they 
would otherwise have done. This obstacle to the highest 
success of the student, the Directors think, ought to be more 
effectually guarded against. Let the impression every where 
be made that it is all important, that young men, intending, as 
soon as they are fitted for College, to apply to the Education 
Society for assistance, should not attempt to enter with defect 
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ive preparation. Let it be understood that the Examining 
Comoiittees at the Colleges will not recommend to the Board 
such as do not come to them prepared to sustain a thorough 
examination, and to enter College without difficulty. A young 
man who undertakes, with the assistance of this Society, to 
obtain an education for the ministry, assumes a sufficiently 
onerous task ; without being under the necessity, after he is in 
College, to make up for the serious defects of a hurried pre- 
paration. The Directors believe that a decided improvement 
would be made, if this point should be more thoroughly at- 
tended to in practice. 

A more important, and yet a more difficult branch of the 
subject, in which improvement should always be aimed at, is 
that which relates to the evidences of piety, and of a spirit of 
self-denying devotedness to the cause of Christ, which ought 
to be sought for in our young men before they should be en- 
couraged to prepare for the ministry. On this point no specific 
directions can be given, further than to say that the evidences 
relied on should be well scrutinized, and of a positive charac- 
ter. A profession of religion is not enough. Even a desire to 
obtain an education for the ministry is not of itself sufficient to 
evince that the youth who experiences that desire is specially 
called, or fitted by the Spirit of God for the work. His re- 
Ugious experience and history should be carefully consulted, 
and the character of his piety ascertained ; at least, so far as to 
give reasonable satisfaction that it will prove a deep and abid* 
ing principle in the soul. His purpose to devote himself to the 
work of the ministry ought to be manifestly founded in a 
deep sense of eternal realities, and excited by a pre-eminent 
love to Christ. The spirit which animates him in this pursuit 
should be no other than that which would carry him to the 
ends of the earth in obedience to the will of Christ, to seek 
the salvation of a single soul. 

It is obvious that in endeavoring to promote an increase of in- 
tellectual and spiritual attainments in the rising ministry, this 
Society, however firmly fixed in such a design, can accom- 
plish comparatively little without the co-operation of the Chris- 
tian community, especially of pastors and literary instructors. 
It should be understood that the Society is not responsible for 
many evils prevailing in the comni unity, which may, neverthe- 
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less, sadly affect the quality of the fruits which it produces. If 
many of the rising generation suffer injury thrbugh the decline 
of parental faithfulness ; if spurious revivals and ambiguous 
tests of religious experience bring much hay, w^ood and stub- 
ble into the churches, the influence must be proportionably em- 
barrassing and disastrous to such a work as that in which we 
are engaged. The same thing is true of any practical errors 
which may exist in our educational systems or institutions. 
They at once affect unfavorably the results of a work like this* 
But in either case, the fault, so far as there is any, does not he 
at the door of this Society. 

There is another evil existing in the conmiunity which in- 
directly hinders the success of our operations. It is the fre« 
quent dismission of pastors, and the consequent multiplication 
of ministers who must remain, for a time at least, without 
charge. A portion of these are liable, in such a stat^ of things 
to be left, at length, altogether without employment ; especially 
if they are getting advanced somewhat beyond the meridian of 
life. Now, this painful result is often attributed to the Educa- 
tion Society ; as though by its past exertions there had come 
to exist in the country an excessive supply of educated minis- 
ters. But this result, not implying, in fact, any such excessive 
supply, grows out of an evil in the community for which the 
Society is in no manner responsible. And a very little reflec- 
tion is sufficient to produce the conviction, that the more this 
evil of the premature dismissal of ministers prevails, the greater 
demand there will be upon every instrumentality by which 
ministers are to be raised up. The sacrifice and waste of min- 
isterial talent and usefulness thereby occasioned, is by no 
means inconsiderable, which it will be necessary to have com- 
pensated by increased exertions to bring young men into the 
field. 

Permanent Claims of the Cause. 

In connection with the views now taken of the operations of 
the past year, and of the principles which the Directors 
intend as far as possible to carry out in the discharge of their 
trust, it is their wish to invite the attention of the friends of 
religion to some of the permanent claims which this cause has 
upon their affections and support. The crisis is favorable for 
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looking at this aspect of the subject. The indications of public 
sentiment in regard to this branch of benevolent effort are such 
as to show that the minds of intelligent Christians in our coun- 
try, in spite of every liability, for a time, from contingent and 
accidental causes, to an abatement of their first love, do still 
recognize the paramount influence of the great motives urged 
in favor of the object. The force of these motives has not been 
diminished, but on the contrary manifestly increased, by the 
ordeal of a fair and faithful discussion. In truth, the cause is 
one, being so eminently comprehensive in its relations, and in 
the working out of its effects, being rather recondite than su- 
perficial, which has little to lose, ^nd much to gain, at all 
times, from thorough investigation. 

JSjpecial Effort necessary to supply the Demand for Ministers. 

This is a point^which must still be urged in every enlighten- 
ed appeal which is made in behalf of this object. By minis- 
ters here are meant those who are suitably educated and quali- 
fied for their work. Of such there is an extensive destitution 
in our country, considered as a whole. New England, it may 
be said, comparatively speaking, is well supplied. So far as 
this is true, it is to be ascribed in no small degree to special 
efforts in years past. When we consider the rapid advances 
which our country has made within the last thirty years, and 
the claims which the heathen world has made upon us for the 
word of life within that period, no one can reasonably suppose, 
that, without such an instrumentality as this Society has em- 
ployed, the churches of New England could have sustained 
their relative strength at home, as indeed they have done in a 
good measure, and, at the same time, sent out to the ends of 
the earth the saving influences of the gospel. It is a peculiar 
privilege which the churches of New England enjoy, that they 
are so generally supplied with an educated and devoted minis- 
try. But even here the supply is yet imperfect. More than 
two hundred of the churches of our denomination in New Eng- 
land, most of them small and feeble, are destitute of the stated 
ministrations of the gospel, being without either settled pastors 
or stated supplies. Whatever may be the number of unset- 
tled ministers in New England, who are not regularly employ- 
ed in the service of preaching, it can hardly be supposed that 
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there are as many who are available for settlemenl as pattora, 
or as stated supplies, as would suffice, or any where near sof* 
fice, to furnish this number of destitute churches. It should 
be remembered, that of the ministers given in the annual sta- 
tistics of the churches, as being without pastoral charge, a 
large proportion are employed as presidents and professes, as 
secretaries, agents, editors, &c. or are laid by through sickness 
or the infirmities of age. For example, out of twenty-seven 
unsettled ministers in Maine, in 1844, all but seven were thus 
employed, or were aged and infirm. Among the ministers in 
New Hampshire, given in their statistics for 1844, as without 
pastoral charge, no less than eighteen were between seventy- 
one and eighty-six years of age ; and two others were nearly 
seventy- years of age. The number of churches given the 
same year, in these two States, as being without pastors or 
stated supplies, was ninety-two. Many of these churches are 
unable, doubtless, to support the stated ministry, and therefore, 
in a pecuniary or commercial sense, there is now no demand 
corresponding to the destitution which exists among them, and 
which also exists in more than fifty other towns, where there 
is no Congregational church in existence. Is nothing then to 
be done, for years to come, to prepare an educated ministry fw 
these desolations at our own doors ? 

But looking now beyond the narrow limits of New England, 
and embracing the country at large, for which our labors are 
needed, there is no longer any necessity for very minute inqui- 
ry, in order that we should be convinced of the extensive des- 
titution which exists. If we speak only of the destitute church- 
es, as recognized by the Congregational, Presbyterian, Dutch 
Reformed, German Reformed, and Evangelical Lutheran deno- 
minations, we find that these exceed the number of ministers 
by more than two thousand and three hundred. In almost ev- 
ery section of the west and south, numerous towns, counties, 
and sometimes larger districts, are found entirely destitute of 
any competent evangelical instruction. Of the numerous 
proofs which might be adduced, a few only must suffice. A 
committee appointed by a convention of ministers and elders 
belonging to the three eastern Presbyteries of Michigan, which 
assembled in 1844, '' to concert measures to supply with the 
gospel the churches and regions destitute of it within the boun- 
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daries of those three Presbyteries," reported '<twmty-ttx 
churches as destitute, and ten places where churches ought im» 
mediately to be formed." A short time since, there were in 
Missouri about fifty counties in which no Presbyterian minister 
resided. In Kentucky, at the same time, there were from ten 
to fifteen counties without a Presbyterian minister. Not long 
ago, it was stated by a minister in Indiana, that in nine of the 
twenty-one counties embraced in the Presbytery to which he 
belonged, there was no minister of his own denomination living 
or preaching, except himself. Even in Southern Illinois, which 
was examined with reference to this point in 1844, at an ex- 
pense of three months' labor, while there was found a minister 
of some sort to every three hundred souls, there was not found, 
of duly qualified ministers, so much as one to a county. In 
the State of Louisiana, it has been estimated that there are biU 
about one himdred and thirty evangelical ministers among 
a population of more than 460,000 souls. It appears, more- 
over, that of the efiicient ministers of all denominations in this 
country, more than one half are found within th6 boundaries of 
New England, New York, and New Jersey. These statements 
can give but a faint indication of the entire destitution of edu- 
cated evangelical ministers in the United States. 

Besides this, we are to look at the wants of the world. 
Speaking of the alarming deficiency in the number of young 
men prepared to go out as missionaries to the heathen, the Pru- 
dential Committee of the American Board, in one of their docur 
ments, say : — << It is high time for the friends of missions to 
look forward and concern themselves on this point. Good mi»- 
sionaries are not to be made in a day. ^ * What foundation 
shall we lay ? What measures would a wise forecast lead us to 
adopt, to meet the call which may, and we hope will, at no 
distant day, be made for preachers to the heathen ? " 

This extensive and imperious demand for ministers, at home 
and abroad, will not be met without special eflfort in some 
form. Such effort has always been felt to be necessary, and 
has always in fact been employed, since the indispensable ne- 
cessity of an enlightened and regenerated ministry became a 
settled principle of the Reformation.^ No such thing as enter^ 

* It has been thought that this aid furnished to aspirants to the ministry is a novelty which 
has sprung up ia these late days and upon our own shores. But it must b« as aneient 9fi 
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prise in the work of spreading the gospel has existed without it. 
In the settlement of this country by a Christian people, this 

those days when inspiration ceased in the church, and ministers had to be qualified for tfaeir 
office by protracted study. It is a practice which had the sanction of the Reformers, and 
one of them at least knew the value of aid so afforded. Lulher. while a scholar at Mag dfr> 
burg, and afterward at Eisenach, was obliged to go and sing in tne streets, to earn a morsel 
of bread. He was often repulsed from the doors at which be applied, and shed many lean 
in s ' * t .

doors Ota Christian family at the very 
him. The wife of Conrad Gotta pitedthe poor boy who sang at her door, and hastened to 
relieve him. Her husband gave him a hospitable reception, and made the poor scholar e^ 
£isenach welcome under his roof. When be became the learned teacher of his age, he did 
not forget this act of kindness ', but reverting to Ursula, the wife of Conrad, who supplied bis 
wants when every one else repulsed him, uttered, says the historian, this memorable saying 
nothmg sweeter than the heart of a pious woman.'' He always sympatDizec 



** There is nothmg sweeter than the heart of a pious woman.'' He always s^ 
with *' tlie poor student." He thought the ecclesiastical benefices held by bishops should be 
appropriated to the wants of students. " A poor student," says he, '' may well have spiritnal 
livings to maintain his studying." " Bishoprics remain for the profit and use of poor stu- 
dents"— meaning that the fimds which supported the bishops under the papal 'rule diould be 
so appropriated. He had much at heart the education of youth and the training up of min- 
isters. ** Schools and ministers," said he, " are better than the Councils." 

The Calvinists (Huguenots) of France, in common with the Reformed Churches, had their 
attention directed to this subject at an early period. Their fifth National Synod, held at Pa- 
ris in 1565, " advertises those churches which have the means, of their duty to support those 
scholars in the Universities who may be capable one day of being employed in the holy min- 
istry." 

The tenth Synod, which met at Figeal, Aug. 1579, has the following langua^^e in Art. V. 
of their public enactments : ** Kings, Princes, and Noble Lords, and all those bodies likewise 
which possess ecclesiastical goods, as Provincial Synods, the Colloquies, (Presbyteries,) and 
the opulent churches, should be supplicated and exhorted to employ some portion of their 
said goods and revenues, to enable tnose to study theology who are already advanced in use- 
tiil learning, that they may be oonsecraied in the end to the ministry." The Synod assem- 
bled at Rochelle, June, 1581, savs, "We supplicate very humbly the King of Navarre, 
Monsieur the Prince, and other noblemen who are of our religion, to do their cnity in support 
of poor scholars and proposants for the ministry 3 and private persons are also expected to 
contribute to this object in all the churches, that each Colloquy (Presbytery) may support at 
least one proposant, and more if possible, by setting apart a ^nh of all moneys raised ror be- 
nevolent uses, for the support of the aforesaid proposants." 

At their meeting at Saumur, June, 1596, the Synod National exhort the provinces to main- 
tain the " greatest number of proposants possiole," and renew their entreaties '' to the 
Princes, Lords, Gentlemen, and the ConunonalW, and all to whom Ood hath given property, 
to employ it for the use of such proposants." On another occasion, die fifth part of the mo- 
neys received from the King of France is directed to be applied to tne same ooject. Stodents 
so assisted were directed to restore what had thus been furnished them, if they failed to enter 
the ministry ; and finally were compelled to give security that they would so refimd. 

Thus, in the article passed by the Synods of the once noble Huguenot Church of France, 
we see developed precisely the same system which has been pursued in the management of 
the cause of education in this country. 

The General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church in Scotland, as early as 1641, two 
hundred years ago, appointed, that " every Presbytery consisting of twelve ministers should 
maintain one bursar, (1. e. one student out of the common purse,) and where the number is 
fewer than twelve they shall be joined to another Presbytery ;" and in 1646, four years after- 
wards, ordained *' that every such bursar should have paid to him at least 100 pounds Scots 
yearly." 

These extracts will serve to show the practice of those churches from which, since the Re- 
formation, we are descended, and that in this branch of Christian benevolence we are not 
travelling untrodden ground. If we could ascend to the earliest times, we should find that 
the church has always felt it her privileffe and duty to stretch forth her hand, for the encour- 
agement and aid of those who are seeking to serve God in the ministry of reconciliation, 
^nstantine the Great provided poor students of theology with the means of support, and if 
we may judge from the provisions made for gratuitous education in the Collefre of Armagh, 
students were supported in the Culdee seminaries of our British fathers in the middle ages. 

And if any one wishes for a Scripture example to the same amount, he may find it in the 
man of Baajf-shalisha, 2 Kings, iv. 4£2, who supplied the wants of the sons of the prophets stu- 
dying widi Elisha, at a time of dearth. (See verse 38.) ** And there came a man from Baal- 
snalisha, and brou^t the man of God b^ead of the first fruits, twenty loaves of barley, and 
ftiU ears of com m the husk thereof." This is the first donation to a school of theology 
which history records. It was made two thousand and seven hundred years ago. And this 
is leeorded for our admonition, ''upon whom the ends of the world are come." Some in- 
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was one of the first things attended to. In this want of the 
inbnt churches, becoming soon apparent, originated the Colleges 
which were founded by the Fathers of New England. Special 
facilities were also connected with them for the education of 
ministers of the gospel. At length, as the population and the 
spiritual wants of the country rapidly increased, as knowledge 
and general education were more widely diffused, and as the 
venerable divines, whose houses had become schools of the 
prophets, were no longer able to meet the demands upon them 
for instruction. Theological Seminaries arose ; and more time, 
with a greater compass of studies, was prescribed for the course 
of preparation for the ministry. At this crisis, while numerous 
other forms of benevolent effort also were springing up, the 
necessity was seen for some more systematic and vigorous con- 
centration of means for multiplying the number of young men 
to be educated for the ministry, under the increased advantages 
afforded. Thus Education Societies arose, which for some 
time were local, county or State institutions, designed some- 
times to aid young men at particular colleges and academies. 
At length, for the sake of greater efficiency, these were con- 
nected together in one general organization. It is now almost 
thirty years since the American Education Society was form- 
ed ; and, by its co-operation with other benevolent agencies, 
during that period, an almost incalculable increase of the means 
of spreading the gospel has been provided. 

Yet with all these forms of special exertion, we have not 
kept pace with the increasing demands of the country for a 
supply of educated ministers. If special efforts for answering 
this demand have ever been necessary, that necessity still ex- 
ists. There was a time when there yas danger of such a des- 
titution at our own doors. By the blessing of Heaven upon 
these efforts in connection with other means, there is now a 
better supply just around the principal sources of production* 
But if New England were to be satisfied with creating a sup- 
ply for herself, what would be the condition of other portions 
of the country ? What would be the consequence if her edu- 

stances of charity of comparatively trifling value, as to Uie amount of the ffifl, are preserved 
in the pages of inspiration, to commend tne excellent spirit which prompted the act. As the 
woman -who anomted the Saviour's feet is to be held in everiasting^ remembrance, (Matthew 
xxvii. 30,) so the man of Baal-shalisha and bis timely gift shall never be forgotten.

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eational means and energies were to be graduated to the scale 
of her internal wants ? Bht it is impossible that New England 
should ever act upon this narrow policy, so long as the spirit oi 
the Puritans is not extinct in the bosoms of her people. She 
would wholly cease to fulfil her noble destiny, if, in a matter 
so important as this, she did not, in addition to die supply of 
her domestic wants, create a liberal surplus to meet the wants 
of others. 

Pecuniary necessities of the student. 

This is one of the points which, when properly considered, 
gives conclusive force to the claims of this object. Indeed it 
is the cardinal point in the case ; although not one which ad- 
mits of sublimity in illustration or eloquence in appeal. It is 
the design of Colleges and professional Institutions, established 
and endowed by public or individual munificence, to bring the 
means of a competent education for every department of pub- 
lic usefulness, as near as may be, within the reach of the 
young men of the nation. No student, be he rich or poor, 
pays the entire cost of his own education. 

But the provision made in the establishment of Colleges and 
Theological Seminaries, is not intended to defray all the neces- 
sary expenses of the student. His personal expenses must be 
paid out of his own purse. His clothing, board, books, tuition 
and travelling expenses, with various other charges incidental 
to a residence at College, are to be provided for by means of 
his own procuring. The same is true at the Theological 
Seminary, except that the charge for instruction is provided for 
by the endowments of the Institution, and, therefore, is remit- 
ted to all students alike. These expenses, at the lowest com- 
putation, for those who are compelled to dispense with every 
thing which is not absolutely necessary, cannot fall short of 
one hundred and fifty or two hundred dollars annually. Aad 
they are to continue through four years without intermission 
at College, and three years more at the Theological Seminary. 
The course of studies which is prescribed for the student, dur- 
ing each of these periods, is laid out upon the plan of engross- 
ing his whole time, so far as can be done with safety to health 
and mental vigor ; and demands, in order to the attainment of 
its full benefits, a concentration of the whole powers of the 
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miiKl upon it. This makaes it absolutely impossible ior Ui# 
student, ordiuahly, to earn as he goes along, the entire means 
of his own support. A few, probably, will possess advantages 
in this respect, such as the knowledge of some trade, or ability 
to instruct in some accomphshm^tit for which high prices ass 
paid by the rich, through which they may obtain an income 
equal to their expenses. The number of such will be small ; 
perhaps one in a hundred. All, however, may do something, 
varying in amount according to the opportunities and facilities 
afforded them. The two hundred and eighteen young men 
who have sent their returns to the Parent Society during, the 
year now closed, have earned within this time, by their own 
efforts in teaching, labor, &c., mostly performed in the College 
vacations, the gross sum of eight thousand Jioe hundred and 
eighty dollars. This is an average of about forty dollars for 
each one. It is, however, a thing wholly impracticable, as a 
general £Eu:t, that students, who do not receive from their 
friends the means of suj^rt at College, should sustain themi- 
selves entirely by their own exertions. The parent, who had 
the means of supporting his son, and yet should do nothing for 
him, and require him to earn his subsistence himself, as he goes 
along, under the pretence that < no young man is worth educat- 
ing who cannot work his own way,' would be considered either 
as an unnatural parent, or a man beside himself. No young 
man is expected to do any thing like this in any other analo- 
gous situation. The apprentice is never required to. clothe and 
board himself, and purchase his own tools, while he is learning 
any trade or business. Neither ought this to be required of the 
student, the nature of whose employment renders it peculiarly 
difficult for him to suffer the loss of time, or the distraction and 
disquietude of mind which is necessarily demanded by contri- 
vances and exertions to earn the means of subsistence. In th^ 
effort to do this, many a fine mind has been crippled ; many a 
good constitution has been broken down. How often hav^ 
the hopes of the church, from a promising young minister, 
who, but for the double burdens he was compelled to carry in 
this hard contested race, might have held on in his career of 
usefulness through the ordinary term of life, been blasted at the 
threshold and buried with him in an early grave ! 

Will any one say, < Then look to the families of the rich. 
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Let the obiigation be pressed upon diem to educate their eow 
in greater numbers for the ministry^ ? To this the Directors 
would respond, Let the rich do all they can. They are never 
to be disparaged in this work. If God has giren them sons, it 
is their duty and privilege to train them for the service of 
Ohrist, in any sphere of labor where he may have need of 
them. Many of them are needed in the work of the ministry. 
Some of them are qualified by their piety and talents to be- 
come eminently useful in this work, if the right views and 
habits are successfully inculcated upon them. Let not the 
families who are blessed with wealth, feel that they are ex- 
empted on that account, from the obligation to give up their 
sons to endure hardness as good soldiers of Jesus Christ The 
Directors would go further, and say, let the rich seek out op- 
portunities to do good in this form to the sons of their relatives 
in humble circumstances who may be desirous of obtaining an 
education for the ministry ; whenever they are satisfied that 
the requisite piety and intellectual endowments have been be- 
stowed upon them. This is a privilege which they are per^ 
mitted by Providence to exercise, if they feel sufiicient confi- 
dence in their opportunities of judging and directing in a mat- 
ter of this kind. 

But after all which may reasonably be expected firom this 
source, it can afford but a part only of the supply which is de- 
manded for the wants of the world. The great mass of the 
families in this country, are in a moderate condition of life, 
especially as to their ability to command the use of money. 
Living comfortably and respectably for all the ordinary ends ci 
life, educating their children well for the common pursuits of 
industry, yet the cost of educating a son at college would be 
wholly beyond their means. From this portion of the people 
many of the ministers of Christ have been called in every past 
generation ; and this will continue to be the experience of the 
church, not only down to the millennium, but to end of the 
world. So that there is a department in the enterprise of pre- 
paring a competent ministry for the church of Christ, in which 
there is an unavoidable demand for some form of charitable 
aid. Education Societies do not covet the whole work. They 
cannot, they ought not to do but a small part of it. They m^ 
designed, however, to be subsidiary in just that measure in 
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which their efforts ahall appear to be needed. And this, owing 
to the pecuniary necessitiei of a large class of the students 
who have been inclined by the Spirit of God to seek a pre^ 
paration for the ministry, has been in so large a measure hith* 
erto, as fully suffices to show the great importance of their lar- 
bors. It appears, for example, that so long ago as 1838, out of 
827 Theological students in the different Seminaries, B66 were 
aided by the American Education Society. For three years pre« 
vious to the last, it has been observed, that about one half of the 
graduates, each year, at the principal Theological Seminaries 
in New England, had been assisted by the Society in some 
part or the whole of their course. During the last year the 
whole number of graduates at these Institutions^ and at the 
Theological Department in the Western Reserve College, was 
s^pty-fmr, of whom forty^one had received such assistance. 
Facts like these are proper to be stated for the information of 
contributors to this cause, that they may see what interest they 
are entitled to feel in the rising ministry, and in the good 
which Christ designs to accomplish through their instrumei^ 
tality« 

Comparative ckdvanta^es of the System. 

As a further ground of the claims which this object presents 
to Christians in this country, it is but just to refer to the supe<^ 
riority of the system adopted here for securing the end in view. 
The Dissenters in England, feeling the necessity of special ezt 
ertions to provide an educated and evangelical ministry for 
their people, and being excluded from the privileges of the 
Universities, have been driven to the necessity of estiabUshing 
a number of small Academies or Colleges, in which their can** 
didates for the ministry are iustructed. There are about 
twelve of these institutions at present in EIngland* They take 
these young men through both the Classical and Theological 
departments, giving them all the education they are expected to 
obtain before they enter the ministry, in a course of five or six 
years. They are exclusively confined to students preparing 
for the ministry, and do not accommodate on an average over 
twelve er fifteen each. The largest number in any one of 
these Seminaries is forty. Qheahunt CoUege, where Dr« Har* 
ris is President, educates twenty. But at the most of tbam^ 
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provision is not made for more than the number abovemention- 
ed ; the object of their supporters being, not to concentrate 
their efforts, but rather to disperse their students through their 
communities. Each of these Academieis or Colleges is sup- 
ported by the annual contributions of subscribers and donors 
who are interested in its special welfare ,* and the entire estab- 
lishment is owned, the salaries of the instructors paid, and the 
students furnished gratuitously with their board, by the Asso- 
ciation. It would seem that these full benefits are extended to 
all the young men alike, without respect to any difference in 
their private circumstances. 

Such is an outline of the system adopted, (in a great mea- 
sure from necessity we may presume) — ^by the Dissenters in 
England : and the only one which admits of comparison with 
our own. It is obvious that such a system must require a very 
large expenditure in proportion to the number of individuals to 
be educated ; that the means of instruction are quite inferior in 
amount ; and that young men are under the serious disadvan- 
tage, throughout their whole course, of being separated from 
all other classes of students. The number associated in study 
is also, in most cases so small, as to leave them incapable of 
realizing some of the important benefits of a Collegiate educa- 
tion. That these disadvantages of their system are felt by 
some of our brethren in England, may appear from the follow- 
ing editorial remarks found in the Congregational Magazine for 
1841. 

<< Our dissenting Colleges," says the writer, '< have not been 
what they ought to have been. In saying this, we do not 
mean to attach the slightest blame either to the tutors or man- 
agers of our Colleges ; for they have, with few exceptions, 
done all that they could under the circumstances of the case. 
Nor do we blame the public ; for it also has done as much as 
could fairly be expected from it. The reason why our Col- 
leges have not given that extensive course of education which 
all students for the ministry ought to go through, is simply ow- 
ing to the fact of our having possessed a comparatively small 
number of learned men among the laity ; and it was not, there- 
fore, to be expected that they should contribute liberally to the 
support of that learning which they did not feel the want of 
themselves. 
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" The small number of students in most of our Colleges, and 
the want of all stimulus to exertion in the prosecution of their 
studies, have been of great disadvantage. Our students have 
had no means of comparing themselves with others j they have 
had none of the intellectual excitement which is supplied by 
the great Universities ; and the consequence has been that they 
have frequently fallen into careless and idle habits, which have 
had the most injurious effects in after life. The same causes 
have impaired the efficiency of the tutors. Seeing the stu- 
dents careless and negligent, they too have sometimes fallen in- 
to a drowsy state, and lost that lively interest in their duties, 
without which, teaching is of little use to the pupil, and an 
irksome task to the tutor."* , 

The comparative advantages of the more popular form of ef- 
fort for the supply of an educated ministry, which, as it is en- 
tirely practicable in this country, has been successfully pursued 
by this Society for nearly thirty years, must readily enough 
appear in contrast with the above outline and remarks. How 
much more economical our system in all respects ! For a com- 
paratively trifling sum, distributed to each student in person, he 
is enabled, making his own selection of his teachers and place 
of study, to secure to himself all the advantages of liberal in- 
struction and discipline which have been provided by the ex- 
penditure of hundreds of thousands of dollars. The community 
of taste and learning too, as well as of personal confidence and 
esteem, established by an intercourse in college pursuits, be- 
tween those who are destined for the sacred office and the can- 
didates for other professions, is seen to be a consideration of 
much value as life passes onwards and the bonds of society are 
cemented by its influence. The benefit to the colleges of the 
religious element thus kept predominant in their discipline, and 
of the effusions of the Spirit sent down upon them in answer to 
the prayers of so many pious inmates, are likewise points of re- 
commendation for the system we have adopted. 

This topic might be dwelt upon at much greater length ; but 
there is little need that the argument should be protracted. It 
may be added, merely in the briefest terms, that our system is

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vnsely adapted to the stcUe of society in this country. Its whole 
structure and operation is most congeiual with the spirit of our 
popular institutions. This Society, pre-eminently, deserves the 
name American. It has brought into a new and most important 
application, the grand idea that << instruction should be furnish* 
ed gratis to all the children in the community," which was 
never known in the world before it crossed the minds of our 
Puritan forefathers. It opens the door to personal merit and 
enterprise ; and enables the church to avail herself of the hid- 
den wealth which is in her sons. It counteracts the tendencies 
in society to artificial inequalities and distinctions ; and secures 
to the whole people a ministry adapted to their wants and sym- 
pathies. 

On such grounds, then, the Directors would send forth their 
appeal in behalf of the object which engrosses their solicitude, 
as they enter upon the labors of another year. They would 
themselves be admonished by the rapid flight of time, and the 
frequent recurrence of these anniversary seasons, that their share 
in all these labors must soon be performed. They would im- 
press the same thought upon all who co-operate in the work. 
Let not the year now entered upon be considered as an unim- 
portant part of the opportunity remaining to any one for bring- 
ing those sacrifices with which God is well pleased. What thy 
hand findeth to do for the wants of the world, do it with thy 
might. The expostulating appeal comes in whispers from many 
a hearth of domestic piety, where this cause can never be for- 
gotten. It comes from bands of devoted youth struggling with 
every difliculty to enter the harvest-field. It comes in entreat- 
ing voices from those toiling and ready to sink in the midst of 
their work. It comes from the West and from the Cast ; from 
India and the Islands of the sea.

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CONSTITTTTION 



AMERICAN EDUCATION SOCIETY. 



Thb object of this Society is to educate pious young men for the 
gospel ministry. 

Article I.* Any person who shall subscribe and shall pay into the 
Treasury at one time, one hundred dollars, and if a clergyman, forty 
dollars, shall be an honorary member ; and shall hafe a right to sit 
and deliberate in all meetings of the Society. But all members here- 
after added to the Society, who shall be entitled to vote, shall be 
chosen by ballot at an annual meeting. 

Art. II. A permanent fund, consisting of bequests, legacies, and 
donations, given for this special purpose, shall be formed by the 
Directors. 

Art. III. There shall annually be chosen, by ballot, a President, 
Vice President, Treasurer, and Secretary, who shall also be Clerk, 
and such other officers as may be (bund necessary ; who shall continue 
in office till others shall^be chosen in their stead. 

Art. IV. This Society shall, from time to time, by ballot, elect 
such a number of honorary Vice Presidents as they may judge 
expedient. 

Art. V. The Society shall annually appoint, by ballot, eleven 
Directors; who, together with the President and Vice President of 
the Society, shall constitute a Board of Directors, five of whom shall 
constitute a quorum at any meeting regularly convened. It shall be 
the duty of this Board to increase the funds of the Society, by soli- 
citing themselves, and by appointing and instructing agents to solicit 
the aid requisite to achieve the object in view. This Board shall have 
the power of appropriating all monies for the support of beneficiaries; 
of examining and selecting candidates for patronage ; of appointing 
committees to examine and recommend its applicants living in distant 
parts; and, generally, of transacting all business necessary for the

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fartherance of the objects of this Society, not otherwise herein provided 
for. The Directors shall also keep a fair record of their proceedings, 
and annually make report of their transactions to the Society. 

Art. VI. dualified candidates may be aided, in each stage of 
preparatory education for the ministry,' but, except in very singular 
cases, no applicant shall be assisted, even in the first stage, who shall 
not produce, from serious and respectable characters, unequivocal 
testimonials of hopeful piety, promising talents, and real indigence ; 
nor shall any person be continued on this foundation, whose instructor 
or instructors, except in very special cases, shall not annually exhibit 
to the Directors, satisfactory evidence, that in point of genius, diligence, 
literary progress, morals, and piety, he is a proper character to receive 
aid from these sacred funds ; in addition to which, each beneficiary, 
after his admission into any college, shall annually exhibit to the 
Directors, a written declaration, that it continues to be his serious 
purpose to devote his life to the gospel ministry. 

Art. VII. Any person who has been assisted by this Society, 
and whose name shall be stricken from the list of beneficiaries, be- 
cause of misconduct, or other deficiency in regard to the qualifications 
required by the Constitution, and the Rules of the Directors;* or, who 
shall have concluded not to devote himself to the gospel ministry, shall, 
within a reasonable time, refund the sum expended for his education, 
with lawful interest, whenever required by the Directors. 

Art. VI IL The President, and in his absence, the Vice Presi- 
dent, in concurrence with three of the Directors, shall have power to 
call special meetings of the Society. 

Art. IX. The Treasurer shall be bound with two sureties, in a 
reasonable sum, to be determined by the Directors, to the faithful dis- 
charge of his^duty. He shall vest the property of the Society in the 
safest and most productive forms; make payments and advances of 
money, from time to time, agreeably to the orders of the Directors ; 
and annually render to the Society a written account of all receipts 
and expenditures within the year, of the amount of its funds, and of 
the manner in which they are vested : — this account to be previously 
examined and approved, in writing, by a Committee of the Society, 
annually chosen for the purpose. He shall also give to the Directors, 
whenever they request it, a particular account of the state of the 
Treasury. 

Art. X. The Society shall meet annually at such time and place 
as the Directors shall appoint, to elect officers, to hear the report of

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the Directors and of the Treasuter, aod to traiwact other n^eenisry 
iMisineM. 

Art. XI.* At all meetings of the Society, tw^ve members shall hm 
requbite to constitute a quorum ; and e?isrj meeting of the Soeiety, 
aad of the Directors, shall be opened with prayer. 

Art. XII. The Presidents of all Societies, auxiliary to thi9, 
which shall pay annually one thousand dollars into the Treasury 
of this Society, shall be, ex officio, honorary Vke Presidents of this 
Society. 

Art. XIII. Wheoerer a Society shall be formed, by the inhabit*- 
ants of any State or district, which shall adopt the essential principles 
of this constitution, especially the provisioils of tJhe sixth article, jas tho 
basts of its own, such Society, upon the due notice of its existeooe^ 
and desire of union, may be received, by a vote of the Directors, ss la 
constituent Branch of the American Society. 

Every such Branch Society shall possess the right of appointing its 
own officers, including a Board of Directors and a Treasurer; and 
also the right of appropriating its own funds for the assistance of 
beneficiaries, who shall have, in all respects, the requisite qualifications. 
Every candidate for such assistance shall be examined by a committee 
of three competent men, two of whom shall be appointed by the Di- 
rectors of said Branch Society, and one, by the Directors of this Scv* 
ciety ; and, if approved, may prosecute his studies, preparatory to the 
ministry, under the immediate superintendence of the Directors of said 
Branch Society ; or, if they shall deem it expedient, such candidate 
may be committed to the charge of the Directors of this Society, All 
monies of any Branch Society, not appropriated as above, shall be 
transmitted to the general treasury; and whenever the exigencies of 
such Society shall exceed its own resources, it may apply for assistance 
to the Directors of this Society. 

Art. XIV. Presidents of Branch Societies shall be, ex officio^ 
members of this Society, and also honorary members of the Board of 
Directors. 

Art. XV. The Directors shall have power to supply atiy vacancies 
that may occur in their own Board, or in th^ officers of the Society, 
till the next annual meeting. 

Art. XVI. No alteration of this Constitution shall be made, except 
on recommendation of the Directors, and by vote of three-fourths ci 
the members present, at an annual meeting ; or unless the proposed 
alteration shall have been submitted to th^ Society, in writing, at a 
previous meeting.

ACT OF INCORPORATION. 

COMMONWEALTH OF MABBACHUSETTB. 
IN TBB TEAR OF OUR LORD ONE THOUSAND EIGHT HUNDRED AND SIXTEEN. 

An Act to incorporate the American Education Society, 

Section I. Be it enacted by the Senate and House o( Representatives in Geoe- 
ral Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, that William Phillips, Samuel 
Salisbury, Eliphalet Pearson, William Reed, Joshua Bates, Asa Eaton, Samuel H. 
Walley, and Aaron P. Cleveland, together with those who have associated, and who 
may hereafter associate with them, be and they are hereby incorporated and made a 
body politic, by the name of The Amebic an Education Society. And the So- 
ciety aforesaid shall have perpetual succession, and may have a common Seal, which it 
shall he lawful for them to alter at pleasure ; and may purchase and receive,^y gift 
or devise, lands, tenements, and real estate of any kind, and the same hold in fee 
simple, or less estate, the annual income and profits whereof shall not exceed the 
value of ten thousand dollars. And the said Society is hereby enabled to take and 
receive subsclfptions of charitably disposed persons, and may take any personal 
estate in succession ; and all donations to the Society, either by subscription, legacy, 
or otherwise, (excepting such as shall be differently appropriated by the donors, or 
by a vote of the Society, agreeably to their Constitution,) shall make a part of or be 
put into the capital stock oi the Society, which shall be put out on interest on good 
security, or otherwise improved to the best advantage, and the income or profits 
applied to the purpose of aiding indigent young men of talents and hopeful piety in 
acquiring a learned and competent education for the gospel ministry. 

Section 2. Be it further enacted, that the said Society may choose a President, 
Vice President, Clerk, Treasurer, and such other officers as they shall see fit ; and 
may at their first meeting under this incorporation, by the vote of two-thirds of the 
members present at said meeting, adopt such Constitution or system of Rules and 
By-laws, as they shall think necessary for the orderly conducting and executing the 
business of said Society, and for the most effectually securing the object of their 
institution ; which Constitution or system of Rules and By-laws shall be for the 
government of said Society, and shall not be altered at any subsequent meeting, but 
in the manner therein pointed out; provided such Rules and By-laws be not repug- 
nant to the Constitution and laws of this Commonwealth. 

Section 3. Be it further enacted, that the Society aforesaid may at all times 
under the name, style, and title aforesaid, sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, 
appear, prosecute, and defend to final judgment and execution, and may appoint an 
Agent or Agents, to prosecute and defend suits with power of substitution; and it 
shall be lawful for the said Society to make sale of any Estate or personal property, 
given or purchased, as aforesaid, or in any other way or right accruing to them in 
their corporate capacity, (unless that, which is given, be otherwise expressly order- 
ed or appropriated by the donor,) and convey the same by deed or other legal 
instrument, duly executed ; and when the property to be conveyed is real estate, 
under the hand of the Treasurer, and the Seal of the Society : provided that all 
moneys, arising from such sale, be applied to the same use to which the income 
thereof was belore applied. 

Section 4. Be it further enacted, that William Phillips, Esquire, be and he hereby 
is authorized by notification, in any two of the newspapers printed in Boston, to 
appoint the time and place of the first meeting of said siociety. 
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THIRTIETH ANNUAL MEETING. 



The American Education Society held its Thirtieth ADnual Meeting 
at the Rooms of the Central American Education Society, New York, 
May 14, 184a 

Rev. Justin Edwards, D. D., an Honorary Vice President of the So- 
ciety, was called to preside. 

Dr. Edwards opened the meeting with prayer. 

Rev. John J. Owen, of New York, was appointed Clerk of the meeting. 

The Secretary read the record of the doings of the last Annual Meeting. 

The Treasurer's Report was submitted by the Secretary ; and, on mo- 
tion, was accepted, adopted and ordered to be printed. 

The Thirtieth Annual Report of the Board of Directors was presented 
by the Secretary, and, on motion, it was 

Voted, That the reading of the Report of the Directors be now dispensed 
with ; and that an abstract of it be read at the public meeting this evening. 

Rev. Dr. Patton, Rev. Dr. Phelps and the Secretary were appointed a 
Committee to report a nomination of officers for the ensuing year. The 
Committee afterwards reported a Jist of persons for election as officers, 
and another list for corporate members. 

The Officers of the Society for the ensuing year were then chosen. 

The following gentlemen were elected Corporate Members of the So- 
ciety, viz : Mr. William Ropes, of Boston, Ms. ; Rev. David Greene, of 
Boston, Ms.; Rev. Constantine Blodoett, of Pawtucket, Ms.; Rev. 
John W. Chiceering, of Portland, Me. ; Rev. Swan L. Pomrot, of Ban- 
gor, Me. ; Hon. George Grennell, of Greenfield, Ms.; Rev. Edward Rob- 
inson, D. D., of New York city ; Mr. Edward Goodwin, of Hartford, Ct. ; 
Rev. William Mitchell, of Rutland, Vt. ; Rev. John Richards, of 
Hanover, N. H.; Hon. Henrt Strong, of Norwich, Ct. 

The following votes were then passed, viz : 

Voted, That the thanks of the Society be tendered to the Trustees of the 
Mercer Street Church, for the kind oflfer of their house of worship, free of 
charge, to this Society, for the purpose of holding in it their public anni- 
versary this evening. 

Voted, That the thanks of this Society be given to the speakers who 
have engaged to address the meeting this evening. 
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The businees being finished, prayer was offered by Rer. James W. 
McLane, of Williamsburg, N. Y., and the Society adjourned, to attend the 
public services of the Anniversary, in Mercer Street Church, at half past 
seven o'clock. 

Evening. — ^Met according to adjournment 

Anson G. Phelps, Esq., of New York, was called to preside. 

The services were introduced with prayer by Rev. Thomas H. Skinner, 
D. D., of New York. 

An abstract of the Annual Report of the Directors was read by the Sec- 
retary. 

On motion of Rev. Jonathan F. Stearns, of Newburyport, Ms., second- 
ed by Rev. Asa D. Smith, of New York, 

Resolved^ That the Report, an Abstract of which has now been read, be 
accepted, and adopted, and that it be printed under the direction of the 
Executive Committee. 

This resolution was supported in an address by Mr. Stearns. 

On motion of Rev. Jonathan B. Condit, of Newark, N. J., seconded by 
Rev. Eliaeim Phelps, D. D., of Philadelphia, Pa., 

Resolved, That the American Education Society has been so far proved 
in its principles and its design, as to commend it to the sympathy and con- 
fidence of all who desire the salvation of men. 

This resolution was supported in an address by Mr. CondiL 

On motion of Rev. Leonard Bacon, D. D., of New Haven, Ct, seconded 
by Rev. Milton Badger, D. D., of New York, 

Resolved, That the work of bringing forward, by the training of a liberal 
and thorough education for the ministry of the gospel, those young men 
whom God has qualified by the endowments of nature and of grace, is a 
work that cannot be neglected without the greatest hazard to the interests 
of our country and the world. 

This resolution was supported in an address by Dr. Bacon. 

After the singing of a Doxology, the Benediction was pronounced by 
Rev. Dr. Badoer ; and the Society adjourned. 



THIRTIETH ANNUAL REPORT 



DIRECTORS 



The American Education Society now celebrates its Thir- 
tieth Anniversary. The history of its operations embraces the 
entire period assigned by Providence to one of the generations 
of the human race. Since it began its labors, constrained by 
an awakened sense of obligation to preach the gospel to every 
creature, a portion of the human family equal to all the mil- 
lions then inhabiting the earth, have passed from their proba- 
tion here into their everlasting state. The thought is full of 
interest and solemnity; especially to those upon whom the 
burden of responsibility in directing these labors has been laid. 
Many of those also, who have preceded them, or been asso- 
ciated with them, in this responsibility, having served their 
own generation by the will of God have fallen asleep and been 
laid unto their fathers. Twenty years have elapsed since the 
first President of the Society, the honored Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Phillips, was removed by death. The three Vice Presi- 
dents first appointed to that office, Salisbury, Reed and Bart- 
lett, are all numbered with the dead. Of those who have been 
elected Honorary Vice Presidents twenty-one have died ; 
among whom that distinguished civilian, gentleman and Chris- 
tian, John Cotton Smith, LL. D., has been numbered the past 
year. Many besides, who were early the eminent patrons, and 
active promoters of this cause, have ceased from their labors. 
Among these the names of Worcester, Porter, Cornelius, Evarts, 
Wisner, forever to be associated with the memorials of this 
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Age of Benevolence, which in so many ways called forth their 
noble energies, will be held in long remembrance for the labors 
and benefactions they bestowed. 

But while death has removed so many, it is matter for grate- 
ful notice, that a goodly number yet remain among us, of those 
who assisted in laying the foundations of the Society. Of the 
one hundred and thirty-four original members, who subscribed 
their names to the constitution, sixty-eight survive. Four of 
the original members of the Board of Directors are yet among 
the living ; one of whom continues still to serve in this im- 
portant trust. There is also upon the present Board another of 
the founders of the Society who officiated as the first Corres- 
ponding Secretary. These have beheld with gratitude, and 
even with wonder, the extended fruits of their liberal design. 
It may be useful, in sympathy with them, to carry our thoughts 
back to the day when they were assembled in those consulta- 
tions which led them to the adoption of their purpose. One 
who took an active part, has thus sketched the scene : " We 
were together," he says, " with one accord. There was no di- 
vision of sentiment. All saw the want of able and faithful min* 
isters of the gospel. Though we had not then, as has since 
been done, viewed the desolations of Zion in their length and 
breadth, yet we had seen enough and heard enough to con- 
vince us that something must be done, or the churches would 
soon have no efficient pastors, and the heathen continue to per- 
ish for lack of vision. Something must be done, was the com- 
mon sentiment. But what ? how ? was the unanswered, and 
apparently unanswerable inquiry of all. What could be done to 
increase the number of able and faithful ministers of Jesus 
Christ ? We conversed and prayed ; and at length, though 
with much fear and trembling, we acted ; we resolved to or- 
ganize a Society ' to aid indigent pious young men of talents 
in obtaining a suitable education for the gospel ministry.' 1 
well remember," he observes, " the great deliberation and cau- 
tion, I had almost said reluctance, with which some were 
brought to adopt the resolution — the trembling of the hands 
raised in its support. The formation of this Society was in- 
deed an experiment. It was impossible to foresee the re- 
sult. Even the most sanguine friends of the project never 
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anticipated half the beneficial effects which have resulted from 
the action of that memorable day." 

The good which this Society, in a period of so much Chris- 
tian activity and with so many co-operating agencies in the 
field, has been the means of accomplishing, has diffused itself 
so widely and increased to such an amount, that it lies no 
longer within the scope of any calculation to which the mind 
of man is competent. The pecuniary means which have been 
placed at its disposal have amounted to nearly one million and 
one hundred thousand doUars, The number of young men 
who have received assistance from its funds, is three thousand 
six hundred and eighty ; a large proportion of whom have en- 
tered the ministry ; and others are approaching the time when 
they will commence their public labors. It is probably within 
the bounds of truth to affirm that the number of educated min- 
isters in this country, who have entered upon their work with- 
in the last fifteen or twenty years, is twice as great as it would 
have been if Education Societies had not been raised up. 

About one hundred who have been furnished in this way 
for their work, have gone abroad as missionaries to the hea- 
then. Among them are some of those heroic servants of Christ 
now in Persia, in Greece, in India, in China, upon whom the 
deepest interest, not only of the churches at home, but like- 
wise of other portions of the Christian world has been concen- 
trated. 

But these, valuable as they are, must be regarded only as in- 
cipient results of this sacred enterprise. Its immediate fruits 
are intended to become seeds to other harvests. They are 
energies living and working to higher ends, which faith here 
but imperfectly apprehends, which eternity alone can suffi- 
ciently unfold. 

Operations of the past year. 

In pre^nting a statement of the operations of the Board the 
past year, the Directors are happy in being able to say that the 
encouraging anticipations with which they entered upon its 
labors, have, for the most part, been fully realized. Not feeling 
authorized to expect that the extraordinary advance in the 
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pecuniary receipts which had been realized the previous year, 
would continue to be fully sustained during the year ensuing, 
they did not propose immediately to increase the rate of appro- 
priations to the students ; but made it their special endeavor to 
adjust their system of expenditures upon such a basis as would 
be likely, from an average income, to leave a considerable 
amount to be applied towards the liquidation of the debt. The 
hope was expressed in the last Annusd Report that this consum- 
mation would not be delayed beyond the close of the present 
year ; and the Directors have now the satisfaction of reporting, 
for the first time since the year 1828, that the Society has no 
debt. The liabilities of the Board on this account, at the close 
of the last year, had been reduced to $7,630 11. This amount, 
with a further sum of $279 50 for interest on the same, making 
a total of $7,909 61, the Directors have been enabled to apply, 
during the year, to the final removal of this protracted cause of 
embarrassment ; while, in doing it, they have not been under 
the necessity of departing from their previous resolution to take 
nothing for this purpose, if it could possibly be avoided, from 
the ordinary contributions of the churches. 

In presenting the usual summary of the details in the finan- 
cial department, it will be convenient to follow the order of the 
Reports of the Treasurers respectively, of the Parent Society 
and of the Central American Education Society ; as these ac- 
counts are now exhibited in schedules wholly distinct from 
each other. 

Receipts and Disbursements. 

The amount of receipts into the Treasury of the Parent So- 
ciety during the year, for current use, is $26,936 51. 

The balance in the Treasury, reserved for current use, at the 
beginning of the year, was $2,108 62 ; making the whole avail- 
able means of the Board, for the year $29,045 13. 

The disbursements from the Treasury of the Parent Society ; 
for paying the Ctuarterly Appropriations, and the expenses of 
conducting the operations of the Board, together with the entire 
balance due on account of the Society's debt, principal and in- 
terest, have amounted during the year to $21,787 99, being 
$5,148 52 less than the current receipts for the year ; and leav- 
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ing a clear balance now in the Treasury of the Parent Society, 
for current use, — no longer subject to any deduction for pay-- 
ment of past arrearages,-— of $7,257 14. This balance is nearly 
equal to the sum for which the Society was indebted at the 
beginning of the year. 

The amount acknowledged by the Treasurer of the Central 
American Education Society, embracing the receipts of the 
Philadelphia Ekiucation Society, the Evangelical Lutheran, &c. 
is $12,411 68 ; which, tc^ether with a balance from last year 
of f 2,036 96, gives for the available means of that Society, 
$14,448 64. 

The disbursements from the Treasury in New York, and by 
other Societies who transmit through this channel a statement 
of their accounts, have amounted to j^l3,036 81, leaving in their 
several Treasuries a balance of $1,411 73.

Legacies. 

These have amounted during the year to $11,277 79 ; hav- 
ing been increased beyond the average amount, by a legacy of 
six thousand dollars bequeathed to the Society by the late Hon. 
Daniel Waldo, of Worcester, Mass., and paid into the Treasury 
by his Executors within a few months after his decease. It 
may justly be regarded as an honorable testimony to the excel- 
lence of any public object that it should frequently be remem- 
bered by Christians in their solemn testamentary acts. At 
whatever period of life these acts are in secret recorded and 
sealed, they are usually done with enlightened and prayerful 
deliberation, as the result of deep and settled convictions of 
duty, and with a sincerity like that of the dying hour. If the 
Christian, in maturing a purpose of this kind, could be tempted 
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to yield to any suggestions of a vain-glorious pride, yet the re« 
flection that when the deed he has done shall be published on 
earth, he will have passed to the tribunal of his final Judge, 
must constrain him to ask, and only to ask, — Lord, what wilt 
thou have me to do ? The answer which enlightened piety has 
obtained to this inquiry, has brought into the treasury of the 
Education Society many of its largest benefactions. 

Loans Refunded. 

From this source the Society receives something handsome 
every .year. The amount paid back the past year by those who 
have formerly received assistance, is $2,973 69. 

For three years, or more, all refunded moneys have been ap- 
plied towards the liquidation of the debt ; but as this burden is 
now removed, whatever may accrue hereafter from this source, 
will go directly, with other funds, to supply the necessities of 
.those whom the Board may desire to aid in their preparation to 
preach the gospel. 

Number of Young Men assisted. 

The number of students assisted during the year is three 
hundred and seventy-fivej being thirty more than were assisted 
last year. Of this number, two hundred and thirty-eight have 
been connected with the Parent Society ; one hundred and 
four with the Central American Education Society \ and thirty^ 
three with the Education Society of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church. 

New Applicants received. 

The number received during the year, upon the recommen- 
dation of Examining Committees, has been ninety-three; — 
fifty-eight by the Board at Boston, thirty by the Board at New 
York, and five by the Evangelical Lutherans. This is almost 
double the number of new applicants received last year ; an 
increase which is doubtless to be ascribed to the encouraging 
impression produced by an improvement in the state of the 
funds. 
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Distribution of the Students, 

One advantage of the system which this Society adopts is the 
liberty which it aflFords to the young men in their choice of the 
Colleges and Seminaries where they may pursue their studies. 
This is limited only by the principle that the Institution select- 
ed mtist be one of a sound and established character; and must, 
in theory and practice, afford the means of obtaining a thorough 
course of education. Thus the young men are enabled, in this 
important particular, to consult the dictates of personal conven- 
ience and economy, or any other individual preferences proper 
to be indulged ; taking the counsel of judicious friends, with 
such other indications of Providence as they may discover, to 
assist in their decision. Geographical or. local reasons are, 
very naturally, the principal causes which control their distri- 
bution. 

The following are the Institutions at which the young men 
connected with the Parent Society have been pursuing their 
studies, with the number in each.

Sixty-six of the young men who have been aided by the 
Society in a part or the whole of their course, have this year 
finished their studies, at the different Theological Seminaries, 
and entered upon the work of the ministry. 

Of eighteen from the Theological Seminary at Andover, five 
have devoted themselves to the work of missions among the 
heathen ; being all, with one exception, in the class of which 
they were members, who have chosen that service.

The following table will show at what Theological Semina- 
ries young men assisted by the Socilbty have graduated the 
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past year; also the number at each, compared with the whole 
number of graduates for the year* In the present instance the 
proportion of graduates connected with the Society, does not 
happen, in the aggregate, to be so large as usual. Similar 
comparisons have shown before, that, even for the last five 
years, the number assisted by the Society has been about one 
half of the whole number entering the ministry from the Insti- 
tutions where they have been educated. In 1828 it was ascer- 
tained that of 827, the whole number of Theological students 
in the United States that year, 655 were connected with this 
Society.

Appropriations. 

The duarterly Appropriations to the young men connected 
with the Parent Society, have been continued during the year 
at the same amount as the year before. The rule of the Board 
prescribes twenty dollars for the amount of each quarterly re« 
mittance to the students ; but the embarrassments of the Treas- 
ury made it necessary for the Directors, in 1842, temporarily to 
adopt a more limited scale of disbursements. During the years 
1842 and 1843, only one half the regular amount was granted ; 
but since that time, appropriations of three quarters the foil 
amount hare been granted steadily by the Parent Society ; and 
the money has, in all cases, been forwarded to the young men 
immediately after the quarterly meetings of the Board. 

A process of curtailment, varying somewhat from this in its 
details, but not materially in its amount, has been pursued by 
the Board in New York. 

The embarrassments of the Parent Society being now re- 
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moved, it will be the immediate aim of the Directors to adjust 
their system of disbursements with reference to some scale of 
receipts which may be considered, from year to year, as highly 
probable or certain ; that they may, if possible, secure steadi- 
ness in the appropriations at their stipulated amount. It is 
extremely important to the young men that they should be 
enabled to depend upon the Society to do for them all which 
it has undertaken to do ; and whenever the limit of its ability 
to do this can be probably determined, it seems to be wrong to 
overlook that limit in suffering the number assisted to be indefi- 
nitely increased. 

The Directors do not think, that in the settled order of their 
operations, they ought to allow the Society to become pledged 
to a greater number of young men than they may confidently 
expect to sustain throughout, in conformity with every provis- 
ion of the Rules. It may not be an easy matter, while reso- 
lutely avoiding the liability of a debt, to attain the true course 
of successful economy on this point. An attempt, however, 
will be made. 

As a first step towards the end desired, the Board, at their 
last quarterly meeting, adopted the following regulation in 
reference to the appropriations of the ensuing year : 

" Voted, That as the debt of the Society is now entirely liquidated, the 
Board will commence making appropriations of the full amount with the 
first quarter of the ensuing year ; and that if there should be necessity for 
curtailment during the year, from an insufficiency of the funds, it will at 
such time be expedient to decline receiving an additional number of appli- 
cants, until the means of the Society shall enable the Board to sustain 
them without reducing the quarterly appropriations below the regular 
amount." 

The ground taken in the first clause of this Resolution would 
not at this time have been ventured upon, if there had not ex- 
isted a considerable balance in the Treasury at the commence- 
ment of the year; since, without such an accumulation in 
advance, the current receipts of the Society, from sources which 
it is now possible for the Board to calculate upon with any 
good degree of certainty, are not such as would have rendered 
an increase in the appropriations, to the present number of stu- 
dents, a prudent measure. The annual contributions of the 
churches and the income of the Scholarship Fund, are the only 
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parts of the finances accruing, which can with reason be as- 
sumed as a basis for a regular system of expenditures. Other 
additions to the means of the Board may not, as a general thing, 
be expected to do more than to compensate for occasional fluc- 
tuations in the ordinary receipts. If, then, improving the sug- 
gestions of experience, the Board can succeed in graduating 
their liabilities of disbursement by the ratio of the more regular 
portion of the receipts, availing themselves of other resources as 
a reasonable security in advance against an unfavorable turn of 
the finances of the Society, they may hope to go steadily 
forward without again incurring either the dangerous incon- 
venience of heavy pecuniary embarrassments, or the painful 
necessity of disappointing the young men by partially stopping 
the payment of appropriations. The Directors, moreover, enter- 
tain the hope that the conditions which they have here pre- 
scribed for themselves, will, ere long, be so far aflfected, by a 
gradual and permanent improvement in the annual contribu- 
tions, as to lead, by the operation of the same rule, to an essen- 
tial enlargement in the amount of the Society's benefactions. 

Agencies. 

The Rev. Joseph Emerson, General Agent for Massachusetts, 
has continued his labors during the year in that State, visiting 
also a few places in Connecticut and Rhode Island, and has met 
with encouraging success. To his earnest and judicious efforts 
in behalf of the cause, much of its prosperity is to be ascribed. 

No other agent has been employed in New England for 
nearly two years. In Maine, New Hampshire, and Vermont, 
and likewise in a large part of Connecticut, the work has, of 
necessity, been left upon the hands of the pastors ; who, with 
all their pressing cares and duties, have probably in many 
instances suffered it to go undone. The collections sent to the 
Treasury, from this portion of the field, especially from the 
three States first named, have been few and small. The 
Directors will probably find it necessary to make some effective 
addition to this department of instrumentality the coming year. 

The Rev. Daniel Clark, Jr., continues his labors as Agent in 
Central and Western New York, having been sustained for two 
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years past by the Western Eklucation Society, at Auburn, and 
by the Utica Agency, and dividing his labors between them. 

The Western Education Society have lately appointed the 
Rev. L. D. Howell, of Geneva, their Secretary and Agent. He 
will enter upon the duties of his agency about the last of May. 

The Rev. John W. Ray, late of Glenn's Palls, N. Y., has 
recently been appointed an Agent by the Central American 
Education Society: He has accepted the appointment and 
entered upon his labors. 

The three agencies last mentioned, which have their sphere 
beyond the limits of New England, are more particularly 
noticed in the Report of the Central American Education Soci- 
ety, which, with their Treasurer's Report, will be found entire 
in the Appendix. 

Discontinuance of the Quarterly Journal. 

The Number of the "(Quarterly Journal of the American 
Education Society " for May, 1846, completes the eighteenth 
volume of the series, as they have been designated in the order 
of publication. The first volume included eight numbers, 
embracing a period of two years. It is nineteen years, there- 
fore, since the work was commenced. Since the discontinu- 
ance of the American (Quarterly Register, a small edition of the 
Journal has been issued, without any subscription list, as before ; 
and sent to clergymen, to officers and members of the Society, 
and its auxiliaries, and to some others who have desired it. 
The numbers have been limited in size to a single sheet in 
covers. Publications of the kind have now become so numer- 
ous that the Directors have felt some hesitation in sending out 
the Journal, especially to clergymen, who are in danger of 
being burdened by such a multiplicity of publications sent to 
them through the mails, and often having no time perhaps to 
give them even a cursory perusal. For this, among other 
reasons, it was determined to bring the series to a close with 
the volume just completed ; and to rely on the facilities afford- 
ed so abundantly by the weekly religious press for such com* 
munication with the public as may be found useful. 
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Conclusion. 

The Directors have now submitted all the subjects of infor- 
mation which are necessary to be comprised in a statement of 
the results of their labors during the year. Aware that the 
Annual Reports of Benevolent Societies are no longer sought 
for or read for any thing besides the facts they contain, they 
are not desirous of prolonging their remarks beyond this neces- 
sary extent. Any farther exposition of the code of Regulations 
adopted and pursued by the Society in carrying out its general 
design, can hardly be needful at present, after the full discussion 
bestowed upon those features of the system in several of the 
recent Annual Reports, and in other published documents of 
the Board. Every thing, so far as the knowledge of the Direc- 
tors extends, is working successfully under the present plan. 
The experience of another year has added increased confidence 
to their belief that the system combines elements of great 
practical wisdom and utility. Continued and persevering exer- 
tions will be used to employ all its advantages for maintaining 
a strict and elevated standard of piety, talent and scholarship 
among the students. In proportion as this end is accomplished 
the prosperity of the Society will be secured, and its benefits, 
as an agency for the salvation of the world, enhanced. 

For the relief which the Society now enjoys from the pres- 
sure of difficulties and embarrassments, the friends of the cause 
have special reason for thankfulness to the great Head of the 
church. By his favor it is that their mountain has been made 
to stand strong. But they are not to rest here. Depending 
upon the same almighty aid, they are now to address them- 
selves with unimpeded energies to the work before them. To 
the mind of every believer in the word of God, who truly par- 
takes of the spirit of Christ, the moral condition of our country 
and of the world at this day supplies the most urgent motives 
to an increased activity in this work. How are the wide and 
growing desolations of our land to be brought under evangelical 
influence, unless ministers of Jesus Christ, in greater numbers 
and with a more self-denying zeal, can be raised up ? How 
are the encroachments already made upon the dark domains of 
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Paganism and the Man of Sin to be maintained, — ^how to be 
pushed onward until victory shall declare for the cause of our 
divine Master, — unless large accessions can speedily be made 
to the exhausted and wasting bands of soldiers in the foreign 
field ? This is certainly one of the most indispensable agencies 
now employed, in its connection with missionary operations, 
for the establishment and extension of the kingdom of Christ 
on earth. 

The great leading plans of associated action for the spread of 
the gospel, in which the churches of our land are engaged, are 
one in their spirit aud design. They are diverse and distinct 
only as sustaining different departments in the great work. 
Their harmony and mutual co-operation is most essential to the 
grand scheme of our benevolent enterprises ; and beautiful, at 
the same time, in the efficiency which it gives to the appliances 
by which they are sustained. Their tendency, taken as a 
whole, is most direct and powerful, when prosecuted with vigor 
and in due proportion, to bring in speedily the fulfilment of the 
great promise which assures our faith that the earth shall be 
full of the knowledge of the Lord as the waters cover the sea. 
Furnished with such means for giving a wise and efficient 
direction to their religious charities, ought not Christians of this 
day to be actuated by a zeal for the cause of Christ, which, if 
their lives and labors could be continued, would not suffer them 
to rest until the will of God should be done on earth as it is 
done in heaven. 

What, then, is the dictate of enlightened Christian zeal with 
respect to this branch of our benevolent operations, on which 
peculiarly rests the responsibility of securing such an increase 
in the number of ministers of the gospel as will be necessary 
to meet the great demand for the word of life, from all the 
fields which are opening to missionary effort at home and 
abroad ? Only one answer can be given to this question. It 
must be vigorously sustained, otherwise every good work will 
be retarded, and some overwhelmed with absolute disaster. 
The force of these considerations, which for a few years has 
been obstructed by peculiar causes, is beginning again to be 
extensively felt. It must be felt more and more ; for we shall 
soon be called upon to do three or four fold what we are now 
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doing towards supplying our country and the world with a 
learned and pious ministry. Objections to the Society's plan 
of operations are, happily^ in a great measure done away. Let 
but its resources be adequately replenished, as the Spirit of God 
shall again be poured out upon the youth in our Christian con- 
gregations, and it will be found accomplishing, with undimin- 
ished success, the work for which it Was raised up. Let a 
good measure of that fervent zeal be again manifested among 
the ministry of our land which drew forth the strong appeals of 
such men as Griffin, Eycurts, and Oornelius, in behalf of this 
object, — of that munificent bounty among the Christian mer- 
chants of our cities, which made some of them its earliest and 
noblest benefactors, — of that activity among our intelligent 
young men, which enlisted many of them in efficient organiza- 
tions for its support, — and there will again, through this great 
instrumentality, be obtained abundant answers to the prayers 
which go up continually to the Lord of the harvest for laborers 
to be sent into his vineyard. 

But who — the occasion reminds us to ask — ^who that is now 
actively enlisted in this work, will be found standing on the 
verge of life after the lapse of another thirty years, when the 
generation with which he is acting shall have passed away ? 
That day only will reveal the answer. — Of how many more 
will it then be asked, " The fathers, where are they ? " May 
it be granted to them, as to those worthies to whom our mem- 
ories are this day reverently carried back, that while they rest 
from their labors their works shall follow them in blessings to 
all succeeding time ! 
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CONSTITUTION 



AMERICAN EDUCATION SOCIETY. 



The object of this Society is to educate pious young men for the 
gospel ministry. 

Article L* Any person who shall subscribe and shall pay into the 
Treasury at one time, one hundred dollars, and if a clergyman, forty 
dollars, shall be an honorary member ; and shall have a right to sit 
and deliberate in all meetings of the Society. But all members here- 
after added to the Society, who shall be entitled to vote, shall be 
chosen by ballot at an annual meeting. 

Art. II. A permanent fund, consisting of bequests, legacies, and 
donations, given for this special purpose, shall be formed by the 
Directors. 

Art. III. There shall annually be chosen, by ballot, a President, 
Vice President, Treasurer, and Secretary, who shall also be Clerk, 
and such other officers as may be found necessary ; who shall continue 
in office till others shall be chosen in their stead. 

Art. IV. This Society shall, from time to time, by ballot, elect 
such a number of honorary Vice Presidents as they may judge 
expedient. 

Art. V. The Society shall annually appoint, by ballot, eleven 
Directors; who, together with the President and Vice President of 
the Society, shall constitute a Board of Directors, five of whom shall 
constitute a quorum at any meeting regularly convened. It shall be 
the duty of this Board to increase the funds of the Society, by soli- 
citing themselves, and by appointing and instructing agents to solicit, 
the aid requisite to achieve the object in view. This Board shall have 
the power of appropriating all monies for the support of beneficiaries; 
of examining and selecting candidates for patronage ; of appointing 
committees to examine and recommend its applicants living in distant 
parts; and, generally, of transacting all business necessary for the

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furtherance of the objects of this Society, not otherwise herein provided 
for. The Directors shall also keep a fair record of their proceedings, 
and annually make report of their transactions to the Society. 

Art. VI. Qualified candidates may be aided, in each stage of 
preparatory education for the ministry; but, except in very singular 
cases, no applicant shall be assisted, even in the first stage, who shall 
not produce, from serious and respectable characters, unequivocs^ 
testimonials of hopeful piety, promising talents, and real indigence ; 
not shall ai^y f^r^jk be ^oi^ipu^d on this foui|dat]k)i^ V^O^e inatriv^ti^ 
or instructors, except in very special cases, shall not annually exhibit 
to the Directors, satisfactory evidence, that in point of genius, diligence, 
literary progress, morals, and piety, he is a proper character to receive 
aid from these sacred funds ; in addition to which, each beneficiary, 
after his admission into any college, shall annually exhibit to the 
Directors, a written declaration, that it continues to be his serious 
purpose to devote his life to the gospel ministry. 

Art. VII. Any person who has been assisted by this Society*, 
and whose name shall be stricken firom the list of beneficiaries, be- 
cause of misconduct, or other deficiency in regard to the qualifications 
required by the Constitution, and the Rules of the Directors;* or, who 
shall have concluded not to devote himself to the gospel ministry, shall, 
within a reasonable time, refund the sum expended fi>r bis education, 
with lawfiil interesi;, whenever rioquired by the Directors. 

Art. VIII. The President, and in his absence, the Vice Presi- 
dent, in concurrj^nce vtith three of t|ie DirectorSj shall have power to 
call special mpetings of the Society* 

Art. IX. The Treasurer shall be bound with- two sureties, in a 
reasonable sum, to be determined by the.Directors^ to the faithfiil dis- 
charge of his duty. He shall^ vest the property of' the* Society in the 
safest and most productive fi>rms ; make payments and advances of 
money, from time to time, agreeably to the orders of the. Directors; 
and annually render if> the Society a written account of all receipts 
and expenditures. within the year» of the amount of its fimds, and- of^ 
the manner in which they are vested :—rthis account to be previously 
examined and approved, in writing, by & Committee of the Society, 
aijnually chosen for the purpose. He shall also give to the Directors, 
whenever they request it, a particular account of the state of the^ 
Treasury. 

Art. X. The Society shall meet annually at such time and place 
as the Directors shall appoint, to elect ofiicers, to hear the report of

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the Directors and of the Treasurer^ and to transact other necessary 
business. 

Art. XI.* At all meetings of the Society, twelve members shall be 
requisite to constitute a quorum ; and every meeting of the Society^ 
and of the Directors, shall be opened with prayer. 

Art. XII. The Presidents of all Societies, auxiliary to this, 
which shaU pay annually one thousand dollars into the Treasury 
of this Society, shall be, ex officio, honorary Vice Presidents of this 
Society. \ 

Art. XIII. Whenever a Sdciety shall be formed, by the inhabit- 
ants of any State or district, which shall adopt the essential principles 
of this constitution, especially the provisions of the sixth article, as the 
basis of its own, such Society, upon the due notice of its existence, 
and desire of union, may be received, by a vote of the Directors, as a 
constituent Branch of the American Society. 

Every such Branch Society shall possess the right of appointing its 
own officers, including a Board of Directors and a Treasurer; and 
also the right of appropriating its own funds for the assistance of 
beneficiaries, who shall have, in all respects, the requisite qualifications. 
Every candidate for such assistance shall be examined by a committee 
of three competent men, two of whom shall be appointed by the Di- 
rectors of said Branch Society, and one, by the Directors of this So- 
ciety ; and, if approved, may prosecute his studies, preparatory to the 
ministry, under the immediate superintendence of the Directors of said 
Branch Society ; or, if they shall deem it expedient, such candidate 
may be committed to the charge of the Directors of this Society. All 
monies of any Branch Society, not appropriated as above, shall be 
transmitted to the general treasury; and whenever the exigencies of 
such Society shall exceed its own resources, it may apply for assistance 
to the Directors of this Society. 

Art. XIV. Presidents of Branch Societies shall be, ex officio, 
members of this Society, and also honorary members of the Board of 
Directors. 

Art. XV. The Directors shall have power to supply any vacancies 
that may occur in their own Board, or in the officers of the Society, 
till the next annual meeting. 

Art. XVI. No alteration of this Constitution shall be made, except 
on recommendation of the Directors, and by vote oi three-fourths of 
the membercr present, at an annual meeting; or unless the proposed 
alteration shaU have been submitted to the Soci^etjr, in writing, at a 
previous meeting.

New York, May, 1S46. 



The general objects of the Education Society have been sustained 
during the year, with an increased measure of liberality. Although 
the aggregate of receipts falls a little short of what it was the year 
previous, yet the collections from the churches amount to a larger sum 
than they have for several years. The receipts however have not been 
sufficient to meet the urgent demands of those whose main reliance is 
on the funds of the Society, and in December and March the state of 
the Treasury would not justify full appropriations. In several in- 
stances serious embarrassment has been experienced. 

Amount of Agency, 

The Society has gone on through almost the entire year with the 
same limited amount of agency which they have employed for several 
years past, the services of the Secretary being divided between the 
Parent Society at New York and the Auxiliary at Philadelphia. The 
Directors have been fully satisfied, by a long and painful experiment, 
that no cause depending as this does on the prevalence of an enlight- 
ened public sentiment, can succeed to the extent which the claims of 
this cause demand, without an amount of agency which shall bring it 
before all the churches which contribute to its funds, at least once a 
year. 

Soon after the last Annual Meeting arrangements were adopted to 
secure the labors of one or two more men in the business of collecting 
funds, and also to revive the operations of the Society at the West. 
But owing to causes beyond their control they were unable until with- 
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in a few days of the close of their financial year, to accomplish any 
part of their plans in this particular. 

In September, Rev. Ebenezer Cheever, of Newark, N. J., entered 
on the service of the Society at the West ; but before he had arrived 
at the field of his contemplated labor he was called to the pastoral 
office with such prospects of usefulness and such evident indications 
of Providence, as decided him to accept the call. Another gentleman 
was engaged as an Agent late in the autumn, but he also was called to 
the pastoral office, and did not enter on the service of the Society 
at all. 

At the meeting of the Directors the last of March, they made choice 
of Rev. John W. Ray, late pastor of the Presbyterian church at 
Glenn's Falls, N. Y. He has accepted the appointment and entered 
on the work. He did not, however, commence his labors till the last 
week in April of the present year. Mr. Ray, though a young man, is 
known within the circle of his acquaintance as a man of talents, in- 
dustry, perseverance and energy of character, and is believed by all 
best acquainted with him to be well adapted to the work. 

Operaiions at the West. 

Since our last Report, a new Society auxiliary to the Central 
American Society, has been organized in Michigan. Some twenty or 
more young men who are either in college or prepared to enter college, 
have already signified their desire to become its beneficiaries as soon 
as it shall be in a condition to afford them assistance. Most of these 
will pursue their college course at the University of Michigan — an 
institution which promises to be extensively useful to that great and 
growing State. 

Measures preliminary to a similar organization in Northern Ohio 
have also been adopted, and another on a different plan in the valley 
of the Ohio River, with the seat of its operations at Cincinnati. In 
the latter place an Agency has been appointed of gentlemen from the 
Synods of Cincinnati, Ohio and Indiana, and they are expected to 
operate at present through the Philadelphia Education Society. The 
experience of every year is adding confirmation to the sentiment which 
has long been held by this Board, that ministers for the West^ should,, 
as far as practicable, be educated at the West. The Directors there- 
fore regard these movements with peculiar interest, and are deter- 
mined to do all that their relations to this cause will permit, to carry 
forward these efforts with as little delay and with as much energy as 
possible. 
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Number tf Bmefida 



The number who have been aided by the funds of the Central 
American Education Society during the year is 137^ which is ten 
more than were aided the previotts year. The number of Neto Appli- 
cants is 30^ which is eleven more than applied the previous year. Of 
this number nearly three fourths are in the last stage of their educa- 
tion, being in their theological course. It is a lamentable fact, that 
for several years past the proportion of pious young men in our col- 
leges has been decreasing, and is much smaller now than in former 
years, and unless God in his mercy shall revive his work in our 
churches, and convert a larger number of our young men, we shall 
doubtless be doomed to witness in this country a famine of the word 
more appalling thap has been experienced since we have been a 
nation. 

Fin€mces. 

The receipts of the Society, including balance as per last Report, 
amount to $14,448 54. The Society also holds stock in the Erie 
Bank, Pa., the avails of a legacy of Mr. Judah Colt, amounting 
to $1,150. The amount received, however, has not been suffi- 
cient to meet the demands upon the Treasury, and the Directors 
have not been able to pay full appropriations, except the first two 
quarters of the year. The year previous to the last an unusual 
amount was received from legacies and loans refunded by former 
beneficiaries. The past year nothing has been received from legacies, 
and less than $200 from sums refunded. 



Western Education Society, 

This Society has continued through the year with only the small 
amount of agency which half the time of one man could afford. 
Tbey hav« made several endeavors to obtain an agent for that field, 
but till, recently without; success. The amount collected during the: 
year is $1,643 38. Tbi» amount is considerably short of what is 
necessary to sustain the young men who are within the territory em* 
braced by the Society. All that has been aca>mpli8hed in the way of 
racing funds has been done by Rev. Daniel Clark, Jr., and during the- 
time that he could spare from the more immediate field of his labors. 

At a late meeting of the Directors, Rev. L. D. Howell, of Geneva, 
who has been several years engaged in a similar employment, was 
elected Secretary and Agent for the Society. He has accepted the 
appointment and is to enter on its duties the last of May. Mr. How- 
ell has had consideinble experience, in the business of an agency, is 
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well acquainted with the field that he is to occupy, and the best re- 
sults may be confidently anticipated fi'om his services in the cause. 

Utica Agency. 

The receipts of this Agency amount to $2,329 28, which is about 
$100 more than the receipts of the previous year. Rev. Mr. Clark, 
who so long and so successfully labored in the service of this Agency, 
has continued with his wonted efficiency during the year, but has 
devoted to it only a portion of his time ; the other portion being de- 
voted to the Western Education Society. 

Philadelphia Education Society, 

The arrangement which was entered into in 1840, by which the 
time of the Corresponding Secretary should be divided between the 
Parent Society and this Auxiliary, is still continued, leaving to the 
Philadelphia Education Society one half only of the time of one man. 
A series of domestic afflictions in the family of the Secretary have 
made unusual encroachments upon even the one half of the time de- 
voted to this Auxiliary during the past year. The receipts, however, 
amount to $4,643 08, which, deducting the sums received from lega- 
cies, and loans refunded, is more, by about $500, than the receipts of 
the previous year, and more in proportion to the agency employed than 
in any former year with the exception of one. The number of young 
men aided by this Auxiliary is 40 ; a larger number than it has ever 
aided before. About $1,000 have been remitted from its treasury to 
the Parent Society at New York. 

Education Society of the Evangelical Lutheran Church. 

This important Agent in the Education cause, became auxiliary to 
the Central American Education Society nearly ten years ago. Its 
funds are collected mainly in the Evangelical Lutheran Churches, and 
are expended on beneficiaries in the Pennsylvania College and Theo- 
logical Seminary at Gettysburg, Pa. It has already accomplished 
much and promises to accomplish still more for that large and respect- 
able denomination to which its efforts are generally confined. The 
receipts during the year were $3,300, and the number who received 
assistance was 33. 

Education Society of the German Reformed Church, 
From this Society no official Report has been received. 
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General Remarks, 

The Directors regret that circumstances beyond their control have 
prevented the accomplishment of their plans for the enlargement of 
their operations at the West, and the increase of agency on the whole 
field. Their chief difficulty has been in obtaining suitable men as 
agents. The business of an agent is, at best, a self-denying business. 
It requires qualifications of a high order and of a peculiar character, 
and the Directors have ever found it extremely difficult to procure 
suitable men, or to retain them long when they were procured. The 
Education Cause is attended with many circumstances of embarrass- 
ment which do not appertain to any other department in the great 
system of benevolent action. It has prejudices to encounter, difficul- 
ties to overcome, and impediments to surmount, which can only be 
appreciated by the more intelligent portions of the community. 

The incidents in its history furnish no appeals to move the passions 
or excite the sympathies of the populace. Those who labor in it, and 
those who contribute to it, must do it from principle — from those 
large, far-reaching, and intelligent views which embrace the whole 
system of action which the full recovery of the world requires. Of 
this system, the Gospel ministry lies confessedly at the foundation. It 
is the corner-stone. The success, therefore, of the cause in which 
this Society is engaged, is and must he fundamental to the success of 
all the rest. 

The Directors, therefore, in closing this Report, declare explicitly 
that their hearts are pained with the fact, that they have been able to 
do so little in this cause during the last year. They have endeavored 
in the fear of God, to appropriate in the best manner the funds which 
the church has placed at their disposal. But when they reflect that 
in this country alone more than four thousand Churches are 
already organized which are destitute of the stated ministrations of the 
pastoral office, and that portions of our western settlements are still 
without any church organization, where at least two thousand churches 
might be formed, and would be formed at once, if pastors could be 
obtained ; and when they also consider that the whole movement of 
the church towards the conversion of the world is to be determined 
essentially by the progress of this cause, they do not, they cannot feel 
satisfied until a greatly enlarged amount of influence and patronage 
and prayer shall be concentrated upon this cause. In entering there- 
fore on the labors of another year, they appeal with renewed earnests 
ness to the churches of our land, to furnish the means of a more 
liberal appropriation to this cause. To the Christian merchant they ap- 
peal, for a larger portion of the abundance with which God has blessed 
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his enterprise ; to ihe^meehanie, for a larger portion of the aTaib of 
his trade ; to the husbandman^ for a portion of the produce of his 
fields ; to the female, for a portion of the avails of her industry ; to the 
man who *' expects to die," and is about to make bis will — to such, 
especially, do they appeal, and ask that this cause, with all the press- 
ing urgency with which its claims are commended, may not be for- 
gotten. And to every Christian who has an interest at the throne of 
grace, is this appeal presented, that they will improve that interest in 
earnest prayer to '' the Lord of the harvest, that he will send forth 
laborers into the harvest." The Saviour, as if anticipating the diffi- 
culties which this cause would encounter when the piety of the church 
should become feeble, and " the love of many should wax cold," pro- 
vided in a way in which he has for no other object, that it be made a 
subject of special and specific prayer. To the Lord of the harvest, 
and to the patronage and prayers of all his laborers and all his re- 
deemed, sanctified, adopted children, is this cause again committed, in 
the hope and the expectation that He who hears and answers prayer 
will raise up the laborers, and that the church will furnish the means 
of qualifying them for the work.

ADDRESSES 

DELIVERED AT THE THIRTIETH ANNTJAl MEETING 

OF THE 

AMERICAN EDUCATION SOCIETY, 

New Tork, May 14, 1846. 



Thk following Addresses, delivered at the Anniversary in Mercer street 
church, New York, have been obtained for publication, through the me- 
dium of a reporter employed expressly for the occasion. Circumstances 
have prevented a revisal of them by their authors, with the exception of 
that of Rev. Mr. Condit; but it is believed that they are here given sub- 
stantially as they fell from the lips of the speakers. 

ADDRESS OF REV. JONATHAN F. STEARNS. 

Tho first Resolution, on the acceptance of the Annual Report, was of- 
fered by the Rev. Jonathan F. Stearns of Newbury port, Mass., as 
follows : 

Resdvedf That the Report of the Directors from which extracts have now been 
read, be accepted alid adopted^ and that it be printed under the direction of the 
Executive Committee. 

I offer this resolution, said Mr. Steams, not as a matter of mere form, 
but because I feel a deep sense of the importance of the object in which 
this Society is engaged. It is one of an extensive system of benevolent 
operations ; and one which is essential to the accomplishment of that sys- 
tem ; and wiliiout which all the other departments would find their efforts 
paralyzed. I would as soon think of dispensing with the business of the 
machinist in the conduct of manufactures, as to dispense with the enter- 
prise of the American Education Society in the great cause of evange- 
lizing the world. The church needs ministers well trained, devoted and 
accomplished, to carry on the work which her Master has commanded her 
to execute; and these she must have, or the work never will be accom- 
plished. We need them for the sustaining and conducting of the churches 
at home ; we need them that the cause of domestic missions may flourish ; 
we need them to send to the Gentiles, that the heathen may be converted 
from their idolatry and come to the knowledge of the living and true God, 
and of Jesas Christ whom he has sent 

The importance of the object in which this Society is engaged may be 
seen from two principal considerations, to which I would now direct 
attention. 

First, We need a well educated ministry. 

Second, If we are to have such a ministry the church must prepare it 
for the work. 
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There never was a day, since the time of the Apostles when there was 
more need of thoroughly trained men to engage in this work, than the day 
in which we live. The time has passed by when a superficial education 
could pass for learning among the people ; the people at large have dipped 
into all sorts of science and literature, and know something of their 
meaning ; and they demand that their ministers should go down to the 
utmost depths, and bring them up gold and pearls and diamonds such as 
they are not themselves able to reach. The press is pouring new matter 
for thought upon the public mind ; and if the minister would obtain an 
influence over the community, he must be able to understand thoroughly, 
and to sifl and weigh well what the press is spreading abroad ; and show 
the people the difference between truth and error, and lead them in the 
paths of truth and righteousness. 

It is the bane of our times that we have so many half educated men, — 
so few thoroughly educated men. What is error, when it prevails in the 
community ? Unmixed falsehood is soon detected, and, as such, it falls 
powerless ; it is discarded, repudiated, at once ; it gains no access to the 
mind of an intelligent, thinking man. It is half truths, where the truth 
forms the vehicle for the error, and gives it plausibility, which gain ac- 
ceptance. For the sake of the truth many adopt the error, and truth does 
in this way become poison to the minds and souls of men. Half educated 
men are apt to be satisfied with half truths, and to disseminate them to the 
injury of those who form the masses of the community. 

Why is it that we have so much of that which may be called mysticism 
and fanaticism among us ? Some will say it is all hypocrisy, designed 
for a purpose that is not avowed on the part of the promoters. But they 
are honest men ; a large proportion of them, I believe, sincerely desiring 
to do good ; who are spreading these fanatical doctrines through the length 
and breadth of the land, and producing such confusion in the church of 
Christ. But they are men who can see but a single point, their minds 
having never been trained to look abroad over a wide circle of thought ; 
and consequently but one idea fills their scope of vision — it seems good, 
and they resolve to pursue it, and they do pursue it, trampling, in their 
w'ay, upon human institutions, character and rights. O, if these men had 
been trained to look abroad into the bearings of things, and the relations 
between thought and thought and principle and principle, they would not 
dare thus to pursue their aim regardless of the character of their cause ! 

We need thoroughly educated men to cope with the skepticism and infi- 
delity which is pouring in upon us. Why is it that Germany is exerting 
such a tremendous influence at this moment, on our country ? Because 
she has learned men, who look deeply, investigate thoroughly, and who, 
if they have not the proof, will not believe. It requires thoroughly trained 
men to expose the sophistries thrown upon us by German Rationalists, 
and by infidels of all classes that exist in the community. 

But if we are to have educated men in the ministry, the question arises, 
how are we to obtain them ? How are they to be raised up ? Whence 
are they to come ? I say the church must train them herself; she must 
take them by the hand and lead them forward to the sacred pulpit, and 
prepare them to stand there and do honor to the cause they attempt to 
defend. 

It may be said that those who have educated themselves, are the best 
fitted to perform their part in this high office ; that those, who have energy 
sufficient to go forward and secure an education without assistance from 
others, are men who always, when they come into the world, and engage 
in the scenes of active life, do honor to themselves and promote efficiency 
the cause of their Master. I know something of the experience of a young 
man struggling to obtain an education by his own unassisted efiforts. I 
kgunff something of the sleepless nights, and anxious days, and the broken 
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health ! O yes, I feel it at this moment in every fibre of my frame, and 
am prepared, therefore, to feel the deepest sympathy for the young man 
without means, striving to secure to himself the benefits of a thorough 
education in order that he may devote his talents, improved to the extent 
of their capacity, to the service of his Divine Redeemer. It is true that 
those young men who have energy to struggle with these difiiculties, will 
have energy to work, when the difficulties are surmounted ; but it is not 
true that we can accomplish every thing by our individual strength. The 
ground is strown, I doubt not, with the bones of many who have fallen in 
the effort ; and our pulpits bear witness to the efiTect of such overaction, 
and exertion of the brain and constitution, in the impaired energies of 
many of those who occupy them. There is a limit to the efforts with 
which a young man should be taxed in his exertions to obtain an edu- 
cation. I remember a young man who in his youth spent the thoughts of 
his day and dreams of his night upon the question. Shall I ever attain a 
public education? And, when at last, as his object seemed likely to be 
accomplished, difficulties arose, and he looked around to see whither he 
should resort, I remember to have heard the groans which broke from hts 
heart as he felt that after all his purpose must be frustrated on the very 
threshold of its accomplishment. 

Some will say, perhaps, that this work should be done by private munifi- 
cence. But there are very few men who will take a young man by the 
hand and incur the responsibility of carrying him through an education 
to the ministry ; they shrink from the thought and turn coldly away. 
Some may say it should be done by the individual churches, each raising 
up its own men. This plan is encumbered with difficulties. Few 
churches are competent to make the selection, and carry forward, with the 
judgment which is needed, a band of young men. It is necessary that 
some should be devoted to the business of receiving the charities of the 
church, and disbursing those charities appropriately and effectively. It is 
said sometimes that this Society has done its work, that it was a good 
Society in its day, but its day is now past; and we should direct our 
energies to another department. I do not believe it has done its work ; 
and I would ask what indication can be found to show that this Society 
has not at this moment as great and important a work to do, as it ever 
had ? Is it not as important as when Worcester and Evarts devoted their 
powerful minds to K>rm its plans, or when Cornelius poured forth his 
burning eloquence in its behalf? It ns ; and I believe it will continue to 
be ne^ed as a special department of Christian benevolence until the 
earth shall be filled with the glory of God, as the waters cover the sea. 

Let us not then diminish our confidence in this Society, which has al- 
ready accomplished so much. We are told that it has assisted nearly four 
thousand men, and brought into the field more than three thousand in the 
course of thirty years ; and this, too, at the expense of not three hundred 
dollars per man. What more could be desired of any society ? Has it 
brought some men into the ministry who ought not to be there ? Who 
ever saw a collection of three or four thousand bushels of wheat, without 
some blasted grain or chaff? Or who would say, when the winds have 
blown the chaff to the surface, ^ away with this producing of wheat ; it is 
all useless ? " We do not reason thus in our worldly business, and why 
should we in relation to the interests of Christ's cause? 

It is the object of this Society, not only to bring into the ministry edu- 
cated men, but devoted, pious men. Were this not its object, the sooner it 
were discarded and disbanded, the better for the cause of religion. There 
cannot be a greater curse to the community than a worldly, selfish, cold- 
hearted minister, leading the church and speaking in the name of religion 
to the world. In a beautiful town on the banks of the Merrimack, tradition 
says, many years ago, there lived a good old Presbyterian elder, famed 
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among his contemporaries ehiefly for his strongy coarse oommon sensei, and 
devotedly attached to the great principles of the &ith as it is in Jesus. He 
was one of a little band who under the influence of Wbitefield and Tennent 
were induced to leave the churches their fathers worshipped in, and their 
grand, but cold and formal Christianity, and to establish a new church on 
purer principles. It chanced that a polished, thoroughly educated minis- 
ter, but of cold heart, and little acquainted by experience with the truths of 
religion, delivered a sermon in this church. It was delivered with much 
correctness of empliasis, and was as far as its construction went, perfect 
and polished, but pointless. He descended from the pulpit with a self- 
' satisfied air, expecting of course to be highly complimented for his effort. 
As be passed from the pulpit, near where this old elder worshipped, a gruff 
voice spoke in his ear, <* Husks! husks! no food for my soul to-day!" 
The educated gentleman passed him by as a combination of ignorance and 
impertinence. Many years afler, when the old man was laid in his grave, 
there came an elderly gentleman into the town, asking for this elder, and 
earnestly desiring to see him. When he learned that he was dead, he 
wept, and with much agitation said, ^ He was my spiritual father. Those 
words which he uttered, pierced my heart, and I could not escape from 
them. My conscience told me they were truth, and kept telling me thus 
till it brought me to know the truth as it is in Jesus." O, give us no such 
men as these to stand in the pulpits of our country, or to go forth as mis- 
sionaries to the heathen! But give us men whoimow the truth by expe- 
rience ; who have felt it in their inmost souls ; who love the Lord Jesus 
in sincerity, and who are willing to bring all their talents, eloquence and 
accomplishments and lay them at Jesus' feet. Give us men of this stamp, 
such as this Society seeks out, and then prepare them thoroughly for the 
work, as it endeavors to do ; and they will go forth to the world with the 
glad tidings of the gospel, and will preach from burning hearts words of 
fire that will convince and convert thousands. 

For these reasons, friends and brethren, I feel that the Society whose 
claims have now been presented, ought to be sustained ; that it ought to 
enjoy the sympathy and prayers, and the continued support of the churches 
of Jesus Christ. 



ADDRESS OF REV. JONATHAN B. CONDIT, 

IN SUPPORT OF THE FOLLOWIFG RI80LUTI0H. 

Resolvedy That the American Education Society hae been so far proved in its 
principles and design, as to commend it to the sympathy and confidence of all 
who desire the salvation of men. 

As a people we are not remarkably prone to wait until a thing is proved 
before we trust it. We put up our material structures quickly, as if we 
did not expect them to bear severe proof; and it is possible we are charge- 
able with the same fault in our moral building. If the American Edu- 
cation Society, when first established was regarded as an experiment, and 
succeeded partly on the ground of its novelty, this is no longer true. We 
cannot keep new enterprises constantly before the people ; and it is not 
desirable. I am not sorry when a Christian enterprise has lost the charm 
of novelty, and has its foundations planted in the intelligent convictions 
of thinking men. I know it is not then so easy to awaken enthusiasm on 
a given occasion, or to enkindle the energies of the people in view of a 
special emergency. But what is far better than this temporary enthu- 
siasm, you can plant a sound and permanent impression, and then emer- 
gencies and extremities will not so often occur. 
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This Society has lived long enough and seen advennty enoagh, to prove 
it It has seen the day when its best friends asked, Is it just what it should 
be? Is it framed aright ? Are its laws and provisions such that all good 
men and true, may unhesitatingly give it their support ? Cannot some 
better scheme be devised for the accomplish ment of the end proposed ? 
It has gone through the ordeal of time. It has been watched, examined 
and sifted in its operations, its rules and its effects. Now when we bear 
the candid decision. This Society cannot be spared — it is an indispensable 
agent of the church-— it is doing a precious work for the world — a work 
chat cannot be done so well in any other way, we fix the claims of the 
enterprise on a strong foundation. 

This is a point of great importance. This Society cannot live long ex- 
cept on that support which is the result of an intelligent Christian con- 
viction. I do not say but that it is capable of being loved, and that strong- 
ly. But the love cherished for it has more of the energy of a principle 
than the glow of a passion. Its relations are so iar-reacbing— its results 
are so slowly developed — it has so little of thrilling, heart-moving state- 
ments to make, that we look for a bountiful aid only under the influence of 
a well considered judgment of its claims. It does not make its successful 
appeal to those who are impatient because the seed they have sown does 
not spring up and bear fruit in a night. To such, the process of ripening 
its fruit se'^ms too long. It asks men of patience and of faith for its 
patrons. Indeed some of the good which it produces is so far distant, that 
many fail to trace it to the agency of this Society. When reading the 
records of ministerial usefulness they are not careful to mark the fact, that 
this Pastor whose labors for twenty years have blessed the church — that 
Missionary who is pressing the truth with such power on heathen mind, 
was the beneficiary of the Education Society, and without its aid would 
not have been brought into the field. 

Fix your eye on one young man. There is a moment of great interest 
in his history. The desire to preach Christ has grown in his soul until l>e 
can smother it no longer. He unfolds his wishes to his parents, to bis 
friends; and they can give him no help. He calculates what he can do by 
his own exertion, but something is wanting still. That which is wanting, 
is just what this Society proffers him. Shall a promising young man be 
prepared for the ministry, has often turned on the single point. Can this 
Society make up what is wanting still. — ^Trace the results flowing from 
the introduction of one such young man into the sacred office, — as he 
goes forth with a deep sense of the greatness of his trust, inspired with 
love to Christ and gathering his energies to the great work of savinr 
sinners. God uses him as the instrument of recovering a waste place and 
planting it with trees of righteousness — of introducing hundreds of souls 
into the kingdom— of building up a church which sends forth ten ministers 
— each one to accomplish a work like that he has accomplished. His 
influence grows from year to year, from age to age, as the power of his 
character is more extensively felt and the effeqts of his labors are spread 
through those on whom he has acted—- his voice being mukiplied into a 
thousand voices, and their utterances becoming mighty and progressive in 
a ratio of increase that baffles all calculation. 

Now this Society has aided in the education of more than three thousand 
young men. Suppose that all but one thousand would in some way have 
entered the ministry without its aid. Then look at these one thousand 
men. They are leaders in the sacramental best. They are planted at the 
interior posts and on the distant lines, defending the truth of Christ and 
making aggressive movements on the kingdom of darkness. What could 
we do without them? Ask the churches to give them up. Ask the 
heathen to give them up. Silence their voices to-day. Put out the light 
of theur pulpits. Who dare contemplate such a thing for a moment ? If 

F 
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any should ever ask cooeerning the money expecdficl io this cause, *To 
what purpose is this waste' ? let them calculate the growing, widenspread, 
lasting influence of that haud of faithful men, whom this Society has 
brought into the field. 

Again : — This Society propounds a fundaoiental principle, which appeals 
to the sound conviction of Christian men. It is this, that the church is 
bound to raise up a ministry appropriate to the necessities of the age. The 
church is the appointed instrument for the recovery of this world from 
its darkness and corruption. But by what agenc^ separate from the Chris* 
tian ministry can she teach the nations the word of eternal life? If any 
thing is plain in the Bible, it is the exaltation of the preacher's office above 
all other agencies in leading men to Christ. What then can be more clear 
than this — that the church should have one hand employed in preparing 
the men who could not otherwise be prepared for the execution of her 
high trust in the conversion of the world. The duty of the church may 
be thus distinguished, — 

1. The duty of Christian parents to dedicate their sons to God and hia 
service. This is an act which influences the parent in directing the edu- 
cation of the son. It will do much to make his training very different 
from that which a selflsh earthly policy would dictate. It is an act which 
is pleasing to God, intimately connected with faith in him and prayer for 
his blessing. It is an act which is likely to aflect the child. Its moral 
power is great. When an aged father visited the house of his son, h« 
was presented with a grand-child whom he had never seen. Turning to 
his son, he said, ^Have you dedicated this child to God? ' adding with a 
most tender but solemn emphasis, * you know, that is the parent's first 
duty, and one I regarded as immediately binding upon me.' This fact 
was doubtless connected with another, that he was permitted to rejoice in 
the devotion of four sons to the ministry. — I knew a young man, a grad- 
uate of West Point Aca<lemy, already advanced in ofiice and stationed at 
one of the forts on the Atlantic coast. The question was started, * Am I 
at the post of duty ? Ought I not to consecrate myself to the work of the 
Christian ministry ? ' That which seemed especially to press upon his 
mind and prevent his dismissing the question, was the fact that his pious 
mother had early dedicated him to the service of Christ in the sacred min- 
istry. He at length decided to prepare for that oflice and is now preaching 
the Gospel in China. I mention 

2. Prayer for our young men now training for action. The church ought 
to turn with an anxious eye to the generation of mind now coming forward 
and charter it for the carrying out of her high and sacred designs. These 
hills and vallies are filled with an order of mind unequalled in any age or 
country. It is gathering a power that will be spent somewhere with vast 
results. There is nothing to check it. It is born and nurtured under firee 
and stirring influences. The world is ready to receive it and take the im- 
pression it is fitted to give. Feel it or not, there is a generation training 
under whose influence the world will not remain as it now is. Insti- 
tutions and opinions will come under new and stronger impulses. The 
rivers will still run down their courses. The everlasting mountains will 
remain. But beneath the tread of this advancing generation, there is al- 
ready felt the precursor of some fearful resurrection. You cannot crush 
this mind — you cannot sink iL It does not ask your permission to grow 
and act. It possesses the elements of life and action. It must spread. 
The fountain is filling and the streams will flow. The momentous ques- 
tion is, To what shall it be consecrated ? This question is not yet aettlecL 
Under the divine blessing this generation of educating youth can be made 
the efficient defenders of truth ; and many of them be qualified for the 
pulpit. That blessing we greatly need* For it Idt the church pray» 
I mention 
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3. The duty which this Society directly contemplates— the aiding of 
pioafl, talented young men, yet indigent, who seek the sacred office. On 
this I cannot dwell. But in these three particulars, I see the work which 
belongs to the Christian church. To it she must address herself with new 
devotion if she would fulfil her great commission. 

And who can estimate the value of an educated spiritual ministry ? You 
would feel its value, shonld you pass over Catholic Europe, and see the 
efRscts of the domination of a corrupt Romish priesthood, shutting down 
darkness on the whole mass of the people. You would also see its value 
io another light had yon been permitted to stand where it was my privilege 
to stand on the 18th of May, 1843, and behold the secession of so large a 
portion of the godly ministers of Scotland from the Established Church. 
Cecil at one time felt oppressed at the absence of religion. He looked 
on the walls of bis study and saw the portraits of Archbishop Leigh ton 
and John Bradford — said he, ** There is religion." I said— Here is re- 
ligion — in its power and blessings, as I saw Dr. Chalmers and Dr. Welsh 
lead fbrth in firm and solemn step four hundred of Scotland's faithful sons 
from the General Assembly of the old Scotch church in testimony of their 
simple attachment to the church of the Redeemer and the rights of her 
King — ^in defence of principles essential to the regeneration of Scotland — 
while they sacrificed churches and manses and livings. They are the men, 
who are working so effectually for that land — as they spread through all 
Scotland the doctrine which John McClaurin preached with such power 
a century ago, in his sermon, ** Glorying in the cross," on the margin of 
Loeh Lomond, in and around Glasgow. Our own land tells the value of 
such a ministry. Let infidelity talk and print, struggle and foam, it m 
God's ordination by ^ the foolishness of preaching to save men." 



ADDRESS OF REV. LEONARD BACON, D. D. 

IS SUPPORT OF TBI FOLLOWISe RBI0I«UT10S. 

Ruolved, That the work of bringing forward, by the training of a liberal and 
thoroogh edoeation for the miniatrv of the gospel, those young men whom God 
has qualified hy the endowments of nature and of grace, is a work which cannot 
be neglected without the greatest hazard to the interests of our country and of the 
world. 

In such an assembly as is here convened, it might seem a work of 
supererogation to dwell upon the first principles upon which the Aroeri* 
can Education Society rests. And yet it is not a work of supererogation ; 
for assembled as we are to review once more the progress of our enterprise 
and to encourage and strengthen each others' minds, we need to refresh 
our minds and hearts by the recollection of those elementary and simple 
views out of which all spirit, all enthusiasm and energy in the prosecution 
of this enterprise arises. 

That kind of charity which takes by the hand a young man embar- 
rassed and perplexed by poverty, who yet feels within himself the 
kindlings and yearnings of a spirit which Christ himself is calling to the 
work of the ministry — that charity which takes such a young man by the 
band, aids and cheers him and leads him on to the realization of his holies, 
to the attainment of his aspirations, and plants him at last among his 
fellow men and fellow Christians, a trained and fitted minister of jthe gos- 
pel, is obviously one of the most natural, simple and beautiful of all Chris- 
tian charities. 
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Looking at it apart from all associated effort, as the ebarity •€ indiTidoal 
Christians to an individual Christian brother, how beautiful, bow blessed ! 
In the words of the poet, 

" Twice blessed ; blessing at once ' 

Both biin who gives and him who takes !'* 

and blessing not these parties only ; but becomiDg a fountain, that sends 
out a stream perennial through the life-time of the beneficiary — perennial 
perhaps through the ages of the world's coming historyy— perennial in 
heaven among the streams of the river of the water, of life ! I well re- 
member an instance that will afford a good illustration. John Thornton, 
so familiarly known in the history of Christian charities y — ^the Christian 
merchant of London whom Cowper has immortalized~-no, rather, by 
the mention of whom Cowper has immortalized his own song— a man 
whose name was associated with every charity of the age during the close 
of the last century ; — whose name is identified with the walls of Dart- 
mouth college in New Hampshire ; — ^whose name was given to his son 
by a missionary whom his charity supported among the Indians of the 
State of New York, in the wilderness of Oneida, — ^this Thornton, 
looking out always for objects of Christian charity, was told, I believe by 
his pastor, of an unbefriended, indigent young Scotchman, who in the 
spirit of youthful enterprise had found his way from his native mouDtains 
into London ; and there, I believe, was converted under the ministry of 
John Newton. His case being that of a talented, aspiring young man, 
was thus brought to the notice of Thornton, who took him by the hand 
and sent him to Cambridge. From Cambridge he came forth, and went 
to India; and when the names of the British conquerors of India shall 
have been effaced from the monuments of that land ; when the names of 
Clive and Hastings shall be spoken there no more with awe, the name 
of Claudius Buchanan, the beneficiary of Thornton, shall be spoken there 
by millions who shall worship amid the ruins of the temples of Brahma. 

This is the kind of charity which the Society here assembled has under- 
taken, as an association founded upon an enlarged scheme of stated 
benevolence. This Society has sent out nearly three thousand persons ; 
not all of them Buchanans, — but some of them Buehamzns, For among the 
beneficiaries of this Society, already gone forth to heathen lands, some 
might be named here to-night, — and I would name them were it not that 
their names would be repeated to-morrow by the press, and what is here 
said to-night will be read in China — I must not therefore name them in 
their presence, — but were their names spoken here, it would be felt that 
the noble fruits of charity, in the case of Thornton and the good Buchan 
an, had been realized in many instances, in connection with the labors 
of this Society, during the thirty years of its operations. And of those 
less distinguished, among the three thousand upon the catalogue of its 
beneficiaries, how many are there whose influence has already blessed thi» 
land and reached like the light of heaven to millions of its minds ; while they 
are engaged in all the ofiices and efforts in which the Christian minister can 
be employed. This noble charity is going on with its work at this hour, 
and during the present year, the year now beginning, there are of those 
assisted but little short of four hundred. And these young men almost 
without exception are either in the College or the Theological Seminary 
engaged in the more advanced stages of a liberal education. 

The charity we are here promoting is carried on by association of 
labora. We do not individually select our individual beneficiaries; for 
there are few among the contributors to this Society who are able to sup- 
port an individual beneficiary out of their own resources — it is the simple 
Imt mighty power of association which enables us to aocompHsb what in 
done by this widely extended charity. We are pursuing the obfa'ct before 
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US as an associatioD, and mi one of a great system of voluntary associations, 
wbich are all mutaally related and dependant in respect to the good 
they are endeavoring to accomplish. 

In respect to our own country, looking at it as the iramediate field of this 
association, and at the good to be accomplished in it, we can say that it 
is realized and accomplished only in proportion as we secure the existence 
of a Christian organization of society. No association, whatever may be 
the department in which it employs itself, should consider itself successful 
except as its labors tend to permanent results in a Christian community, 
with all the arrangements and institutions belonging thereto — with all the 
healthful abiding influences of Christianity, order and civilization. «« — i 

Let us think then for a moment what is meant by a Christian organi- 
zation of society. What is it? We shall answer by showing what it is 1 
not — an old fashioned but very satisfactory way of arguing. It is not any 
thing akin to what calls itself Socialism, Fourierism, or any thing of the 
kind. None of these schemes which would reorganise the institutions the 
Creator has established, have their foundations in human nature. As an 
oSaei to all these schemes which would tinker and mend Gk>d's endow- 
ments, and the relations of society, is the Christian, civilized organization 
of society. The realization of the kingdom of Gkxl upon earth would not 
break up the institutions of the family, or assail the arrangements of the 
Christian's fireside. It would not, because men stumble in walking on 
their feet, undertake to make them walk on all-fours. A Christian organi- 
zation takes man as he is, it takes him as God made him, and tries to 
make him realize that design. 

I say at the same time, that a Christian civilization is unlike a Popish 
civilization ; or, as it calls itself unjustly, a Catholic order of society — 
that perversion of human nature, which takes the man and puts his con- 
science and his soul (which is the man,ahd without which he is not a man 
but a fool) into the hands of another. It puts the priest, armed with mys- 
terious and awful powers to the blinded imagination, between the hus- 
band and the wife — between those whom God, the God of nature, has 
connected by ties of natural afiection and mutual confidence — ^and plants 
him there in the bosom of the family ; who is to hear from the wife 
secrets she may not breathe into the ear of her husband ; who is to 
hear from the lips of the young and timid girl that which she may not 
breathe confidingly into the ear of her mother. This is that kind of civili- 
zation which takes away from man his individuality by taking away his 
individual conscience and soul and putting them into the power of some 
one else. It takes away from the midst of society all the freshness, the 
confidence, the pleasures of home. But Christian civilization, or society, 
what is it? It is the family with the Bible, with the light of heaven, of 
eternity, of Christ, the light of thought and the freedom of conscience and of 
afiection and of hope! It is the family where there is individual reading of 
the Bible and looking up to God. It is the family linked by associations 
of neighborhood and friendly ofiices with other Christian families, and 
the aggregation of Christian families according to a natural and beautiful 
arrangement in the church, — the church which is God's house, where 
Christians meet to ofier their united tribute of worship, and to keep God's 
holy day, and to listen to God's servants as they expound and apply the 
living oracles ofhia word. The Christian family cannot be the Christian 
family without the church, and the church cannot be the Christian church 
without the minister, and the minister, the church, the family, cannot be 
without the Bible ; and none of them can be without the Sabbath ; nor 
can the Sabbath dispense with any one of them. Show me the church 
with its Sabbath, with its thronged and quiet and reverent assembly, that 
has not a minister of God ! This is Christian civilization. Christian order ; 
and where you find these things you find schools occupied by the members 
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of the coogregation, for the trainiDg of the children. And where yoa 
find the minister preaching and expounding from the Bible, there you nod 
families that read the Bible, and undersUnd what they read. Reading 
and understanding, they judge for themselves and thus they know for 
themselves. 

The system is beautiful as the harmonies of nature, each eonneeled 
with each ; and the work of each indispensable to the work of: every other. 
The Bible Society, what could it do unless it were followed by the Mis- 
sionary Society and the Tract Society ? And what would the Tract So- 
ciety do in respect to any permanent result, unless it were followed up and 
aided by such efforts, as thoee of the Missionary Society? And what 
would the Missionary Society do unless it had such an institution as this — 
such arrangements as we are carrying forward to supply it with the men 
to send out into the desolations of the land from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific ? 

The objections and difficulties which have sometimes been feh in regard 
to this Society have arisen from neglecting to regard or bear in mind the 
natural or fit relations of this to other efforta After this Society has 
trained up her men, there is another Society to take them by the hand and 
send them wherever they are wanted, wherever they can find work to do 
for Christ. Look abroad and examine the field for one moment—consider 
the wants, present and prospective, in relation to the gospel and kingdom 
of Christ, and the wide field that is opening and spreading and becoming 
more and more inviting every year ! We look back thirty years to-night ; 
and we are still talking of the West, of those interests that are as dear to 
us now as then. When this Society began to make calculations concern- 
ing the number of ministers wanted, those calculations were charged with 
error, as being exaggerated, and deceptive. I suspect none would charm 
them with error now. If we were to go into calculations now, as we did 
then, it would be found that many more are wanted than at that period. 
Not that the work then contemplated has not been done ; but the work 
grows upon us as we proceed. We should falter not, neither be discour- 
aged in the enterprise of subduing our land, and with it the world, to the 
kingdom and dominion of Jesus Christ. 
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Loud Call for ministers from the West. 

Tflc Twentieth Annual Report of the American Home Missionary So- 
ciety, just published, contains the following matter-of-fact statement, 
which claims to be seriously pondered. 

Every where, the cry is, " Send la men ! " Every missionary pleads for 
helpers, and tells of two or five or ten settlements around him, which he 
would, but cannot supply, because his strength is overtasked. 

The following is an enumeration of missionaries whom the Com- 
mittee desire to send out the present season. It has been taken from 
specijic appeals mkde, within a few months, by the Agents and missionaries 
of the Society, by Auxiliaries, and by the Committees of Missions of va- 
rious ecclesiastical bodies, — and expresses not the whole demand^ but only 
that which comes from sections looking chiefly to this Society, and calls 
for the amaUest supply that the wants of the respective fields will admit — 
viz: 

For 12 counties and parts of counties in South Eastern Okio, 4 ; for the 
Presbyteries of Tuscarawas and Scioto, 4 ; for the Maumee Valley,' 3 ; for 
counties on the west line of Ohio, 2 — making 1 1 for that State. 

For Indiana f 3 in the South West ; 3 between Indianapolis and the line 
of Ohio ; 2 on the Indian Reserve ; and 6 at points upon or north west of 
the Wabash — 14 in all. 

In Michigan^ 3 in the East ; 5 in the counties around Saginaw Bay, and 
extending westward to the mouth of Grand River ; 3 in the Lake counties, 
between the latter point and the Indiana line; 1 at Sault St Marie, and I 
at Copper Harbor— making for the State — 13ft 

In Wisconsin^ 2 north west of the Wisconsin River ; 4 in the mining 
region ; 2 in Dane county ; 1 between Sheboygan and Lake Winnebago ; 
and 2 in the vicinity of Fond du Lac — 11 for this Territory. 

lUinois must have, in twenty-four counties south of the National Road, 
6 ; in the central portions, 2 ; in the north eastern counties, 5 ; in the 
north western, 3 — making 16. 

South Western Missouri asks 3 ; the mineral region in the South East 
should have 2 ; the country on the Grand River and in the North West, 
4 — making 9 for Missouri. 

laiDa should have at least 10 ; viz. 3 to fill recent vacancies ; 3 for the 
New Purchase, and 4 for the older counties. 

Thirteen new counties in Georgia^ including the late country of the 
Cherokees, should have 2 ; Kentuchf asks for 4 ; and Tennessee for 2. 

Here is an aggregate of ninety-two missionary laborers, whose selection, 
appointment and support is sought and implored at our hands. Any thing 
short of this, would be to fkW behind the progress of the country and the 
activity of errorists. Not a roan embraced in this enumeration can be 
longer spared, without starving the sheep of Christ, and giving up multi- 
tudes of precious souls to the rapacity of the destroyer. So strongly do 
the Committee feel that the will of God requires this enlargement, that 
they now submit it to the Society, and to the Christian public, as the 
least extension of the missionary work that should be attempted in the 
coming year. And they are sure, that when the brethren, who have pre- 
ferred the appeals from which the foregoing statement is drawn, shall 
come to examine its details, each one will be disappointed to find so little 
proposed for the region around him. 



ACT OF INCORPORATION. 

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
IN THE TBAR OF QUE LORD ONE THOUSAND EIGHT HUNDRED AND SIXTEEN. 

An Act to incorporate the American Education Society. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Gene- 
ral Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, that William Phillips, Sannuel 
Salisbury, Elipbalet Pearson, William Reed, Joshua Bates, Asa Eaton, Samuel H. 
Walley, and Aaron P. Cleveland, together with those who have associated, and who 
may hereafter associate mvith them, be and they are hereby incorporated and made a 
body politic, by the name of The American Education Society. And the So- 
ciety aforesaid shall have perpetual succession, and may have a common Seal, which it 
shall be lawful for them to alter at pleasure ; and may purchase and receive, by gift 
or devise, lands, tenements, and real estate of any kind, and the same hold in fee 
simple, or less estate, (he annual income and profits whereof shall not exceed the 
value of ten thousand dollars. And the said Society is hereby enabled to take and 
receive subscriptions of charitably disposed persons, and may take any personal 
estate in succession ; and all donations to the Society, either by subscription, legacy, 
or otherwise, (excepting such as shall be differently appropriated by the donors, or 
by a vote of the Society, agreeably to their Constitution,) shall make a part of or be 
put into the capital stock ot the Society, which shall be put out on interest on good 
security, or otherwise improved to the best advantage, and the income or profits 
applied to the purpose of aiding indigent young men of talents and hopeful piety in 
acquiring a learned and competent education for the gospel ministry. 

Section 2. Be it further enacted, that the said Society may choose a President, 
Vice President, Clerk, Treasurer, and such other officers as they shall see fit ; and 
ma^ at their first meeting under this incorporation, by the vote of two- thirds of the 
members present at said meeting, adopt such Constitution or system of Rules and 
By-laws, as they shall think necessary for the orderly conducting and executing the 
business of said Society, and for the most effectually securing the object of thneir 
institution ; which Constitution or system of Rules and By-laws shall be for the 
eovernment of said Society, and shall not be altered at any subsequent meeting, but 
in the manner therein pointed out ; provided such Rules and By-laws be not repug- 
nant to the Constitution and laws of this Commonwealth. 

Section 8. Be it further enacted, that the Society aforesaid may at all times 
under the name, style, and title aforesaid, sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, 
appear, prosecute, and defend to final judgment and execution, and may appoint an 
Agent or Agents, to prosecute and defend suits with power of substitution ; and it 
shall be lawful for the said Society to make sale of any estate or personal property, 
given or purchased, as aforesaid, or in any other way or right accruing to them in 
their corporate capacity, (unless that, which is given, be otherwise expressly order- 
ed or appropriated by the donor,) and convey the same by deed or other legal 
instrument, duly executed ; and when the property to be conveyed is real estate, 
under the hand of the Treasurer, and the Seal of the Society : provided that all 
moneys, arising from such sale, be applied to the same use to which the income 
thereof was before applied. 

Section 4. Be it further enacted, that William Phillips, Esquire, be and he hereby 
is authorized by notification, in any two of the newspapers printed in Boston, to 
appdnt the time and place of the first meeting of said Society.

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DIRECTORS. 



The Directors, in submittiug this, their Thirty-First Annual 
Report, will confine themselves principally to a succinct review 
of the operations of the Society during the year. The briefest 
abstracts of these periodical statements are all which will now 
be listened to with patience in public assemblies ; and printed 
documents of this description have become so largely multiplied 
by the various Societies which an awakened zeal for the king- 
dom of Christ has brought into action, that they are no longer 
sought by the reading public for any thing beyond the more 
important facts they contain. 

The operations of the Society during the year now brought 
to a close, have been regularly and successfully conducted in 
accordance with the System of Rules by which the Board are 
governed ; and the Directors desire renewedly to record their 
grateful sense of the favor of the great Head of the church, by 
which their labors have been rendered in such a degree service- 
able for the advancement of his cause. 



Number assisted. 

The number of young men assisted by the Society during 
the year is three hundred and eighty-nine. This is a greater 
number by fourteen, than was assisted last year. The number 
connected more directly with the Parent Society at Boston, is 
246. The number reported by the Central American Educa- 
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tion Society at New York, as connected with that Society, 
with the Philadelphia Education Society, and with the two 
Auxiliaries in Western New York, is 119; to which is to be 
added 24 connected with the Education Society of the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church, and reported through the Society at 
New York, making the aggregate, among these several Auxili- 
aries, 143 ; and the whole number, as before stated, 389. 

Of those assisted during the year, 209 have been Theologi- 
cal students, and 180 in their College coui^se. 

The following tabular view will show at what Institutions 
the young men above enumerated have been pursuing their 
studies.

These results compared with those of last year, show that 
the increase has been wholly in the Western States. The nam- 
ber assisted in the Colleges and Theological Seminaries in New 
England has been eleven less than last year ; in the Middle 
States three less; while in the Western States it has been 
twenty-eight greater. 
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New Applicants Received. 

Although the number of Applicants last year was nearly 
double that of the year preceding, there has been a still greater 
number during the year now ending. One hundred and four 
have been received upon the recommendation of the Examining 
Committees at the Colleges and Theological Seminaries, being 
eleven more^than were received last year. 

It was intimated in the last Annual Report, that if curtaiU 
ment should become necessary in the course of the year, it 
would be effected by ceasing, after a certain limit, to receive 
new applicants, rather than by diminishing the amount of the 
appropriations to those already received. The Directors feel 
happy in stating that they have not hitherto been forced to act 
in so painful an alternative. All the young men who have pre- 
sejijited their applications for aid during the year, with adequate 
recommendations, have been admitted ; and have been encour- 
aged to expect, that, proving themselves worthy, they shall not 
be disappointed in the reliance which they have placed upon 
the Society. 



Number who have entered the Ministry, 

Sixty-three^ who have received assistance through the whole 
or a part of their studies, have completed their course during 
the year and entered upon the work of the ministry. They 
have graduated at the following Theological Seminaries, mak- 
ing nearly one half of the whole number of Theological gradu-

Foreign Missionaries. 

The following young men have been added to the list of 
Foreign Missionaries during the year, from among those assisted 
by the Society ; confining the statement to those who have lef( 
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the country for their fields of labor, under the direction of the 
American Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions, viz. 
Rev. Lewis Grout, gone to the mission in South Africa ; 
Rev. John E. Chandler and Rev. George Ford, to the Madura 
mission ; Rev. Royal G. Wilder and Rev. Samuel B. Fairbanks 
to the Ahmednuggur mission ; and Rev. John C. Strong, to the 
mission among the Choctaws. These constitute the largest 
part, viz., six out of eleven, of the missionaries sent out by the 
American Board during the year. Several others are now un- 
der appointment, and are expecting speedily to depart on their 
errand of love to the heathen. Of the twenty young men who 
were recently in this position, and who were freely spoken of 
by the Secretaries of the Board as being the most promising 
body of missionaries ever under appointment at the same time, 
this Society has had the honor of furnishing ten. Thus, as in 
years gone by, the Head of the Church is still employing this 
important instrumentality to accomplish no small part of what 
he is doing by the American churches for the spread of the 
gospel. The Directors feel that this consideration alone is suf- 
ficient to justify the most earnest efforts in support of this 
cause. And it is scarcely needful to add that, as a motive to 
persevering efforts, it is far from standing alone. All parts of 
our own country, especially the newer and more destitute por- 
tions, bear a concurring testimony to the indispensable value of 
this form of evangelical enterprise. 



Receipts and Disbursements. 

The aggregate of receipts and disbursements, as made up 
from the accounts of the Treasurers of the Parent Society and 
its Branches, stands as follows :

The receipts into the treasury of the Parent Society, not in- . 
eluding those reported by the Central American Education 
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Society at New York, and the other Societies in Western New 
York and Pennsylvania, which report their operations through 
this, have been $16,363 20; the disbursements $18,534 79. 
Thus it will be seen that the expenditures have exceeded the 
receipts by $2,171 59, reducing the balance which was on 
hand at the beginning of the year in the Treasury of the Par- 
ent Society to $5,U85 55. 

The receipts from collections and donations have been about 
the same as last year. As was anticipated, the amount of legc^ 
cies received into the Treasury has been very much smaller ; 
and the amount of refunded loans has also been something less* 
The invested funds of the Society have yielded a somewhat 
increeused income. The difference between the amounts re- 
ceived into the Treasury this year and the last, corresponds 
very nearly with the difference in the receipts from legacies. 

The amount of receipts acknowledged by the Treasurer of 
the Central American Education Society, embracing those of 
the Philadelphia Education Society, the Evangelical Lutheran, 
&c., inclusive of a balance from last year of $1,411 73, is 
$13,348 49. When this balance is deducted, the actual re- 
ceipts of that Society for the year will appear to be $11,936 76. 
Their disbursements have been $12,677 42, leaving their 
balance on hand reduced to $671 07. 

Acknowledgement of Donations. 

The duarterly Journal, which for nineteen years was issued 
by the Society, was discontinued in May, 1846. Since that 
time the Society has had no channel of communication with 
the public ; and the detailed acknowledgement of collections, 
donations and other receipts, has been reserved for the Appendix 
to the Annual Report ; where they will be found in the same 
arrangement as was formerly observed in the Journal. 

Appropriations. 

The duarterly appropriations during the year, which have 

been granted by the Directors of the Parent Society to the two 

hundred and forty-six young men connected with their Board, 

have been paid at the full sum allowed to each student by the 

2 
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Rules of the Society ; and have amounted to ^14,685. The 
Board at New York, and the other Boards connected with it, 
have also paid the largest part, though not the whole, of their 
appropriations at the full amount. 

It will be the earnest endeavor of the Directors, so far as 
their immediate responsibility extends, to obtain the means by 
which they may hold on in the course pursued the past year, 
with all the young men who may make application for assist- 
ance in their preparation for the ministry. But after every 
suitable exertion for this purpose has been made, their respon-* 
sibility will be fully discharged by the application of the means 
afforded them ; and if the receipts into the treasury should not 
speedily be increased so as to equal the annual disbursements, 
it will be necessary to limit the ntxnber of applicants for aid. 
As was stated in the last Annual Report, if curtailment should 
again be necessary, it will be effected in this way ; rather than 
by cutting short the amount of the appropriations to individuals^ 
The confident hope, however, is entertained, that an increasing 
readiness on the part of the churches to contribute to the funds 
of the Society, will enable the Board to enlarge rather than to 
contract their operations. 

Agencies and Auxiliaries. 

The Parent Society has continued to employ the services of 
one General Agent in New England during the year. The 
Rev. Joseph Emerson, whose labors in this important depart- 
ment have been in the highest degree acceptable and useful for 
Several years past, has consented, notwithstanding repeated 
opportunities to turn aside into easier and more inviting fields, 
to abide faithful in a calling, which, to a disinterested mind, 
Will yield to few others in the greatness and glory of its fruits. 
Those who may employ themselves for a series of years suc- 
cessfully in this work will have multiplied their talents many 
hundred fold as ministers of the gospel. 

The agencies in other parts of the field have generally been 
continued through the year as during the year before. There 
is a prospect, however, of sokne greater deficiency in this de«> 
partment for the year to come. The Rev. Eliakim Phelps, D. D., 
whO| for about twelve years pait, hte been the Correipond^ 
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ing Secretary of the Philadelphia Education Society, and who 
for seven years past has held, in connection with this, the office 
of Corresponding Secretary of the Central American Educatioa 
Society at New York, has resigned these offices. The Direc- 
tors are not informed what arrangements have been made by 
the Auxiliary at Philadelphia, whose operations have hitherto 
been sustained with good success, to supply the vacancy thus 
created. At New York, the amount contributed by the 
churches to this object, owing to various local causes, has been 
eo small for several years past, that it has not been thought 
expedient for the present to sustain a separate agency there by 
tbe employment of a salaried officer. 

The Rev. Daniel Clark, Jr., who for nearly nine years has 
served as Secretary of the Utica Agency, has also resigned. 

The Rev. John W. Ray, was employed by the Central 
Board at New York for the period of one year. Having 
nearly completed his engagement, he was released, that he 
might comply with an invitation from a church in Pittsburg, 
Pa., to supply their pulpit with a view to settlement. 

The only Agent now in the service of the Society beyond 
the bounds of New England, is the Rev. Lewis D. Howell, 
Secretary of the Western Education Society, which has its 
seat of operations at Auburn, N. Y. Mr. Howell received his 
appointment about a year since, and entered upon his labors in 
June, 1846. Neither of the Branches or Auxiliaries in the 
Western States have for several years past employed agents 
Ipr the collection of funds. Consequently no funds, or almost 
none, have been collected upon that field. Nearly the entire 
amount requisite for the support of a rapidly increasing number 
o( young men sustained by the Society in the Western Insti- 
ttttions, has for three years past been sent from the Treasuries 
at Boston and Philadelphia. The urgent demands which have 
come upon the churches there, for the support of their Colleges 
and other educational Institutions, seem to have absorbed in a 
great measure the resources to which this object would other- 
wise have looked for support ; so that the prospect of success in 
making collections upon that field, has not of late been suffi- 
cient to justify the employment of agents. The same difficulty, 
from the same cause, is felt also at the East. Different forms

of effort have recently sprung up here for supplying the means 
of education at the West ; and all as they come forward have a 
tendency, in a field already too thickly crowded with benevo- 
lent organizations, to press into the place of some other interest. 
But as the tide of prosperity is strongly Betting towards the 
West, it cannot be long before she will be able to resume the 
responsibility of sustaining her own Institutions; so that the 
prospect now, of a speedy diminution of this difficulty, is even 
more favorable than was at first anticipated. 

To what extent, in the present state of the church, agencies 
for the collection of funds for benevolent objects can be, or 
ought to be dispensed with ; and what limitations a just econ- 
omy should assign to the proportion of expenditure for conduct- 
ing such operations ; are questions of greater difficulty than 
almost any others by which the minds of their Managers are 
exercised. It has been evident to the Directors, for three or 
four years past, that the amount of agency employed in New 
England would not be sufficient, even here, to secure for the 
'object its due share of support. A languid state of piety in the 
churches, concurring with various external embarrassments, had 
left those parts of the field where the General Agent could not 
bestow his labors in detail, in a great degree unproductive. 
Nevertheless considerations of economy prevailed, especially 
while the Society's debt remained, to induce the Board to make 
the experiment, in many localities, of leaving the cause in the 
hands of the pastors. Their confidence in this respect has not 
been wholly disappointed. Many of the pastors have given to 
the cause their prompt and efficient attention ; and a readiness 
to do so is manifestly increasing. But, with every disposition 
in favor of the object, many are not able to do what is requisite 
in this way, in addition to their other labors ; while some are 
still found, who, though willing that the agent should visit 
their congregations, are not sufficiently interested to bear the 
subject in remembrance at the proper times if he does not make 
his appearance. In reply to the inquiry why some of the 
churches have neglected to send in their annual contributions, 
the answer has come back, << We know of no reason except 
that they have not been called upon." 
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Greatness of the Work. 

Notwithstanding the impediments arising to this cause from 
too limited resources, a great work is in process of accomplish- 
ment. The full value of its fruits is not indeed to be stated in 
numbers, nor estimated by dollars and cents. But when it is 
told that this Society, during the period of a single generation 
since it came into existence, has brought into the spiritual har- 
vest field not less than two thousand and five hundred laborers, 
furnished for their work with the best qualifications which the 
age demands, and that it is now adding to the number at the 
rate of sixty or seventy every year ; when it is recollected that 
more than one hundred or its young men have become mis- 
sionaries to the heathen, and that it is now furnishing for this 
important service from year to year not less than one half of 
those sent out by the principal Missionary Board in our land ; 
there is no mind that is able to appreciate at all the results 
which flow from Christian action, under the enlarged facilities 
which the present age affords, but must be deeply impressed 
with the greatness of the work which God is employing this 
Society to accomplish. 

And if a comparison is attempted between the work accom- 
plished and the labor and expense bestowed upon it, the im- 
pression of its magnitude is still enhanced. A simple calcula- 
tion, upon the basis of the past year's operations, shows that 
the whole cost to the churches of bringing forward this body 
of three hundred and eighty-nine young men through one year 
of their course, amounts to scarcely eighty dollars for each one. 
It may reasonably be estimated that from the first, the Society 
has placed one man in the ministry for every jive hundred 
dollars which have been committed to its disposal. What en- 
lightened contributor to the means by which results such as 
these have been obtained, will not bless God for bringing to his 
hands an instrumentality so effectual for the enlargement of the 
Redeemer's kingdom ! 

But it is only when, by an effort of the imagination, this 
"multitude of preachers" has been followed out into their 
fields of labor, where they may be seen ministering to the spir- 
itual wants of millions of their fellow men, and gathering in 
the hosts of God's elect from almost every nation and kindred 
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under heaven, that the mind begins to form a proper conception 
of the interest and importance attached to this department of 
benevolent exertion. How many in the great day will rise up 
and call those godly men blessed, who set this agency in opera- 
tion. Among the many liberal things which they devised, 
there are few which are destined to be more productive of 
blessings to the human race. 



Present Encouragements. 

' Peculiar encouragements in prosecuting this enterprise, at 
the present time, are derived from a happy development of the 
l)enefits resulting from the recent improvements in the system. 
For such development, even in its commencement, a little time 
was requisite; and more time will still be required, before the 
advantage gained will, in its fullest measure, become manifest. 
But it has already become so in a sufficient degree to bring out 
a most favorable and decisive evidence of the wisdom and effi- 
ciency of the new regimen. All the young men now receiving 
aid, are either in college or in their professional course ; and 
every year the proportion among them is growing less and less, 
of such as were aided in their preparation for College. The 
earlier college classes are almost entirely clear of students to 
whom the Society was committed in any way before they en- 
tered there. The consequence is, that the needful guard upon 
the avenues to the privileges of the Society, is brought within 
the control of those who sustain a visible responsibility to it, 
and to the Christian public on its behalf. In this position of 
the case, not only those gentlemen at the colleges and seminaries 
who act upon the Examining Committees, but also the entire 
lody of instructors, are enabled eflfectually and without embar- 
rassment to co-operate with the officers of the Society in the 
general purpose of securing a more elevated standard of merit 
among the candidates for the aid afforded. An excellent feel- 
ing is growing up in the Institutions towards the Society ; and 
it is seen more and more by the men of wisdom there that, if 
the true principle is acted upon in distributing its benefactions, 
it not only may, hut must operate to sustain an elevated stand- 
ard of intellectual and moral attainment among this important 
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class of students. The assurance is freely given that a most 
encouraging amount of improvement in this respect has actually 
been realized ; and the Directors are thereby much supported 
in their determination to keep up a steady activity in all the 
practical appliances by which so important an end can be 
thoroughly secured. 

An increasing development of the spirit of Christian missions 
in our theological seminaries, is another of the encouragements 
which meets the Society at the present time. As the door is 
opened wider to the heathen and to the destitute of our own 
country, it is gratifying to know that increasing numbers of 
those preparing to enter the ministry are responding to the calls 
of our Missionary Societies in both these departments. The 
greatest demands upon the church of Christ in the present age 
are these two : the preparation of an able, devoted ministry, 
and the means for sending them into all the world, wherever 
there is opportunity for sowing the seed of the Word or for 
rearing and gathering in its scattered fruits. May God pour 
out his Spirit more and more upon the young men whom, by 
this instrumentality, he is calling into the labors of the sacred 
office ; and endue them with the zeal and self-denial required 
for the ministry of the gospel in an age of missions ! 

In view of these encouragements and claims, then, both from 
within and from without, the Directors look forward to the 
prosecution of their work with an unhesitating purpose of doing 
all they can to render the Society subservient to the advance- 
ment of the Redeemer's kingdom in the world. They hope 
to see its energies materially strengthened and its means en- 
larged, in the course of the year upon which they are now 
entering. To this end, wherever through this Report, their 
voice may come to the friends of the cause, they desire most 
earnestly to bespeak their prayers and benefactions. They 
would hold out to all their fellow laborers that blessed exhor- 
tation and promise, upon which they have endeavored them- 
selves in some degree of faithfulness to act : Be not weary in 
well doing : In due time ye shall reopf if ye faint not. The 
fruits of our sacrifices in this cause are not gathered in a day ; 
but they are sure in their time, and will be glorious.

CONSTITUTION 



AMERICAN EDUCATION SOCIETY. 



Thb object of this Society is to educate pious young men for the 
gospel ministry. 

Article I.* Any person who shall subscribe and shall pay into the 
Treasury at one time, one hundred dollars, and if a clergyman, forty 
dollars, shall be an honorary member ; and shall have a right to sit 
and deliberate in all meetings of the Society. But all members here- 
after added to the Society, who shall be entitled to vote, shall be 
chosen by ballot at an annual meeting. 

Art. II. A permanent fund, consisting of bequests, legacies, and 
donations, given for this special purpose, shall be formed by the 
Directors. 

Art. III. There shall annually be chosen, by ballot, a President, 
Vice President, Treasurer, and Secretary, who shall also be Clerk, 
and such other officers as may be found necessary ; who shall continue 
in office till others shall be chosen in their stead. 

Art. IV. This Society shall, from time to time, by ballot, elect 
such a number of honorary Vice Presidents as they may judge 
expedient. 

Art. V. The Society shall annually appoint, by ballot, eleven 
Directors; who, together with the President and Vice President of 
the Society, shall constitute a Board of Directors, five of whom shall 
constitute a quorum at any meeting regularly convened. It shall be 
the duty of this Board to increase the funds of the Society, by soli- 
citing themselves, and by appointing and instructing agents to solicit, 
the aid requisite to achieve the object in view. This Board shall have 
the power of appropriating all monies for the support of beneficiaries ; 
of examining and selecting candidates for patronage ; of appointing 
committees to examine and recommend its applicants living in distant 
parts; and, generally, of transacting all business necessary for the 
furtherance of the objects of this Society, not otherwise herein provided 

• As amended, May, 1826. 
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for. The Directors shall also keep a fair record of their proceedings^ 
and annually make report of their transactions to the Society. 

Art. VI. Qualified candidates may be aided, in each stage of 
preparatory education for the ministry; but, except in ^ry singular 
cases, no applicant shall be assisted, even in the first stage, who shall 
not produce, from serious and respectable characters, unequivocal 
testimonials of hopeful piety, promising talents, and real indigence ; 
nor shall any person be continued on this foundation, whose instructor 
or instructors, except in very special cases, shall not annually exhibit 
to the Directors, satisfactory evidence, that in point of genius, diligence, 
literary progress, morals, and piety, he is a proper character to receive 
aid from these sacred funds ; in addition to which, each beneficiary, 
after bis admission into any college, shall annually exhibit to the 
Directors, a written declaration, that it continues to be his serious 
purpose to devote his life to the gospel ministry. 

AaT. VII. Any person who has been assisted by this Society, 
and whose name shall be stricken from the list of beneficiaries, be- 
cause of misconduct, or other deficiency in regard to the qualifications 
required by the Constitution, and the Rules of the Directors ;* or, who 
shall have concluded not to devote himself to the gospel ministry, shall, 
within a reasonable time, refund the sum expended for his education, 
with lawful interest, whenever required by the Directors. 

Art. VIII. The President, and in his absence, the Vice Presi- 
dent, in concurrence with three of the Directors, shall have power to 
call special meetings of the Society. • 

Art. IX. The Treasurer shall be bound with two sureties, in a 
reasonable sum, to be determined by the Directors, to the faithful dis« 
charge of his duty. He shall vest the property of the Society in the 
safest and most productive forms; make payments and advances of 
money, from time to time, agreeably to the orders of the Directors; 
and annually render to the Society a written account of all receipts 
and expenditures within the year, of the amount of its funds, and of 
the manner in which they are vested : — ^this account to be previously 
examined and approved, in writing, by a Committee of the Society, 
annually chosen for the purpose. He shall also give to the Directors, 
whenever they request it, a particular account of the state of the 
Treasury. 

Art. X. The Society shall meet annually at such time and place 
as the Directors shall appoint, to elect officers, to hear the report of 
the Directors and of the Treasurer, and to transact other necessary 
business. 

Art. Xl.t At all meetings of the Society, twelve members shall be 
requisite to constitute a quorum ; and every meeting of the Society, 
and of the Directors, shall be opened with prayer. 

* The Rules of the Directors are printed in a small pamphlet, which may be obtained by 
application at the Rooms in Boston. They contain minute instructions in regard to all the 
operations of the Society.

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Art. XII. The Presidents of all Societies, auxiliary to this, 
which shall pay annually one thousand dollars into the Treasury 
of this Society, shall be, ex officio, honorary Vice Presidents of this 
Society. 

Art. XIII. Whenever a Society shall be formed, by the inhabit- 
ants of any State or district, which shall adopt the essential principles 
of this constitution, especially the provisions of the sixth article, as the 
basis of its own, such Society, upon the due notice of its existence, 
and desire of union, may be received, by a vote of the Directors^ as a 
constituent Branch of the American Society. 

Every such Branch Society shall possess the right of appointing its 
own officers, including a Board of Directors and a Treasurer; and 
also the right of appropriating its own funds for the assistance of 
beneficiaries, who shall have, in all respects, the requisite qualifications. 
Every candidate for such assistance shall be examined by a committee 
of three competent men, two of whom shall be appointed by the Di- 
rectors of said Branch Society, and one, by the Directors of this So- 
ciety ; and, if approved, may prosecute his studies, preparatory to the 
ministry, under the immediate superintendence of the Directors of said 
Branch Society ; or, if they shall deem it expedient, such candidate 
may be committed to the charge of the Directors of this Society. All 
monies of any Branch Society, not appropriated as above, shall be 
transmitted to the general treasury; and whenever the exigencies of 
such Society shall exceed its own resources, it may apply for assistance 
to the Directors of this Society. 

Art. XIV. Presidents of Branch Societies shall be, ex officio, 
members of this Society, and also honorary members of the Board of 
Directors. 

Art. XV. The Directors shall have power to supply any vacancies 
that may occur in their own Board, or in the officers of the Society, 
till the next annual meeting. 

Art. XVI. No alteration of this Constitution shall be made, except 
on recommendation of the Directors, and by vote of three^fourths of 
the members present, at an annual meeting ; or unless the proposed 
alteration shall have been submitted to the Society, in writing, at a 
previous meeting.

Thb following Foreign Missionaries, eighty-nine in number, were 
assisted in their education for the ministry by the American Educa- 
tion Society. About fifteen others, making in all one hundred and 
four, were assisted by the Branches of the Society, before they 
became connected with the Parent Institution as they now are.

Meeting in Hall No. 2, of the Tremont Temple, Boston, May 29, 1848, at 
half past three o'clock, P. M. 

Ebenezer Alden, M. D., of Randolph, Mass., was called to the chair. 

The meeting was opened with prayer hy the Rev. Alvan Bond, D. D., of 
Norwich, CL 

Stephen T. Farwell, Esq., was appointed Clerk of the meeting. 

The Secretary read the Minutes of the proceedings of the Society at 
their last annual meeting. 

The Treasureii presented his Report, which was accepted and ordered 
to he printed. 

The Thirty-second Annual Report of the Board of Directors was sub- 
mitted by the Secretary, and on motion, it was 

Voted, That the reading of the Annual Report of the Directors be dis- 
pensed with, and that an Abstract of the same be read at the public meeting 
this evening.

THIRTY-SECOND ANNUAL REPORT 



DIRECTORS. 



In taking a review of the labors and vicissitudes of the year 
which is now brought to a close, the Directors find occasion to 
advert, in the commencement, with feelings of deep and sub- 
missive i^orrow, to an afflictive dispensation of divine Provi- 
dence, which has removed from among their number a venera- 
ble father, and a long tried and beloved associate in their counsels 
and labors, by death. The Reverend John Codman, D. D., 
whose lamented decease on the 23d of December last will be 
called to mind amidst so many of the religious solemnities of 
the present week, was one of those who took an active part in 
the measures for originating the American Education Society ; 
and at its organization, he was appointed to fill the office of 
Corresponding Secretary, which office he sustained for two 
years, until a different arrangement was adopted. In 1831, 
Dr. Codman was elected to a place in the Board of Directors, 
the duties of which responsible trust he ably and faithfully 
discharged for a period of nearly seventeen years, until it pleased 
the Head of the Church to remove him from the wide sphere 
of his earthly influence and labors. The Directors feel great 
satisfaction in here afiiectionately recording their testimony to 
the high Christian and ministerial character of their deceased 
friend and fellow-laborer ; to his deep interest in the cause of 
sound theological learning and the education of pious young 
men for the ministry ; and to his willing co-operation in ail 
judicious effects for preserving . the purity and extending tba 
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influence of evangelical truth in our own country, and for 
preaching the gospel in all the world to every creature. 

The solemn voice of Providence has also, in another of 
those public bereavements with which this community has 
been stricken the past year, been felt by the Directors as coming 
home to their own feelings with much of special force. The 
Honorable Samuel Hubbard, LL. D., whose decease was 
nearly contemporaneous with that of Dr. Codman, was for 
sixteen years the President of this Society, having been elected 
to the office after the death of the first President, the Honorable 
Lieut. Governor Phillips. He was also a member ex officio, of 
the Board of Directors. These offices, which he filled with 
distinguished usefulness and honoV to the Society during over 
one half of the entire period of its existence, he resigned in 
1843, after his appointment to the bench of the Supreme 
Court ; at the same time that he was compelled to relinquish 
other laborious duties in similar connections, to which no incon- 
siderable portion of his time had been cheerfully devoted for 
many years, but which were then found incompatible with the 
nature of the public service to which he had been called. 

The memory of these just men is blessed. Their names 
are as ointment poured forth. In view of the sudden departure 
of such important helpers in the companionship of our Christian 
labors, who does not feel the suitableness of the Psalmist's 
prayer : Help, Lord ! for the godly man ceaseth ; — ^for the faith- 
ful fail from among the children of men ! 

Operations of the year. 

In entering upon a summary statement of the results of 
their labors the past year, the Directors are gratified in being 
able to remark in general that the comparative measure 
of prosperity which has crowned their exertions for the last 
few years, has not only been continued but increased, in 
every department of the work. In that portion of the field 
especially, throughout which the Parent Society extends its 
more direct agency, an encouraging advance upon the previous 
year has been realized ; both in the general contribution of the 
churches, and in the number of young men who have sought 
and received assistance through this medium in their prepara* 
tion for the ministry. 
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While some of the Auxiliaries ia the Middle States, which 
6o-operate with us through the Central American Education 
Society at New York, in consequence of being deprived of 
their collecting agencies during a part or all of the year, have 
somewhat fallen below the results of the previous year in the 
amount of their receipts ; and consequently in the number of 
students assisted ; yet others of them have gained somewhat, 
especially in the last particular; and their aggregate loss in 
numbers has been more than compensated by the increase of 
the Parent Society. This is true in relation to the number of 
new applicants received, as well as to the whole number assisted. 



Number of Students assisted.

The Society does not give aid to students in Academies in 
their preparation for College, unless in peculiar cases it may be 
needed in their third year, at Academies where a three years^ 
course is prescribed. No such case is now on hand, or likely 
to be. The student at Exeter is attending to college studies, 
to enter sophomore the ensuing year. The Central American 
Education Society, however,, for special reasons, have excepted 
from the operation of this Rule those who are preparing for 
College at the Cornelius Institute in the city of New York. 

New Applicants received during the year. 

The Parent Society has received under its care seventy-four 
new applicants during tlie year, and the other Societies above 
named thirty-two ; making a total of one hundred and six ; 
which is two more than were received last year. 



, Number who have entered the Ministry. 

Fifty-five, who have been aided by the Society during the 
whoje or a part of their course, have graduated at the several 
Theological Seminaries during the year, and have entered, with 
the discipline and acquirements of a thorough education, upon 
the work of the Gospel Ministry. This, although not quite 
equal to the average number brought into the ministry by this 
Society for a few years past, was nevertheless almost one-half 
of the whole number of Theological Graduates at the same 
Institutions ; a ratio which has been maintained with but little 
variation for a number of years past. la the Theological 
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Seminaries of New England, this ratio has exceeded one-half, 
even during the last year, — being that of thirty-seven graduates, 
from among those aided by the Society, to thirty-one others. 
The number now depending upon the Society in the same 
Institutions falls only three short of being one-half of all the 
Theological students in New England at the present time. 

Missionaries, 

Among the fifteen ordained missionaries who have left their 
native shores for heathen lands since the first of May, 1847| 
under the direction of the American Board, the Directors have 
been happy to recognise the names of seven of the beloved 
young men, for whose encouragement and success in their edu- 
cation they have been permitted to exercise almost a parental 
solicitude. They have gone to the following missionary fields,* 
viz. Rev. William A. Benton, to Syria; Rev. Isaac G. Bliss, to 
Erzeroom ; Rev. Joseph G. Cochran, to the Nestorians ; Rev. 
William Wood, to Bombay; Rev. David Rood, to South 
Africa, ; Rev. Seneca Cummings and Rev. William Richards, 
to China. May the God of missions, who by this instrumen- 
tality has called them from their different secular pursuits to 
such an important destination, be with them in these ends of 
the earth, and make them eminently successful in their work. 

Receipts and Disbursements. 

The aggregate of receipts and disbursements by the Parent 
Society and the Branches and auxiliaries during the year, is as 
follows :

The receipts and expenditures of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Education Society for the year, not being precisely ascertained, 
are hot embraced in the above statement. That item last year 
stood on both sides of the account at $2,400. If a sum equal 
to this were included in the foregoing statementi it would swell 
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the aggregate receipts to withia about nine hundred dollars of 
the same aggregate last year ; and the difference which would 
remain would be nearly accounted for by the smaller amount 
of the legacies received. 

. It is gratifying to the Directors to state that the receipts of the 
Parent Society, chiefly in New England, have advanced upon 
the amount reported last year, nearly two thousand dollars; and 
that the whole of this increase, excepting about three hundred 
dollars in the item of income from funds, has accrued from the 
ordinary contributions of the churches. The Board, at the same 
time, has been called upon as already stated, in consequence of 
still greater prosperity in another department, to answer demands 
upon the Treasury for appropriations to students, which have 
been more than equal to these augmented receipts ; so that the 
balance on hand at the beginning of the year, of $6,085 55 
stands reduced on the 30th of April, to $4,033 66. 

Measures of Economy. 

The expenses of the Board for conducting the operations of 
the Society while the same instrumentalities have been faith- 
fully employed, have by careful attention, been kept below the 
amount required for this purpose last year. All charges for the 
American Quarterly Journal have finally disappeared from the 
Treasurer's Account. 

Exertions have been used for some time past, to find out and 
secure, through a greater simplification of means, such increased 
facilities for doing the business of the Society, as might enable 
the Board to effect a material reduction in the expenses at the 
Rooms. Every feasible improvement, in this as well as in 
other departments, has been sought for with sedulous care, es-> 
pecially since the modifications of the system in 1842. It is 
now believed that such advantages have been gained by brings 
ing into full operation the arrangements then introduced, and in 
consequence of bringing to a close the affairs of the American 
Quarterly Register and Journal, that a considerable saving in 
the expense of office labors may judiciously be attempted* 
Arrangements to this effect have been decided upon, which 
lure to go into operation as early as possible after the annual 
meeting. ... 
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Agencies^ Branches and Auxiliaries. 

The advantage of a General Organization for such an object 
as this Society sustains, over a number of smaller local Associa- 
tions within a narrow compass acting separately, has long since 
become so evident in practice, that there has been a growing 
inclination on the part of the Branches in New England, some 
of which sprung out of State or County Associations which 
had an earlier date than the American Education Society itself, 
to devolve the responsibilities of this work chiefly upon the hands 
of the Parent Society. While each of the Branches preserves its 
organization and its Treasury as a medium of public influence 
and a channel for contributions, they have all, since the last re- 
vision of the Rules, expressed by vote their desire to have the 
transactions of the Society with students in their respective 
fields carried on directly between the Committees at the Insti* 
tutions and the Parent Board. The operations in this more 
concentrated form are necessarily much more simplified than in 
former times, and the results upon this important field are much 
more clearly and fully seen at one view. 

The Directors have for a number of years past maintained 
one energetic and successful agency in New England for the 
collection of funds. Rev. Joseph Emerson continues to labor 
in this useful service with increasing encouragement and efll- 
ciency, and with the most unqualified approbation of the friends 
of the cause. To his exertions those of the Secretary are 
added in the same way as far as practicable ,* and they fully 
concur in their testimony to the kind reception generally given 
to the claims of the object wherever they have had the privi- 
lege of {^resenting it to the ohurcbes. 

Central American Education Society. 

The scat of the operations of this Society is in the city of 
New York ; and, owing to its having been without the services 
of a Secretary and General Agent ever since the resignation of 
Dr. Phelps, its operations, the past year, have not been extended 
beyond the limits of that city and the immediate neighborhood. 
Rev. John J. Owen, Principal of the Cornelius Institute, New 
York, was elected and has acted as Corresponding Secretary for 
the year ; and at their late annaal meeting, Mr. Owen having 
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resigned, Rev. Mason Noble, of New York, was elected to fill 
the office. This Society has had forty-two young men under, 
its care during the year at the Institutions in New York; 
thirty-two of whom have been members of the Union Theo- 
logical Seminary. The Directors say in their Annual Report : — 
"Although the financial year was commenced in circum- 
stances dark and embarassing yet they have been enabled to 
pay the full amount of each appropriation to the beneficiarieSi 
and to meet, with a promptness such as has not been seen in 
the operations of the Society for the last ten years, all the de- 
mands made upon the Treasury. In no instance has a young 
man of proper qualifications been rejected in his application for 
aid in reference to the prosecution of his studies for the gospel 
ministry." 

The Receipts and Expenditures at New York, have been as 
follows : Receipts, $2,233 52. Balance on hand at the begin- 
ning of the year, $109 32. Total $2,342 84.— Expenditures : 
Grants to students, $2,613. Rent and incidentals, $55,98 — 
leaving the Treasury over-drawn $226,14. 

Philadelphia Education Society. 

The Rev. John Patton, late a pastor of one of the Presbyte- 
rian Churches in Philadelphia, has been appointed Corresponding 
Secretary of this Society. Having obtained a dismission from 
his p^toral charge, he entered upon the duties of his office, 
about the middle of the year. During the previous six months 
the Board were without the assistance of a Secretary devoting 
his time to the work. Mr. Patton has made a successful be- 
ginning in his labors ,* and, besides securing immediate results 
which are highly encouraging, has performed an important 
amount of exploring and preparatory service with reference to 
future operations. The Society has had twenty-four young 
men under; its care the past year ; seventeen of whom have 
been in Lane Seminary. — Its collections, made chiefly during 
the last six months, amounted to $2,11554; which, with a 
balance on hand of $971 66, made the available funds for the 
year $3,087 19. After paying appropriations to students, $1,339, 
and other expenses $788 26, a balance remained in the Treasury, 
at the end of the financial year^ of $95993. 
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Western Education <Sbcf ety. 

The field of this Auxiliary is Western New York. It has 
sustained fourteen Theological students during the year in the 
Seminary at Auburn. Its receipts have amounted to $1,95286. 

This Society has met with a sad bereavement the past year, 
in the death of its late efficient and devoted Secretary and 
Agent, the Rev. Lewis D. Howell. In his sudden departure 
not only this cause but the cause of benevolence generally has 
lost an earnest and an able advocate. As an Instructor in Lane 
Seminary, in the infancy of that Institution ; as a pastor at 
Binghamton, N. Y. ; as an agent for several years in Western 
New York, for the American Tract Society, and as Secretary 
and Agent of the Western Education Society, he performed a 
great amount of laborious service in the cause of his divine 
Master. Such men are indeed blessed ! Dying in the Lord, 
they rest from their labors, and their works do follow them ! 

The Rev. Samuel S. Howe has been appointed Secretary 
and Agent of this Society, since the death of Mr. Howell, and 
has accepted the appointment and entered into its labors. 

Utica Agency. 

This Auxiliary has employed no Secretary or Agent during 
the year. Appropriations of different amounts have been fur- 
nished from its treasury to fifteen young men in Hamilton Col- 
lege, and to one in Geneva College. Its receipts have been 
^572 69. Some of the young men aided at the beginning of 
the year have been obliged from the failure of their appropria- 
tions to suspend their studies. A letter from President North, 
which states this fact, also says : " New applications from prom- 
ising young men have been made, but they have not been re- 
ceived because there has been no prospect of funds for their 
support." - 

Branches at the West. 

The Society has three Branches, immediately connected with 
the Parent Board, in the valley of the Mississippi, viz. : the 
Western Reserve Branch, the Indiana Branch, and the Illinois 
Branch. These furnish a reliable channel of communication 
through which appropriations to students in the Western Insti- 
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tutions are regularly transmitted, and the requisite correspond- 
ence in regard to them is carried on. 

They have also made such efforts as seemed to be practicable 
to gather funds within their own respective fields. Rev. Wil- 
liam PoTTEB, received an appointment as Agent of the Western 
Reserve Branch in November last, and has employed a portion 
of his time since in visiting the churches. The Illinois Branch 
early in the year appointed the Rev. J. M. Grout, an Agent 
to labor in that State. He has devoted himself with energy to 
the work and has had good success. There is no question but 
this object will, in due time be liberally patronized by the 
churches at the West. Their own spiritual necessities, and 
the moral wastes around them, will furnish impelling motives 
to the use of the benevolent instrumentalities which this enter* 
prise brings into operation. It is peculiarly gratifying to the 
Directors to be enabled to do so much as they are even now 
doing, to encourage the efforts of the Western churches in this 
work, and to make sure to the pious young men whom God is 
raising up in the midst of them for the service of the ministry 
,a resource for the needed temporal means, which, without such 
a system of extensive co-operation, would be far too slender and 
precarious to offer them any sufficient ground of dependence. 
Sixty-eight students in the Western Institutions have participa- 
ted in the benefits of this Christian effort the past year. The 
number depending upon the Parent Society for support is seven 
greater than last year. It is pleasant to witness in this feature 
of our operations both at the West and the East, the effect of 
a growing confidence in the ability of the Society to meet the 
demands made upon it. There is no form of benevolence in 
which such confidence is more essential to success ; or in which 
precautions, prudently and successfully taken, to avoid the va- 
riations of sudden expansion and contraction, are surer presages 
of a gradual and healthful progress. 



The Directors have thus taken a succint and cursory view of 
the operations of the Society during the year. They have in- 
tentionally confined themselves to such a simple statement of 
facts as was demanded for this purpose. The results exhibited 
will, it is believed, be regarded as encouraging to the ftiends of 
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Zion, and as furnishing them with animating inducements to 
press forward in this good work. That there are yet hindrances 
to its adequate prosperity and enlargement, is a truth more likely 
to be felt by none than by the Directors themselves. But they 
are happy to feel assured, from what to their own minds is the 
legitimate and necessary operation of principles now steadily 
at work, that any hindrances which exist are not of a kind 
for which the Society will reasonably be held responsible. 
They are not so much inherent in the system of operations as 
they are external to it, and incidental, or rather providential in 
their occurrence. The strength of this cause lies in the ac* 
knowledged obligation of the church of Christ to furnish a 
learned and faithful ministry for the world, and in the evident 
truth that this can never be done without some vigorous system 
of benevolent aid. The great body of the ministers of Christ are 
taken from intelligent and pious families belonging to the hum* 
bier classes of society in respect to pecuniary means. The giv« 
ing up of their sons for this sacred service is generally to them 
a far greater sacrifice of their visible dependence for temporal 
support, than any which is required on the part of others in 
order to their education for the ministry. Yet they are much 
more willing to make this sacrifice than most of those who, 
with their sons, might also, without inconvenience, spare the 
means necessary to prepare them for the work. To those pious 
youth who have been reared up in this humble condition of 
life, as it is commonly regarded, — a condition morally and phys* 
ically the most beneficial in its influence on character, — the 
church must look for the largest number of her candidates for 
the ministry. This truth is forced upon our convictions more 
strongly than ever at the present time. The remarkable growth 
and activity of every form of industrial and commercial enter- 
prise in our country, like a powerful current draws within its 
influence most of our young men, who have means at their 
command by which they may hope to avail themselves of the 
chances of success. This worldly influence is proportionably 
more operative, at all times, as the power of revivals and of 
spiritual piety declines in the churches ; and coinciding, as it 
did for a time, not only with these lamentable evils, but also 
with an impression upon many minds that the ministerial call* 
ing had become crowded beyond the actual ability of tke 
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churches to give its members employment and support, it has 
produced a result which now begins to be looked upon with 
serious apprehension &nd alarm. 

The decrease in the number of candidates for the ministry, 
which was foreseen and predicted by many, now begins to ex- 
cite universal attention. Looking back over a period of five 
years, it is found that there has been a falling off of two-fifths 
in the number of theological students during that time, in the 
six Institutions connected with the Congregational, and New 
School Presbyterian churches. Their numbers, which amounted 
in 1841 to an aggregate of 501, have sunk from year to year, 
until this year they have upon their catalogues only 298. 
Comparing the present year with the one immediately prece- 
ding, it appears that the number who entered the Junior classes 
at Andover, Auburn, Bangor, East Windsor, Princeton, Union 
and Yale Theological Seminaries, has declined from 161 to 
134, which is a loss of about one-sixth in a single year. Were 
this process of decrease to be suffered to continue, it is clear 
that disaster and distress must soon come upon every department 
of religious enterprise. There is little room to question, even 
now, that before it can be arrested, much serious embarassment 
will be experienced in supplying the demands of the churches 
for the preaching of the word. The present period is not a 
time when so considerable a reduction in the number of young 
men preparing for the ministry can be regarded with indiffer- 
ence, by those who love the cause of the Redeemer. " The 
harvest truly is great, but the laborers are few ! " Never, since 
the Saviour uttered these words, could they have been applied 
by his followers with deeper emphasis than at this day. An 
exigency of the most urgent character is pressing upon the 
American churches from every direction, at home and abroad. 
An overpowering appeal to their sympathies comes from the 
destitute and perishing in all part^ of the world, who seem all 
at once to be stretching out their' hands unto God. While this 
wonder-working providence of God cannot fail to quicken and 
increase all the benevolent labors in which Christians are en- 
gaged, it calls also for redoubled diligence in that which stands 
connected with them all, — the labor of training up a devoted 
and able ministry, which shall go into all the world and preach 
the gospel to every creature. 
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la view, then, of these enlarged demands upon their faithful- 
ness in the work intrusted to their hands ; in view of the spir- 
itual destitution among millions of their countrymen, and the 
remarkable openings of Providence throughout the entire world 
to the free and efficient energies of that instrumentality in the 
church of Christ which it is the object of this Society to fur- 
nish ; the Directors would again earnestly commend this cause 
to the affections and prayers of all who love the prosperity of 
Zion. Especially would they commend it, with all their hum- 
ble endeavors to promote its interests, to the counsel and bless- 
ing of Him who is Head over all things to the church. .

Society, the sum of dollars, to be paid within 

months after my decease, and to be applied to the uses and purposes 
of that Society. 



CONSTITUTION 

OF THB 

AMERICAN EDUCATION SOCIETY. 



The object of this Society is to educate pious young men for the 
gospel ministry. 

Article L* Any person who shall subscribe and shall pay into the 
Treasury at one time, one hundred dollars, and if a clergyman, forty 
dollars, shall be an honorary member ; and shall have a right to sit 
«nd deliberate in all meetings of the Society. But all members here- 
after added to the Society, who shall be entitled to vote, shall be 
chosen by ballot at an annual meeting. 

Art. II. A permanent fund, consisting of bequests, legacies, and 
donations, giren for this special purpose, shall be formed by the 
Directors. 

Art. III. There shall annually be chosen, by ballot, a President, 
Vice President, Treasurer, and Secretary, who shall also be Clerk, 
and such other officers as may be found necessary; who shall continue 
in office till others shall be chosen in their stead. 

Art. IV. This Society shall, from time to time, by ballot, elect 
such a number of honorary Vice Presidents as they may judge 
expedient. 

Art. V. The Society shall annually appoint, by ballot, eleven 
Directors; who, together with the President and Vice President of 
the Society, shall constitute a Board of Directors, five of whom shall 
constitute a quorum at any meeting regularly convened. It shall be 
the duty of this Board to increase the funds of the Society, by soli* 
citing themselves, and by appointing and instructing agents to solicit, 
the aid requisite to achieve the object in view. This Board shall have 
the power of appropriating all monies for the support of beneficiaries; 
of examining and selecting candidates for patronage ; of appointing 
committees to examine and recommend its applicants living in distant 
parts; and, generally, of transacting all business necessary for the 
furtherance of the objects of this Society, not otherwise herein provided 
for. The Directors shall also keep a fair record of their proceedings, 
and annually make report of their transactions to the Society. 

Art. VL Qualified candidates may be aided, in each stage of 
preparatory education for the ministry; but, except in very singular 
cases, no applicant shall be assisted, even in the first stage, who shall

not produce, from serious and respectable characters, unequiyocal 
testimoQials of hopeful piety, promising talents, and real indigence ; 
nor shall any person be continued on this foundation, whose instructor 
or instructors, except in very special cases, shall not annually exhibit 
to the Directors, satisfactory evidence, that in point of genius, diligence, 
literary progress, morals, and piety, he is a proper character to receive 
aid from these sacred funds ; in addition to which, each beneficiary, 
after his admission into any college, shall annually exhibit to the 
Directors, a written declaration, that it continues to be his serious 
purpose to devote his life to the gospel ministry. 

Art. VII. Any person who has been assisted by this Society, 
and whose name shall be stricken from the list of beneficiaries, be- 
cause of misconduct, or other deficiency in regard to the qualifications 
required by the Constitution, and the Rules of the Directors;* or, who 
shall have concluded not to devote himself to the gospel ministry, shall, 
within a reasonable time, refund the sum expended for his education, 
with lawful interest, whenever required by the Directors, 

Art. VIII. The President, and in his absence, the Vice Presi- 
dent, in concurrence with three of the Directors, shall have power to 
call special meetings of the Society. 

Art. IX. The Treasurer shall be bound with two sureties, in a 
reasonable sum, to be determined by the Directors, to the faithful dis- 
charge of his duty. He shall vest the property of the Society in the 
safest and most productive forms; make payments and advances of 
money, from time to time, agreeably to the orders of the Directors ; 
and annually render to the Society a written account of all receipts 
and expenditures within the year, of the amount of its funds, and of 
the manner in which they are vested : — this account to be previously 
examined and approved, in writing, by a Committee of the Society, 
annually chosen for the purpose. He shall also give to the Directors, 
whenever they request it, a particular account of the state of the 
Treasury. 

Art. X. The Society shall meet annually at such time and place 
as the Directors shall appoint, to elect officers, to hear the report of 
the Directors and of the Treasurer, and to transact other necessary 
business. 

Art. Xl.t At all meetings of the Society, twelve members shall be 
requisite to constitute a quorum ; and every meeting of the Society, 
and of the Directors, shall be opened with prayer. 

Art. XII. The Presidents of all Societies, auxiliary to this, 
which shall pay annually one thousand dollars into the Treasury 
of this Society, shall be, ex officio, honorary Vice Presidents of this 
Society. 

Art. XIII. Whenever a Society shall be formed, by the inhabit- 
ants of any State or district, which shall adopt the essential principles

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of this constitution, especially the provisions of the sixth article, as the 
basis of its own, such Society, upon the due notice of its existence, 
and desire of union, may be received, by a vote of the Directors, as a 
constituent Branch of. the American Society. 

Every such Branch Society shall possess the right of appointing its 
own officers, including a Board of Directors and a Treasurer; and 
also the right of appropriating its own funds for the assistance of 
beneficiaries, who shall have, in all respects, the requisite qualifications. 
Every candidate for such assistance shall be examined by a committee 
of three competent men, two of whom shall be appointed by the Di- 
rectors of said Branch Society, and one, by the Directors of this So- 
ciety ; and, if approved, may prosecute his studies, preparatory to the 
ministry, under the immediate superintendence of the Directors of said 
Branch Society ; or, if they shall deem it expedient, such candidate 
may be committed U> the charge of the Directors of this Society. All 
monies of any Branch Society, not appropriated as above, shall be 
transmitted to the general treasury; and whenever the exigencies of 
such Society shall exceed its own resources, it may apply for assistance' 
to the Directors of this Society. 

Art. XIV. Presidents of Branch Societies shall be, ex officio, 
members of this Society, and also honorary members of the Board of 
Directors. 

Art. XV. The Directors shall have power to supply any vacancies 
that may occur in their own Board, or in the officers of the Society, 
till the next annual meeting. 

Art. XVI. No alteration of this Constitution shall be made, except 
on recommendation of the Directors, and by vote of three-fourths of 
the members present, at an annual meeting ; or unless the proposed 
alteration shall have been submitted to the Society, in writing, at a 
previous meeting.

The American Education Society held its Thirty-third Annual Meet- 
ing in Hall No. 3 of the Tremont Temple, Boston, May 28, 1849, at half-past 
four o'clock, P. M.

4 ANNUAL MEETING. 

The Vice President of the Society, John Tafpan, Esq., having come in, 
took the chair. 

Hon. Joel Giles, from a << Committee appointed by the Board of Direc- 
tors, April 14, 1849, to prepare a statement of the acts and recommenda- 
tions of the Board to be presented to the Society at its annual meeting," 
sabmitted a memorandam containing recommendations of the Board to the 
following effect, viz. 

1. That the Officers of the Society for the ensuing year, be elected upon 
the basis of a reduced expenditure, not to exceed iSfteen per cent of the 
income. 

2. That the thirteenth and fourteenth Articles of the Constitution, which 
provide for the establishment of constituent Branches of the Society be 
repealed ; and that the Standing Rules be so modified as to put the Branches 
upon the footing of Auxiliaries merely to the Parent Society. 

Oral statements explaining the intent and probable operation of the pro- 
posed modifications, were made by Mr. Giles and other members of the 
Board. Whereupon, on motion, 

Voted, That a Committee of the Society be appointed to consider and 
report upon the communication of the Directors at an adjourned meeting. 

Bela B. Edwards, D. D., Nehemlah Adams, D. D., Hon. Samuel T. 
Armstrong, Justin Edwards, D. D., and Enoch Pond, D. D., were ap- 
pointed on this Committee. 

Voted, That when the Society adjourns at the close of the public services 
this evening, it be to meet in this place to-morrow at 10 o'cloclk, A. M. 

The Society then adjourned to attend the public services in Tremont 
Temple, at half-past seven o'clock in the evening.

Resolved^ That recent extraordinary movements of Divine Providence 
bearing on the progress of the gospel, are rendering more and more urgent 
the duty of introducing young men of talent, learning and piety into the 
Christian ministry. 

This resolution was supported in an address by Rev. Mr. Palmer. 

On motion of Rev. John Todd, D. D., of Pittsfield, Mass., seconded by 
Rev. Swan L. Pom&ot, D. D., of Boston, one of the Secretaries of the 
American Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions, 

Resolved^ That while we are bound to render unfeigned thanks to the 
great Head of the Church, for the ffood effected by the American Education 
Society, the present position of the world imperiously calls upon its friends 
to make it increasingly efficient 

Rev. Drs. Todd and Pomrot addressed the meeting in support of this 
resolution. 

After uniting in the Christian Dozology, the Benediction was pronounced 
by Rev. Dr. Humphrey, and the Society adjourned to meet at 10 o'clock 
to-morrow morning. 



The Society met according to adjournment, at 10 
o'clock, A. M. 

The Vice President took the chair. 

Prayer was offered by President Pierce. 

The Committee to whom was referred the Communication from the Board 
of Directors, by their chairman. Rev. B. R Edwards, D. D., made a report ; 
which, after an extended and thorough discussion, was unanimously adopted, 
and is as follows : 

The CoDunittee, to whom was referred the Communication of the Board of 
Directors, recommending certain important t^hanges in the organization and 
operations of the Society, having attentively considered the same, and also 
listened to the explanations and suggestions of two members of the Board, 
beg leave respectfully to report : 

1. That the Committee highly approve of what the Directors have already 
done in diminishing the expenses of the Society, and recommend that 
further measures be taken to lessen these expenses, so far as will consist 
with the greatest efficiency of the Society. 

2. That the Secretary be directed to perform as far as practicable, the 
duties of an agent, and that the Directors be requested to employ such other 
agency as the necessities of the object may require. 

3. That, in the opinion of the Committee, the practical operation of the 
Society, in its relation to the Branches, is as it should be ; at the same time, 
the Committee would recommend that the Directors, in connection with the

Branch societies, would consider and recommend to the Society such modifi- 
cations in the phraseology of the Constitution and By-laws as to remove aay 

legal difficulties which may exist in the case. 

4. The Committee, deeply impressed with the Tital importance of this 
object, would respectfully suggest whether the pastors of churches, may not, 
with signal advantage, both to the churches and to the Society, perform the 
duties of agents in raising funds for this object, and whether they may not, 
in this manner, greatly increase the number of those, who, through the 
agency of this Society, shall enter the Christian ministiy. 

5. That the hope of the increased usefulness of this and of kindred soci- 
ties, must mainly rest on the general effusion of the influence of the Holy 
Spirit on our churches, and especially ,on the colleges and other literary 

institutions. 

The officers of the Society for the ensuing year were then chosen. 
On motion of the Secretary, 

V&tedy That the thanks of the Society be presented to the speakers who 
addressed the Society at their public meeting last evening. 

The Society then adjourned.

In presenting the results of their labors during another year, 
the Directors would gratefully acknowledge the favor with 
which the Head of the Church has smiled upon their endeavors. 
The period has been one of great financial embarrassment in 
the community, and it has at times seemed probable that the 
resources of the Society must fall much short of meeting its 
necessary disbursements. But although the amount required 
to fulfil the engagements of the Board has been considerably 
larger than the year before, still the receipts have advanced 
nearly in the same ratio ; so that the Directors have the grati- 
fication to find that the Society, while enlarging its benefac- 
tions and accomplishing more for its great object than in any 
year since 1842, has been almost entirely supported in doing so 
from the current income of the year.

No statement of the number assisted by the Evangelical 
Lutheran Education Society is embraced in the summary for 
this year. Their operations have become so entirely distinct 
from ours that they are not expected any longer to make returns 
to this Board. Making allowance for the disappearance of their 
students from the list, which last year numbered twenty-eight, 
the increase in the number assisted by the American Education 
Society this year is thirty-one. 

New Applicants received. 

The Parent Society has received under its care sixty-six new 
applicants during the year, and thirty-seven have been received 
by the auxiliaries above named ; making the whole number of 
new applicants, one hundred and three. Toung men are re- 
ceived when they are prepared to enter college, or at any sub- 
sequent stage of their course when their circumstances render 
it necessary for them to make application to the Society. 

Earnings of the Students. 

It is honorable to the young men to state, that their earnings 
during the year, by teaching in their vacations and by other 
kinds of employment, which have been applied to their own 
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support, have amounted in the aggregate to $12,432. In this 
statement only 285 of the students are embraced, who make 
their returns directly to the Parent Board. 

Number who have entered the Ministry. 

Sixty-three who have been aided by the Society in all or a 
part of their course of preparation for the ministry, have fin- 
ished their studies during the year, and have entered upon the 
fulfilment of their great commission, it is believed, as workmen 
who need not to be ashamed. This lacks only five of being 
one-half of the theological graduates for the year, at the eight 
principal Seminaries of New England, New York, and the 
West. 

Foreign Missionaries. 

Ten of the young men whom the Society has brought into 
the ministry have this year embarked from their native shores 
as missionaries to the heathen. Their destination to different 
stations under the care of the American Board, is as follows : 
viz.. Rev. Horace Foot, to Syria ; Rev. Eliphal Maynard, to 
Salonica ; Rev. Oliver Crane, to the Armenians ; Rev. Cyrus T. 
Mills and Rev. Joseph T. Noyes, to Ceylon ; Rev. Ira M. Pres- 
ton and Rev. William T. Wheeler, to West Africa ; Rev. Wil- 
liam Ireland, Rev. Hyman A. Wilder, and Rev. Andrew Abra- 
ham, to South Africa. It is not remembered that any single 
year in the Society's history has recorded so many of the 
names of its beneficiaries in this roll of sacred honor. If 
the labors and contributions which have been bestowed upon 
this object, during the period of preparation for these young 
men, had yielded nothing more in return to the American 
churches than these ten missionaries to the heathen, composing 
two-thirds of the whole reinforcement sent out by the Board in 
this most prosperous year of their enterprise, it would have 
been labor and sacrifice nobly expended.

The number aided in the Institutions at the West is 91, all 
excepting eight or ten of whom have their residence in that 
section of the country. Of fourteen in the Theological De- 
partment of the Western Reserve College, all but two are from 
Ohio. Of eighteen in the College, ten are from Ohio, four 
from other Western States and Canada, and four from New 
England. Of the eight assisted in Illinois College all are from 
Illinois excepting one, who is from Wisconsin. 

Distribution of Funds. 

The Parent Society has made grants from the Treasury in 
Boston, for appropriations to students, to meet deficiencies in 
the Branch Treasuries during the year, as follows : — to the 
Western Reserve Branch, $1,796 21 ; to Illinois, $863 50 ; to 
Maine, $699 ; to Michigan, $200 ,* to Indiana, $163 ; to Wis- 
consin, $60. The students in Lane Seminary, Marietta Col- 
lege, and Miami University, have likewise received a considera- 
ble part of their appropriations from the Philadelphia Education 
Society. 

The grants for appropriations to students, at the several 
Institutions within the limits of the Branches in New England, 
with the exception of Maine, have been more than supplied by 
the donations obtained from their respective States, together 
with the proceeds of Scholarship Funds, originally contributed 
and pledged to be expended within those limits, if students are 
found there to require it. The same was true of last year, 
with the exception of a few dollars deficiency in Vermont. 
Considered in the aggregate, whether for the last year or the 
present, the amount of funds supplied by the Branches in New 
England has been more than equal to the whole disbursements 
fojr the support of students within their bounds. 
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The account for this year stands as follows :

The whole cost of agency labors employed in these States 
together, during the year, would be more than defrayed by this 
balance, small as it is. It would seem, that under a judicious 
system of agencies, it would not be difficult to make the whole 
of New England again productive for this object, in some pro- 
portion to its relative importance. 

New England is certainly not to be overlooked, in her rela- 
tions to this great interest. Her thorough habits and appliances 
of early intellectual and moral culture, her ancient seats of 
science, her Seminaries and Libraries of sacred learning, will 
make it her prerogative, for a long time to come, to take a lead- 
ing part in the supply of educated men, and of the educators 
themselves, for the whole country. The characteristic of uni- 
versal adventure, often smiled at, but more to be revered, 
belongs as truly to her educational energies and products, as to 
her spirit of mercantile and conlmercial enterprise. Not soon, 
if ever, will this country see the day, when, for resources of 
intellect moulded by practical education and religion, she can 
afford to abandon these sterling old Puritan qusurries. 

Economy in Expenses. 

This subject was adverted to in the last Annual Report ; and 
it was stated that an arrangement was in contemplation for 
effecting a further reduction in the expenses at the Rooms. 
The Directors were not able, at so early a period in the year as 
they had hoped, to avail themselves of the full benefit of such 
an advantage. An arrangement has been concluded, however, 
which went into effect on the fifteenth of November, with the 
Massachusetts Bible Society, for establishing their Depository in 
one of the rooms heretofore occupied by this Society, and 
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placing it under the charge of the Treasurer ; in consequence 
of which, the salary of that officer, together with the rent of the 
Rooms, is to be equally divided between the two Institutions. 
By this accommodation a saving of about $650 will be effected, 
without detriment either to the responsibility or efficiency of 
the service required at the Rooms ; and the entire annual ex- 
pense for conducting the operations of the Parent Society, with 
the same amount of agency in New England as has been em- 
ployed for the last four years, will be brought down to about 
thirty-seven or eight hundred dollars. Of this about seven 
hundred dollars of the Secretary's salary is regularly defrayed 
from the proceeds of the Fund, given and permanently invested 
for that purpose ; leaving only about three thousand dollars 
chargeable upon the general income of the Society. This, 
upon an amount equal to that part of the income for the year 
just ended, would exhibit a ratio of less than sixteen per cent, 
of the current receipts, for carrying on the operations of the 
Society in New England and disbursing a handsome amount 
of its funds at the West. The disbursement, as well as the 
collection of funds, is properly spoken of in this connection ; 
because it is well understood that the appropriation of monies, 
under the Constitution and Rules of this Society, is a matter 
which requires laborious and careful attention on the part of its 
executive officers. 

As this subject is involved in questions which are to come 
before the Society in another form at the present meeting, the 
Directors will not enlarge upon it here. They will only add, 
in justice to their own endeavors in time past to secure the 
means and the benefits of a judicious economy, that by various 
measures of curtbilment, in the course of the last eight years, a 
reduction in the annual expenses of the Board has been effect- 
ed, amounting to as much as its entire expenses at the present 
time. 

Agencies and Auxiliaries. 

The General Agent of the Parent Society, Rev. Joseph 
Emerson, has continued with untiring assiduity to labor in the 
service of the Board. He finds a ready access to the churches 
for the object, and brings away the most substantial evidences of 
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success. As some of the severest burdens which were pressing 
upon the Board for several years have been removed, the Sec- 
retary has been enabled to give more of his attention to plans 
and efforts for augmenting the current receipts. Though the 
entire area of New England is the field through which the Pa- 
rent Society extends its more immediate operations, and for the 
culture of which it has undertaken to be especially responsible, 
yet, owing to a necessity imposed by providential circumstan- 
ces, the churches beyond the bounds of Massachusetts have not 
for several years past been visited to any considerable extent 
by soliciting agents. The amount of agency employed was of 
course inadequate to any such attempt ; and the Directors felt 
that it was absolutely imperative upon them, so long as the 
Society was heavily in arrears, and even afterwards, so long as 
an almost insuperable obstacle existed in a state of morbid ap- 
prehension in the public mind about an '< excessive supply of 
ministers," to be exceedingly careful of expenditure, and to 
turn all their efforts to the best account on the most productive 
portions of the field. Little could be done for bringing in new 
fields, or restoring those that were tending to decay. Should 
the Society continue to occupy the same ground hereafter, with 
its present freedom from embarrassment, and with a rising de- 
mand for its labors on the part of the churches, a somewhat 
bolder and more liberal policy in the employment of agencies 
may probably be called for ; in which case a proportionate in- 
crease in the number of young men preparing for the ministry, 
and in the means at the disposal of the Board for their support, 
would be likely to result. 

The Central American Education Society^ at New York, 
has employed no agent during the year. Its receipts from the 
churches have consequently been small ; and it is only from 
the avails of two or three legacies of unusual amount, that it 
has been enabled to meet its engagements with the students at 
the Union Theological Seminary and the Cornelius Institute, 
in the city of New York, to which it now confines its 
benefactions. The number to whom it has granted appro- 
priations, during the year, is fifty-one. Its receipts have 
been $3,023 93. 
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The Western Education Society, at Auburn, New York, 
which was formerly a cherished and prosperous auxiliary in 
connection with the Central American Education Society, and 
for some time also associated in the responsibilities of the work 
with the Utica Agency, has been left for the last year or two, 
through the virtual dismemberment of this more extended or- 
ganization, to struggle on alone. Its early and intimate con- 
nection with the existence and prosperity of the Theological 
Seminary at Auburn, has given it a strong hold upon the vene- 
ration and attachment of the ministers and the churches in that 
section of the State. Some early funds which it possessed 
were transferred, with the consent of the original donors, to 
lay the foundations of that Seminary ; and about half of the 
ministerial and missionary graduates of the Institution have, as 
the Secretary states, been the fostered sons of the Society. 
This is among the oldest Education Societies in the country, 
having been founded in 1817, about two years only after the 
American Education Society. 

During about five months of the year the Secretary, Rev. 
Samuel S. Howe, was employed in visiting the churches and 
soliciting contributions. For the remaining months his labors 
in this way have been discontinued ; and his services as Cor- 
responding Secretary only, have been gratuitously rendered. 
Its receipts have amounted to $1,410 70; and twenty-two 
young men have received assistance from its funds. 

The Utica Agency, since the resignation of Rev. Daniel 
Clark, Jr., its late Secretary, has ceased to maintain any ex- 
ecutive operations ; and its organization has been virtually sus- 
pended. One or two individual donations only have passed 
through the hands of its Treasurer during the year. 

A letter from President North, of Hamilton College, contains 
some facts and reflections connected with this state of things, 
which are worthy of being deeply pondered. He says : " Since 
the resignation of Mr. Clark, no agent of the Society has been 
employed in the field ; and the consequence has been that the 
young men, who were formerly supported by the Society, have 
either given up their studies and left the college, or have been 
struggling on, under circumstances of great difficulty and 
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embarrMsmeuty while endeayoring to pursue their collegiate 
studies and at the same time support themaelyes by teaching. 
The number of those now connected with the college, having 
the ministry in view, is consequently unusually small. On 
various accounts this state of things has appeared to me unfor- 
tunate. We need the influence of religious young men in the 
college ; and to you I need not say, the church will soon need 
them in the work of preaching the gospel." 

Thus the prospects of the cause throughout the State of New 
York appear at present to be discouraging. The advantages of 
mutual aid and co-operation among the several auxiliaries have 
been given up. In their separate action they now find them- 
selves unable to sustain the collecting agencies which are in- 
dispensable to their support, without incurring a proportion of 
expenditure altogether too great to be endured. 

The Philadelphia Education Society has continued its ope* 
rations during the year with vigor and success. Its principal 
dependence for support is upon the churches in Philadelphia, 
connected with the New School General Assembly, some of 
which have contributed nobly to the object. The range of its 
applications, however, is extensive among the churches of 
Pennsylvania, Delaware and New Jersey ; from which, through 
the energetic labors of the Secretary, Rev. John Patton, an 
increeising patronage is received. 

" I have travelled," says the Secretary in his report, " about 
four thousand miles, in presenting the claims of the Society. 
The work in a number of the churches has been rather pre- 
paratory. Several have contributed more than formerly, several 
less ; some that never contributed before, have given us a cor- 
dial welcome. Upon the whole, my conviction is, that the 
cause of education is obtaining a stronger hold upon the heart 
of the church. Some ministers and churches begin to feel and 
acknowledge that something more must be done to multiply 
the number of ministers, or the destitution will in a short time 
be absolutely appalling. No better way as yet presents itself, 
than to sustain the Society. Its principles are just and wise ; 
its plan simple ; its expenses moderate ; and its results already 
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sufficient, wben honestly investigated, to satisfy the Eoost scriv- 
puloos and sceptical." 

The available means of this Society during the year have 
amounted to $3,912 11. It has aided forty-three young men ; 
twenty-seven of whom were in Lane Seminary. It has not 
had the means, however, of granting all the appropriations in 
full to the students at the West, who have consequently been 
sometimes reduced to the severest straits ; and it now seems 
probable that some part of this responsibility will have to be 
assumed by the Parent Society. 

In regard to the op^tions of the Branches at the West, 
nothing of special importance requires to be stated. Their col- 
lections have necessarily been small. It is evident, that their 
dependence^ for the present, must be mainly on the East for 
the means of extending the benefits of the Society, where those 
benefits are too much needed to be hazarded for a moment by 
discouraging that dependence. By cherishing and sustaining 
them in their infancy and weakness, they will ultimately be- 
come strong and efficient helpers. 

Applications to the Society from the West are annually in- 
creasing. The number aided in that field this year is ninety- 
one, which is twenty^tkree more than last year. All which is 
done successfully to build up Colleges and Theological Semi- 
naries there is adapted to increase this demand, since many of 
their students are poor and must look to this Society for aid. 

Urgent elakns of the object. 

In turning attention to the means employed at the present 
period for securing a supply of the ministers of the gospel, the 
painful fact is forced upon our notice, that there has existed for 
some time a materia) diminution in the number of those who 
are preparing for the work. The churches were for a long time 
slow to admit a tendency to this result. But the result itself 
can no longer be disguised. An absolute decline in the number 
of theological students has been regularly going on from year 
to year ; until the means of a comparison is furnished, which 
places this matter beyond a doubt. 

In 1841, the six Theological Schools in New England and 
the Middle States, connected with the Congregational and the 
3 
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New School Presbyterian Churches, contained an aggregate of 
601 students. The causes operating to produce the depression 
had not up to that time, begun to show their effect in the Sem- 
inaries. But the falling off which has since been realized has 
amounted to not less than two-JifthSj or forty per cent of the 
whole number ; reducing it, in these Institutions, to less than 
300. 

This statement does not refer to the particular department 
with which our labors as a Society have been connected, but 
takes a more comprehensive range. Indeed the demands upon 
the Education Society, during most of the same period, have 
been gradually increased from year to year. The deficiency 
must be much the greatest in that class who would have been 
independent of this aid ; inasmuch as it has greatly overcome, 
in the aggregate, a continual advance upon our lists. 

If we extend our view to the other great division of the 
Presbyterian Church, the fact stands out upon the records of 
their General Assembly, that, for the last few years, the num- 
ber of candidates for the ministry has been diminishing within 
their bounds. The fact is true also, in their case, in respect to 
those sustained by their Board of Education. 

From the Evangelical Lutheran Church the statement is, 
that, since 1842, the number assisted by their Education Soci- 
ety has been constantly diminished ; while there has been no 
corresponding increase in the number who sustain themselves. 

Local and temporary influences might have effected such re- 
sults at one or two poinis, without exciting serious apprehension ; 
but when so broad an area is embraced in the survey, no serious 
mind can repress the deep concern which these facts are adapted 
to produce. An extensive and alarming evil is at work among 
the very sources of our religious prosperity. There is no in- 
terest of the church of Christ more important than that which 
is involved in the character and power of the ministry. There 
is none which the enemy of all righteousness invades with so 
many subtle forms of assault, — whether to corrupt the purity 
of the ministry, to impair its efllciency, or to limit and reduce 
its numbers. 

Where the first of these devices, the corruption of the min- 
istry obtains, he has indeed no wish to see its numbers less. 
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The power of such an instrumentality, either for good or for 
evil, is well known to him. To pervert that power, — to render 
it the engine of destructive error — and then indeed to multiply 
and extend it as much as possible, all which is exemplified 
on an appalling scale in the Romish church, has been one of 
the master strokes of that malignant policy which opposes the 
reconciliation of the world to God. 

But the ministry of truth, the ministry of reconciliation, 
which Christ has chosen, where it cannot thus be superseded, 
must, upon this policy, as far as possible be depressed, its effi- 
ciency weakened, its aggressive zeal discouraged, its numbers 
kept down, so as td be wholly inadequate to the real wants of 
the church, especially to the means of her enlargement. 

Against this, as against other evils, the Spirit of the Lord, 
from time to time, lifts up a standard. In this lies the hope and 
security of the church. But God will be inquired of by his 
people, to do it for them. And when they have been remiss in 
this duty, they are sometimes left, not only to see the impen- 
ding danger and to feel distressing alarm, but also to suffer, 
from this cause, many spiritual privations, and much hindrance 
in their religious enterprises. 

The thoughts of those who have the cause of Christ at 
heart are beginning to be turned anxiously upon the conse- 
quences to be apprehended from such a state of things. These 
are not yet severely, nor, perhaps, even sensibly felt. But 
how long can they be avoided ? They lie only a little way in 
the future. Time stays not for our halting. Death relents not 
for the desolations left behind. The places now occupied by 
the ministry must ere long be vacated. Over the field em- 
braced in the present, survey, it is computed that about sixty 
pastors annually are removed by death. And then there cannot 
be less than seven or eight hundred Congregational and Pres- 
byterian churches in this country now, which are not supplied 
with stated preaching. New England has over 200 such. 
The Old School Presbyterian Church reckons "nearly 500." 

But what measure shall we take of the wants of the popula- 
tion at large ; to which, by birth and by immigration, souls 
enough are added every day to make an entire parochial charge ! 
It has been computed, in popular language, that " the wave of 
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population rolls westward at the rate of eighteen miles a year, 
sweeping away the wilderness by a living tide of aetive en- 
croachment." Such progress awakens the deepest solicitude 
for our country. There is no adequate provision making for 
this increasing want. Other forms of benevolence are active ; 
but the more they prosper the greater the demand for this. It 
is a beautiful consummation which, in all our hearts, gives 
such a heavenly charm to missions — our country thoroughly 
evangelized 1 — the entire world redeemed ! But we must come 
back to details, to necessary means, to patient labors. Neither 
of these glorious ends can be reached without the service of 
the ministry. Can any one look on with indifference at such 
a day as this, and see the ministry declining ? The harvest 
truly is great, but the laborers are few! 

What then is to be -done ? How may this retrograde move- 
ment be arrested ; and such prosperity and progress be restored 
as the state of the world and the hopes of the church demand ? 

Our first and most hopeful duty is to seek the return of the 
Holy Spirit. 

Let our backslidings, in their evil and bitter results, reprove 
and humble us. Let us learn, in reference to this matter, that 
great practical truth ; — << Except the Lord build the city, they 
labor in vain that build it." And let us return and seek God, 
till "he suddenly come to his temple." "When the Lord 
shall build up Zion, he shall appear in his glory ! " " Thy 
sons shall come from far ; " and "thou shalt say in thy heart, 
who hath begotten me these ! " 

Christians should pray more for the rising ministry. 

For this Christ has taught us expressly to pray. His spe- 
ci6c directions, as to the matter of our prayers, were few ; but 
they comprehended all things, and were of perpetual obligation. 
Both in his prohibitions and commands he always struck at the 
roots of things. Such is the ministry, to the interests of the 
church. It leads the way among the means of salvation. 
Without it nothing moves toward the conquest of the world 
for Christ. When it moves efficiently to that end, it carries 
every thing along with it. It creates a demand for itself. It 
commands all needful helps for its own sttccess. It is the 
greatest want of the church at this moment— 4tti apostolic min- 
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istry. Prayer for this blessing will always be required ; and in 
answer to prayer, — such prayer as may be suited to the impON 
tance of the blessing sought, — it will always be granted to the 
church. 

We must encourage and demand, in the rising ministry an 
elevated tone of piety. 

Let pastors seek for the most decisive evidence of piety in 
all those among the youth of their flocks who would set their 
faces toward this work. Let not a mere common-place, much 
less a suspicious kind of experience pass. Let there be no 
reason to doubt of their spiritual call. Let their piety be char- 
acterized by the great qualities of a broken spirit before God ; 
self-sacrifice for the cause of Christ ; compassion for the 
souls of men ; an unction from the Holy One. The Saviour 
considers it as no loss, when an ambitious, covetous or worldly 
minded man is discouraged from entering the ministry. His 
true hearted servants though few, are a mightier band without 
the addition of such than with it. 

It IS important, too, in connection with this grand prenrequi- 
site, to secure such native ability and force of mind as the 
exercise of this high function must demand. God no more 
calls to the ministry those whom he has not endowed for it by 
nature, than those whom be has not renewed by grace. A 
pre-eminent degree of zeal and efficiency in this work is needed, 
both to compensate for inadeqtmcy of numbers and to attract 
powerfully to it a host of kindred spirits. 

In view of all these facts and considerations it appears espe- 
cially important that the service which the Education Society 
performs in aid of this object, should be so strengthened and 
sustained as to be carried to the full extent of its proper appli- 
cation. 

The causes of decline in the number of Theological students 
have been far more operative than they would otherwise have 
been, in consequence of the embarrassments which pressed so 
hard upon the Education Society at one period ; compelling it 
to withhold encouragement from many who would have looked 
to it for aid, and to diminish the frequency of its appeals from 
the pulpit and the press by a necessary reduction of its agen- 
cies and publications. Of all the instrumentalities ever 
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ployed to awaken a sense of obligation on this subject among the 
churches, that of this Society has been the most largely blessed. 
Not only what it has accomplished directly, by bringing about 
3,000 ministers into the field, and furnishing more than a hun- 
dred missionaries to the heathen, but in addition to all this, its 
continual voice of instruction and appeal on the subject of this 
great interest, its exhibition of facts to show the destitution 
which the preachers of the Gospel are needed to supply, and 
the liberal sacrifices to which it has prompted the benevolent 
for this object, have given an impulse to the minds of pastors, 
to thQ prayers of Christians, and to the purposes of pious young 
men, which has extended far even beyond its own peculiar 
sphere. 

The most difficult problem in the use of this instrumentality 
is, how to balance the necessary encouragements with the ne- 
cessary cautions, — compassion for the wants of the world, with 
a due regard to the claims of the ministry. The Society needs 
much of the spirit of Christ. Such tests of character and 
qualification as experience has shown to be requisite must be 
faithfully applied ; remembering that in this responsibility even 
societies like this are reached by the injunction, << Lay hands 
suddenly on no man." Nor will such carefulness have the 
effect, in the final result, of diminishing the numbers whom by 
the blessing of the Spirit the Society will have the privilege of 
assisting. Since greater precautions have been used in the ad- 
mission of applicants our numbers have gradually increased ; 
and the Directors are anxious, at the present crisis, to have it 
in their power, while securing the highest merit, at the same 
time to encourage every deserving application. 

The Society is now in a favorable position to go forward 
with increasing efficiency. Free from debt, exercising the 
most careful economy in expenses, acting under a well di- 
gested and very acceptable system of regulations, and with 
satisfactory grounds of assurance that those whom it under- 
takes to assist will constitute an excellent class of candidates 
for the ministry, the Society is well prepared to meet the exi- 
gencies of the period into which it is brought, and to accom- 
plish a greater amount of good than ever before with the same 
amount of means. 
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The time has come for a new impulse to be given to this 
object. Let the funds for its support be adequately furnished ; 
let the Society be enabled to hold out encouragement more 
freely to those who need assistance ; and one of the most ef- 
fective means will be in operation for supplying such a ministry 
as the age demands. Unless the Directors are utterly at fault 
in interpreting the signs of the times, this Society is ere long 
to be surrounded again with something of the same congenial 
atmosphere which so invigorated the early years of its exis- 
tence. Its most essential element of vitality is a religious, 
public sentiment of demand, in respect to that great department 
of the means of grace which the ministry supplies. Ever since 
the first effect of its successful labors has been in some good 
measure accomplished, by securing a more adequate supply of 
pastors for the churches by whom it is immediately supported, 
this element of its prosperity has been proportionably too feeble. 
But can there be a doubt that this public sentiment is soon to 
be revived upon a broader basis, and to have a stronger and 
more permanent development, than ever before in our country ? 
The voice of this demand which begins to come back to New 
England from the increasing millions of our new settlements, 
and from the opening fields of the whole world, where either 
Paganism or a perverted Christianity pleads for the light of the 
gospel, is gathering upon our ears in tones of thunder. There 
must soon be such a call upon every resource of the churches 
here, in supplying an educated ministry, as will second the ap- 
peals of the Education Society in a manner that has hardly 
ever been known before. May the Society, true to itself and 
to the spirit of its venerated founders, be enabled to stand in 
its lot, and fulfil to the kingdom of Christ the responsibilities 
of such a time as this ! 
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CONSTITUTION 



AMERICAN EDUCATION SOCIETY. 



The object of this Society is to educate pious young men for the 
gospel ministry. 

Article L* Any person who shall subscribe and shall pay into the 
Treasury at one time, one hundred dollars, and if a clergyman, forty 
dollars, shall be an honorary member ; and shall have a right to sit 
and deliberate in all meetings of the Society. But all members here- 
after added to the Society, who shall be entitled to vote, shall be 
chosen by ballot at an annual meeting. 

Art. 11. A permanent fund, consisting of bequests, legacies, and 
donations, given for this special purpose, shall be formed by the 
Directors. 

Art. III. There shall annually be chosen, by ballot, a President, 
Vice President, Treasurer, and Secretary, who shall also be Clerk, 
and such other officers as may be found necessary ; who shall continue 
in office till others shall be chosen in their stead. 

Art, IV. This Society shall, from time to time, by ballot, elect 
such a number of honorary Vice Presidents as they may judge 
expedient. 

Art. V. The Society shall annually appoint, by ballot, eleven 
Directors; who, together with the President and Vice President of 
the Society, shall constitute a Board of Directors, five of whom shall 
constitute a quorum at any meeting regularly convened. It shall be 
the duty of this Board to increase the funds of the Society, by soli- 
citing themselves, and by appointing and instructing agents to solicit, 
the aid requisite to achieve the object in view. This Board shall have 
the power of appropriating all monies for the su^^rt of beneficiaries; 
of examining and selecting candidates for patronage ; of appointing 
committees to examine and recommend its applicants living in distant 
parts; and, generally, of transacting all business necessary for the 
furtherance of the objects of this Society, not otherwise herein provided 
for. The Directors shall also keep a fair record of their proceedings, 
and annually make report of their transactions to the Society. 

Art. VI. dualified candidates may be aided, in each stage of 
preparatory education for the ministry; but, except in very singular 
cases, no applicant shall be assisted, even in the first stage, who shall

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not produce, from serious and respectable characters, unequivocal 
testimonials of hopeful piety, promising talents, and real indigence ; 
nor shall any person be continued on this foundation, whose instructor 
or instructors, except in very special cases, shall not annually exhibit 
to the Directors, satisfactory evidence, that in point of genius, diligence, 
literary progress, morals, and piety, he is a proper character to receive 
aid from these sacred funds ; in addition to which, each beneficiary, 
after his admission into any college, shall annually exhibit to the 
Directors, a written declaration, that it continues to be his serious 
purpose to devote his life to the gospel ministry. 

Art. VII. Any person who has been assisted by this Society, 
and whose name shall be stricken from the list of beneficiaries, be- 
cause of misconduct, or other deficiency in regard to the qualifications 
required by the Constitution, and the Rules of the Directors;* or, who 
shall have concluded not to devote himself to the gospel ministry, shall, 
within a reasonable time, refund the sum expended for his education, 
with lawful interest, whenever required by the Directors. 

Art. VIII. The President, and in his absence, the Vice Presi- 
dent, in concurrence with three of the Directors, shall have power to 
call special meetings of the Society. 

Art. IX. The Treasurer shall be bound with two sureties, in a 
reasonable sum, to be determined by the Directors, to the faithful dis- 
charge of his duty. He shall vest the property of the Society in the 
safest and most productive forms; make payments and advances of 
money, from time to time, agreeably to the orders of the Directors; 
and annually render to the Society a written account of all receipts 
and expenditures within the year, of the amount of its funds, and of 
the manner in which they are vested : — this account to be previously 
examined and approved, in writing, by a Committee of the Society, 
annually chosen for the purpose. He shall also give to the Directors, 
whenever they request it, a particular account of the state of the 
Treasury. 

Art. X. The Society shall meet annually at such time and place 
as the Directors shall appoint, to elect officers, to hear the report of 
the Directors and of the Treasurer, and to transact other necessary 
business. 

Art. Xl.t At all meetings of the Society, twelve members shall be 
requisite to constitute a quorum ; and every meeting of the Society, 
and of the Directors, shall be opened with prayer. 

Art. XII. The Presidents of all Societies, auxiliary to this, 
which shall pay annually one thousand dollars into the Treasury 
of this Society, shall be, ex officio, honorary Vice Presidents of this 
Society. 

Art. XIII. Whenever a Society shall be formed, by the inhabit- 
ants of any State or district, which shall adopt the essential principles

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of this constitution, especially the provisions of the sixth article, as the 
basis of its own, such Society, upon the due notice of its existence, 
and desire of union, may be received, by a vote of the Directors, as a 
constituent Branch of the American Society. 

Every such Branch Society shall possess the right of appointing its 
own officers, including a Board of Directors and a Treasurer; and 
also the right of appropriating its own funds for the assistance of 
beneficiaries, who shall have, in all respects, the requisite qualifications. 
Every candidate for such assistance shall be examined by a committee 
of three competent men, two of whom shall be appointed by the Di- 
rectors of said Branch Society, and one, by the Directors of this So- 
ciety ; and, if approved, may prosecute his studies, preparatory to the 
ministry, under the immediate superintendence of the Directors of said 
Branch Society ; or, if they shall deem it expedient, such candidate 
may be committed to the charge of the Directors of this Society. All 
monies of any Branch Society, not appropriated as above, shall be 
transmitted to the general treasury; and whenever the exigencies of 
such Society shall exceed its own resources, it may apply for assistance 
to the Directors of this Society. 

Art. XIV. Presidents of Branch Societies shall be, ex officio, 
members of this Society, and also honorary members of the Board of 
Directors. 

Art. XV. The Directors shall have power to supply any vacancies 
that may occur in their own Board, or in the officers of the Society, 
till the next annual meeting. 

Art. XVI. No alteration of this Constitution shall be made, except 
on recommendation of the Directors, and by vote of three-fourths of 
the members present, at an annual meeting; or unless the proposed 
alteration shall have been submitted to the Society, in writing, at a 
previous meeting.

COmfONWKAIiTH Or lULSSACBCrSXm* 
IN THB TEAR OP ODR LORD ONE THOUSAND EIGHT HUNDRED AND SIXTEEN. 

An Aet to incorparaie the Ameriam Eektcaiion Soeietf. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Gene- 
ral Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, that William Phillips, Samuel 
Salisbury, Elipbalet Pearson, William Reed, Joshua Bates, Asa Eaton, Samuel H. 
Walley, and Aaran P. Cleveland, together with those who have associated, and who 
may hereafter associate with them, be and they are hereby incorporated and made a 
body politic, by the nameof Thb Americait EDUCATioit Socibtt. And the So- 
ciety aforesaid shall have perpetual succession, and may have a common Seal, which it 
■hall be lawful for them to alter at pleasure ; and may purchase and receive, by gift 
or devise, lands, tenements, and real esute of any kind, and the same hold in Tee 
simple, or less estate, the annual income and profits whereof shall not exceed the 
value of ten thousand dollars. And the said Society is hereby enabled to talie and 
receive subscriptions of charitably disposed persons, and may take any personal 
estate in succession ; and all donations to the Society, either by Bab6criptk>n, legacy, 
or otherwise, (excepting such as shall be differently appropriated by the donors, or 
by a vote of the Society, agreeably to their Constitution,) shall make a part of or be 
put into the capital stock of the Society, which shall be put out on interest on good 
security, or otherwise improved to the best advantage, and the (income or profits 
applied to the purpose of aiding indigent young men of talents and hopeliil piety in 
acquiring a learneid and competent education for the gospel ministry. 

Sedion 2. Be it further enacted, that the said Society may choose a President, 
Vice President, Clerk, Treasurer, and such other officers as they shall see fit ; and 
may at their first meeting under this incorporation, by the vote of two-thirds of the 
members present at said meeting, adopt such Constitution or system of Rules and 
By-laws, as they shall think necessary for the orderly conducting and executing the 
business of said Society, and for the most effectually securing the object of their 
institution ; which Constitution or system of Rules and By-laws shall be for the 
government of said Society, and shall not be altered at any subsequent meeting, bat 
uk the manner therein pointed out ; provided such Rules and By-laws be not repug- 
nant to the Constitution and laws of this Commonwealth. 

Section 3. Be it further enacted, that the Society aforesaid may at all times 
under the name, style, and title aforesaid, sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, 
appear, prosecute, and defend to final judgment and execution, and may appoint an 
Agent or Agents, to prosecute and defend suits with power of substitution ; and it 
shall be lawful for the said Society to make sale of any estate or personal property, 
given or purchased, as aforesaid, or in any other way or right accruing to them in 
their corporate capacity, (unless that, which is given, be otherwise expressly order- 
ed or appropriated by the donor,) and convey the same by deed or other legal 
instrument, duly executed ; and when the property to be conveyed is real estate, 
under the hand of the Treasurer, and the Seal of the Society : provided that all 
moneys, arising from such sale, be applied to the same use to which the income 
thereof was before applied. 

Section 4. Be it further enacted, that William Phillips, Esquire, be and he hereby 
is authorized by notificatk>n, in any two of the newspapers printed in fioeton, to 
appoint the time and place of the first meeting of said Society.

In the absence of the President and Vice President of the Society, Eben- 
ezer Aij>EN, M. D., of Randolph, Mass., was called to preside. 

Prayer was offered by Rev. John Richards, D. D., of Hanover, N. H. 

Rev. William A. Stearns was appointed Assistant Clerk, pro tempore. 

The Record of the proceedings of the last Annual Meeting was read by 
the Secretary. 

The Treasurer presented his Report, which was accepted and ordered to 
be printed. 

The Thirty-fourth Annual Report of the Board of Directors was presented 
by the Secretary, and on motion, it was 

Votedf That the reading of the Annual Report of the Directors, at this 
time, be dispensed with, and that an Abstract of the same be read at the 
public meeting this evening. 

A communication from the Board of Directors, made pursuant to a vote of 
the Society at the last Annual Meeting, recommending certain modifications 
in the phraseology of the Constitution and By-Laws, relating to the connec- 
tion between the Parent Society and its Branches, was laid before the 
meeting : Whereupon the following vote, in the form recommended by the 
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Directors, was adopted, the constitutional majority of two-thirds of the mem- 
bers present, voting in the affirmative, viz : — 

Voted, That in the first clause of the Thirteenth Article of the Constitu- 
tion, the words a Constituent Branch be stricken out, and instead thereof the 
words an Auxiliary be inserted. And elsewhere, throughout the Constitu- 
tion, Rules and By-Laws, the word Auxiliary be substituted for the word 
Branch, in the singular or plural number, and preceded by an instead of a, 
as the case may require. 

The election of officers being the next business in order, the Secretary 
announced to the Society that he had tendered to the Board of Directors the 
resignation of his office as Secretary, and that the same had been accepted 
by them, subject to the action of the Society thereon. Also that two vacan- 
cies had occurred in the Board of Directors by the resignation of Rev. 
Brown Emerson, D. D., and Rev. Augustus C. Thompson. 

Whereupon, after remarks by several members of the Society, the resig- 
nations of these several officers, respectively, were accepted. 

It was then, on motion. 

Voted, That a Committee of seven be appointed to nominate a list of offi- 
cers for the ensuing year. 

The following persons were appointed on this committee, viz : — 
Rev. Rufus Anderson, D. D., Rev. Bela B. Edwards, D. D., Rev. Augus- 
tus C. Thompson, Rev. David Greene, Hon. Joel Giles, Rev. Israel W. Put- 
nam, and John Aiken, Esq. 

Voted, That when the Society adjourn, after the public services this 
evening, it be to meet in this place at half-past ten o'clock to-morrrow 
morning. 

The Society then adjourned to attend the services of the public anniver- 
sary, in Tremont Temple, at half-past seven o'clock in the evening. 



Met according to adjournment 

Rev. Leonard Woods, D. D., one of the honorary Vice Presidents of the 
Society, took the chair. 

The public services were opened with prayer by Rev. Israel W. Put- 
nam, of Middleborough, Mass. 

An abstract of the Annual Report of the Directors was read by the Sec- 
retary. 

On motion of Rev. Alvan Bond, D. D., of Norwich, Ct, seconded by 
Rev. John Richards, D. D., of Hanover, N. H., 

Resolved, That the Report, an abstract of which has now been read, be 
accepted, and that it be printed under the direction of the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

Dr. Bond offered some remarks in support of this resolution. 
On motion of Rev. Henrt M. Dexter, of Boston, seconded by Rev. 
John W. Ellinowood, of Bath, Me., 

Resolved, That the provident wisdom of society towards its means of civil 
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defence and social advancement, as compared with the neglect of the church 
to raise up in sufficient numbers, thoroughly educated preachers of the Word, 
furnishes a humiliating illustration of that Scripture, " The children of this 
world are, in their generation, toiser than the children of lights 

This resolution was supported in an address by Mr. Dezter. 
On motion of Rev. William M. Thomson, missionary of the American 
Board in Syria, seconded by Rev. Nehemiah Adajms, D. D., of Boston, 

Resolved, That the providence of God, the wants of our own country, and 
the aspect of the heathen world, call for immediate, and greatly enlarged 
efforts to increase the number of ministers of the gospel. 

Mr. Thomson supported this resolution in an address. 

After uniting in the Christian doxology, the benediction was pronounced 
by Rev. Mr. Ellinowood, and the Society adjoumeid to meet at half-past 
ten o'clock to-morrow morning. 



Tuesday, May 28. — The Society met according to adjournment 
Dr. Alden in the chair. 
Prayer was offered by Rev. Dr. Pond. 

Rev. Dr. Anderson, from the Committee appointed to nominate a list of 
officers for the ensuing year, made a report as follows : — 

The Committee appointed to make a nomination of officers, have had two 
meetings, but are prepared to report only in part, 

[Here followed a list of officers nominated for election, with the exception of a 
nomination fcr the office of Secretary, and for the place in the Board of Directors 
to be filled by that officer.] 

The inquiries indispensable to the judicious nomination of a persoji to fill 
the important post rendered vacant by the resignation of our late Secretary, 
the Rev. Samuel H. Riddel, require a longer time than the Committee 
have yet had at their disposal. The difference of opinion somewhat preva- 
lent in the community, as to what should be the particular responsibilities 
and duties of this officer, made it necessary to devote an entire session to 
determining this matter to their own satisfaction. It was found, however, 
on a free comparison of views, that there is but one opinion in the committee 
on that subject ; namely, that the best and highest combination of qualities 
in the Christian ministry is demanded in the Secretary of this Society, 
and should be prayerfully and earnestly sought for to fill the post, wherever 
most likely to be found. The committee believe, that the Secretary should 
possess, as far as possible, not only the common sense, clear intelligence, 
and laborious diligence, the knowledge of men, the ready perception of the 
relations of things, the inventive genius, the thorough-going system, the 
perseverance, and the faith that always sees light shining in darkness, which 
are so desirable in a Secretary ; but also, the talents for social intercourse 
and for public speaking, which are required in an ^gent. He should com- 
bine in a high degree, if possible, the powers appropriate to these two 
departments of labor ; and the more rare the combination, the greater of 
course will be the demand made upon his time, in the office, in the pulpit, on 
the platform, and in social circles. The man, who is required to make his 
influence felt, simultaneously, in all parts of the country, through the medium 
of the post-office and the press, will be ready to feel, that he has little time 
for going far to preach, or for attending the meetings of auxiliaries and 
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eccleBiastical bodies, or for visiting the beneficiaries in colleges and theo- 
logical seminaries ; and, on the other hand, the man, who has to do all these 
things, will feel oppressed, on finding how his preaching and speeches and 
personal intercoarse with ministers and churches and pious young men, and 
how the growing wants of this vast country and of a perishing world, have 
the efiect to accumulate unan9wtred letters in his files, and \o create a de- 
mand for the most varied and unrelaxing powers of authorship. 

Taking this practical view of the case, and also of the present condition 
of the Society, and of the obstacles to be surmounted in raising it to that 
commanding influence, which seems to be indispensable to the prosperity of 
our missions, both foreign and domestic, the committee think it will operate 
as a serious embarrassment to the Society in procuring a suitable man for 
the office of Secretary, should it be understood, that the expense of adminis- 
tration is restricted, during the present emergency, to a limit, which would 
comport only with its condition when restored to prosperity; and they recom- 
mend, that the Directors do not proceed upon such a rule, at present, but 
employ just that amount of agency, in conjunction with the labors of the 
Secretary, which shall be found necessary to bring the claims of the Society, 
and of that cause which it represents, in the strongest light, and without 
delay, before every part of the Christian community. 

As the committee are unable to nominate a man for election as Secretary 
at this adjourned meeting, it will be for the Society to determine what 
course to take in so interesting an emergency. Should the Society adjourn 
to a time to be fixed by the Board of Directors, in concert with this commit- 
tee, the committee think it should be with the understanding, that the com- 
mittee will have free conference with the Directors before coming to a final 
result ; and that a reasonable discretion be given them, in conjunction with 
the Board of Directors, in ascertaining the probability of obtaining the per- 
son, before his election is formally proposed to the Society. 

It is recommended to the Society to authorize the Directors to employ 
some one temporarily, to perform the duties of Secretary, until the office be 
filled by the action of the Society. • 

Remarks approving of the report of the committee were made by difiTerent 
members of the Society ; after which it was unanimously adopted, and 
ordered to be printed. 

The officers of the Society, in nomination for the ensuing year, were then 
chosen. 

The following votes were then passed: 

Voted^ That when the Society adjourn, it be to such time as the Directors 
shall hereafter appoint and notify to the Society. 

Votedj That the Directors be authorized to employ some one temporarily, 
to perform the duties of Secretary, until such time as a person shall be 
appointed by the Society to fill that office. 

The following vote was then moved by Rev. Professor Edwards, and 
unanimously adopted : 

Voted^ That the thanks of the Society be given to the Rev. SAMtrsL H. 
Riddel, for his valuable labors, during a period of nine years, in superin- 
tending the interests of the Society, for his successful effi)rts in relieving it 
from pecuniary embarrassment, and for his faithful services in commending 
its objects to the patronage of the Christian community. 

The Society then adjourned. 



THIRTY-FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT 



DIRECTORS 



In entering upon a brief review of the year now brought to 
a close, the Directors are called upon to record their tribute of 
grateful respect to the memory of two beloved friends, who for 
many years were faithful and efficient officers of this Society. 

The Hon. Samuel T. Armstrong, whose sudden and la- 
mented death occurred on the 26th of March, was elected a 
member of the Board of Directors, April 14, 1830 ; the duties 
of which trust he continued to discharge with indefatigable 
attention, not only as a Director, but also as one of the Finan- 
cial Committee of the Board, for a period of eleven years. He 
was then elected Vice President of the Society, to succeed the 
late William Bartlett, Esq. This office he held for two ^ears, 
continuing at the same time to act on the Financial Committee, 
until, in 1843, he was elected President of the Society, in place 
of the Hon. Samuel Hubbard, who had resigned. After one 
year, being compelled to go abroad and to sojourn for many 
months in a foreign climate for the restoration of his health, 
Mr. Armstrong resigned the office of President. He continued 
however, to the day of his death, to take an active interest in 
all that concerned the welfare of the Society. Many years ago 
he laid the foundation of one of its Permanent Scholarships, by 
a donation of one thousand dollars ; which will remain, among 
his other benefactions to the cause of Christian education, a 
lasting memorial of an enlightened and discriminating benevo- 
lence. 

Rev. William Cogswell, D. D., formerly Secretary of this 
Society, died at Oilman ton, N. H., on the 18th of April. His la- 
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bors in the service of the Board, first as General Agent for two 
years, and afterwards, for ten years as Secretary of the Society, 
are particularly noticed in the Annual Report of the Directors 
for 1841, in connection with the mention of his then recent 
resignation. The seal has now been set to a more lively and 
enduring record in the hearts of many hundreds of the minis- 
ters of Christ and the missionaries of his cross, in our own and 
foreign lands, to whose encouragement and aid he ministered, 
in a spirit of peculiar sympathy and kindness, in their eflforts to 
prepare for their great work. 

These afflictive dispensations of Providence are fitted to im- 
press the minds of all who labor in the work of Christ, with a 
sense of their immediate responsibility to him. How brief the 
lapse of time, which has transferred into the midst of immortal 
scenes those venerated men, so intimately associated in counsel 
and in efibrt here, — Codman, Hubbard, Armstrong and Cogs- 
well ! Truly it is pleasant, as we follow them in thought, to 
realize how closely that kingdom of grace which the servants 
of Christ are laboring to extend upon the earth, lies upon the 
very confines of the kingdom of glory. 

The year which has now closed, in the operations of the 
Society, has, in many important respects, been marked with 
the divine favor. The renewed interest in its prosperity, 
which was evinced in such a degree at the last Annual Meet- 
ing, has been more fully developed and extended through the 
various channels of public influence. The Directors have had 
high satisfaction in observing widely the indications of awaken- 
ed attention to the object, and a very general desire to co- 
operate with the Board, in all the means necessary to its more 
earnest accomplishment. It is hoped that the decline in the 
number of those preparing for the ministry, which has been 
remarked with so much concern of late, has reached its lowest 
depression. It may be affirmed that an upward tendency has 
already begun to be manifest. A greater number of students 
have been' assisted by the Society during the year, in every 
class, than during the last year. More have been brought into 
the ministry, and more new applicants have been received. 
The largest increase has been in the class of new applicants. 
The Paren|; Board have received under their caxe fourteen more 
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than last year; and the Auxiliaries in New York and Penn- 
sylvania exactly the same number as last year ; leaving the net 
gdiin fourteen. 

The pecuniary receipts do not present so favorable an aspect. 
Not including the collections by the Evangelical Lutheran 
Society in this comparison, which last year were not returned, 
it appears that the aggregate receipts of the Parent Society and 
its Auxiliaries have fallen off this year about nineteen hundred 
dollars. This has resulted from a deficiency in the receipts of 
the Parent Board, and of the Society at New York. The 
, Parent Board, having employed no agency for the collection of 
funds in New England, during the year, besides what the 
Secretary could perform, and having at the same time been 
subjected to peculiar disadvantages, from the increased effi- 
ciency upon this field of another kindred object, has experien- 
ced a loss, in comparison with last year, in the important item 
of donations from the churches, of over $3,300. This loss 
has been partly .compensated by better receipts than usual from 
legacies ; leaving the gross deficiency in the income of the year, 
as compared with last year, about $2,000. 

The year closes with a balance in the treasury of the Parent 
Society of $2,624 28 ; being a reduction from the balance on 
hand at the beginning of the year, of $1,310 88. 

Receipts and Disbursements. 

The aggregate of receipts and disbursements by the Parent 
Society and its Auxiliaries, is as follows :

Thcappropriations have all been paid during the year in full 
amount, and on the day when due ; and the above balance on 
the 30lh of April, is so much towards a provision for the 
next quarterly appropriation in July. The Society has no 
liabilities, debts, nor arrearages, in any /brm, to add to the 
burden of its current expenses. Still, as has been shown be- 
fore, in consequence of increased demands upon the treasury 
2 
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from a larger number of applicants for aid, the disbursements 
have exceeded the receipts so far, that unless a favorable 
change in this ratio can speedily be effected, the Board will 
soon be obliged to resort to the painful process, either of send- 
ing away new applicants, or of cutting down the quarterly 
stipend to all who depend upon them for support. Instead of 
this the Directors feel that it is incumbent on them if possible 
to arouse the churches from their too great apathy in reference 
to this object ; that so the operations of the Society may not 
only be well sustained upon their present scale of beneficence, 
but upon a scale much more accordant with the loud and press- 
ing calls which are now coming upon it from every quarter. 

Number of Students assisted. 

The whole number of young men who have been aided in 
the course of the year, in the different Colleges and Theologi- 
cal Seminaries, is four hundred and thirty-nine. They are dis- 
tributed as follows, in their connections with the Parent Society 
and its Auxiliaries ; as determined solely by the locality of the 
respective institutions where, according to their own conve- 
nience or preference, they are pursuing their studies.

The number of theological students is 229, and o£ those in 
the classical course, 210. These last were all in college, ex- 
cepting one, in the Cornelius Institute in New York, a part of 
the year, and a few in the preparatory department connected 
with the I^utberan College at Gettysburg, 
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The excess in the number of theological students above the 
number in college, a fact which is in conformity with the 
results of all these tables, as exhibited for a few years past, is 
worthy of remark, as illustrating one beneficial operation of 
the change adopted in 1843, by which the practice of aiding 
students in academies and schools, previous to their entering 
college, was discontinued. It is now a rare thing, compara- 
tively, that a student assisted by the Society, does not continue 
and complete his studies. As a natural consequence, the num- 
ber on our lists tends rather to accumulate in the more advanced 
stages of the course, since the young men, even after they 
enter college, do not seek for aid till their necessities require it. 
Thus the benefactions of the Society are brought to bear more 
immediately, and with a higher certainty of being productively 
applied, upon the great object which it has in view. 

Another and most obvious advantage of this regulation, 
which it is not in place however to enlarge upon here, is its 
influence in securing a more select body of young 'men to take 
the benefit of the means applied. 

New Applicants received. 

The Parent Society has received eighty new applicants dur- 
ing the year ; the Society at New York, twelve ; the Society 
at Auburn, including three at Hamilton College, fourteen ; and 
the Philadelphia Education Society, eleven ; making in all, one 
hundred and seventeen. > 

The whole number received from the beginning, in 1815, is 
four thousand one hundred and seven. 

Number who have entered th^ Ministry. 

The number who have completed their course of studies 
during the year is fifty-nine. Of these, thirty-four were aided 
by the Parent Society ; nine by the Society at New York ; 
seven by the Philadelphia Education Society ; five by the 
Society at Auburn ; and four by the Lutheran Society at 
Gettysburg. This, in the aggregate, constitutes more than 
one-half of the number brought into the ministry at the same 
Institutions. At some of the Seminaries the proportion thus 
brought into the ministry is considerably larger than this. At 
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Andover, this year, it was eighteen out of twenty-eight ; at 
Bangor, seven out of ten. 

Distribution of the Students. 

Ill respect to this the Society exercises no control, other than 
to require that the young men pursue their studies in institutions 
where a sound, thorough course of instruction is adopted. 
Those assisted during the year have been at the following in- 
stitutions. 

Colleges. — Yale ; Harvard ; Amherst ; Williams ; Brown 
University ; Bowdoin ; Dartmouth ; Middlebury ; University of 
Vermont; New York University; Columbia, N. Y. ; Hamilton j 
Delaware ; Jeflferson, Pa. ; Marietta ; Western Reserve ; Wa- 
bash ; Illinois ; Knox ; Beloit ; and Michigan University. 

Theological Seminaries. — Andover; Bangor; Yale The- 
ological Department ; Theological Institute of Connecticut ; 
Union ; Princeton ; Lane ; and Western Reserve Theological 
Department. 

Examining Committees are established by the Board at these 
several institutions, composed in part of the President and some 
of the Faculty in each, and partly of persons not connected 
with them as instructors. These Committees receive the ap- 
plications from the students in the first instance, confer with 
them personally, examine their testimonials, and if they see fit, 
recommend them to the Board. They are also charged with a 
constant responsibility in regard to the distribution of fhe appro- 
priations among the young men, and with such a paternal su- 
pervision of their course as may be deemed necessary or useful. 
Through a particular correspondence with these Committees, 
and occasional visits at the institutions, the Secretary is enabled 
to keep the Board informed concerning the character and stand- 
ing of the students, and the degree of promise which they give, 
morally and intellectually, of becoming what the hopes and 
necessities of the church demand in the rising ministry. The 
Directors are reasonably assured that, under the present opera- 
tion of the system, there is no such danger of ignorance or mis- 
judgment in regard to the qualifications of the young men, as 
can furnish even a plausible pretext for the distrust which was 
ftt one time so serious an obstacle to this cause. Confidence is 
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a plant of slow growth, especially if it has been once impaired. 
The Directors have waited patiently for the results of experi- 
ence under the present regimen ; and they have observed with 
satisfaction how those results have been working a favorable 
conviction through all the channels of public sentiment. It 
has been thought desirable however that something more defi- 
nite should now be set forth in evidence to this point ; and that 
some of the heads of our Colleges and Theological Seminafries 
might have the opportunity of speaking expressly in their own 
names, of what they have had the best opportunities to know. 
In reply to an intimation of this kind made to several of these 
gentlemen, a number of communications have been promptly 
received, which together will constitute a valuable body of 
testimony to the success of the Society in this department. 
These may be found among the papers appended to this Report. 

Operations at the West, 

During the year the Secretary has visited the Colleges and 
Theological Seminaries at the West, in which there are students 
assisted by this Society. These are the Western Reserve Col- 
lege with its Theological Department at Hudson, Ohio ; Mich- 
igan University at Ann Arbor, Michigan ; Beloit College at 
Beloit, Wisconsin ; Illinois College at Jacksonville ; and Knox 
College at Galesburg, Illinois ; Wabash College at Crawfords- 
ville, Indiana; Lane Theological Seminary at Cincinnati; 
and Marietta College at Marietta, Ohio. The whole number 
of young men assisted by the Society this year in these several 
institutions is ninety-two. The Secretary found his anticipa- 
tions, in general, fully answered, in regard to the fidelity with 
which the regulations of the Board are carried out, and the in- 
terest and reputation of the Society are watched over and sus- 
tained by the excellent brethren to whom its aflfairs are com- 
mitted, at these various points so remote from the centre of 
our operations. An illustration is here furnished not only of 
the feasibleness but the advantage of adopting a general system 
in this work ; especially under the more concentrated and simple 
arrangements of the present plan. The influence of this Soci- 
ety is quite indispensable at the West. Very few of the ninety- 
two young men who are supported by its funds in the Colleges 
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and Theological Seminaries there, could proceed at all with 
their education for the ministry, certainly not with the hope of 
making it in any good degree thorough and complete, without 
the encouijagements and means thus provided. The failure of 
this resource would at once disperse them from the fountains of 
knowledge at which they have with difficulty been gathered 
and retained thus far. A chief embarrassment which the edu- 
cators in the higher institutions at the West experience in car- 
rying out their design, is found in the difficulty of keeping 
their pupils steadily to the purpose of going through with the 
prescribed course of classical and professional instruction ; and 
in the want of a sufficiently elevated tone of popular sentiment 
to sustain the Colleges in bringing up the standard of attain- 
ment to the mark required by the ends to be answered in all 
such institutions. In respect to each of these discouraging ob- 
stacles to their success the ministrations of the American Edu- 
cation Society, are felt to be of great importance. This class 
of students are both required and enabled to take a thorough 
course of study in their preparation for the ministry. Their 
influence must necessarily be great upon their fellow-students ; 
and as they go out into society they will constitute an influen- 
tial body of alumni, upon which the Colleges may depend, to 
create the public patronage they so much need. 

As a field for obtaining funds for this object, the West aflfords 
but small encouragement at present. The eflForts making to 
obtain endowments for their Colleges have so far engrossed the 
energies and means of those who can appreciate the claims of 
education in its more elevated sphere, that it has not been prac- 
ticable to maintain collecting agencies to much extent for this 
Society. Yet the time is not far oflf when something more can 
be attempted, in this branch of the Society's operations in that 
extensive field. The West is rapidly filling up with a stirring 
population, by whose industry its rich resources must be very 
rapidly developed. As this population shall become more 
homogeneous, and be pervaded more entirely by the higher ele- 
ments of a Christian civilization, such an interest as this Society 
contemplates will be more generally acknowledged and more 
liberally provided for. Their Colleges, being once established, 
will grow towards n^aturity with the progress of society, and 
like the older institutions of the country, will perceive that 
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one of their greatest and most permanent wants is in the means 
of securing such a class of students as will make their founda- 
tions to be truly consecrated to Christ and the church. 

Means employed by the Board, 

Rev. Joseph Emerson, the late General Agent of the Society, 
having resigned his agency at the commencement of the year, 
the Board have not employed any agency for the collection of 
funds in New England, in addition to what the Secretary has 
been able to perform. Circulars have been prepared and sent 
to the pastors extensively, with a view to aid them in present- 
ing the cause to their people. Many pastors have attended to 
the object and obtained contributions for the cause ; while 
many others have not been able, amidst all the engagements 
pressing upon their hands, to secure a place for this. Those 
churches which are without a pastor, or those where this rela- 
tion may happen to be in a disturbed and uncertain state, are 
very liable, if not visited by an agent, to suffer the object to 
pass by for the season. The number included in this class is 
always unhappily so great, in an area so extensive and populous 
as New England, as of themselves to furnish an occasion, ac- 
cording as they shall be looked after or neglected, for no incon- 
siderable fluctuation in the receipts. Some eflbrt has been used 
to induce pastors to avail themselves of their exchanges for 
presenting the cause in other parishes than their own. There 
are difficulties, however, in procuring any great amount of vol- 
untary agency through the efibrts of pastors which shall extend 
beyond the ordinary sphere of their own responsibilities. En- 
couragements given, to this effect, will in most cases come short 
in the fulfillment. The Board have, however, to acknowledge 
substantial benefits from labors of this kind in one or two in- 
stances. Some of the gentlemen connected with the Theolog- 
ical Seminaries have also presented the cause to a few churches 
in their respective neighborhoods. Dr. Pond, of Bangor, and 
Drs. Beecher and Allen, of Lane Seminary, have performed 
efficient services of this kind. The well known necessities 
and claims of the students, under the immediate care of persons 
so situatedj have seemed, in the circumstances, to offer a cogent 
plea for their exertions. 
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Notice of Auxiliariea. 

The Central American Education Society, at New York, is 
attempting nothing more at present, than to assist the young 
men who are dependent upon the Society in the Union 
Theological Seminary, and the University in that city. It has 
furnished aid to forty-nine in the former, and five in the latter, 
the past year, making fifty-four in all. Its receipts have been 
$2,716 13 ; and its disbursements $3,370 68. 

The Western Education Society, at Auburn, N. Y., has fur- 
nished aid to twenty-five students in the Theological Seminary 
there. Its receipts have been $1,387; and its disbursements 
the same. Rev. Samuel S. Howe having resigned the office 
of Corresponding Secretary at the close of the last year, Rev. 
Samuel M. Hopkins, Professor in Auburn Theological Semi- 
nary, was elected his successor. 

The most thoroughly organized and efficient Auxiliary of 
the Society out of New England, at the present time, is the 
Philadelphia Education Society. It has extended aid to forty- 
four young men during the year, twenty-five of whom were in 
Lane Seminary. The others, excepting one in Princeton and 
one in New Hatren Theological Seminary, were in five different 
Colleges. One has died, and six have entered upon the work 
of preaching the gospel. 

The Corresponding Secretary, Rev. John Patton, in his Re- 
port, at the Annual Meeting of the Society, on the 19th of 
March, says : ** In regard to our present candidates, the testi- 
mony of the Presidents and Professors, under whose instruction 
they are placed, is of the most gratifying character. It is all a 
mistake to suppose there is a deterioration in talents and attain- 
ments from former days." 

In referring to the general interests of the cause in the branch 
of the Presbyterian Church (New School) with which that 
Auxiliary is connected, he says : " It is sincerely to be hoped 
th^t this cause will secure a special prominence in the discus- 
sions and action of our coming General Assembly at Detroit. 
The demand for ministers is now beyond the means of supply. 
The number of candidates for the holy ministry is alarmingly 
small. And it is to be seriously and prayerfully considered, 
how our branch of Zion can prosper and meet her responsibili- 
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Cies, without bestowing more attention on our Theological 
Seminaries — the education of her sons for the sacred office, 
and adequately sustaining these who have entered upon their 
calling as the ambassadors of Christ. No graver subjects than 
these can possibly come before that body. They constitute in 
fact the ^Impropriate, business of the representatives of the 
church, when so convened. And the expectation is fondly 
cherished, that some systematic plan will be devised, by which 
the cause of education for the ministry shall be brought regu- 
larly before every synod, and presbytery, and congregation, 
within our bounds." 

The receipts into the treasury at Philadelphia have been 
^3,535 94; and the disbursements from the same $3,323 34. 
Besides this a grant of $216 was made from the treasury of 
the Parent Society to enable the Board at Philadelphia to pay 
their appropriations in full to the students in Lane Seminary. 

Mr. George W. M'Clelland, who has served the cause as 
Treasurer of the Philadelphia Education Society for many 
years, having at their last annual meeting declined a re-election, 
Mr. William Purves, of Philadelphia, was elected to that of- 
fice. 

The operations of the Auxiliaries more intimately connected 
with the Parent Society and hitherto designated as Branches^ 
being now as to every thing, except their organizations and 
annual meetings, identified with those of this Board, do not re- 
quire a separate notice here. The subject of the relations of 
these Branches to the Parent Society, especially as affecting the 
legitimate exercise of its corporate powers, was commended to 
the attention of the Society at the last annual meeting. A 
committee into whose hands this subject, with other matters, 
was given, made the following Report upon this point, which 
was adopted, viz.: "That, in the opinion of the Committee, 
the practical operation of the Society, in its relation to the 
Branches, is as it should be ; at the same time the Committee 
would recommend that the Directors in connection with the 
Branch Societies, would consider and recommend to the Society 
such modifications in the phraseology of the Constitution and 
By-laws, as to remove any legal difficulties which may exist in 
the case." 

The Board have given the requisite attention to this subject 
3 
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by conferring with the different Branches, and have agreed upon 
the recommendation of certain alterations in the Constitution 
and By-laws which it seems expedient to have adopted ; the 
only effect of which will be, while all legal difficulties will be 
removed, to bring these written instruments into more exact 
conformity with the present practical operations of the Society. 

Insufficient Supply of Ministers. 

The material decline in the number of young men preparing 
for the ministry, for several years past, while at the same time 
the demand for their labors, from the remarkable growth of our 
country in extent and population, has been rapidly increasing, 
has brought a crisis in regard to this important interest, which 
threatens to involve the churches and the benevolent enter- 
prises of the day in much perplexity and disaster. As the age 
advances in general cultivation and intelligence, the demand 
for thoroughly educated and efficient men in the ministry, be- 
comes more and more imperious. Much less reliance than at 
some former periods, can now be placed upon the influence of 
crude, unapt and unfurnished minds, however sincerely devoted 
to the ministry, for furnishing that enlightened and efficient 
instrumentality which is needful in the sacred office. All evan- 
gelical denominations of Christians, who desire among their 
people to see the gospel made the wisdom of God and the 
power of God unto salvation, whatever once have been their 
mistakes upon this point, are fast coming into the conviction 
that by <* the foolishness of preaching," of which a learned and 
profound Apostle speaks, is to be understood something widely 
different from the preaching of " ignorant and foolish men." 
Ever since the Protestant Reformation, the mind of the church 
has been setting in a right direction on this subject. It was 
never designed under the gospel, that a minister should be 
nothing but " a priest," whose chief office should be to sus- 
tain a burdensome ceremonial of worship, or who should be 
regarded only with a blind and superstitious reverence by the 
multitude. The man of God must be perfect, thoroughly fur- 
nished unto all good works, through the knowledge which has 
been given to the world by inspiration of God. The burden 
of the minister's commission is, to << preach the gospel to every 
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creature." The leading element of the power, which the Spirit 
of God thus employs, for the spread of truth and the salvation 
of sinners, is that of evangelical instruction. This funda- 
mental truth, enforcing ever upon the church the obligation of 
supplying the world with an instructive ministry, lies at the 
basis of the American Education Societf. This is not so 
much a Society for multiplying ministers as for educating 
them ; or, more correctly, for multiplying the number of edur 
eated and able men among the ministry of the country. 

It is an alarming fact, therefore, that there should be an actual 
falling off at this day, in the number of those who are disposed 
to obtain an education for the ministry. To some this fact has 
appeared quite inejcplicable ; so that they have been utterly at 
a loss to perceive by what means the evil may be approached 
and remedied. Others have in a great degree overlooked the 
real causes, while their speculations have been confidently lead- 
ing them into various false conclusions. It is important that 
the subject should be thoroughly pondered and understood; 
that so the influences which are at work to hinder the prosperity 
of the church, in this most essential interest, may be detected, 
and as far as possible be averted. 

The Directors would offer here a few suggestions, such as 
have been brought to their minds in the position in which they 
are placed, with reference to the causes operating to produce 
this result ; premising that none of them will probably be such 
as have not before this time often occurred to the minds of 
others in reflecting upon this subject. 

The first and most obvious reason, doubtless, for the present de- 
ficiency in the number of young men preparing for the ministry, 
is to be sought for in the absence of extensive and powerful re- 
vivals of religion^ for a number of years past. No principle is 
more firmly fixed, in the practice of all evangelical churches in 
this country, than this, that no young man can have a call to en- 
ter upon this work, unless he has been regenerated by the Holy 
Spirit. There is little, moreover, in the social position of the 
ministry, or in the character of its duties, as known among us, 
which can tempt individuals knowingly to evade this principle. 
Even the motives which ordinarily influence men of the world, 
may be relied on here, to a great extent, to guard the sacred of- 
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fice from the approach of such as do not at least esteem them- 
selves converted persons. The consequence happily is, that 
the church in this land must wait upon God for this blessing. 
Her expectation is from Him. Whenever the Spirit, being 
grieved, extensively withholds the showers of his renewing in- 
fluence, the streams will be rapidly spent and exhausted which 
should have made glad the city of God. 

It is upon the work of the Spirit in revivals of religion, fnore 
than upon any other method of his converting grace, that the 
supplies for the ministry are to depend. This all the history 
of our churches shows. Much the greatest part of those who 
are converted at a period of life sufficiently early, are brought 
into the kingdom of God in times of general attention to re- 
ligion. Experience also seems to authorize the belief that there 
is something in the more marked and decided character of the 
conversions witnessed during a general and powerful work of 
grace, which makes them more productive, in proportion to their 
number, of this kind of fruits. 

Revivals of religion in the colleges especially, with which 
our country has been remarkably blessed in past years, have a 
most immediate bearing upon the supplies for the ministry. 
No small proportion of their subjects are at once constrained by 
the love of Christ to devote their talents and attainments to this 
service. About one hundred of the converts in nine of the 
revivals with which one of the oldest colleges in New England 
has been blessed, are known to have entered the ministry. 
One-fourth of all who entered the ministry from another, during 
a quarter of a century, were converted while members of col- 
lege. 

It is then to revivals of religion, in our congregations and 
colleges, that we must look in a special manner for the 
young men who will desire to offer themselves for this work. 
And when their comparative infrequency for a number of years 
past is considered, we have perhaps a sufficient answer to our 
inquiry. Indeed, if the absence of revivals be regarded in its 
natural connection with a low state of personal piety, and the 
numerous other evils which prevail in the church at such a 
period, we may count this, whatsoever causes besides may have 
concurred with it, not only as the chief among them all, but as 
the cause itself of every other cause. 
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But in connection with this, the increased activity of worldly 
enterprise in our country for a number of years past deserves 
to be distinctly named. The times in which we live are in 
this respect extraordinary. The enlargement of our national 
domain ; the rapid increase of the population ; the growth of 
our cities ; the development of material resources ; the new 
facilities of internal communication, as well as of commerce 
and intercourse with all the nations of the world, are making 
the most imperative demands, and pressing the most powerful 
excitements, upon that spirit of enterprise and adventure in 
which the young men of this country are so thoroughly trained. 
While there are drones among educated men, and while some 
of our youth are educated only for an accomplished indolence, 
yet it is true that there has been a mighty draught upon the 
best powers of cultivated mind to supply the sinews of all this 
intelligent enterprise. It may almost be said that some new 
professions have been added within the last few years, to the 
number of those denominated the learned professions. Geolo- 
gists, chemists and machinists, draughtsmen, engineers and 
navigators, have been called in great numbers into their respec- 
tive employments ; where such a stimulus and such rewards 
are offered to successful competition, as must command the 
application of the. most thoroughly educated and disciplined 
minds. When the services required to direct the affairs of 
some of our great business corporations, are seen to be suffi- 
ciently important to command the use of talents which had 
already shone in the Senate or on the Judicial bench, what 
wonder is it if many young men, after enjoying the higher 
benefits of education, should be induced to embrace the world- 
ly advantages thus set before them ! Harvard college, during 
the first century, gave to the ministry one-half of all the grad- 
uates she sent forth. But of those who left the colleges of 
New England ten years ago, scarcely one fourth have come 
into the ministry, or are now on their way towards it. How 
many have turned away after the world! How many, even, 
of those who set out with a better purpose ! 

Another thing, it may be feared, which has contributed to 
deter some young men from entering the ministry, is an appro* 
hensum of peculiar trials and difficulties in the workj at this 
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day. This, it may be confessedy with one who looks upon the 
ministry superficially and through eyes of sense, is not wholly 
an unfounded apprehension. Some advantages for personal 
respect and comfort in their work, which ministers formerly 
enjoyed, have been rendered more precarious in modern days. 
It is mudi less certain now, whether a pastor can remain per- 
manently connected with the charge which has been given 
him in his youth ; or, so remaining, whether he can be free to 
pursue his plans of usefulness under all the requisite advan- 
tages. In the most stable portions of our community at the 
present day, ten years has come to be the diminished average 
of a pastor's connection with his people. This liability to fre- 
quent changes and removals is productive of many personal as 
well as public evils. Among them, not indeed the greatest, 
but yet severe, is the pressure of a solicitude about the failure 
of what at best would be but a slender support. Instances are 
known of young men shrinking from this work, and abandon- 
ing it, with a frank avowal of this cause as their justification. 
The ministry is becoming, in its outward features, perhaps, 
more and more a missionary work, wherever its functions are 
exercised ; requiring, more and more, the missionary spirit in 
those who are to enter it. The ministry, as a general fact, 
must be far better sustained and^ provided for by the people of 
this country than it is at present, before it will be likely to be 
sought from any other than a most imperious sense of duty. 
None of those, it is true, who, in a spirit of thorough self- 
renouncement^ may choose this sacred service, will ever be 
likely to repent their choice. But we may well suppose that 
not a few, looking too fearfully at the peculiar burdens it im- 
poses, will never venture to assume those burdens. 

Again, the impression which became so current a few years 
ago, that the ministry was in danger of being crowded in New 
England, had much to do in enhancing the evil which we 
now deplore. Such an impression, apparently favored by cir- 
cumstances of a local and temporary nature, did for a time fix 
itself upon many minds. It was of little use for the moment 
to attempt to correct it, against the force of certain obvious 
facts which were supposed to give it support. These facts, 
which, on various accounts, were much exaggerated, did not. 
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SO far as they were real, deserve to have any unfavorable bear- 
ing on the great enterprise of supplying religious teachers for 
the country at large. For the idea was not that there was any 
danger of providing more ministers than the spiritual wants of 
the people would require, or than means would be found, 
through missionary and other channels, to introduce, upon 
some terms or other, into sulSTering fields of labor. But the 
danger feared was, that employment would not be found among 
the older and more desirable churches, for all who, from prefer* 
ence or necessity, might not become dispersed among the des- 
titute. This panic has now passed away ; and it is not needful 
to descant upon the causes which gave it such a hurtful cur- 
rency. But all can see what its natural effect must have been 
upon the minds of young men, who were balancing the ques- 
tion of duty on this subject at that time. Hearing these com- 
plaints from various quarters, and not being able to discriminate 
as to their soundness, or the just limits of their application, 
they could not always have been expected to feel the full pres-* 
sure of obligation which otherwise would have constrained 
many a one to say, " Wo is me, if I preach not the gospel ! " 
The same unhappy influence reached the minds of parents ; 
whose early counsels or whose silent intentions, even with 
respect to their sons, have so much to do in giving a direction 
to their course of life. If their children were not about to be 
needed, as formerly, for this work, they need not be at pains 
to train and educate them with a view to their being prepared 
for it. So also many of the pastors of the churches, whose 
watch and influence is so important in protnoting a supply of 
candidates for the sacred oflSce from among the pious youth of 
their flocks, were hindered in their duty by this strange mis- 
apprehension. Time was when there was scarcely a church of 
respectable numbers in New England, which had not from one 
to three of its youthful members in a course of preparation for 
the ministry. But now it is far otherwise. And the difference 
is greatly owing to this false " opinion of plenty," which is 
ever "one of the causes of want." 

Another idea w^hich has affected unfavorably the sources 
from which the Colleges and Theological Seminaries of New 
England derive their supplies of students^ is that of some who 
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maintain that, iri this respect, the relative importance of these 
States, in their connection with the newer and more extensive 
parts of the country, is fast passing away. Education it is said 
is transferring itself to the West. The Eastern States, which, 
with their multiplied advantages for the early instruction, and 
the correct moral and religious training of children, and with 
their numerous and well-furnished institutions for higher edu- 
cation, in every grade from the high school up to the univer- 
sity, used to be considered as in some good degree a nursery of 
mind and a laboratory of knowledge for the nation, are by 
some now supposed to be losing this noble pre-eminence, be- 
cause the population of other sections begins to be counted in 
so much greater numbers, and is spreading itself over so much 
wider portions of the surface of the country. Whether the 
East is long to retain a pre-eminence or not in regard to her 
materials and means of education, is perhaps a matter of little 
moment. But it is certain that the rapid increase, and the pe- 
culiar condition and characteristics of the population in the 
newer portions of the country, must, for a long time to come, 
render them greatly dependent upon the older States for their 
supplies of ministers, educators, and educated men in every 
sphere. It would be unreasonable indeed to expect that a 
country, while in the process of being settled with such rapidity 
as the West, should be able to meet all these demands as fully 
as its best interests may require. The East must riot keep back 
in this matter. All which can be done by the East and West 
together, in this important enterprise, will still fall far short of 
what an enlighteiftned benevolence must desire. Especially 
while the institutions of that part of the country are taking 
root and growing up, it is the dictate of the soundest wisdom, 
that every means of education here should continue to be em- 
ployed, to its fullest capacity, for the common benefit. The 
idea that young men trained and educated here, cannot success- 
fully adapt themselves to the Western mind and habits, receives 
a sufficient confutation from what is enacted every day through- 
out the vast extent of that beautiful coiintry. Instances of 
imperfection in this particular will occur, but t^ey will be as 
rare exceptions. There are no Western men who are more 
thoroughly Western, or more energetically active in moulding 
all the institutions of society there, than the sons of New 
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England and the East, who are found in so great numbers in 
the pastoral office, and at almost every post of instruction in 
the colleges and higher seminaries beyond the mountains. 

There is a single consideration further, to which, in its bear- 
ings on this subject, the Directors are persuaded the attention 
of the Christian public ought to be more seriously directed. It 
is the want of a higher relative appreciation of the ministrtf 
among the means of evangelization, at this day. While alt 
the various forms of benevolent action have been growing up, 
which now so extensively enjoy the favor of the churchei^ j 
while so many delightful fruits of their exertions among the 
destitute have been witnessed, awakening interest and creating 
expectation in regard to their reforming and saving influence, 
it is to be feared that the divine ordinance of the ministry, as 
the leading instrumentality to be employed for the extension of 
the church and the conversion of men, has come to be, rela- 
tively, in some measure, undervalued. It is an important 
desideratum to find out the means, among the different associ- 
ations for doing good, of securing the public patronage, in m^e 
exact proportion to the claims of each, as they stand related to 
one great common cause. That the means for keeping up a 
supply for the work of the ministry, have, in this benevolent 
emulation, been left far in arrears for some time past^ is now 
entirely manifest. 

In the light of these various considerations the agency of 
this Society, at a time, and in a country like this, will appear 
to be of great importance. It has done much, under all its diffi- 
culties, to bear up this great interest against the weight of all 
the depressing causes which have been above enumerated. It 
has more than doubled the number of ministers and missiona- 
ries throughout the field of its operations ; as is evident from 
the fact that more than half of them have been brought into 
the ministry by the means it has employed. The number 
looking to its funds for aid, notwithstanding so considerable a 
decline in the aggregate of theological students, has been in- 
creasing, at the same time, from year to year. What may it 
not accomplish for the churches, in such an emergency as has 
now arisen, if its means shall be adequately enlarged ? 
4 
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It has pleased God| during the past year to send down the in- 
fluences of his Spirit in more copious effusions upon the 
churdies of our land, and to visit several of the colleges with 
richer manifestations of his renewing grace, than for several 
years before. From these signals of the divine favor, let the 
churches gather the animating assurance, that among her sons 
there are many chosen vessels unto God, who are already in- 
quiring in reference to this subject, Lord^ what triU thou have 
me to do? To many of them it will be essential, in order to 
the desired answer, that there should be no distrust upon their 
minds as to the steady efficiency and success of this Society. 
And may all on whom the responsibilities of its management 
and support shall come, be strengthened in the same essential 
confidence; being able, above all other things, to say, Fob 
God hath not given us the spibit of feab ; but of poweb^ 
and of love, and of a sound mind. 
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CHARACTER AND SCHOLARSfflP OP STUDENTS ASSISTED 
BY THE AMERICAN EDUCATION SOCIETY. 



On page 13, a reference is made to some specific statements, in evidence 
of the correctness of the views there expressed in regard tp the intellectual 
and literary standing of the students aided by the Society, which have been 
furnished by their instructors to appear among the documents appended to 
this Annual Report 

Among the causes which, at one period, evidently deterred some most ex- 
cellent young men from applying to this Society for aid, and consequently 
from entering upon, or persevering in, a course of preparation for the minis- 
try, was the unfavorable impression they had received as to the popular esti- 
mate which, in this relation, they might be liable unjustly to incur in regard 
to their intellectual standing and attainments. This apprehension had so far 
affected the minds of instructors themselves, that they were, in some in- 
stances, inclined even to dissuade young men of the highest promise from 
seeking a connection with the Society, if they could possibly subsist in the 
prosecution of their studies without it The attention of the Society was called 
to^ this subject at the special meeting in 1842, and, although it was evident 
that, under every alleged imperfection of the system, the great body of the 
students had always maintained a highly respectable standing, and many had 
attained the most eminent rank ; yet it was considered that, by reason of the 
practice which had before existed of admitting the young men into connec- 
tion with the Society within six months after the commencement of their 
studies preparatory to their entering college, it would not be in the power of 
any administration of the Society so effectually to try and select its mate- 
rials, as to secure in the students so high an average standard of merit as 
would reasonably be demanded. The Directors, indeed, before that time, 
had so far modified their rule on this subject as to extend the time of classi- 
cal study, as well as the period of church membership, previous to an ad- 
mission to the benefits of the Society, to one year ; and had also adopted the 
requisition, which has ever since been acted upon, that every student, by the 
end of his Freshman year in College, must establish a rank at least equal to 
mediocrity, as determined by the scale of merit adopted at the institutioui or 
cease to depend upon the Society for assistance. Further than this, ihe 
Board did not feel at liberty to go without the action of the Society. 
But when this subject, with others, was brought before the Society at the 
special meeting, and given into the hands of an able Committee, the full 
extent of this remedial measure was adopted, by cutting off the whole of the 
first stage — ^the stage preparatory to entering college — ^thereby securing, not 
only the important improvement above referred to, but also a much greater 
degree of intelligent responsibility on the part of the comparatively few 
Ex am inin g Committees to whom this important functiosi naght now be ift* 
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trasted. The experiment has worked well, and the present is, perhaps, a 
suitable time to re-assure the pablic mind on this point with such testimony 
as has been freely furnished to the Directors. These statements, however, 
are not intended to cover this latter period alone ; bat many of them, also, 
embrace the results of a more extended experience, by which the Society, 
under every condition of its operations, may in this respect, receive the 
credit to which it is justly entitled. 

President Woolset, of Yale College, writes to the Secretary, April 20, 
1850: 

I 

Dear Sir, — I sit down to answer your letter by saying, that, if you will 
remind me of it about the 20th of May, I will prepare you some statistics 
which may serve your cause. Meanwhile let me give you the results of a 
brief experience. 

I have BIX classes in view. 

In the iirst class there were six beneficiaries, of whom four were appointees, 
and two were not 

In the next class there were two, both of whom were appointees, and one 
of them the third scholar. 

In the third class there were nine beneficiaries, of whom eight received 
appointments at commencement, and three of these were among the princi- 
pal scholars. 

In the fourth class there are six beneficiaries, all of whom are appointees. 
And besides these there have been two others ; one, an excellent scholar, 
died, and another was dropped from the list by advice of the Committee here 
for poor scholarship. 

In the next class there are four beneficiaries, all of whom are appointees. 

In the sixth there are four, of whom two at least rank among the best 
scholars. 

In all this number there are not more than two or three whom I should 
pronounce to have mistaken their calling. On the other hand, the benefici- 
aries are, in general, an honor to the Church, and possess, I think, every 
claim, as a body, to have assistance extended to them. 

At a subsequent date, President Woolsey prepared, with much care, and 
forwarded to the Rooms the statistics to which he refers above, containing in 
one column the number of beneficiaries graduating with every class from 
1817 to 1845, inclusive ; in another column, the number who entered the 
ministry so far as could be ascertained by him ; and in a third the number in 
each class who had such a rank as to receive appoiutmenta at commence- 
ment. The appointees at Yale College, as is well known, are taken from the 
first third of the class in point of scholarship. In explaining the table the 
President observes : " The persons obtaining college honors are, the lowest 
of them, much above mediocrity. If 100 be the highest mark, they will 
come up (L e. the lowest of them) to 67i ; and so on, up to the highest mark." 

The following is a summary of this table ; the minute particulars of which 
were not given for publication here : 

Beneficiaries graduated at Yale College, from 1817 to 1846, in- 
clusive, * 249* 

Had such a rank in their class as to receive honors, . ' . 157 

*0f these, the President says, 186 entered the ministry, and perhaps a few more. 
Probably this number, if all told, would scarcely fall below 200 ; thus leaving only about 
5 
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The ntio here is as 63 to 100,— a highly creditahle result, sorely ,— while 
for the last six years, as appears from the President's first letter, it has risen 
so as to stand at 84 to 100: L e., oat of thirty-one beneficiaries, all but five 
standing among the first third of the class. 

The letter of President Hitchcock, of Amherst College, is as follows : 

Rev. AND Dear Sir,— I am happy to bear testimony to the general good 
character and scholarship of the young men who are beneficiaries of the 
American Education Society in Amherst College. The number is now oyer 
fifty, and among so many, it would be unreasonable not to expect now and 
then a case of hypocrisy or defection.* At least, I have not the wisdom to 
guard certainly against them. It ought, also, to be recollected, that these 
young men, not having had usually so good early advantages for education as 
many others, on account of their poverty, may not be as able to make as 
strong an impression upon the public at first, as others more favored ; and 
then most of them are well advanced in life before they begin their studies, 
which, you know, is unfavorable to brilliancy. But as a general thing, they 
possess those solid talents and that stability ef character, which are best 
adapted for doing good. We depend upon them very much for sustaining 
the religious interests of the College, and in time of revival, if we see them 
backward and inactive, we infer something wrong. 

Among these young men there are many who maintain throughout their 
whole college course a character so consistent, as to economy and piety, 
that their influence is deeply felt Persons possessed of competence, or 
abundance, would be sometimes surprised were they to learn with how smaU 
a sum some of these men contrive to get along. Owing to the example and 
efibrts of a few such, more than twenty of these beneficiaries, the last quar- 
ter, reported only seventy-five cents a week fer board, and they declare that 
they live comforubly. 

I lately requested two or three young men, now on your list, to give on 
paper, the leading items of their expenses for some time past Allow me 
to state the results. In all these cases the individuals receive aid from the 
College Fund, and therefore, no charge is made for term bills. 

One gives the following as his expenses and income for two years and one 
term.

Jl/ty /who, by death, or the failure of health before completing their course, or by the various 
calls, to which the ministry is obliged to yield in supplying important posts of insUuction, 
&e., have not been engaged directly in preaching the gospel. 

* The only instances of moral defection which have occurred for several jrears past, have 
been two at Amherst ; one of which reached Andover before it was exposed. 
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Another individual gives his expenses from the time he began study for 
College as follows :

Whether the above includes clothing, I cannot say. 

By receiving aid from the College Fund, and the American Education 
Society, such a young man, it is obvious, would quite meet his expenses. 
That is the course he is now pursuing. 

I would gladly add some further remarks, but I am in so great a hurry, 
in preparing to leave the country, if Providence permit, that I must close 
abruptly, with the hope that a cause so important to religion as the Edu- 
cation Society, will be sustained. I cannot see how the fifly young men, 
who are here looking forward to the ministry, could get along if there were 
no such charity. The prejudices against this cause have always seemed to 
me most unreasonable, and the result of narrow views.

President Hopkiits, of Williams College, writes as follows : 

Dear Sir, — I have no hesitation in saying that the beneficiaries of the 
American Education Society in this College have almost uniformly shown 
themselves worthy, both for scholarship and piety, of the aid they have re- 
ceived. I remember a few exceptions, but none since the present ndes have 
been adopted. 

The difficulty now seems to be not so much that any thing is said against 
the Society or the young men, as that nothing is said about them. 

President Lord, of Dartmouth College, thus writes : 

Mr Dear Sir, — I can say off hand, and say truly, that your* young men 
are as good as the average of other young men. I see no difference in 
general. Your charity enfeebles some ; it excites others. It is good or bad 
according to the soil it descends upon. On the whole it has been useful, in 
my judgment, in assisting many excellent men into the ministry who other- 
wise, might have halted. I have seen the working of your charity in College 
for twenty-two years, and my observation of your students has impressed me 
with their general excellence of scholarship and character. They have not 
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fiUlen bebind^ any other equal namber of pious young men. I freely bear 
this testimony. 

President Labaree, of Middlebury College, writes as follows : 

Dear Sir, — ^I have for many years been acquainted with benficiaries of 
the American Education Society; have had opportunities to learn their 
character and standing as men, scholars aod Christians, and I do not hesitate 
to express the confident belief that the funds of our Churches have been wisely 
appropriated in aiding these young men in their endeavors to prepare for the 
gospel ministry. Occasional failures in character or scholarship do occur, and 
they must be expected ; but as a class, the beneficiaiies of your Society fall- 
ing under my observation, have maintained a highly respectable standing as 
scholars, have been correct in their deportment as Christians, and have ex- 
erted a happy influence over their fellow students, and in the community. 
That your Society deserves and ought to receive more liberal, more generaJ, 
and more cordial support, I cannot for a moment doubt

Rev. Professor Barrows, of Western Reserve College, famishes the 
following statement respecting the students in that institution, embracing 
both the Academical and Theological departments : 

The moral and Christian character of the beneficiaries of the American 
Education Society in the Western Reserve College is unimpeachable, and 
such as to command the respect of both their fellow students and the public. 
The Faculty feel, in common with the officers of other Colleges, that their 
influence is invaluable to the Institution. Their absence would make the 
government of the College a far more difficult task than it is at present 

The average scholarship of all that portion of them who are graduates of 
this Institution, or members of the college classes, (embracing Ive-sixths of 
the whole) is not only above mediocrity, but high ; of one half of them emi- 
nent. This statement is made upon a careful examination of the College 
Register, in which the standing of each student is recorded. Of the schol- 
arship of those who have not been members of our College, we have of 
course no register, but it may be stated to be, upon the average, good. 

Among those who have been beneficiaries of the Society in past years, — 
the same having been graduated at our Institution, — I find, from the year 1840 
to the present tinie, three Valedictorians, five Salutatory orators, one Greek 
orator, and one who had the Philosophical oration. 

President White, of Wabash College, Indiana, writes as follows : 

Dear Sir, — I see no impropriety in the Education Society obtaining a 
statement of the standing and influence of its beneficiaries. It seems to me 
the Churches ought to know, through the Society, what amount of piety, en- 
ergy, and intellect they are aiding to introduce into the gospel ministry. 

In respect to the young men who have received the aid of your Board at 
this College, they have all been, in the matter of decided and devoted piety 
and religious influence, clearly above the general standard. 1 look for a very 
happy aud marked ministerial influence from them all, when they shall have 
entered upon their sacred calling. While here at College, their exemplary 
diligence and consistencfy, their Christian fidelity and prayerfulness, have 
been ipvaluable to us in maintaining order and morals, in securing general 
industry and literary progress. 

In regard to talent and scholarship your beneficiaries here, as a class, have 
maintained a still higher standing. There are, as in all such cases, several 
grades of intellectual power and acquirement, but the average is elevated. 
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Those now here are among the best scholars in College. Almost the whole 
number [seven] are undoubtedly of the first rank of scholars in the Institu- 
tion. I do not think it likely that the young men aided here will always be 
so decidedly superior intellectaally. But so it is now. May it not be that 
it is something originally superior which wakes them up and starts them out 
of the woods to College, in a country where so few exterior inducements to 
an education exist ? 

I think the Churches who shall hereafter hear of the labors of these young 
men in the midst of our moral desolations, and our millions of population, 
will never regret that they have assisted and encouraged them forward to the 
great work of publishing salvation. I wish we had a hundred such in this 
State, at this moment, ready to lift up their voice to the people.

The following, from several of the Professors in two of our oldest Theo- 
logical Seminaries, will be perused with interest

Dear Sir, — During the period of my connection with this Seminary, (now 
upwards of twenty years,) about two thirds of the students have been bene- 
ficiaries of the American Education Society. Their general character for 
talents, industry, and piety, has afforded a presage of what has already been 
So happily verified by many of them in the Lord's vineyard in this and other 
lands. A large portion of these men commenced their preparatory studies 
late in life, and with but little if any means of support, and had it not been 
for the aid afforded by the Society, they would either never have cherished 
the purpose of entering the ministry, or would have been greatly impeded in 
their preparation for it Indeed, with all the assistance from this and other 
sources, not a few have been compelled to suspend their studies, from one to 
three years, for the purpose of procuring funds, and a still larger number 
have, for the same reason, and to the serious detriment of their education, 
been absent from the College or the Seminary, for considerable periods in 
term time. Others, who could do it, have borrowed money, and have finally 
left the Seminary with a debt upon them of from $100 to $500, to be refund- 
ed from the precarious savings of a scanty salary. 

My official relation to the beneficiaries, as a member of the Examining 
Committee of the Education Society, has led me to an extensive knowledge 
of facts in regard to their pecuniary circumstances. The result is an in- 
creasing conviction, year by year, of the indispensable importance of the 
Society to the cause of Theological education, and thence to the highest 
welfare of the Church at home and abroad. Even the curtailment of a single 
appropriation will be felt as a serious evil.

The subscriber has been intimately acquainted with a large number of 
those who have been aided by the American Education Society, first when 
he was connected with Amherst College, then with the Education Society, 
and subsequently for twelve years with the Seminary at Andover, and he 
takes pleasure in bearing testimony to the talents, scholarship and general 
excellence of character of the beneficiaries. In these respects ihey would 
bear a favorable comparison with other classes of their, fellow students. 
Their influence has been highly salutary on the literary and professional insti- 
tutions with which they have been connected, and as a body they have shown 
no disposition to shrink from posts of self-denying duty. Many of them 
have labored, or are now Jaboring, with great diligence and success, as 
ministers and missionaries in foreign lands, and in the destitute portions of

Dear Sir,— In compliance with a suggestion in your favor of April 19th, 
we have been looking over the names of the Alumni of this Seminary, dur- 
ing the last fifteen years. We find that more than a hundred of them were 
beneficiaries of your Society. Some of these are no longer with us ; some 
are missionaries to the heathen ; more of them are pastors in New England ; 
and still more are Home missionaries, either in Maine, or in the wide fields 
of the West In general they are an intelligent, laborious, devoted, and 
successful class of young ministers ; some of them distinguished for talents 
and learning, but more, perhaps, for energy and tact, and persevering dili- 
gence in their Master's work. Not more than four or five out of the hundred 
have disappointed the expectations of their patrons, and two of these have 
refunded all that they ever received from the Society. 

Of the present members of the Seminary, twenty-two are beneficiaries ; 
and it is no disparagement to the rest to say, that they stand weU among their 
brethren. They make themselves and the Society respected. It is no dis- 
honorliere to be a beneficiary. 

With the operations of the American Education Society we have been fa- 
miliar for quite a number of years, — ever since our connection with the 
Seminary. We have seen, from year to year, the good it has done, and the 
sure and silent way in which it has done it And we should be unjust to 
our soberest convictions if we did not say, that we consider this Society as 
among the best Institutions of the age, — an effective instrument for accom-

The points illustrated in the foregoing documents involve one of the main 
interests of the American Education Society. A solemn duty rests upon 
this Society to make its influence and patronage subservient to the object of 
fully sustaining the practical efficiency of the ministry in our country. 
While this must depend pre-eminently upon the grace of the Holy Spirit in 
the hearts of the young men, it is not the less needful that every appropriate 
human instrumentality should be employed. *< For we are laborers together 
with God.'* The superior efficiency and success of American missions 
among the heathen, and among the corrupted communities of nominal 
Christian countries, has been honorably acknowledged by our brethren in 
England, and ascribed, in no small measure, to the more thorough intellectual 
training given to our missionaries in their preparatory course. To this great 
and blessed result the American Education Society has contributed in no 
inconsiderable degree. It must continue to do the same for the ministry 
which the Church now calls for both at home and abroad. And in this high 
aim, it cannot be doubted, it will have the countenance and co-operation of 
all educated and intelligent pastors, teachers, and christians in the land. 
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The object of this Society id to educate pious young men for the 
gospel ministry. 

Article I.* Any person who shall subscribe and shall pay into the 
Treasury at one time, one hundred dollars, and if a clergyman, forty 
dollars, shall be an honorary member ; and shall have a right to sit 
and deliberate in all meetings of the Society. But all members here- 
after added to the Society, who shall be entitled to vote, shall be 
chosen by ballot at an annual meeting. 

Art. II. A permanent fund, consisting of bequests, legacies, and 
donations, given for this special purpose, shall be formed by the 
Directors. 

Art. III. There shall annually be chosen, by ballot, a President, 
Vice President, Treasurer, and Secretary, who shall also be Clerk, 
and such other ofBcers as may be found necessary; who shall continue 
in office till others shall be chosen in their stead. 

Art. IV. This Society shall, from time to time, by ballot, elect 
such a number of honorary Vice Presidents as they may judge 
expedient. 

Art. V. The Society shall annually appoint, by ballot, eleven 
Directors; who, together with the President and Vice President of 
the Society, shall constitute a Board of Directors, five of whom shall 
constitute a quorum at any meeting regularly convened. It shall be 
the duty of this Board to increase the funds of the Society, by soli- 
citing themselves, and by appointing and instructing agents to solicit, 
the aid requisite to achieve the object in view. This Board shall have 
the power of appropriating all monies for the support of beneficiaries ; 
of examining and selecting candidates for patronage ; of appointing

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committees to examine and recommend its applicants living in distant 
parts ; and, generally, of transacting all business necessary for the 
furtherance, of the objects of this Society, not otherwise herein provided 
for. The Directors shall also keep a fair record of their proceedings, 
and annually make report of their transactions to the Society. 

Art. VI. QrUaliiied candidates may be aided, in each stage of 
preparatory education for the ministry; but, except in very singular 
cases, no applicant shall be assisted, even in the first stage, who shall 
not produce, from serious and respectable characters, unequivocal 
testimonials of hopeful piety, promising talents, and real indigence ; 
nor shall any person be continued on this foundation, 'whose instructor 
or instructors, except in very special cases, shall not annually exhibit 
to the Diret^tors, satisfactory evidence, that in point of genius, diligence, 
literary progress, morals, and piety, he is a proper character to receive 
aid from these sacred funds ; in addition to which, each beneficiary, 
afler his admission into "any college, shall annually exhibit to the 
Directors, a written declaration, that it continues to be his serious 
purpose to devote his life to the gospel ministry. 

Art. VII. Any person who has been assisted by this Society, 
and whose name shall be stricken from the list of beneficiaries, be- 
cause of misconduct, or other deficiency in regard to the qualifications 
required by the Constitution, and the Rules of the Directors;* or, who 
shall have concluded not to devote himself to the gospel ministry, shall, 
within a reasonable time, refund the sum expended for his education, 
with lawful interest, whenever required by the Directors. 

Art. VIII. The President, and in his absence, the Vice Presi- 
dent, in concurrence with three of the Directors, shall have power to 
call special meetings of the Society. 

Art. IX. Th*e Treasurer shall be bound with two sureties, in a 
reasonable sum, to be determined by the Directors, to the faithful dis- 
charge of his duty. He shall vest the property of the Society in the 
safest and most productive forms ; make payments and advances of 
money, from time to time, agreeably to the orders of the Directors; 
and annually render to the Society a written account of all receipts 
and expenditures within the year, of the amount of its funds, and of 
the manner in which they are vested : — this account to be previously 
examined and approved, in writing, by a Committee of the Society, 
annually chosen for the purpose. He shall also give to the Directors, 
whenever they request it, a particular account of the state of the 
Treasury. 

Art. X. The Society shall meet annually at such time and place 

• The Rules of the Directors are printed in a pamphlet, which may be obtaiiled by 
application at the Rooms in Boston.

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as the Directors shall appoint, to elect ofiicers, to hear the report of 
the Directors and of the Treasurer, and to transact other necessary 
business. 

Art. Xr. At all meetings of the Society, twelve members shall be 
requisite to constitute a quorum ; and every meeting of the Society, 
and of the Directors, shall be opened with prayer. 

Art. XII. The Presidents of all Societies, auxiliary to this, 
which shall pay annually one thousand dollars into the Treasury 
of this Society, shall be, ex officio, honorary Vice Presidents of this 
Society. 

Art. XIII.* Whenever a Society shall be formed, by the inhabit- 
ants of any State or district, which shall adopt the essential principles 
of this constitution, especially the provisions of the sixth article, as the 
basis of its own, such Society, upon the due notice of its existence, 
and desire of union, may be received, by a vote of the Directors, as an 
Auxiliary of the American Society. 

Every such Auxiliary Society shall possess the right of appointing 
its own officers, including a Board of Directors and a Treasurer; and 
also the right of appropriating its own funds for the assistance of 
beneficiaries, who shall have, in all respects, the requisite qualifications. 
Every candidate for such assistance shall be examined by a Committee 
of three competent men, two of whom shall be appointed by the Di- 
rectors of said Auxiliary Society, and one, by the Directors of this So- 
ciety ; and, if approved, may prosecute his studies, preparatory to the 
ministry, under the immediate superintendence of the Directors of said 
Auxiliary Society; or, if they shall deem it expedient, such candidate 
may be committed to the charge of the Directors of this Society. All 
monies of any Auxiliary Society, not appropriated as above, shall be 
transmitted to the general treasury; and whenever the exigencies of 
stich Society shall exceed its own resources, it may apply for assistance 
to the Directors of this Society. 

Art. XIV. Presidents of Auxiliary Societies shall be, ex officio, 
members of this Society, and also honorary members of the Board of 
Directors. 

Art. XV. The Directors shall have power to supply any vacancies 
that may occur in their own Board, or in the officers of the Society, 
till the next annual meeting. 

Art. XVI. No alteration of this Constitution shall be made, except 
on recommendation of the Directors, and by vote of three- fourths of 
the members present, at an annual meeting ; or unless the proposed 
alteration shall have been submitted to the Society, in writing, at a 
previous meeting.

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CHAPTER I. 

OF THE BOARD OF OIRECTORB. 

1. It is the duty of the Board of Directors to superintend and to 
manage the prudential and executive business of the Society ; and, 
especially, to see that the Constitution and Rules of the Society are 
faithfully observed. 

2. The Board shall meet quarterly for the transaction of business, on 
the second Wednesday of January ^ Aprils July and October, Special 
meetings may be called by the Secretary, at the written request of 
three Directors. 

3. Two Standing Committees shall be appointed by the Board — a 
Financial Committee whose duty it shall be to attend to the funds, and 
to advise with the Treasurer concerning the investment of funds in 
the safest and most productive forms ; and an Executive Committee 
whose duty it shall be to examine and discuss subjects of importance, 
and to report on the same to the Board ; to afford the Secretary coun- 
sel whenever he shall request it, and to perform any business during 
the recess of the Board, which, in their judgment, the interests of the 
Society may require. They shall keep a record of all their proceed- 
ings, which record shall be read to the Board at their regular, or other 
meetings, for their approval. 

4. 'J^he Directors shall keep a fair record of their proceedings, and 
annually make report of their transactions to the Society. 



CHAPTER n. 



OF THE SECRETARY. 



1. The Secretary shall conduct the correspondence; keep the 
records of the Board and of the Executive Committee; take measures 
for increasing the funds ; and do what he can to promote the highest 
prosperity and usefulness of 4he Society. 
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2. The Secretary shall pay particular attention to the character and 
qualifications of applicants for aid, and for this purpose he shall be 
authorized to take part with Examining Committees, whenever he can 
be present, in the examination of candidates, as the official represen- 
tative of this fioard, and in special cases to conduct examinations sep- 
arately. 

3. The Secretary shall be required, so far as he shall be able, to 
maintain a personal acquaintance with all who are under the patronage 
of the Society ; by visiting them at the places where they reside, and 
conversing and praying with them individually or collectively ; by cor- 
respondence with them, and with their instructors ; and by any other 
means calculated to ex&ite them to effort, and to encourage them to 
seek an elevated spirit of piety. 

4. It shall be the duty of the Secretary^ to see that the stated or 
other accounts of beneficiaries, under the patronage either of the Pa- 
rent Society or of its Auxiliaries, are made out conformably to rule, 
and returned to the general office in season to be reported to the Board 
at each quarterly meeting. He shall also give notice of all appropria- 
tions made by the General Society, or its Auxiliaries, to young men 
under patronage, and direct them how and where to apply for the 
same. 

5. The Secretary shall notify all meetings of the Board, and when 
it can be done, make an orderly arrangement of the business to be 
transacted. 

6. Such assistance shall be*allowed the Secretary in his department, 
as the Board shall judge to be necessary. 



CHAPTER HI. 

OF THE TREASURER. 

1. The Treasurer shall take charge of the funds belonging to the 
Society, and keep an accurate account of the same, showing the 
sources from which they have been derived, and the purposes for which 
they have been given. He shall open a separate account with each 
Auxiliary Society, with the Scholarship and other Permanent Funds, 
and with each Beneficiary of the Parent Society, and of the Auxilia- 
ries. 

2. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to invest the funds of the 
Society in the safest and most productive forms ; but no permanent 
investments shall be made, or changed by him, without the concur- 
rence of the Financial Committee. 

3. The Treasurer shall be authorized to pay at his discretion the 
salaries of the Officers and Agents of the Society, as fixed by the Di- 
rectors ; and also, small items of ordinary incidental expenses, which 
shall be approved by the Secretary. No money shall be paid by the 
Treasurer from the funds of the Society, for other purposes, without a 
written order from the Directors. The following shall be the form in 
which the payments of accounts shall be directed. ** The within [or 
above] account allowed by the Directors, and payment ordered [add- 
ing the date]. A B r, Clefl^. 

To C D , Treasurer.** 
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4. The Treasurer shall receive and take charge of all notes of 
young men, assisted by the Parent Society and its Auxiliaries. 
Whenever, in his judgment, it may be important to have the notes de- 
posited for safe keeping, at the places where they are given, he shall 
have the power of appointing such persons as he shall judge proper, 
for this purpose, and oP giving them the necessary instructions, as his 
agents. When the notes thus given shall become due, it shall be his 
duty to give seasonable notice thereof to the persons by whom they 
have been given, unless they shall have been previously cancelled, or 
otherwise disposed of by the Board. 

5. The Treasurer shall receive and take charge of donations in 
clothing, and shall distribute the same agreeably to directions given 
by the Secretary, or such other person or persons as the Executive 
Committee of the Board shall appoint for this purpose. 

6. At each quarterly meeting of the Directors, the Treasurer shall 
make a report in writing on the state of the funds, mentioning, partic- 
ularly, what amount there is in the treasury at the time, subject to the 
immediate disposal of the Directors. He shall, also, furnish for publi- 
cation quarterly, or oftener, if requested, a complete list of all dona- 
tions to the Parent Society, and to its several Auxiliaries. 

7. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to make a written Report 
to the Society, at each annual meeting, of all receipts and expendi- 
tures within the year ; of the amount of the funds, and the manner of 
their investment ; which Report shall be previously examined, and ap- 
proved in writing, by cin Auditing Committee, chosen by the Society. 

8. The Treasurer shall be bound for the faithful discharge of his 
duties, with sufficient sureties, in a reasonable sum, to be determined 
by the Directors. 



CHAPTER IV. 

Of EXAMINING COMMITTEES. 

1. The Board of Directors shall appoint Examining Committees at 
the Colleges and Theological Seminaries, in different parts of the 
country, so far as the convenience of applicants, and the interests of 
the Society may require, to examine and recommend candidates for 
patronage. Where no special reasons exist for a larger number, each 
Committee shall consist of three persons ; one of whom at least, shall 
be a person not belonging to the Faculty of the Institution. 

2. When a candidate for patronage applies for examination, it shall 
be the duty of the Examining Committee, to whom the application is 
made, to institute a personal and faithful inquiry respecting his testi- 
monials, his studies, his religious character, his motives in seeking an 
education for the Christian ministry, and his willingness to conform to 
the rules of the American Education Society. If, after serious and 
full examination, the Committee shall be satisBed that the applicant pos- 
sesses the character and qualifications required of beneficiaries by the 
Constitution and Rules of the Society, it shall be their duty to recom- 
mend him for patronage to the Board of Directors of the Parent Soci- 
ety, or of one of its Auxiliaries if the applicant reside within the limits 
Qf an Auxiliary. In their recommendation, the Committee shall state 
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very particularly, the name, age, residence, occupation, place of educor 
tion, church connection, and other important facts connected with the 
history or character of the applicant, together with an account of the 
testimonials furnished, and the names and residence of the persons by 
whom they were furnished. 

3. If, afler examining a candidate, the Committee shall have doubts 
respecting his character and qualifications, while yet they are so far 
satisfied as to be imwilling to reject the application, they may state the 
grounds of their doubts, and recommend the applicant on condition 
of re-examination after a suitable period. 

4. It shall be the duty of the several Examining Committees, to 
endeavor to impress the minds of those who apply for patronage with 
a deep sense of the momentous and solemn nature of their undertaking, 
to explain to them the principles upon which appropriations are made 
by this Society, and to apprise them of the necessity, which the 
Rules of the Society lay upon them, of making vigorous efforts to sus- 
tain themselves. It is recommended that every examination of can- 
didates be introduced and closed with prayer. 

5. Certificates and testimonials furnished any Examining Committee 
shall be regarded as the property of the Board of Directors of the 
Parent Society, and shall be carefully preserved till called for by them 
or their lawful agent ; except, that in case an applicant shall not be 
received on trial, his papers may, if he requests it, be returned to him. 

6. In addition to the examination of candidates for admission, it 
shall be the duty of the Examining Committees, located at the respec- 
tive Institutions, to meet quarterly, when the schedules of the young 
men are ready to be forwarded, and carefully to renew their inquiries 
respecting the deportment, and proficiency in study, of each benefi- 
ciary ; to recommend his continuance or not as they may find reason ; 
and to decide on the distribution of appropriations, according to the 
provisions of the Rule respecting appropriations. Chapter VI, Art. 3. 



CHAPTER V. 



op BENEFICIARIES. 



1. No person shall be considered a candidate for assistance until 
he is fitted to enter college, or has pursued classical studies for at 
least two years;* nor until he has been a professor of religion one 
year ; and has attained to sixteen years of age. 

2. No person shall be patronized who does not furnish satisfactory 
evidence of promising talents, and decided piety, and who is not in 
the way of obtaining a thorough classical and theological education, 
that is, either preparing to enter College, or a member of some regu- 
larly constituted College, where a thorough classical course is pursued ; 
or engaged in theological studies with the design of taking a regular 
three years' course. Though a public course of theological instruction 
is preferred, yet a private course is not prohibited. It is understood, 

* The intention of the Rule is to require all the candidates to be JUiedfor CMege^ before thoy can 
be leceived by the Society ; unless it be such as are members of Academic Institutions where a threa 

J ears* classical course is required to fit for College ; who, under the provision in the last clause, can 
B aided in their third year, if neceMary. 
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however, that a beneficiary will not place himself under a private in- 
structor unless be first obtain the approbation of the Board of Direc- 
tors. 

3. When a young man wishes to apply for patronage, he must pur- 
sue the following steps. First, He must obtain unequivocal testimo- 
nials from three or more serious and respectable persons best acquainted 
with him and his circumstances, (e. g.) his minister, instructor, a mag- 
istrate, or some other principal man in the vicinity, stating his age, 
place of residence, indigence, moral and religious character, including 
his church connection, talents, previous education, and serious desire 
to devote his life to the Christian ministry. These testimonials should 
be sealed papers, that the writers of them may speak freely, concerning 
the character of the applicants. Secondly, Having obtained these 
testimonials, the applicant must present his request for examination 
and recommendation to some Examining Ck>mmittee in his neighbor- 
hood, or within the portion of the country to which he belongs. If 
no such Committee is known to have been appointed, the applicant or 
his friends may write, for information, to the Secretary of the Parent 
'Society ; or if he resides within the limits of an Auxiliary Society, to 
the Secretary of that Auxiliary. 

4. Whenever a young man has taken the above course, and been 
examined and recommended by an authorized Committee, to the 
Board of Directors of the Parent Society, or of one of its Auxiliaries, 
he may be admitted on trial, at the discretion of the Board, for a pe- 
riod of three months. 

5. Every young man admitted on trial, or regularly received in the 
manner hereinafter mentioned, shall renew his application, and make 
his returns to the Board quarterly, in season for each quarterly meet- 
ing, unless for special reasons a longer period shall have been granted 
by the Board of the Parent Society ; and he shall do the same, with 
scrupulous exactness, according to the following form or schedule, 
(see p. 47,)— which shall be regularly and punctually returned by all 
under the patronage of the Society, or of its Auxiliaries, in every stage 
of their education. 

6. When the applicant shall have filled the blanks in one or other 
of these forms, according to the stage of education in which he is pur- 
suing his studies, he shall exhibit the schedule to the principal officer 
or instructor of the Institution with which he is connected, who must 
subscribe the following declaration, ' on some part of the same, before 
it can be received by the Board of Directors. 

*• I certify that I have examined the within [or above] accounts and 
that I believe the same to be correct ; and also that the persons herein 
named, sustain the character required of beneficiaries by the Consti- 
tution and Rules of the American Education Society." *

* That instructors ma^ be at no loss to understand the import of this declaration, the article of 
the Constitution is here inserted, which explains it.—*' Art. 6. Qualified candidates may be aided, in 
each stage of preparatory education for the ministry } but, except in Tery singular cases, no appli- 
cant shall be assisted, even in the first stage, who shall nut produce, from serious and respectable 
characters, unequivocal testimonials of hopeful piety, promising talents, and real indigence ; nor 
shall any person be continued on this foundation, whose instructor or instructors, except in very 
special eases, shall not annually exhibit to the Directors satisfactory evidence, that in point of 
genius, diligence, literary progress, morals and piety, ha is a proper character to receive aid from 
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thate ncred fands ; in additicm to which, each beneficiary, after his admission into anv College, shall 
annoHllT exhibit to the Directors, a written declaration, that it continues to be his serioas purpose to 
devote his life to the gospel ministry."— No young man of doubtful moral or religious character, or 
whose talents and scholarship fall decidedly below mediocrity, can be sustained consistently with 
this article. The annual returns required in the above article of the Constitution, are luperiedod 
by the quarterly returns and eectifieatet on the ichedules. 
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7. If the applicant receives his appropriations as a loan, and if the 
note given for his preceding grant has not heen forwarded to the 
Treasurer of the Parent Society, he shall hand the schedule, before 
sending it, to such person as the Treasurer of the Parent Society may 
have authorized to receive notes for safe keeping, whose signature to 
the following declaration written upon the schedule, shall be given, 
before it can be received by the Directors. 

** I certify that I have received, for safe keeping, the notes of the 
within [or above] mentioned beneficiaries of the American Education 
Society, for their last grant ; which notes are subject to the order of 
the Directors of the American Education Society."

8. Every young man, upon being received, shall be furnished with 
a certificate of his admission, signed by the Secretary of the Parent 
Society. 

9. Young men who shall have passed through the preparatory course 
of study required by the American Education Society, and in con- 
formity to the Rules, shall be entitled to an honorable Testimonial 
certifying the fact, and signed by the Secretary. If any young man 
shall, at any time, while under patronage, wish to close his connection 
with the Society, he shall make known his wishes to the Secretary of 
the Parent Society ; and, provided he has maintained the character 
required, and conformed to the Rules, he shall receive an honorable 
dismission. 

10. All, in every stage of their education, shall be regarded as 
standing upon their character ; and shall be liable to have their pat- 
ronage discontinued for improper conduct of any kind, at the discre- 
tion of the Directors of the Parent Society, or if they are under the 
immediate care of an Auxiliary, at the disci^etion of the Board of such 
Auxiliary, with the concurrence of the Board of the Parent Society. 
Instances of gross fraud or imposition, should they occur, may be ex- 
posed publicly, at the discretion of the Directors in like manner. 

11. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to ascertain the scholarship 
of each beneficiary at the close of his first year in college, as deter- 
mined by the character of his daily recitations during the year ; and 
the Directors will cease to make appropriations, unless in extraordinary 
cases, to any who may not hold a standing equal to that of the ave- 
rage of students at that period of the course. 

12. If any young man, under the patronage of this Society, shall 
enter into the marriage state during his course of study, his appropria- 
tions shall cease. 

13. If any young man, under the patronage of the Society, shall 
neglect to report himself in the manner required in the 5th section of 
this chapter, twice in succession, without giving any explanation of 
his omission, he shall be considered irregular, and on renewing his ap- 
plication for aid, shall be liable to re-examination and to a second ad- 
mission on trial, at the discretion of the Directors of the Parent Soci- 
ety, or, if he resides within the limits of an Auxiliary, at the discretion 
of its Board of Directors. 

14. Beneficiaries of other Education Societies, applying for patron- 
age to this Society, must exhibit satisfactory evidence of previous good 
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Standing in the Societies with which they have been connected, and 
must furnish an Examining Committee of this Society with satisfactory 
evidence of their attainments and piety, and be recommended by them 
to its* patronage, before they can be received either upon trial, or regu- 
larly admitted. 

15. It is desired and expected of all under patronage, that a portion 
of every day will be employed, as there may be opportunity, in useful 
exercise and in productive labor, with a view of promoting vigorous 
health, and of enabling them to do something towards defraying the 
expenses of their education. 

16. Every beneficiary of this Society should regard it as an object 
of primary importance to grow continually in a, spirit of enlight- 
ened devotion, and of fervent piety, deeply impressed with the senti- 
ment, that without this, all his other acquisitions will be comparatively 
of little worth, either to himself, or to the Church of Christ. It is, 
therefore, affectionately and earnestly recommended to every benefi- 
ciary, that he daily spend a portion of time in devout meditation, 
reading the ScrFptures with a view to a personal and practical applica- 
tion, and in humble and fervent prayer ; that the Sabbath be faithfully 
employed in religious duties, social and secret, and that associations 
for prayer and religious improvement be attended as circumstances 
shall permit. 



CHAPTER VI. 

OF APPROPRIATIONS. 

1. The amount appropriated to young men under patronage shall be 
the least with which they can be carried forward, consistently with 
health and a thorough education, after making suitable efforts to assist 
themselves, and receiving the aid of other public funds and of friends. 

2. The annual amount to be granted regularly to the young men 
in the first stage of education, shall be sixty dollars — fifteen dollars for 
each quarter, and the number of quarterly appropriations not to exceed 
four : to those in the second stage, eighty dollars — twenty dollars for 
each quarter, and the number of quarterly appropriations not to exceed 
sixteen ; and to those in the third stage, eighty dollars— twenty dollars 
each quarter, and the number of quarterly appropriations not to exceed 
twelve. 

3. The aggregate amount of the quarterly appropriations to the 
beneficiaries at any College or Theological Seminary, shall not exceed 
the above ratio of twenty dollars to each, or eighty dollars annually. 
But if the Examining Committee, located at the Institution, in con- 
sultation with the young men, shall decide, in view of a diversity in 
their circumstances and necessities, that some ought to receive more, 
and others less, than the above annual amount, they may make a dif^ 
ference among them in the distribution of the sum granted by the 
Board, more nearly proportioned to their respective wants ; in no case, 
however, granting to the same young man more thai! one hundred 
dollars annually. 

4. It shall be discretionary with the local Committees in consulta- 

7 
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tioD with the beneficiaries, to determine in each case whether the aid 
shall be afforded in the form of gratuity or loan. 

5. Every young man, before receiving his first appropriation, whether 
it be a gratuity or a loan, shall subscribe the following Obligation, 
which shall remain in the hands of the Agent of the Directors, subject 
to their order : 

I do hereby engage that in the event of my voluntarily failing to 
enter into the work of the ministry, or of my being discontinued from 
the patronage of the American Education Society for a failure to com- 
ply with its Rules, I will, within one year afterwards, refund to the 
Treasurer of the Society the whole amount of the money which I may 
have received from its funds, with interest on the same from the time 
of my receiving it. (Signed) A B 

In presence of C D . 

6. For appropriations made in the form of loans, the young men, 
whether of age or not, shall give their notes, at the Ume of receiving 
them, in the following form : 

For value received, I promise to pay the American Education Soci- 
ety, or order, dollars, before my settlement in the ministry ; or 

within two years after I shall have finished my studies, agreeably to the 
Rules of the Society, if I should remain so long unsettled ; with in- 
terest from the time when due. 

(Signed) A B . 

In presence of C D . 

7. A young man admitted on trial, shall receive his first appropria- 
tion at the^ same meeting in which he is admitted. But the sum 
granted, at one time, shall not exceed the appropriation allowed for 
one quarter, unless on account of the distance of the applicant, he 
has been authorized by the Board of the Parent Society to make his 
returns and to receive his appropriations less frequently than once in a 
quarter. 

8. No appropriations shall be made to ypung men either by the 
Board* of the Parent Society, or of an Auxiliary, except at the regular 
meetings ; and then no appropriations shall be made unless young men 
have conformed to the Rules in making out their returns. If an ap- 
plicant has failed to make such returns in season for the meeting at 
whiclvthey should have been presented, they must be laid over till the 
next regular meeting ; nor may an appropriation for the preceding 
period be allowed, if the failure of the applicant to forward his returns 
be owing to any fault of his, either in not making himself acquainted 
with the Rules, or in not taking the necessary pains to inform himself, 
and to observe them. 

9. Notice of appropriations shall be given to young men as early 
after being made as shall be convenient, by the Secretary of the Pa- 
rent Society, and he shall direct how and where the money is to be 
obtained. Persons authorized by the Treasurer of the Parent Society 
to receive the^ notes of young men, for safe keeping, shall in all cases, 
where it can be done, be the persons authorized to draw or to re- 
ceive the funds thus appropriated ; and shall take the note of 
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each young man receiving his appropriation as a loan, at the time of 
paying it. 

10. When appropriations have been made by the Board of Directors 
of an Auxiliary, the payment shall be suspended until the Directors of 
the Parent Society have held their correspondmg meeting, and have 
concurred in the appropriations. Notice shall then be given to the 
young men, and the payment ordered by the Secretary of the Parent 
Society, in the manner prescribed in Rules 9th and 1 Ith of this Chap- 
ter, concerning appropriations made directly by the Parent fioard. If 
the Board of the Parent Society do not concur in an appropriation 
made by the Board of an Auxiliary, the reasons of such non-concur- 
rence shall be forwarded to the Secretary of the Auxiliary, and payment 
suspended until a further investigation of the case shall enable both 
Boafds to concur in their decision on the subject. 

11. A list of appropriations made by the Board of the Parent Soci- 
ety at each quarterly meeting, and of those made by the several Aux- 
iliary Societies and concurred in by the Parent Board, shall be made 
out by the Clerk of the Board immediately after the meeting, and sent 
to the agents at the several Institutions appointed by the Board to re- 
ceive the money and pay it to the young men, authorizing them to 
draw for the amount upon the Treasurer, either of the Parent Society, 
or of the Auxiliaries with which they are connected. The Treasurer 
shall at the same time notify the Treasurers of Auxiliary Societies of 
the amount of the drafts thus ordered in concurrence, to be paid by 
them ; and authorize them to draw upon him for any balance, over and 
above the funds in their possession, which may be necessary to enable 
them to meet such drafts. 

12. Upon receiving a new appropriation, the young men who give 
their notes, shall be required, at the discretion of the Treasurer, to 
take up their former notes and give a new note, of the same form, for 
the full amount. When a young man has completed his whole course 
of study, or wishes to close his connection with the Society, he shall 
take up all the notes which he has formerly given, and put the amount 
into a new note. 

13. In case the future condition of those who are assisted by the 
Society, in consequence of any calamity, or of the service of the 
church to which they may be providentially called, or the peculiar sit- 
uation in which they may be placed, shall, in the judgment of the 
Board, be found to be such, as to render it unsuitable for them to be 
called upon to pay their debt to the Society, it shall be understood to 
be the right and duty of the Board, to relinquish in part, or to cancel, 
such debt, whenever they shall judge proper. 

14. The obligations of those young men who shall be accepted by 
any Foreign Mission Society, to go as missionaries to the heathen ; 
and of those who shall be settled over churches which are aided by 
Domestic Mission Societies, or be otherwise employed by these Socie- 
ties to preach the gospel to the destitute; and likewise of those who 
shall take the charge of feeble parishes, which, without missionary aid 
are only able to afford them a bare support ; shall, upon their applica- 
tion, be suspended from the time of their entering into such situations, 
and during their continuance in ihem« Aod if they shall cootinua to 
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be thas employed for a period of five years, their notes may, at the dis- 
cretion of the fioard, be canceled and given up. 

15. When any young man who has been assisted by the Society is 
removed by death, his notes, unless in extraordinary cases, shall be 
canceled. 



CHAPTER VII. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

1. Scholarships shall be of two descriptions. Permanent and Tempo- 
rary. A Permanent scholarship shall consist of one thousand dollars, 
the income only of which shall be appropriated. A Temporary schol- 
arship shall consist of an annuity, or subscription of seventy-five dol- 
lars a year* continued for a period of seven years. 

2. For every temporary scholarship which may be intrusted to the 
Society, the Directors will aim to educate one young man for the min- 
istry ; and for every Permanent scholarship founded and secured to 
the Society, the Directors will educate a succession of ministers of the 
gospel, as fast as the income will permit. 

3. In cases where a scholarship is founded by an individual, it shall 
be designated by the name of the donor, unless the donor shall affix to 
it some other name ; and where a scholarship is founded by several 
individuals, it shall be called by such name as they may agree upon, 
or if none is given, by such name as the Directors shall give it. 

4. Donors wishing to nominate young men to their respective foun- 
dations, may have the right of doing so, provided the persons so nom- 
inated shall, in all respects, possess the character required, and shall 
conform to the Rules of the Society. 

5. Regular beneficiaries only, in either stage of their education, 
shall be placed upon scholarships ; and each scholarship shall have 
some such beneficiary placed upon it as speedily as may be, after it is 
established. 

6. Auxiliary Societies may be requested to nominate young men 
under their particular care to scholarships obtained within their limits, 
unless the donors themselves reserve this privilege. 

7. The income of permanent scholarships, pledged to the Board of 
Directors of an Auxiliary, shall be transmitted by the Treasurer of 
the Parent Society to the Treasurer of such Auxiliary. 



CHAPTER VIII. 

AUXILIARY SOCIETIES. 

1. Each Auxiliary and its Board of Directors will aim to conform 
all their proceedings to the Rules and Regulations of the Parent So- 
ciety, and especidly to the fundamental principles of the Constitu- 
tion. 

2. The territorial limits within which the operations of the several 
Auxiliaries shall be confined, shall be a matter of mutual arrangement

between the Beard of Direotara of the Parent Soeiely, and the. Board 
of each Auxiliary respectively. 

) 3. Tbe Board of Directors of tbe Parent Society, except where 
m^cial reasons shall make it inexpedient, or inconvenien4^ will transfer 
tne beneficiaries which it may already have within the limits of any 
Auxiliary Society, to the immediate care of the Board of Direetofs <^ 
fittch Auxiliary. 

4. Beneficiaries removing from the limits of the Parent Society 
into those of an Auxiliary, or from one Auxiliary into another, shall 
be regarded as removing their relation to the Auxiliary within whose 
limits they are to reside. — Or, if they remove from the limits of an 
Auxiliary, to a place within the limits of the Parent Society, they will 
come under the immediate superintendence of that Society. 

5. All accounts with beneficiaries shall be kept in the name of the 
Parent Society ; and their periodical or other returns, shall be directed 
and regularly transmitted to the Board of Directors of that Society. 

6. The special care and supervisioh which the Secretary of the Pa- 
rent Society is required to take of beneficiaries in the various stages of 
their preparatory studies, shall be exercised without distinction over 
those who are under the immediate supervision of the Parent Society 
and of its Auxiliaries. 

7. The Board of Directors of each Auxiliary are expected to co« 
operate with the Directors of the Parent Society in raising funds 
within its limits, by conferring with the Secretary of the Parent So? 
ciety, and by appointing agents to assist him in the work of nolicita- 
tion within those limits, when desired ; but nothing contained in this 
regulation shall be construed as prohibiting the Board of any Auxiliarjr 
from adopting measures of their own for raising funds, when a co- 
operation with the Parent Society cannot for any reason be convenient- 
ly or speedily had. 

8. The Parent Society, being an incorporated institution, with an 
ample charter for holding funds, all donations given for the purpose of 
founding permanent scholarships, whether by individuals or associa- 
tions, shall be given directly for that Society ; but the income of audi 
43 are given within the limits of an Auxiliary Society , shall be pledge4 
to the Board of Directors of such Auxiliary to be approfuriated bf 
them, according to the provisions of the general constilution. All do- 
nations for immediate use, and all temporary scholarships within the 
limits of an Auxiliary ai^ sent to its treasury, shall be pledged in likf 
manner : provided that nothing in this article shall be considered aa 
restraining, or in any way affecting the liberty of donors to make.auch 
an arrangement in regard to their donations as they may think proper, 

9. Monies refunded by beneficiaries, appropriations to whom shall 
have been granted by an Auxiliary Society, shall he pledged to tb^ 
Auxiliary by which the money was appropriated. The menoer of 
redeeming this pledge shall be left to mutual arrangement between the 
Board of the Parent Society and the Boards of the several Auxiliaries* 

10. It shall be the duty of the Board of each Auxiliary Society, to 
meet quarterly, at least two weeks previous to the second Wednesday 
of January, Aprils July, and October, to receive the returns of bene^ 
ficiaries under their care ; to appropriate the funds at their disposal ; 
to attend to the applications of new beneficiaries ; and to transact any 

8 
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Other business which may be important to the welfare of that part of 
the general concern which is confided to their care. 

1 1. The Treasurer of each Auxiliary shall be required to make a 
quarterly report, to its Board of Directors, of the state of the treasury, 
noting particularly the amount of disposable funds, which is possessed 
at the time ; he shall also be required to forward a duplicate of the 
same report, including a complete and accurate list of donations for 
the quarter, to the Treasurer of the Parent Society ; and for all funds 
in his hands, or under his care, belonging to the Greneral Society, he 
shall forward a certificate to its Treasurer. 

12. Surplus funds in the Treasury of any Auxiliary Society, shall 
be transmitted to the general treasury, or made subject to its order at 
least once a year, and oftener where arrangements for that end shall be 
mutually entered into, by the Board of the Parent Society, and the 
Board of any Auxiliary. 

13. Schedules, containing the pecuniary accounts of beneficiaries, 
with their renewed applications for aid, shall be made out, and returned 
quarterly. They must make their returns to the Secretary of the Aux* 
iliary, in season for the quarterly meeting of its Directors ; and when 
those returns have been acted upon by them, they shall be sent by the 
Secretary of the Auxiliary to the Secretary of the Parent Society, in 
season for the quarterly meeting of their Board of Directors, with an 
ofiicial note, stating how much has been appropriated by the Board of 
the Auxiliary, and how much will be necessary from the Board of the 
Parent Society to complete the appropriation. 

14. If the Board of any Auxiliary Society shall prefer, temporarily 
or otherwise, to dispense with their quarterly meetings, and to order 
the returns of beneficiaries, within their limits, to be sent directly from 
the Institutions to the Parent Board, they shall be at liberty so to 
do ; still reserving to themselves the right to resume the full exercise 
of their separate functions, as prescribed in the tenth and thirteenth 
sections of this chapter, whenever they may think proper. 

15. In case of a difference of opinion between the Board of the 
Parent Society, and the Board of an Auxiliary, the subject shall be 
referred to the decision of the Parent Society at a legal meeting, as a 
portion of the members of that Society are chosen from within the 
limits of each Auxiliary. 

16. That there may be a thorough and uniform observance of the 
Rules of the Society, the Board of Directors shall keep a constant 
supply of Blanks, and of Blank Books, for the use of the officers of 
Auxiliaries, and of all others concerned in the business of the Society, 
the expense of which shall be defrayed out of the Parent treasury. 

Other Rules and Regulations may hereafter be added, or those 
which are here specified may be altered or amended, as experience may 
suggest to be necessary.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
IN THE TEAR OF QUE LORD ONE THOUSAND EIGHT HUNDRED AND SIXTEEN. 

An Act to incorporate the American Education Society. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Gene- 
ral Court assembled, and by tiie authority of the same, that William Phillips, Samuel 
Salisbury, Eliphalet Pearson, William Reed, Joshua Bates, Asa Eaton, Samuel H. 
Walley, and Aaron P. Cleveland, together with those who have associated, and who 
may hereafter associate with them, be and they are hereby incorporated and made a 
body politic, by (he nameof Thk Americait Education Society. And the So- 
ciety aforesaid shall have perpetual succession, and may have a common Seal, which it 
flhall be lawful for them to alter at pleasure ; and may purchase and receive, by gift 
or devise, lands, tenements, and real estate of any kind, and the same hold in fee 
simple, or less estate, the annual income and profits whereof shall not exceed the 
value of ten thousand dollars. And the said Society is hereby enabled to take and 
receive subscriptions of charitably disposed persons, and may take any personal 
estate in succession ; and all donations to the Society, either by subscription, legacy, 
or otherwise, (excepting such as shall be differently appropriated by the donors, or 
by a vote of the Society, agreeably to their Constitution,) shall make a part of or be 
put into the capital stock ot the Society, which shall be put out on interest on good 
security, or otherwise improved to the best advantage, and the {income or profits 
applied to the purpose of aiding indigent young men of talents and hopeful piety in 
acquiring a learned and competent education for the gospel ministry. 

Section 2. Be it further enacted, that the said Society may choose a President, 
Vice President, Clerk, Treasurer, and such other officers as they shall see fit; and 
may at their first meeting under this incorporation, by the vote of two-thirds of the 
members present at said meeting, adopt such Constitution or system of Rules and 
By-laws, as they shall think necessary for the orderly conducting and executing the 
business of said Society, and for the most effectually securing the object of their 
institution ; whicli Constitution or system of Rules and By-laws shall be for the 
government of said Society, and shall not be altered at any subsequent meeting, but 
in the manner therein pointed out ; provided such Rules and By-laws be not repug- 
nant to the Constitution and laws of this Commonwealth. 

Section 3. Be it further enacted, that the Society aforesaid may at all times 
under the name, style, and title aforesaid, sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, 
appear, prosecute, and defend to final judgment and execution, and may appoint an 
Agent or Agents, to prosecute and defend suits with power of substitution ; and it 
shall be lawful for the said Society to make sale of any estate or personal property, 
given or purchased, as aforesaid, or in any other way or right accruing to them in 
their corporate capacity, (unless that, which is given, be otherwise expressly order- 
ed or appropriated by the donor,) and convey the same by deed or other legal 
instrument, duly executed ; and when the property to be conveyed is real estate, 
under the hand of the Treasurer, and the Seal of the Society : provided that all 
moneys, arising from such sale, be applied to the same use to which the iocome 
thereof was before applied. 

Section 4. Be it further enacted, that William Phillips, Esquire, be and he hereby 
is authorized by notification, in any two of the newspapers printed in Boston, iq 
appoint the time and place of the first meeting of said Society.

THREE THINGS IN THE DUTY OF THE CHURCH. 

The duty of the Church, in reference to this objecti may be thus distin- 
guished : — 

'1. The duty of Christian parents to dedicate their sons to God and his 
service. This is an act which influences the parent in directing the educa- 
tion of the son. It will do much to make his training very different from 
that which a selfish earthly policy would dictate. It is an act which is 
pleasing to God, intimately connected with faith in him and prayer for his 
blessing. It is an act which is likely to affect the child. Its moral power is 
great When an aged father visited the house of his son, he was presented 
with a grandchild whom he had never seen. Turning to his son, he said, 
* Have you dedicated this child to God T adding with a most tender but solemn 
emphasis, ^ you know, that is the parent's first duty, and one I regarded as 
immediately binding upon me.' This fact was doubtless connected with 
another, that he was permitted to rejoice in the devotion of four sons to the 
ministry. — I knew a young man, a graduate of West Point Academy, already 
advanced in ofiice and stationed at one of the forts on the Atlantic coast 
The question was started, * Am I at the post of duty ? Ought I not to conse- 
cnate myself to the work of the Christian ministry ?' That which seemed 
especially to press upon his mind and prevent his dismissing the question, was 
the fact that his pious mother had early dedicated him to the service of 
Christ in the sacred ministry. He at length decided to prepare for that 
ofiice and is now preaching the Gospel in China. 

2. The duty of prayer fbr ojir young men now training for action. The 
church ought to turn with an anxious eye to the generation of mind now com- 
ing forward, and charter it fbr the carrying out of her high and sacred de- 
signs. These hills and vallies are filled wiUi an order of mind unequalled in 
any age or country. It is gathering a power that will be spent somewhere 
with vast results. There \b nothing to check it It is born and nurtured 
under free and stirring influences. The world is ready to receive it and take 
the impression it is fitted to give. Feel it or not, th^re is a generation train- 
ing, under whose influence the world will not remain as it now is. Institu- 
tions and opinions will come under new and stronger impulses. The rivers 
will still run down their courses. The everlasting mountains will remain. 
But beneath the tread of this advancing generation, there is already felt the 
precursor of some fearful resurrection. You cannot crush this mind — ^you 
cannot sink it It does not ask your permission to grow and act It possess- 
es the elements of life and action. It must spread. The fountain is filling 
and tlie streams will flow. The momentous question is. To what shall it be 
consecrated ? This question is not yet settled. Under the divine blessing 
this generation of educating youth can be made the efiictent defenders of 
truth ; and many of them be qualified for the pulpit That blessing we 
greatly need. For it let the church pray. 

^ The duty which this Society directly contemplates — ^the aiding of pious, 
talented young men, yist indigent, who seek the sacred ofiice. Fix your eye 
on one ^oung man. There is a moment of great interest in his history. 
The desire to preach Christ has grown in his soul until he can smother it no 
longer. He unfolds his wishes to his parents, to his friends ; and they can 
give him no help. He calculates what he can do b;^ his own exertion, but 
something is wanting still. That which is wanting, is just what this Socie- 
ty proffers him. Shall a promising young man be prepared for the ministry, 
has often turned on the single point, Can this Society make up what is want- 
ing still. 

In these three particulars, I see the work which belongs to the Christian 
church. To it she must address herself wiUi new devotion if she would 
fulfill her great commission. — iZev. Z>r. Condit,
